3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  began  with  good  wishes  for  the  new  year.  He  distributed  the  2010  meeting  schedule,  and 
reported  that  since  Mr.  Cancel  was  still  in  Brazil,  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  would  be  making  the  Director's 
report  on  his  behalf.  President  Johnston  took  the  opportunity  to  look  back  at  the  past  year  and  pronounced  it 
impressive.  He  said  that  during  his  six-year  tenure,  the  Commission  has  continued  to  grapple  with  how  to  better 
fulfill  its  role  in  the  larger  arts  community,  and  be  a  force  in  the  larger  community,  recognized  in  the  mainstream 
media,  not  only  the  arts  media.  He  argued  that  this  is  important  because  the  people  in  San  Francisco  who  don't  apply 
for  grants,  who  don't  come  to  meetings  or  shows  are  still  very  much  the  constituents  of  the  Arts  Commission,  and  it 
is  important  that  the  Commission  bring  the  arts  to  them,  President  Johnston  was  proud  of  a  good  year  expanding  the 
Arts  Commission's  reach,  and  he  commended  the  staff  for  their  hard  work.  He  praised  the  excellence  of  the  Gallery 
shows,  public  art.  Art  in  Storefronts,  Deep  Roots  and  many  other  projects;  the  Commission  applauded  staff.  President 
Johnston  also  praised  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Kate  Patterson  for  a  fantastic  job  reaching  the  press  and  the  media. 
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President  Johnston  noted  that  San  Francisco  Chronicle  critic  Kenneth  Baker  included  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery's 
"10  X  10  X  10"  in  his  Top  Ten  list  for  2009,  praising  it  as  "a  museum-worthy  show."  President  Johnston  noted  that  it 
is  a  point  of  pride  to  draw  the  attention  of  this  reviewer.  President  Johnston  also  reported  that  Art  in  Storefronts  has 
had  national  press  coverage,  and  the  City  Hall  Lighthouse  for  the  Blind  show  was  profiled  in  the  New  York  Times.  He 


thought  it  was  important  to  recognize,  in  the  face  of  the  many  challenges,  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  done  a  lot  of 
very  good  work  in  the  past  year. 

President  Johnston  warned  that  the  budget  discussions  look  bad,  and  getting  worse,  even  as  bad  as  the  previous 
year  when  the  Commission  lost  key  staff.  He  advised  that  the  Executive  Committee  would  be  grappling  with  the 
budget  over  the  next  couple  of  months,  and  he  invited  all  Commissioners  to  attend  these  meetings,  where  the  "nitty- 
gritty"  work  is  done.  He  wondered  how  the  budget  could  be  cut  further  when  the  agency  has  already  been  cut  to  the 
bone,  though  he  pledged  to  work  with  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  strategic  plan  is  moving  forward,  and  the  Executive  Committee  has  expressed  a 
desire  to  have  the  plan  better  articulate  the  agency's  vision.  He  noted  that  some  of  the  plan's  goals  had  unanimous 
support  and  others  didn't;  he  expected  that  the  full  Commission  likewise  would  not  fully  embrace  all  of  the  goals.  He 
noted  that  the  strategic  plan  can  be  helpful  in  giving  direction  over  the  next  three  years,  but  that  the  Arts 
Commission  is  a  government  agency,  subject  to  budget  realities,  political  realities  and  public  process  in  taking  any 
actions.  The  plan,  he  said,  cannot  settle  every  question.  Finally,  he  promised  more  discussion  at  the  next  meeting. 

Director's  Report 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Cancel,  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  wished  everyone  a  happy  new  year,  and  thanked  the 
Commissioners  for  giving  so  much  of  their  time  as  volunteers  in  service  to  the  City. 

She  explained  that  in  addition  to  reading  the  Director's  report  which  Mr.  Cancel  had  sent,  she  had  also  asked  staff  to 
report  a  few  highlights  from  each  program,  to  help  Commissioners  understand  what  staff  does  day-to-day. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  there  had  been  two  staff  meetings  over  the  preceding  holiday  weeks,  with  about  two-thirds 
of  the  staff  participating,  to  discuss  the  strategic  plan.  She  said  that  the  Executive  Committee's  comments  had  been 
very  helpful  to  staff  discussions.  She  expected  to  incorporate  all  that  input  into  a  revision  of  the  plan  for  review  by 
the  Committee  at  its  January  25  meeting. 

Ms.  Manton  read  Mr.  Cancel's  report  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Cancel  acknowledged  the  management  team  which  has  met  weekly.  He  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  has 
collaborated  with  other  City  departments,  as  in  the  new  Art  in  Storefronts  program,  or  the  StreetSmARTS  anti-graffiti 
initiative,  supported  by  a  grant  of  $10,000  from  the  City  Administrator's  office,  secured  by  the  efforts  of  Ms.  Manton 
and  staff. 

Mr.  Cancel's  report  noted  the  challenge  of  the  City's  $522  million  budget  deficit,  and  predicted  that  it  would  mean 
cuts  to  the  Cultural  Centers  and  to  grants.  He  outlined  the  argument  he  is  making  to  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office,  that 
further  staff  cuts  would  make  it  impossible  for  the  agency  to  fulfill  its  legislative  mandates.  He  also  described  a 
technical  argument,  a  challenge  to  the  baseline  budget  number  upon  which  the  cuts  were  based.  Mr.  Cancel's  report 
indicated  that  he  planned  to  present  the  proposed  budget  submission  to  the  full  Commission  at  its  February  meeting, 
in  advance  of  the  Mayor's  due  date  of  February  22.  He  anticipated  presenting  the  Strategic  Plan  at  the  same 
meeting. 

Ms.  Manton  then  introduced  staff  for  summary  reports.  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  began  his  report 
with  the  announcement  that  he  has  been  honored  with  a  public  managerial  excellence  award  which  will  be  presented 
by  the  Mayor  at  the  end  of  February. 

Mr.  Lazar  reported  that  although  the  Street  Artists  Program  began  decades  ago  with  some  resistance  from  more 
conventional  merchants  and  elements  of  City  government,  street  artists  are  now  being  invited  to  new  areas.  He  cited 
a  mini-plaza  at  17th  and  Market  Streets,  and  he  noted  the  success  of  artists  now  selling  at  United  Nations  Plaza.  Mr. 
Lazar  also  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  had  featured  the  street  artists  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza  as  a 
holiday  shopping  destination,  and  thanked  Ms.  Patterson  for  her  work  getting  that  story  out. 

Civic  Design  Review  and  Administration  Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop  reported  that  Civic  Design  Review  had  some 
successes  raising  the  bar  for  the  City's  architecture.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  members  were  strongly 
determined  to  foster  excellence,  noting  improvements  in  client-architect  relationships;  renewed  emphasis  on  design 
philosophy;  and  the  development  of  design  prototypes.  In  the  last  six  months,  the  program  brought  Bureau  of 
Architecture  staff  together  with  Committee  members  and  staff  in  design  charrettes.  The  program  has  also  begun 
work  on  creating  an  annual  award  for  design  excellence,  and  is  the  first  to  go  paperless  in  distributing  packets  in 
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preparation  for  Committee  meetings. 

Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  reported  on  tlie  Public  Art  Program  and  the  Civic  Art  Collection;  these  two 
programs  were  merged  in  the  last  couple  of  years.  She  explained  that  the  program  was  created  by  legislation  in 
1969,  celebrating  its  fortieth  anniversary  last  year.  She  reported  that  the  program  has  9.5  PTE  staff  positions, 
manages  71  contracts  for  $9.7  million,  and  has  59  active  projects.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  three  new  people  had 
joined  the  staff  in  the  past  year:  Public  Art  Program  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn,  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Kate 
Patterson,  and  Public  Art  Program  Accountant  Amanda  Kwong.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  Ms.  Kwong  is  responsible 
for  tracking  and  reconciling  some  90  funding  sources,  and  all  the  payments  associated  with  Public  Art  projects.  Ms. 
Pontious  highlighted  the  dedication  of  Maya  Lin's  monument  What  is  Missing?  at  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  which 
received  national  and  international  press  coverage.  She  added  that  Brian  Goggin's  2008  Language  of  tfie  Birds  was 
recognized  in  2009  as  one  of  the  year's  best  public  artworks.  She  reported  that  a  dozen  or  so  projects  in  the 
neighborhoods  were  completed,  including  pools,  streetscapes  and  libraries.  She  reported  that  installation  of  over  110 
public  artworks  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  has  begun,  and  that  this  very  large  project,  lasting  ten  years,  should  be 
completed  in  the  next  few  months.  Ms.  Pontious  listed  a  number  of  other  successes  and  recognitions,  for  both 
temporary  and  permanent  artworks,  including  the  Harvey  Milk  bust  at  City  Hall,  which  led  to  a  request  that  the 
program  work  on  a  memorial  at  the  War  Memorial. 

Collections  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection  oversees  some  3,800  objects, 
including  monuments,  frescoes  at  Colt  Tower,  jewelry,  and  all  of  the  works  created  through  the  Public  Art  Program. 
The  collection  is  worth  in  excess  of  $90  million,  and  the  City  budgets  $15,000  annually  to  care  for  it.  In  2009,  she 
reported,  eleven  projects  were  accepted  into  the  collection,  and  fifty  more  are  in  progress.  She  reported  that  there 
were  more  than  thirty  incidents  of  vandalism,  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  She  reported  on  significant 
conservation  projects  underway  or  recently  completed,  including  Bufano  sculptures  at  Valencia  Gardens  and  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital,  as  well  as  the  illuminated  Ribbon  sculpture  along  the  Embarcadero. 

Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  the  popular  office  loan  program,  placing  artworks  from  the  collection  into  City  offices, 
has  been  revamped  with  a  new  funding  structure.  It  had  been  suspended  for  lack  of  funding.  She  reported  that  the 
first  full  inventory  of  the  collection  had  been  completed,  and  that  much  of  the  collection  data  is  now  online.  Noting 
that  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  would  discuss  this  further,  she  reported  that  the  Collections  staff  has  begun 
some  interesting  community  partnerships,  with  the  San  Francisco  Art  Dealers  Association  ("SFADA"),  the  Jewish 
Community  Federation,  the  Foundation  of  the  American  Institute  for  Conservation  of  Historic  and  Artistic  Works,  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  and  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art  ("SFMOMA").  These 
arrangements  will  help  with  crucial  conservation  and  restoration  of  some  of  the  City's  valuable  artworks. 

Ms.  Axel  began  her  report  by  noting  that  the  Development  office  was  relatively  new,  created  in  2007  in  response  to 
findings  of  the  Arts  Task  Force.  She  distributed  a  single-page  summary  to  the  Commission,  indicating  that  the 
difficult  economy  has  depressed  fundraising  in  the  past  year  as  compared  to  the  first  year  of  the  program.  She 
explained  that  this  has  encouraged  her  to  consider  new  ideas  and  approaches;  she  was  hopeful  that  the  new 
partnerships  would  be  very  fruitful,  adding  that  she  has  been  in  discussions  with  the  SFADA  for  several  months.  She 
noted  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  was  one  of  the  first  such  agencies  created  in  the  nation,  and  that  other 
cities  were  looking  to  San  Francisco  on  the  question  of  managing  and  funding  long-deferred  maintenance  of  public 
artworks  and  monuments.  Ms.  Axel  reported  that  the  Jewish  Community  Federation  is  helping  the  agency  to  deal 
with  vandalism  at  the  Holocaust  Memorial,  which  has  been  targeted  several  times.  She  noted  that  the  StreetSmARTS 
initiative,  under  the  direction  of  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff,  was  aimed  at 
prevention  of  vandalism,  while  the  partnership  with  the  Jewish  Community  Federation  worked  to  repair  the  damage 
done  by  vandals. 

She  also  reported  that  she  has  been  pursuing  individual  donors,  and  investigating  the  idea  of  a  "friends  of  the  arts" 
organization,  though  originally  with  some  skepticism.  She  noted  that  the  search  for  public  art  conservation  funds  did 
not  place  the  Arts  Commission  in  competition  with  its  grantees  for  funding  from  other  sources. 

Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  thanked  President  Johnston  and  Ms.  Manton  for  acknowledging  the  recent  successes  in 
the  press,  noting  that  the  Gallery's  show  is  the  only  one  on  Mr.  Baker's  list  not  mounted  by  a  "major"  institution.  She 
reported  that  in  the  last  year  the  Gallery  mounted  twelve  installations  in  three  venues,  and  published  a  catalogue  for 
Impossible!  8  Chinese  Artists  Engage  Absurdity,  funded  by  an  ambitious  "Big  20"  campaign. 

She  reported  that  Spiraling  Echoes,  Bill  Fontana's  sound  installation  in  the  City  Hall  Rotunda,  had  closed  in 
December;  she  noted  that  the  piece  required  almost  three  years  of  planning,  and  credited  the  piece  with  spurring 
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SFMOMA's  lifetime  award  to  Fontana.  [triennial,  80th  anniversary,  international  artist?]  She  reported  that,  having 
abandoned  the  traditional  fundraising  tactic  of  auctioning  artwork  donated  by  artists,  the  Gallery  held  its  first 
Passport  fundraising  event  in  the  fall.  The  event  highlighted  the  Mission  district,  and  raised  between  $5,000  and 
$6,000,  twice  what  was  projected.  She  announced  the  opening  on  February  12  of  the  first  of  three  big  exhibitions 
marking  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  Gallery.  Finally,  Ms.  Shiffler  announced  that  she  had  been  asked  to  make  two 
presentations  during  SFMOMA's  marathon  seventy-fifth  anniversary  event. 

Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  one  of  her  first  solo  shows  was  at  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  under  the 
leadrship  of  Rupert  Jenkins,  and  during  her  tenure  on  the  Gallery  board,  they  had  hours  of  agonized  discussion  about 
how  the  Gallery  could  be  seen  as  a  serious  venue.  She  said  that  she  was  very  proud  of  what  the  Gallery  has 
accomplished. 

Kate  Patterson,  Public  Art  Project  Manager  for  communications  and  community  outreach,  began  by  acknowledging 
her  colleagues.  She  explained  that  in  2009,  Mr.  Cancel  established  three  cross-program  committees,  including  the 
Communications  and  New  Media  Committee,  which  she  co-chairs.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  has  completed  a 
style  guide,  and  developed  a  review  policy  for  the  Commission's  messages.  The  Committee  is  tracking  statistics  for 
both  print  and  broadcast  as  well  as  new  media.  She  noted  that  Facebook  and  SFGate  are  the  two  biggest  sources  of 
contacts.  She  reviewed  press  highlights  for  the  year,  including  the  New  York  Times,  Time,  a  dozen  television  reports 
(including  the  Spanish-language  Univision),  and  several  radio  stories  and  interviews.  Ms.  Patterson  credited  her 
co-chair.  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Associate  Robynn  Takayama,  as  the  lead  Twitterer  and  Facebook 
poster  for  the  agency.  She  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  939  Facebook  fans  in  December  (up  47%  from 
August),  and  1,300  followers  on  Twitter.  She  also  reported  more  than  8,700  viewers  of  Culture  Wire,  the  agency's 
online/cable  show  produced  with  the  City's  SFGTV. 

Finally,  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  she  and  staff  are  continuing  to  work  on  new  legislation  for  percent-for-art  funding. 
She  also  reported  that  guidelines  for  the  acceptance  and  placement  of  memorial  busts  in  City  Hall  have  been 
finalized. 

President  Johnston  thanked  staff  for  their  reports  and  Commissioners  for  their  attention.  He  concluded  that  this  time 
at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  was  a  good  time  to  take  stock.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 
1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  made  no  further  report. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commmissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Chow  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  meet  in 
December.  They  expect  to  work  on  clarifying  submission  requirements  in  the  coming  year,  and  have  focused  on 
developing  stronger  working  relationships  with  the  submitting  teams,  facilitating  the  opportunities  for  better  projects. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Vice  President  Draisin,  Commissioner  Calegari  reported  that  the  Committee  held  a  great  meeting, 
and  was  pleased  to  see  the  Cultural  Centers  much  improved.  All  of  the  Centers'  executive  directors  attended  the 
meeting  for  a  roundtable  discussion.  The  Committee  found  that  leadership  and  board  development  were  stronger, 
and  the  discussion  identified  specific  instances  where  the  Commission  was  helpful  to  the  Centers,  such  as  the 
recommendation  that  SOMArts  work  with  CompassPoint.  She  also  explained  that  the  Committee  discussed  a  plan  for 
each  member  to  become  an  "ambassador"  for  one  of  the  Cultural  Centers,  to  develop  more  continuity  in  the 
Committee's  relationship  with  the  Centers. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  approved  Cultural  Equity  Grants  of  $100,000  to  several  wonderful  nonprofit 
organizations,  and  that  the  Committee  was  deeply  moved  by  wonderful  presentations  from  grantees. 

2.  Ms.  Nemzoff  and  Ms.  Takayama  presented  an  overview  of  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program,  beginning 
with  a  reference  to  the  celebration  in  2008  of  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  which  grew 
into  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  ("CAE").  Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  CAE  encompasses  several 
projects,  including  Art  in  Storefronts,  WritersCorps,  Arts  Education,  the  Cultural  Centers,  the  Deep  Roots  podcast  and 
the  City  Hall  Docent  program. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  discussed  Art  in  Storefronts,  explaining  that  artists  are  transforming  communities,  inspiring  response 
from  neighbors  and  passersby;  she  noted  that  one  project  in  the  Mission,  Ms.  Teriosa,  has  a  Yelp  page.  Arts 
Commission  staff  is  working  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  to  expand  the  project 
into  Chinatown  in  April. 

Next,  Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  WritersCorps  is  entering  its  sixteenth  year.  She  said  that  federal  stimulus  funds 
allowed  the  program  to  bring  the  teaching  staff  back  up  to  seven.  She  showed  samples  of  the  award-winning 
publications,  and  announced  the  upcoming  museum  reading  series,  taking  place  this  spring  at  the  Museum  of  the 
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African  Diaspora,  the  Contemporary  Jewish  Museum,  Zeum  and  Verba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  discussed  the  Arts  Education  program,  including  Its  partnerships  with  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance  in  writing  the  Arts  Education  Master  Plan.  She  discussed  Where  Art  Lives,  a 
collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW").  It  includes  a  curriculum  incorporating  California  State 
Content  Standards,  intended  to  curb  tagging  and  graffiti  vandalism,  which  has  an  enormous  impact  on  the  City's 
budget.  She  mentioned  Cameron  Moberg,  hired  as  the  program's  first  teaching  artist,  and  played  a  video  clip  of  one 
of  his  lessons.  Noting  that  the  program  is  also  an  opportunity  to  hire  and  train  worl<ing  artists,  Ms.  Nemzoff  added 
that  she  expects  to  hire  two  more  teaching  artists  in  the  spring.  She  described  the  StreetSmARTS  program,  also  a 
collaboration  with  DPW,  which  pairs  artists  with  property  owners  to  create  murals  on  walls  at  risk  of  graffiti. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  CAE  staff  is  evaluating  the  City  Hall  curriculum  and  working  to  bring  younger  volunteer 
docents  to  support  that  program. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  discussed  the  legislatively-created  Cultural  Centers  as  important  venues  for  emerging  and  mid-career 
artists.  She  explained  that  the  City  is  the  owner  of  the  properties  (African  American  Arts  and  Culture  Complex 
("AAACC"),  Bayview  Opera  House  ("BVOH",  SOMArts  and  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  ("MCCU\"),  and  the 
Arts  Commission  serves  as  landlord  to  the  nonprofit  organizations  that  are  the  tenants.  She  said  that  the  four 
buildings  are  worth  tens  of  millions  of  dollars,  although  the  agency  has  only  $78,000  this  year  to  maintain  them.  She 
explained  that  they  all  need  upgrades  to  their  HVAC  systems,  upgrades  for  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  ("ADA"),  and  roof  repairs.  She  noted  that  AAACC  recently  completed  ADA  upgrades,  and  that  BVOH, 
originally  built  in  1883,  had  received  funding  over  the  past  three  years  for  critical  renovations.  She  said  that  exterior 
landscaping  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  summer,  with  a  grand  opening  of  the  completely 
renovated  structure  set  for  early  2011. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  and  Ms.  Takayama  described  the  Deep  Roots  podcasts,  and  played  a  brief  clip.  The  latest  podcast 
focuses  on  the  Harvey  Milk  bust  in  City  Hall.  Ms.  Nemzoff  said  that  the  program,  created  over  forty  years  ago,  tries  to 
stay  true  to  its  roots  while  evolving  in  response  to  current  needs. 

President  Johnston  was  heartened  by  the  report  of  progress  in  the  program,  noting  that  he  had  served  on  the 
Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee.  He  praised  Ms.  Nemzoff  and  staff  for  their  tremendous  work  on 
the  program. 

Commissioner  Calegari  asked  for  recommendations  on  the  "top  three"  events  coming  up  at  the  Centers.  Ms.  Nemzoff 
replied  that  staff  and  Cultural  Center  staff  were  working  on  ways  for  the  Centers  to  have  more  direct  contact  with  the 
Commissioners,  and  she  promised  to  make  sure  Commissioners  know  about  important  events  at  the  Centers. 

Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  thought  the  idea  of  ambassadors  was  interesting,  but  cautioned  that  the  role's 
expectations  must  be  clearly  set  forth.  Ms.  Nemzoff  thought  that  perhaps  "ambassador"  was  not  quite  the  right  word, 
and  that  the  role  might  be  more  like  the  "lead  read"  in  a  panel.  They  agreed  that  further  discussion  was  needed. 

Jennie  Rodriguez,  MCCLA  Director,  addressed  the  Commission  on  three  main  points  regarding  the  Centers.  First,  she 
said  that  it  was  important  to  remember  that  the  buildings  have  been  used  for  a  long  time.  MCCLA,  for  example,  v^as 
originally  a  furniture  store,  and  was  not  designed  to  hold  twenty  computers  and  multimedia  resources.  She  said  that 
the  space  dictates  the  kinds  of  programs  the  Centers  can  do.  God  forbid  one  or  two  elevators  break  down,  she  said; 
that  would  take  all  of  the  $78,000  for  the  year's  maintenance. 

Second,  she  raised  the  importance  of  long-term  leases,  explaining  that  without  them,  it  Is  difficult  to  seek  funding  for 
capital  improvements.  She  described  the  current  leases  as  practialiy  year-to-year.  She  asked  where  the  facilities  were 
in  the  strategic  planning  process. 

Finally,  on  the  question  of  ambassadors,  she  expressed  a  desire  to  have  closer  relationships  with  the  Commissioners. 
As  an  example,  she  said  that  MCCLA  offers  a  capoeira  class  for  $5,  and  ballet  for  $8.  She  would  like  Commissioners  to 
understand  that  the  Centers  offer  the  best  deal  in  town,  and  to  have  a  deeper  understanding  of  what  they  do  for  the 
community. 

Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  thanked  her,  and  noted  that  although  there  was  a  tendency  to  match  a  Center  with  a 
Commissioner  of  the  same  community,  it  might  be  interesting  to  mix  it  up. 
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President  Johnston,  recalling  his  conversations  with  former  Commissioner  Jose  Cuellar,  explained  that  the  Committee 
had  tried  holding  some  of  its  meetings  at  the  Centers,  with  mixed  results.  With  a  strong  group  of  Committee 
members,  he  said,  it's  important  for  them  to  take  time  to  become  more  familiar  with  the  Centers. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  observed  that  the  long-term  leases  had  been  discussed  off  and  on  over  thirty  years,  and 
she  hoped  to  follow  up  the  question.  Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  the  strategic  plan  included  a  goal  to  enter  into 
long-term  leases  with  the  Centers  as  they  are  ready.  President  Johnston  added  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  was  an 
important  participant  in  this  discussion,  and  that  the  Centers  are  moving  at  different  paces.  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  said  that  the  Centers  were  grateful  for  the  funds  they  receive,  but  their  needs  are  significant.  President 
Johnston  added  that  under  the  leadership  of  Ms.  Nemzoff,  standards  are  high.

1.  Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  several  projects,  including  Cayuga  Playground, 
Tatubi  Plaza,  General  Hospital,  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  which  she  said  was  moving 
along  well,  with  some  details  still  being  negotiated.  She  said  that  the  report  of  accomplishments  for  2009  was  very 
impressive,  and  that  the  strategic  plan  will  be  an  important  guide  for  the  next  year  with  cuts  in  resources.  She  said 
that  it  will  be  important  to  have  realistic  expectations  for  what  staff  can  actually  accomplish.  She  emphasized  that 
the  strategic  plan  must  be  a  working  document,  evolving  and  adapting  to  changes,  guiding  where  cuts  can  be  made 
if  new  initiatives  are  undertaken.  She  expressed  confidence  in  the  staff,  and  doesn't  want  to  wear  them  out. 

Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  the  Tatubi  Plaza  design  specifies  an  innovative  material,  stained  concrete.  She 
explained  that  although  it  looks  like  mosaic  tile,  it  is  much  less  expensive  to  produce  and  is  still  quite  beautiful.  She 
cited  this  as  an  example  of  tough  times  bringing  out  creativity  and  innovation,  and  she  praised  Ms.  Pontious's 
management  of  costs  in  the  project. 

Commissioner  Chew  found  the  Cayuga  Playground  a  really  interesting,  if  overlooked,  project.  He  was  pleased  that  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  is  funding  it,  and  noted  the  wholehearted  support  of  the  community  for  the 
artwork  selected.  He  predicted  that  this  project  will  have  a  high  profile  when  it  is  completed.  He  added  that  he 
expects  the  Shanghai-San  Francisco  Sister  City  30th  aniversary  to  draw  a  lot  of  attention  in  the  coming  year. 
President  Johnston  said  that  the  Committee  would  be  discussing  a  monumental  Buddha  sculpture  which  the  agency 
hopes  to  bring  to  the  City  as  part  of  the  celebration.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  the  artist  intended  for  San  Francisco  to 
show  the  work,  and  that  she  would  be  meeting  with  the  shipping  company  shortly.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  began  by  saying  that  his  report  would  be  brief  to  allow  as  much  time  as  possible  to  discuss 
the  strategic  plan  and  the  budget.  He  reported  that  the  Mayor  convened  a  meeting  of  commission  presidents  to

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discuss  the  budget  situation;  some  fifty  to  sixty  attended,  including  Commissioner  Miguel.  The  Mayor  briefed 
commission  presidents  on  the  hard  choices  ahead;  the  discussion  was  lively.  President  Johnston  reported  key 
points:  the  budget  deficit  is  upwards  of  $450  million,  entirely  within  the  General  Fund;  about  one-third  of  the 
total  $1 .2  billion  in  discretionary  spending  will  be  cut.  He  added  that  a  lot  will  depend  on  the  state  budget.  Since 
San  Francisco  is  both  a  city  and  a  county,  it  has  the  responsibilities  of  a  county,  including  health  and  welfare, 
which  are  traditionally  backfilled  by  state  funds.  The  City's  deficit  could  be  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  once 
the  state  budget  is  finalized,  which  could  take  several  months. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Mayor  will  be  convening  town  hall  meetings  over  the  next  several  weeks. 
The  Mayor  has  identified  about  $200  million  in  cuts  achieved  and  requested,  but  an  equal  amount  remains  to 
be  addressed.  President  Johnston  expected  that  both  the  Arts  Commission's  20%  cut  in  General  Fund 
expenditures  and  the  additional  10%  contingency  cut  will  be  used. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  the  vast  majority  of  General  Fund  expenditures  are  for  employee 
compensation  and  retirement.  He  said  that  traditionally  each  commission  president  and  department  head 
advocate  to  keep  and  protect  their  own  share  of  resources,  and  he  is  strongly  focused  on  the  well-being  of  the 
Arts  Commission.  He  has  frequently  made  the  argument  that  a  small  department  like  the  Arts  Commission  is 
disproportionately  affected  by  cuts.  He  was  afraid  that  this  year,  everyone,  large  and  small,  will  be  forced  to 
give  up  more.  He  said  that  staff  and  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  searching  for  ways  to  increase 
revenue,  and  for  spending  cuts  that  will  do  the  least  harm.  He  said  that  this  will  affect  how  the  agency  moves 
foHA/ard  with  the  strategic  plan.  He  also  warned  that  there  will  be  a  lot  of  unpleasant  choices,  and  difficult 
interactions,  including  with  constituents.  He  was  hopeful  that  the  Commission  would  remain  committed  and 
passionate,  helping  staff  and  constituents  through  a  difficult  time.  He  said  that  people  will  be  hurt,  and  he 
feared  that  even  more  than  the  30%  cut  would  eventually  be  required. 

Finally,  he  advised  that  the  Commission  would  be  discussing  and  identifying  cuts,  and  delivering  its  vision  of 
the  budget  to  the  Mayor's  office,  and  that  the  Mayor  will  forward  the  total  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
June. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  began  on  a  positive  note,  thanking  Commissioners  for  their  support  and  thanking  staff  for  managing 
well  during  his  absence;  his  trip  to  Rio  for  his  daughter's  wedding  was  wonderful  and  invigorating. 
Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  participating  in  the  Shanghai  Sister  City  celebration.  The 
Asian  Art  Museum  has  coordinated  dozens  of  cultural  institutions,  with  concerts,  exhibitions  and  other  activities. 
Crediting  the  persistence  of  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton,  he  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission  will 
receive  a  major  public  artwork  by  Zhang  Huan.  The  enormous  copper  sculpture.  Three  Heads  Six  Arms,  will 
have  its  first  public  display  at  the  Joseph  L.  Alioto  Performing  Arts  Piazza  opposite  City  Hall.  The  sculpture  is  a 
fifteen-ton  Buddha,  and  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Commissioner  Chew  for  finding  an  anonymous  donor  to  pay  for  all 
the  costs  of  shipping  the  work. 

Mr.  Cancel  turned  to  the  more  sobering  question  of  the  budget.  He  reiterated  that  the  Mayor  has  requested 
cuts  of  30%  in  General  Fund  support  from  all  departments  for  FY2011 ;  20%  is  the  initial  reduction  target,  and 
an  additional  10%  contingency.  Echoing  President  Johnston,  Mr.  Cancel  was  certain  that  the  10%  would  be 
taken.  He  explained  that  departments'  final  budget  proposals  were  due  to  the  Mayor's  office  on  February  22, 
and  he  reviewed  his  proposed  submission  with  the  Commission.  He  discussed  the  various  funding  sources  for 
the  Arts  Commission's  programs  and  pointed  out  that  the  cuts  are  being  sought  in  General  Fund  expenditures, 


not  in  other  funds.  He  said  that  his  strategy  included  shifting  key  staff  to  other  funding  sources  appropriate  to 
pay  for  them.  These  include  using  Hotel  Tax  funds  to  support  Connmunity  Arts  and  Education  staff,  and 
work-order  funds  (largely  Public  Art)  to  support  the  Director  of  Progranns  and  Collections  staff.  The  remaining 
reduction  comes  from  equal  cuts  to  the  Cultural  Centers  and  to  Cultural  Equity  Grants.  He  said  that  he  had 
presented  this  proposal  to  the  Cultural  Centers,  reminding  them  that  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  they  had  been 
spared,  with  the  lion's  share  of  cuts  coming  from  Arts  Commission  staff  reductions  and  Cultural  Equity  Grants 
("CEG"). 

Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  there  would  be  a  fuller  discussion  of  the  strategic  plan,  but  he  first  wanted  to  thank  the 
Commissioners,  all  of  the  Arts  Commission  staff  who  have  met  repeatedly  over  ten  months,  stakeholder 
members  of  the  cultural  community,  and  facilitator  Teri  Jourgensen  for  their  participation  in  the  strategic 
planning  process. 

Mr.  Cancel  also  referred  to  a  document  on  the  accumulated  deficit  in  the  Street  Artists  Program  budget,  which 
he  would  discuss  during  the  program  committee's  report. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Art  in  Storefronts  projects  were  winding  down,  and  staff  has  been  discussing  with 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  how  the  program  might  continue,  with  a  next 
round  in  Chinatown.  He  reported  that  the  program  continues  to  generate  a  lot  of  good  press.  He  added  that 
Where  Art  Lives  is  going  well. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Gallery  will  be  celebrating  its  fortieth  anniversary  year,  and  he  invited  everyone  to 
the  first  of  a  series  of  celebratory  events:  the  opening  of  Chain  Reaction  7  on  February  12.  He  saluted  Gallery 
Director  Meg  Shiffler  and  her  staff,  and  the  great  work  they  have  been  doing. 

5.  Consent  Calendar 

President  Johnston  explained  that  items  on  the  Consent  Calendar  had  been  approved  in  committee  meetings 
rather  than  being  discussed  at  length  here  in  the  full  Commission  meeting.  He  noted  that  the  Executive 
Committee  had  discussed  both  the  overall  agency  budget  and  the  Street  Artists  Program  budget,  since  the 
Street  Artists  Committee  had  been  unable  to  agree  on  that  budget. 

Item  4  was  withdrawn  from  the  agenda  since  the  minutes  had  not  been  distributed.  There  was  no  call  to  sever 
any  other  items  from  the  Consent  Calendar. 

In  response  to  President  Johnston's  call  for  public  comment,  street  artist  Mike  Addario  said  that  he  had  an 
ongoing  concern  with  funds  for  the  Street  Artists  Program,  and  objected  to  the  Street  Artists  Program  line  item 
in  the  budget  reduction  proposal.  He  requested  that  the  program's  budget  be  severed  from  the  Consent 
Calendar.  No  Commissioner  called  to  sever  this  item.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 


1 .  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  had  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  at  its  last 
meeting  discussing  the  Strategic  Plan,  noting  that  the  plan  before  the  Commission  had  been 
revised  many  times.  He  wished  to  introduce  the  discussion  by  making  clear  that  the  plan  does 
not  address  every  single  question,  but  is  a  blueprint.  He  said  that  it  is  crucial  to  constantly  refer  to 
the  mission,  responsibilities  and  goals  of  the  agency.  He  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed 
at  length  that  every  item  in  the  plan  is  subject  to  review  and  revision  in  the  future,  and 
emphasized  that  any  item  or  expenditure  will  come  before  this  Commission  to  be  voted  upon. 
He  said  that  what  Mr.  Cancel  and  the  staff  have  achieved  is  a  plan  that  the  Commission  can  feel 
good  about,  but  that  there  will  not  be  unanimity  on  every  single  item.  He  added  that  the  weight  of 
the  budget  informs  everything.  Nonetheless,  he  said,  the  agency  continues  to  operate,  and  an 
important  reason  for  the  strategic  plan  is  to  guide  how  limited  resources  are  used. 
He  requested  that  Mr.  Cancel  and  Ms.  Manton  discuss  the  plan,  after  which  he  would  call  for 
public  comment  and  for  a  vote  by  the  Commission.  He  hoped  that  the  Commission  could 
approve  the  plan  and  move  fonA/ard,  making  it  a  working  document.  He  explained  that  the 
Executive  Committee  intended  to  revisit  the  plan  quarterly  to  see  how  the  agency  is  doing.  He 
expected  to  see  the  document  revised  if  not  yearly,  at  least  once  halfway  through  the  three-year 
scope  of  the  plan  and  again  at  the  end  of  the  three  years.  He  affirmed  that  this  document  is  not 
the  end,  but  a  beginning. 

President  Johnston  read  out  the  five  goals  listed  in  the  introduction  to  the  plan  (Draft  Strategic 
Plan,  pdf). 

Mr.  Cancel  reiterated  that,  at  the  highest  level,  the  plan  is  a  kind  of  road  map  for  the  Commission, 
for  staff,  for  relationship  to  the  cultural  needs  of  the  City.  He  said  that  the  five  goals  establish  the 
organization's  focus.  In  discussing  and  revising  the  draft  plan,  goals  were  broken  down  for 
specific  programs,  including  strategies  for  achieving  them.  The  document  identifies  some  of  the 
deliverables  for  each  program  for  each  fiscal  year;  it  organizes  their  goals  and  strategies.  He 
added  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion  internally  on  how  to  implement  the  plan.  He 
said  that  the  plan  begins  with  the  new  fiscal  year,  201 0-201 1 ,  and  by  the  beginning  of  July,  he 
expects  that  the  plan  and  goals  will  have  been  interpreted  within  each  program,  including  target 
dates  and  who  will  be  responsible  for  them. 

Mr.  Cancel  wished  to  highlight  the  fact  that  the  City,  indeed  the  entire  economy,  is  faced  with 
reduced  revenues,  and  this  encourages  the  agency  to  think  about  how  to  reach  out  to  the  private 
sector  who  cares  about  the  arts,  following  the  example  of  Friends  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and 
Friends  of  the  Library.  Noting  that  the  plan  period  encompasses  the  eightieth  anniversary  of  the 
Arts  Commission,  he  thought  this  was  a  perfect  time  to  reach  out  to  major  art  patrons  in  the  city. 
He  explained  that  the  plan  calls  for  the  establishment  of  a  friends  of  the  arts  organization,  and 
emphasized  that  this  will  only  succeed  if  Commissioners  are  active  in  helping  to  forge  those 
friendships.  He  included  former  Commissioners  as  potential  friends  of  the  arts.  In  fact,  though 


certainly  Development  staff  will  help  witli  this  initiative,  Mr.  Cancel  thought  it  would  fall  more  on 
Commissioners  than  on  staff  to  implement.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  whether  the 
focus  of  the  group  would  be  fundraising;  Mr.  Cancel  said  yes,  particularly  with  events  like  a  gala. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  the  Collections  program  needs  funds,  but  that  its  needs  don't 
overlap  with  those  of  constituents  like  individual  artists  and  arts  organizations,  so  fundraising 
efforts  in  this  area  would  not  compete  with  them.  He  noted  that  Development  Director  Rachelle 
Axel  is  very  sensitive  to  that  issue,  not  wishing  to  "rob  Peter  to  pay  Paul."  He  added  that  many  of 
the  "big-tickef  works  in  the  Collection  are  located  where  large  organization,  by  virtue  of 
proximity,  may  wish  to  help  with  their  conservation  and  maintenance.  Commissioner  Sklar 
endorsed  the  idea. 

In  reference  to  fundraising  for  the  Collection's  needs,  Mr  Cancel  reported  that  he  and  staff  have 
been  working  with  the  San  Francisco  Art  Dealers  Association  ("SFADA")  to  cobble  together 
some  funds  under  the  name  "Art  Cares."  Ruth  Braunstein,  director  of  Braunstein/Quay  Gallery, 
took  him  to  meet  with  a  major  patron  and  collector  about  this  initiative.  Mr.  Cancel's  presentation 
discussed  the  top  ten  artworks  in  most  desperate  need  of  conservation  and  the  estimate  of  the 
cost.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  collector  was  unaware  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  a 
collection,  and  was  incredulous  that  the  City  budgeted  only  $15,000  to  care  for  its  multi-million- 
dollar  collection.  At  the  end  of  the  meeting,  he  was  very  motivated  to  help.  Mr  Cancel  reported 
that  there  was  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  to  educate  people  about  the  collection  and  the 
Commission's  role  in  caring  for  it. 

President  Johnston  invited  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Associate  Robynn 
Takayama  to  speak  about  the  strategic  plan. 

Ms.  Takayama  thanked  him  for  the  invitation.  She  explained  that  she  was  shop  steward  for  the 
Service  Employees  International  Union  ("SEIU"),  and  that  she  also  spoke  as  the  overall  staff 
representative  in  the  planning  process.  She  thanked  Mr.  Cancel  for  following  the 
recommendation  to  develop  the  plan,  which  offers  direction  to  staff  and  sparks  ideas  for  ways  to 
work  more  effectively  across  programs.  She  reminded  the  Commission  that  the 
recommendation  for  a  strategic  plan  came  out  of  the  desire  for  guidance  in  addressing  future 
budget  cuts,  and  that  this  was  a  primary  consideration  for  staff.  She  said  that  staff  brainstomned 
many  creative  ideas,  including  wish  lists  to  take  advantage  of  any  new  revenue  that  might  appear, 
but  assumed  that  brainstorming  would  ultimately  be  hamessed  to  the  real  financial  constraints. 

Citing  the  introduction  to  the  plan,  she  pointed  out  that  it  does  not  contain  all  the  work  currently 
being  done,  but  identifies  new  initiatives.  She  recalled  that  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Commission,  staff  presented  nearly  an  hour's  worth  of  highlights  for  the  last  year.  This  did  not 
include  the  day-to-day  activities,  like  managing  over  70  current  public  art  projects,  handling 
ongoing  graffiti  abatement  and  offering  technical  assistance  to  hundreds  of  individual  artists  and 
arts  organizations  applying  for  grants.  In  short,  she  said,  staff  is  already  at  capacity,  and  worried 
that  the  great  ideas  in  the  plan  are  overly  ambitious  given  the  resources  available. 

She  said  that  Mr.  Cancel  has  been  tenacious  in  protecting  the  agency  from  General  Fund  cuts, 
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and  has  stated  his  commitment  to  retain  staff  in  the  next  round  of  budget  cuts.  But  she  argued 
that  staff  in  other  City  departments,  reeling  from  their  own  budget  cuts,  will  be  hampered  in  their 
ability  to  work  effectively  with  the  Arts  Commission.  Staff  is  concerned  that  it  will  be  more  difficult 
to  hire  contractors  for  work  that  the  agency  wants  to  outsource,  and  interns  and  other  free  labor 
often  lack  the  skills  the  agency  needs.  She  said  that  Mr.  Cancel  is  great  in  acknowledging  the 
talented  and  hardworking  staff  of  the  Arts  Commission.  Staff  is  concerned  about  the  potential  to 
be  overworked  and  perhaps  being  asked  to  work  out  of  classification  in  an  attempt  to  maintain 
the  level  of  excellence. 

Ms.  Takayama  recalled  that  at  the  Executive  Committee's  December  meeting,  Ms.  Jourgensen 
said  that  the  next  steps  in  the  planning  process  would  include  a  resource  assessment  to 
determine  what  is  feasible,  including  evaluations  of  staff  time,  integration  of  new  deliverables  into 
the  existing  workload  and  priorities,  and  financial  resources  available.  Ms.  Takayama  said  that 
staff  understood  the  process  as  having  three  steps:  data  collection,  writing  the  plan  and 
assessment  of  resources  for  implementation.  She  told  the  Commission  that  she  thought  they 
were  being  asked  to  implement  the  plan  without  the  crucial  third  step.  Staff  was  concerned  that  if 
the  plan  is  approved  without  the  resource  assessment,  this  critical  part  of  the  process  will  be  lost 
among  the  many  responsibilities  of  the  management  team. 

Ms.  Takayama  respectfully  requested  that  if  the  Commission  moved  to  approve  the  plan,  they 
include  a  contingency  calling  for  resource  assessment. 

She  closed  her  remarks  by  citing  a  few  examples  of  how  the  Arts  Commission  provides  valuable 
City  services:  low-cost  classes  and  venue  rentals  at  the  Cultural  Centers,  a  fine  art  studio  in  the 
Tenderloin  through  a  grant,  enabling  artists  and  craftspeople  to  make  a  living  from  their  work 
through  the  Street  Artists  Program.  Art  is  not  a  luxury,  she  said.  Staff  want  the  strategic  plan  to 
guide  the  agency  and  help  to  defend  the  budget,  but  want  to  be  set  up  for  success,  not  for 
failure. 

Commissioner  Garcla-Nakata  thought  it  was  important  to  be  clear  about  the  limits  of  staff 
resources  and  funds.  She  said  that  despite  the  imperative  to  do  more  with  less,  it  was  important 
to  keep  quality  in  mind,  and  to  maintain  staff  energy.  She  said  that  the  plan  should  also  identify 
what  the  agency  is  not  able  to  do,  and  she  wanted  to  hear  from  others  about  the  concern  for  staff 
resources. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  comes  back  again  and  again  to  the  fact  that  the  document  is 
only  a  plan,  part  of  a  larger  process.  He  said  that  the  Commission  has  talked  for  many  years 
about  shared  goals,  and  he  believes  that  this  document  largely  encompasses  those  goals.  He 
thought  it  was  important  to  finish  this  part  of  the  job.  He  completely  understood  and  agreed  with 
the  staff  argument  that  resource  identification  needs  to  be  part  of  the  process,  but  he  was  not 
inclined  to  add  a  contingency  to  this  effect,  nor  one  on  a  stable  budget,  to  the  Commission's 
approval.  He  cautioned  against  overselling  the  document,  calling  it  a  guide  and  a  working 
document.  He  said  that  the  next  phase  would  include  discussions  with  the  management  team  on 
implementation.  He  affirmed  that  the  Commission  is  not  responsible  for  day-to-day 
management,  but  should  ask  how  the  resources  will  be  managed.  He  said  that  a  lot  of  what  is  in 
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the  plan  is  not  new  initiatives,  and  said  it  is  important  to  see  tiow  the  agency  will  continue  to 
accomplish  its  existing  work. 

Commissioner  Miguel  said  that,  although  he  had  no  vote,  he  did  have  some  comments.  He  said 
that  in  his  experience,  a  Friends  organization  was  very  effective,  covering  costs  for  training,  staff 
education  and  equipment  that  the  City  couldn't  pay  for,  and  served  as  a  sounding  board  at  times. 
Second,  he  said,  a  plan  is  a  guide,  not  the  same  as  a  director's  day-to-day  work  plan.  Third,  he 
pointed  to  page  5,  strategy  C,  "Cultivate  partnerships  between  SFAC  programs,  other  city 
agencies,  nonprofits  and  other  arts  organizations."  He  said  that  right  now,  there  are  many  large 
projects  to  which  the  Planning  Commission  has  given  entitlements,  meaning  they  have  three 
years  to  put  a  spade  in  the  ground.  Some  are  unable  to  get  funding,  and  have  been  granted 
extensions.  Some  of  these  are  holes  in  the  ground,  or  parking  lots,  or  even  blights  on  their 
neighborhoods  for  now.  He  thought  several  of  these  projects  could  be  perfect  opportunities  for 
temporary  public  artworks  while  the  project  funding  is  being  sought.  President  Johnston  likened 
this  to  Art  in  Storefronts. 

Commissioner  Sklar  agreed,  saying  that  she  had  a  lot  of  experience  with  planning,  and  had 
found  that  getting  too  specific  created  problems.  She  supported  Ms.  Takayama's  comments 
regarding  staff,  and  noted  that  the  plan  contains  a  lot  of  hopes.  She  said  that  without  a  plan, 
things  deteriorate,  and  that  the  Commission  should  move  forward  with  the  plan  as-is.  She  added 
that  the  Commission  has  confidence  in  the  Director 

Vice  President  Draisin  said  that,  going  into  the  Executive  Committee  meeting,  she  had  similar 
concerns.  She  agreed  that  much  of  what  is  in  the  plan  is  currently  being  done,  and  there  is  less 
in  the  way  of  new  initiatives  than  one  might  think.  Second,  she  said  that  initiatives  like  Art  in 
Storefronts,  or  Commissioner  Miguel's  idea,  have  brought  such  great  exposure  to  the  Arts 
Commission  that  they  were  well  worth  the  effort.  She  thought  the  agency  sometimes  had  to  take 
these  opportunities  as  they  came.  Finally,  she  agreed  that  the  plan  is  a  living  document.  If  funds 
are  needed,  or  resources,  for  new  initiatives,  the  committees  will  be  evaluating  all  along  the  way; 
there  are  checkpoints  in  place. 

President  Johnston  said  it  was  important  to  see  everything  laid  out,  and  recalled  how  last  year 
the  Commission  heard  from  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance  and  others  why  it  was  important  to  do 
this. 

Commissioner  Beltran  agreed  that  the  document  was  a  plan,  subject  to  adjustment  and  review; 
she  reiterated  the  commitment  to  reassess  quarterly  how  the  plan  is  being  implemented. 

Commissioner  Calloway  said  that  he  was  sensitive  to  the  concem  expressed  by  staff,  and  calling 
on  his  experience  working  with  the  School  District,  he  asked  whether  there  was  a  way  to  express 
the  understanding  that  expectations  may  not  be  met,  and  that  hard  economic  times  force  some 
limitations. 

Commissioner  Young  said  that  she  had  full  confidence  in  the  staff  to  execute  the  plan.  She  said 
that  one  reason  the  agency  undertook  the  task  of  planning  was  that  so  many  staff  were  taking  on

new  responsibilities  partly  as  a  result  of  budget  cuts.  She  was  concerned  that  staff  have  to  take 
shortcuts.  She  said  it  was  important  to  recognize  that  it  was  unlikely  an  individual  employee 
would  simply  refuse  an  assignment. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  if  the  plan  included  took  account  of  the  20%  budget  cut 
called  for.  Mr.  Cancel  assured  her  that  it  did. 

President  Johnston  said  that  it  is  a  strategic  plan,  and  that  there  was  a  strong  effort  not  to  tie  the 
plan  to  a  specific  budget  amount. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  any  plan  is  a  guide  or  a  road  map.  She  said  that  her 
organization  does  a  yearly  plan,  checking  in  monthly.  She  was  glad  to  hear  that  this  plan  takes 
into  account  a  budget  cut  of  20%  to  30%,  and  she  affirmed  that  it  was  the  Director's 
responsibility  to  manage  the  day-to-day  allocation  of  resources. 

Commissioner  Calloway  thought  it  was  important  to  reassure  staff  that  their  concerns  are  heard. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  mission  statement  and  the  expression  of  core  values  were  high-level 
responsibilities  of  the  Commission.  He  said  that  detailing  how  those  were  executed  and 
measured,  and  determining  deliverables,  were  management  responsibilities.  He  said  that  a 
strategic  plan  must  be  created  jointly,  and  that  this  one  has  been.  It  also  must  take  into  account 
what  the  constituents  think.  He  reiterated  that  the  document  is  intended  to  provide  a  road  map, 
and  he  believes  it  has  strong  consensus  and  support.  He  thought  the  Commission  had  to  decide 
whether  this  was  the  direction  in  which  they  wish  to  move. 

Commissioner  Melania  thanked  Mr.  Cancel.  She  recalled  that  one  of  the  main  reasons  for 
undertaking  a  strategic  plan  was  the  constrained  budget.  She  thought  it  was  important  to  maintain 
the  Arts  Commission's  vision.  She  thought  this  plan  an  excellent  starting  point  to  see  the 
agency's  goals  through. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  mission  and  goals  were  ambitious,  and  asked  if  the  agency 
could  handle  them,  if  the  Commission  was  asking  staff  to  do  too  much.  He  noted  that  the 
planning  process  had  begun  some  years  ago,  when  there  was  some  additional  money.  He 
recalled  that  what  the  agency  was  doing  didn't  seem  to  be  closely  tied  to  the  mission.  He  said 
that  the  plan  would  be  a  guide  for  three  years,  a  short  time  in  city  government.  Citing  T.  S.  Eliot, 
he  cautioned  against  allowing  too  much  shadow  between  the  idea  and  the  reality.  He  noted  that 
although  there  was  not  100%  unanimity  on  the  plan,  the  Commission  could  look  at  the  big 
picture,  do  its  quarterly  evaluations,  and  pay  attention  to  resource  allocation.  Also,  he  said,  the 
Commission  must  evaluate  what  the  agency  can  do,  and  what  it  can't,  and  what  will  have  to  be 
cut. 

Jessica  Mele  of  the  Arts  Providers  Alliance  thanked  the  Commission  for  following  through  on  its 
commitment.  She  was  pleased  to  see  the  goals  for  the  Arts  Education  program,  and  had 
questions  about  StreetSmARTS.  She  was  concerned  that  the  agency  might  compete  with  its 
constituents. 
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Ms.  Takayama  was  concerned  about  accountability,  and  thought  a  big  responsibility  will  fall  on  the 
Arts  Education  Manager.  She  asked  what  had  been  learned  in  the  planning  process,  and  how  the 
plan  had  contributed  to  the  decisions  on  budget  cuts.  She  urged  the  Commission  to  create  a 
plan  for  revisiting  and  revising  the  strategic  plan.  She  said  that  staff  wanted  to  understand  clearly 
how  they  would  be  held  accountable. 

President  Johnston  asked  if  any  Commissioners  wished  to  modify  the  motion.  Seeing  none,  he 
called  for  a  vote.  The  motion  was  passed  with  nine  ayes.  Commissioners  Calloway  and  Delaney 
abstained. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0201-10-049:  Motion  to  adopt  the  draft  strategic  plan. 
Turning  to  the  motion  on  the  budget,  President  Johnston  said  that  Mr.  Cancel  had  laid  out  all  the 
elements.  He  discussed  the  proposed  transfer  of  full-time-equivalent  staff  ("FTE")  funding  to 
different  sources,  and  explained  that  increases  or  decreases  in  Public  Art  Program  funding  often 
lag  behind  the  changes  in  the  overall  economy.  Much  of  that  funding  is  through  bonds  or  capital 
funds  established  many  years  ago,  so  the  Public  Art  Program  seems  flush  at  a  time  when  other 
programs  are  hurting.  President  Johnston  thought  that  Mr.  Cancel  was  trying  to  avoid  significant 
layoffs  by  moving  as  much  as  is  legitimately  possible  into  Public  Art,  while  being  very  mindful  of 
the  legal  restrictions  on  the  uses  of  bond  financing.  President  Johnston  added  that  Mr.  Cancel 
and  Finance  Director  Kan  Htun  have  been  busy  reevaluating  the  budget,  and  this  proposal  is  a 
way  to  get  through  the  year.  President  Johnston  noted  that  this  year,  the  Cultural  Centers  were 
particularly  affected,  and  that  last  year  it  was  Cultural  Equity  Grants.  He  added  that  it  was  a 
priority  to  keep  staff  in  order  to  keep  programs  going,  and  that  no  one  wanted  to  eliminate  staff. 
He  was  sure  the  discussion  would  come  up  again,  and  he  feared  that  the  agency  might  not 
ultimately  be  able  to  avoid  job  cuts. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  each  fund  has  its  own  unique  set  of  rules  and  limitations  as  to  what  can 
and  cannot  be  allocated;  he  now  has  a  good  sense  of  them  all.  He  explained  that  the  General 
Fund  is  the  least  restricted,  and  in  boom  times  staff  and  other  expenses  can  come  from  this 
fund.  He  noted  that  it  is  easier  to  move  positions  into  the  General  Fund  than  out  of  it,  and  that  he 
and  the  management  team  have  just  about  exhausted  the  fiscal  options  while  still  meeting  the 
agency's  legal  obligations.  In  the  worst-case  scenario,  he  said,  such  as  reductions  in  public  art 
or  other  funds,  staff  would  be  lost.  As  of  now,  cuts  are  being  passed  on  to  the  Cultural  Centers 
and,  assuming  the  10%  contingency  is  also  invoked,  Cultual  Equity  Grants  would  sustain  cuts. 
He  assured  the  Commission  that  they  would  hear  from  the  public  how  painful  these  cuts  \Ni\\  be. 

Vice  President  Draisin  said  that  she  knew  how  painful  they  would  be,  as  Chair  of  the  Committee 
sustaining  the  bulk  of  the  cun-ent  cuts.  She  noted  the  irony  at  this  moment  of  the  Commission's 
expression  of  access  to  the  arts  as  a  core  value,  and  the  importance  of  the  Commission's  role 
as  stewards  of  the  Cultural  Center  facilities.  For  the  record,  she  said  these  cuts  are  significant 
for  the  entire  arts  community,  and  just  as  the  giving  of  this  money  affects  the  community,  so  does 
the  taking  away  of  it  affect  the  community  exponentially  She  is  very  sorry  to  see  the  cuts. 

African  American  Arts  and  Culture  Complex  ("AAACC")  director  London  Breed  asked  for 
clarification  in  the  budget.  She  said  that  the  Cultural  Centers  did  not  have  the  resources  to 
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sustain  cuts,  and  that  these  cuts  would  make  a  difference  in  their  hours  of  operation.  She  said 
that  AAACC  was  considering  cutting  some  days  of  operation  and  reducing  staff,  the  majority  of 
whom  live  and  work  in  San  Francisco.  She  also  mentioned  that  her  understanding  is  that 
changes  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  allocation  to  the  Cultural  Centers'  budget  could  not  exceed  ten 
percent,  and  that  10.66%  was  problematic,  that  cuts  above  ten  percent  could  be  problematic  in 
light  of  what  the  legislation  requires.  She  explained  that  money  has  been  invested  into  the  facility. 
She  said  that  lack  of  space  is  a  major  complaint,  and  she  was  concerned  about  the  equity  of  the 
cuts. 

Mr.  Htun  explained  that  the  cut  to  the  grant  was  $240,000,  but  that  because  some  FTE  expenses 
were  moved  from  the  General  Fund  to  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  the  net  cut  to  the  Centers  is  $1 73,000. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  there  is  some  disagreement  as  to  whether  Hotel  Tax  Fund  monies 
were  properly  included  in  the  cuts,  in  addition  to  General  Fund  cuts.  Mr.  Cancel  has  a  meeting 
with  the  Budget  Director  to  clear  up  this  point. 

Artist  Laura  Green  spoke  about  AAACC.  She  called  the  center  a  home,  a  safe  space  for  artists 
and  families,  and  for  the  community  as  a  whole.  She  said  that  cuts  impede  access  and  services. 
She  mentioned  a  three-year  plan. 

Tamika  Chenier  introduced  herself  as  a  local  performing  artist,  a  San  Francisco  native,  and 
program  manager  at  AAACC.  She  said  she  understood  that  there  would  be  budget  cuts.  She 
asked  the  Commission  to  rethink  and  reevaluate  how  those  cuts  were  made,  particularly  to 
AAACC.  She  said  that  culture  is  vital  to  the  city  and  makes  it  the  place  to  be.  She  said  she 
understood  there  was  no  way  around  the  necessity  for  cuts,  but  asked  the  Commission  to 
reconsider  how  they  were  made. 

Melonie  J.  Green  asked  the  Commission  to  reconsider  the  cuts  to  all  Cultural  Centers,  especially 
to  AAACC.  She  said  that  many  of  them  were  operating  with  very  little  money,  and  that  cuts  would 
have  a  major  impact  on  youth  and  the  community  as  a  whole.  She  said  that  the  Commission 
knew  that  it  was  important  that  artists  be  supported,  and  that  cuts  would  be  devastating.  She  said 
that  youth  programs  were  important,  helping  youth  find  a  craft  and  hone  their  skills.  She  said  that 
cuts  would  have  an  impact  on  the  future,  not  just  the  present. 

SOMArts  director  Lex  Leifheit  said  that  other  speakers  had  made  good  points.  She  said  that 
when  the  Center  directors  heard  the  budget  numbers  the  week  before,  they  hadn't  realized  the 
budget  would  come  to  the  full  Commission  today.  She  explained  that  SOMArts  has  already  had 
more  than  thirty  organizations  use  the  facility  this  year.  She  said  that  she  had  tried  to 
communicate  with  them,  but  this  is  happening  very  quickly  and  she  hadn't  heard  back  from  them. 
She  said  that  the  impact  of  the  cuts  is  greatest  on  small  organizations.  They  might  have  a  smaller 
grant  from  CEG,  and  then  come  to  the  Cultural  Center  and  have  to  pay  a  little  more  in  rent.  She 
gave  examples  of  what  $100,000  meant  in  SOMArts'  budget:  80%  of  their  exhbition  budget, 
66%  of  their  production  expenses,  etc. 

Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  director  Jennie  Rodriguez  echoed  the  othe  Center 
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directors  and  community  members  who  testified.  She  referred  to  the  strategic  plan,  and 
advocated  for  facility  planning.  She  said  that  she  hoped  to  see  the  Commission  be  proactive 
about  providing  for  sorely  needed  repairs  in  this  dire  economic  situation.  She  explained  that  the 
facility  improvements  were  critical,  and  that  there  may  be  hazardous  situations  if  they  are  not 
seriously  addressed.  She  said  that  this  also  impacts  the  programs  at  the  Centers. 

President  Johnston  said  that  capital  expenses  were  specifically  addressed  in  the  strategic  plan, 
and  that  the  Commission  has  focused  intensely  on  these  needs  in  the  last  five  years.  He  thought 
this  could  be  addressed  creatively,  and  praised  Ms.  Breed's  capital  planning  skills,  Cultural 
Center  Facilities  Manager  Tom  Petersen's  great  work,  and  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff's  resourcefulness.  He  said  that  he  hoped  to  continue  capital 
funding,  but  noted  how  difficult  it  is  that  General  Fund  cuts  go  to  the  bone. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  strategic  plan  called  for  one,  two  or  more  of  the  Cultural  Centers  to  be 
able  to  secure  a  long-term  lease  within  the  next  two  years.  He  explained  that  this  will  make  them 
eligible  for  federal  funding,  which  is  available  today  but  requires  that  the  occupant  have  a  lease 
of  35  years  or  more.  He  hopes  to  see  the  Centers  reach  a  greater  level  of  financial  stability, 
which  will  make  other  resources  available. 

President  Johnston  asked  Grants  Director  San  San  Wong  what  cuts  were  made  to  CEG.  She 
replied  that  in  FY2009-2010,  the  program  was  slated  for  cuts  of  $  237,806;  although  the  amount 
was  originally  $500,000,  some  funds  were  restored  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  2008-2009, 
the  cut  was  $  422,493,  and  in  2007-2008,  $335,000.  Over  three  years,  she  said,  the  cuts 
amounted  to  $  995,299. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  last  several  years  have  been  brutal.  The  agency  has  lost  a 
fourteen-year  veteran,  and  faced  drastic  cuts,  sometimes  restored  and  sometimes  not.  He  noted 
the  possibility  that  the  Mayor's  office  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  potentially  reassess  the 
cuts,  but  said  that  the  Commission  had  to  take  action,  and  that  the  Director's  hands  were  pretty 
much  tied.  He  added  that  he  would  like  to  see  a  clear  discussion  of  the  budget  at  the  Community 
Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee. 

President  Johnston  called  for  a  vote.  The  motion  passed  with  nine  ayes;  Commissioners  Draisin 
and  Young  abstained. 

3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0201-10-050:  Motion  to  approve  Fiscal  Year  2010-2011  budget  reduction 
submission  to  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 .  There  was  no  report  from  the  Committee. 
Bayview  Opera  House  Board  of  Directors  President  Jerald  Joseph  reported  that  renovations 
were  undenA/ay  at  the  Opera  House.  He  noted  that  the  public  was  very  concerned  about  the 
conditions  there,  and  wanted  to  see  renovations  completed  as  soon  as  possible,  because  there 
are  safety  issues.  He  said  that  the  Opera  House  was  a  gathering  space  for  this  neighborhood  in

transition,  and  that  they  were  working  with  police  to  maintain  safety  at  the  Opera  House. 


IVlr.  Joseph  said  that  he  was  also  president  of  his  homeowners'  association,  and  has  received 
really  good  feedback  from  some  300  people  about  what  they  want  the  Opera  House  to  be.  He 
said  that  a  lot  of  them  think  that  the  changes  are  good,  but  they  don't  necessarily  come  out  to  the 
Opera  House.  He  is  concerned  that  if  the  design  is  modified,  the  renovation  process  will  be 
delayed.  He  said  that  the  community  wants  to  see  work  done  inside  the  building,  and  the  public 
wants  to  see  the  work  completed. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — IVIaya  Draisin,  Chair 

1 .  Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Native  American  Arts  and  Cultural  Traditions  grant 
program  was  accepting  applications.  She  encouraged  everyone  to  spread  the  word.  She  said 
that  the  Committee  was  moving  forward  with  a  new  review  process  for  the  Cultural  Centers,  with 
one  Commissioner  taking  the  lead  for  each  Center,  beginning  immediately. 

Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Committee  also  had  a  fantastic  report  on  the  activities  in 
Arts  Education. 

She  presented  the  following  motion. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0201-10-051 :  Motion  to  increase  the  2009-2010  grant  agreement  to 
Community  Initiatives  by  $25,000  for  a  total  grant  not  to  exceed  $50,000  to  support  the  arts 
education  program  intern. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Melania  reported  that  the  Committee  was  unable  to  reach  consensus  on  the 
program's  budget.  They  heard  from  the  street  artists  and  others  on  how  to  make  the  program 
more  technologically  advanced  and  more  efficient.  She  explained  that  the  fee  increase  was 
called  for  because  of  the  inordinate  document  requests,  requiring  costs  for  staff  time  and  City 
Attorney's  office  time. 

She  presented  the  following  motion.

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  several  projects,  most  of 
which  were  progressing  well.  These  included  projects  at  San  Francisco  Airport,  the  Port, 
General  Hospital  Acute  Care,  and  Valencia  streetscape.  She  said  that  the  project  at  the  Chinese 
Recreation  Center  needed  to  be  rethought  because  of  changes  in  location  of  the  artwork,  and 
that  at  Ortega  Branch  Library,  the  Committee  felt  that  the  models  presented  did  not  sufficiently 
resemble  the  original  proposal  images.  She  said  that  the  Committee  received  a  report  updating 


the  Transbay  Terminal  conceptual  proposals.  Finally,  she  said  that  they  were  very  pleased  to  see 

a  major  collaboration  moving  fonA/ard  with  the  War  Memorial  on  the  Memorial  Court,  and 

commended  Ms.  Manton's  involvement.  She  added  that  she  was  amazed  and  impressed  with 

what  staff  take  on,  and  that  despite  limited  staff  resources,  quality  remains  high. 

President  Johnston  added  that  a  lot  of  exciting  projects  are  coming  to  the  Committee,  and  he 

thought  it  would  be  good  to  have  a  presentation  to  the  full  Commission  within  the  next  few 

meetings. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  amended  the  first  motion  below  to  name  Atthowe  Fine  Art 
Services  for  the  contract,  and  she  presented  the  following  motions.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  congratulated  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  and  the  Gallery  staff,  as  well  as  the  entire  staff, 
on  a  wonderful  fortieth  anniversary  reception  and  opening  event.  Noting  that  several  of  the  Gallen's  former 
directors  attended  the  opening.  President  Johnston  praised  the  show  and  said  it  was  a  great  way  to  start  the  year. 
He  encouraged  everyone  to  see  the  "Replay"  show  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall  as  well,  which  recaps 
highlights  of  the  Gallery's  forty-year  history. 

He  also  reported  that  the  Mayor  has  accepted  the  recommendation  of  staff  and  the  Executive  Committee  to  give 
the  Mayor's  Art  Award  to  Carlos  Santana.  The  Mayorwill  presentthe  award  to  Mr.  Santana  at  a  reception  on 
March  18,  2010,  at  the  Green  Room.  He  encouraged  Commissioners  to  RSVP,  predicting  that  the  Green  Room 
would  be  filled,  as  it  was  also  for  honorees  Alonzo  King  and  Ruth  Asawa.  He  said  that  Mr.  Santana  was  a 
remarkable  human  being,  and  that  the  comments  so  often  written  about  his  spiritual  qualit\-  are  absolutely 
true— he  is  the  most  genuine  superstar.  Noting  that  Mr.  Santana  had  presented  an  award  at  the  Grammys  in 
January,  President  Johnston  said  that  Mr.  Santana  was  at  the  pinnacle  of  his  career,  and  that  the  three  recipients 
are  unassailably  deserving  of  the  Mayor's  Art  Award  for  their  career  excellence. 
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Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  submitted  the  names  of  three  outstanding  artists  to  the 
Mayor,  who  made  the  final  decision. 

President  Johnston  added  that  in  its  discussions  over  the  years  about  who  should  be  honored,  the  Executive 
Committee  considered  artists  of  local  reputation  and  beyond,  representation  of  different  art  disciplines,  and 
other  qualities.  The  Committee  has  agreed  that  the  recipient  should  live  in  San  Francisco. 

Commissioners  praised  the  choice  of  Mr.  Santana,  noting  that  he  had  grown  up  in  the  Mission,  and  was  deeply 
associated  with  the  city  both  personally  and  professionally.  Commissioner  Calloway  added  that  Mr.  Santana  had 
been  highlighted  in  a  PBS  special  on  Latin  music.  President  Johnston  recalled  having  seen  him  perform  at  the 
Warfield,  and  said  that  the  Sentinel  had  photos  of  his  performance  at  Woodstock. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  seriously  constrained  financial  resources  forced  the  agency  to  consider  whether  to 
hold  the  Mayor's  Art  Award  ceremony.  The  decision  was  to  raise  money  to  pay  for  the  event.  The  San  Francisco 
Examiner  agreed  to  become  the  first  official  sponsor  of  the  Mayor's  Art  Award,  with  a  cash  donation  and  in-kind 
donations  including  food  and  drinks  for  the  event.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  posters  for  the  event  were  at  the 
printer,  and  would  be  installed  in  32  Decaux  kiosks  shortly  before  March  18.  He  thanked  the  Examiner  for  their 
sponsorship  of  the  event. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  performance  lineup  was  interesting,  including  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  for 
Latino  Arts's  "house  band,"  Futuro  Picante,  and,  thanks  to  a  referral  from  Commissioner  Calloway,  solo  singer- 
guitarist  Martin  Luther.  Commissioner  Calloway  said  that  he  has  been  connected  with  the  group  for  ten  years, 
and  would  be  happy  to  play  with  them  if  they  asked. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  RSVPs  were  coming  in  quickly,  and  urged  Commissioners  who  planned  to  attend  the 
event  to  reply  as  soon  as  they  could  to  their  invitations. 

Turning  to  the  budget,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Mayor  has  requested  that  all  departments  submit  by 
February  22  their  proposals  for  a  cut  of  twenty  percent,  with  an  additional  ten  percent  contingency.  Mr.  Cancel 
reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  met  the  target  with  a  number  of  strategies,  including  shifting  some  staff 
out  of  the  General  Fund  into  other  funds.  He  said  the  agency  would  be  a  little  more  entrepreneurial  and  increase 
Civic  Design  Review  fees.  He  explained  that  Civic  Design  Review  is  a  charter-mandated  responsibility,  and  the 
fee  increase  is  intended  to  cover  the  full  cost  of  the  process,  including  the  associated  staff  salaries.  These  fees  will 
be  paid  by  other  City  agencies  as  their  building  projects  come  before  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.  The 
budget  proposal  also  includes  a  reduction  in  grants  to  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  to  Cultural  Equity  Grants. 

President  Johnston  asked  about  Hotel  Tax  funds,  in  light  of  reports  of  sharp  decreases  in  hotel  occupancy.  Mr. 
Cancel  replied  that  for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  fund  was  running  ahead  of  projections,  but  there  has  been 
some  softening  since  January.  He  said  that  there  will  be  a  new  update  at  the  end  of  March,  and  he  is  expecting  a 
decrease  in  the  new  year. 

Returning  to  the  discussion  of  the  General  Fund,  the  target  for  the  current  budget  cuts,  Mr.  Cancel  explained 
that  all  departments  use  work  orders  when  they  get  services  from  each  other.  He  said  that  WritersCorps  had 
been  funded  by  work  orders  from  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  ("DCYF")  and  the  Library.  In 
the  current  fiscal  year,  2009-2010,  DCYF  withdrew  its  funding,  and  the  Library  stepped  forward  to  fill  the  gap. 
For  2010-2011,  the  Library  has  reduced  its  proposed  funding,  and  Arts  Commission  staff  is  seeking  some  funds 
from  DCYF  again.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  other  work  orders  are  still  possible,  and  he  expects  to  have  a  better 
idea  before  May  where  the  agency  stands  with  regard  to  work  orders.  He  said  that  the  agency  will  have  to  be 
much  more  proactive  with  its  fundraising. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  there  would  be  a  special  event  on  the  opening  night  of  the  arts  fair  on  the  weekend  of 
May  20-23  at  Fort  Mason.  That  evening  will  be  a  preview  benefit  honoring  Ruth  Braunstein  of  Braunste in/Quay 
Gallery  for  her  fifty  years  as  a  gallery  director;  the  Art  Dealers  Association  will  give  her  a  lifetime  award.  She  is 
very  interested  in  raising  money  for  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  She  is  working  to  establish  the  newly  created 
ArtCare  program,  which  is  raising  money  to  restore  the  top  fifteen  sculptures  in  the  collection  in  need  of 
restoration.  Ms.  Braunstein  has  decided  to  donate  all  of  the  money  raised  by  the  reception  in  her  honor  to 
ArtCare.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  he  would  give  more  details  on  the  cocktail  reception  as  they  became  available. 

He  said  that  there  was  also  a  second  event  in  the  works  as  part  of  the  fair,  a  benefit  for  the  Gallery,  possibly  on 
Saturday  evening,  and  he  would  also  share  details  on  this  event  as  the  planning  continues. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  Arts  Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  had  initiated  a  new  event.  Art  Impact. 
The  idea  is  to  identify  a  prominent  individual  in  the  Bay  area,  known  for  achievements  outside  the  arts,  whose 
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life  has  been  impacted  by  the  arts.  Veraon  Davis,  star49ertight  end,  has  studied  art  and  art  histon,-,  and  is  a 
painter.  He  will  speak  at  the  de  Young  Museum  on  May  13.  A  benefit  dinner  at  Morton's  the  Steakhouse 
following  the  talk  will  raise  money  for  arts  education. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  Street  Artists  program  has  had  a  staff  change  with  the  departure  of  Evelyn 
Russell,  and  this  is  an  opportunity  to  rethink  how  the  staffing  needs  can  be  addressed.  He  hopes  to  initiate  more 
user-friendly  technology,  including  online  renewals  so  that  artists  won't  have  to  take  time  away  from  selling. 
These  modernization  efforts  are  being  quickly  implemented  mth  temporary  staff.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the 
program  continues  to  be  burdened  by  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  public  information  requests;  they  are  becoming 
more  numerous  and  frequent,  not  less.  The  Commission  approved  an  increase  in  the  artist  fee  to  allow  the 
program  to  hire  temporary  staff  to  address  these  increased  requests.  He  hoped  to  have  the  fee  increase  take 
effect  with  the  new  budget. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  participating  in  the  Shanghai  Sister  Cit\'  celebration,  and 
referred  Commissioners  to  item  24  on  the  Consent  Calendar,  explaining  that  actress  Joan  Chen  was  donating  the 
monumental  sculpture  by  Chase  Chen.  The  sculpture  known  as  Sprout  will  be  presented  by  the  Mayor  as  a  gift  to 
the  citizens  of  Shanghai.  It  will  be  installed  at  the  entrance  to  the  World  Expo  in  Shanghai.  An  additional  major 
component  of  the  Sister  City  celebration  is  the  installation  of  a  large-scale  sculpture  by  the  Shanghai  artist  Zhang 
Huan  in  the  Civic  Center,  scheduled  for  May.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  Art  News  will  report  on  that  work  know  b\- 
the  title,  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms,  and  it  will  be  a  world  premiere.  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  added  that 
separate  funding  had  been  secured  for  this  artwork. 

Mr.  Cancel  introduced  Ms.  Manton,  who  made  a  presentation  on  the  Transbay  Terminal  project,  and  the  artwork 
planned  for  it.  She  began  by  praising  the  great  team  involved  in  the  project.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  after  an 
international  design  competition,  the  building's  design  was  complete.  The  team  decided  that  because  the  facilitv' 
was  so  grand,  on  such  a  large  scale,  that  it  would  be  better  to  do  fewer  more  significant  artworks,  commensurate 
with  the  project's  scale.  She  said  that  she  hoped  there  would  be  a  second  phase  of  funding  for  smaller  projects. 

Ms.  Manton  explained  that  initially,  an  office  building  was  planned  that  would  provide  funding  for  all  of  the 
station,  but  then  the  real  estate  market  crashed.  Now  the  funding  comes  from  a  variety  of  federal,  state  and 
bonds.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  the  building  wdll  have  a  rooftop  park  open  to  ever>'one.  She  described  the 
building  as  a  light-filled  glass  and  steel  structure,  with  a  sculptural  hght  column  extending  all  the  way  down  to 
the  light  rail  area  at  the  lowest  level.  Above  the  train  platform,  but  still  below  grade,  is  the  train  mezzanine 
waiting  area.  At  ground  level,  the  grand  hall  and  main  concourse  will  open  to  Mission  Street.  Above  that  is  the 
bus  deck,  then  the  rooftop  park. 

Ms.  Manton  presented  the  proposals  of  each  of  the  selected  artists  in  turn,  beginning  with  Jenny  Holzer.  Ms. 
Holzer's  goal  was  to  bring  light  into  the  building,  aiming  for  an  elegant  and  timeless  design  that  would  allow 
commuters  to  discover  something  new  every  time  they  enter  the  building.  Her  project  uses  LED  lighting  to 
display  text  from  local  writers  to  convey  a  sense  of  history  and  of  place.  The  piece  will  be  visible  from  the  outside 
of  the  building,  from  the  grand  concourse,  from  the  mezzanine  deck,  and  as  passengers  ride  up  the  escalators. 
Ms.  Manton  explained  that  light  studies  are  underway  to  confirm  that  the  LED  text  will  be  readable  in  the 
daytime  as  well  as  at  night;  sensors  are  planned  to  adjust  the  brightness  of  the  LEDs. 

Next,  Ms.  Manton  presented  the  proposal  of  Julie  Chang,  whom  she  described  as  a  long  shot,  a  young  local  artist 
who  "knocked  the  socks  off'  of  the  panel.  She  will  create  a  25,000-square-foot  terrazzo  floor,  inspired  by  the 
contrast  of  San  Francisco's  Victorian  architecture  and  the  modem  city.  She  drew  from  Victorian  decorative 
motifs,  the  California  poppy,  the  hummingbird,  the  bay  laurel  and  the  San  Francisco  camellia.  Her  design  is  like 
a  massively  scaled  tapestry,  subtle  and  layered  so  that  it  pro\ides  something  new  to  see  even  for  commuters  who 
pass  through  the  station  day  after  day.  She  mentioned  that  a  restless  child  could  be  occupied  counting  how  many 
hummingbirds  s/he  could  find  while  waiting  for  the  train.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  the  design  referred  to  textiles 
and  graphic  materials  rather  than  really  literal  images.  She  will  be  interested  to  see  how  the  floor  will  interact 
with  the  sculptural  light  tower.  Finally,  Ms.  Manton  added  that  Ms.  Chang  is  under  30  years  old,  recently 
graduated  from  Stanford  University,  and  lives  near  the  proposed  Transbay  facility. 

Next,  Ms.  Manton  presented  the  proposal  of  James  Carpenter.  He  was  initially  selected  to  work  on  the  central 
light  column,  but  his  work  will  appear  in  Shaw  Alley,  originally  conceived  as  a  pass-through.  His  proposal  uses 
suspended  LED  lights,  LED  pavers  in  the  flooring,  and  seven-foot-long  illuminated  benches.  The  lights  and  the 
plaza  will  be  visible  from  the  top  of  the  escalator.  She  drew  attention  to  the  light  fixture  he  designed,  which  she 
compared  to  a  little  skirt  on  the  canopy  of  the  building.  She  added  that  he  assured  her  he  would  stay  within 
budget,  and  she  applauded  him  for  not  giving  up  through  the  consideration  of  five  different  sites  in  the  building. 

Ms.  Manton  presented  the  proposal  of  Tim  Hawkinson,  who  was  recommendedby  former  Arts  Commissioner 
Larry  Kinder,  now  director  of  Berkeley's  University  Art  Museum,  and  a  former  Whitney  curator.  Mr.  Hawkinson 
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has  used  unusual  materials,  such  as  stones  to  create  a  teddy  bear,  and  his  own  fingernails  to  make  a  sculpture  of 
a  bird.  She  explained  that  he  has  presented  a  rough  concept,  inspired  by  the  Inuit  people,  of  an  inishuk,  a 
guardian  or  navigation  guide,  constructed  of  material  salvaged  from  the  demolished  ramps  of  the  old  terminal. 
The  piece  would  be  45  feet  tall,  located  on  the  Mission  plaza.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  although  the  plaza  is  not 
part  of  the  public  property,  the  statue  will  be  part  of  the  project  and  will  be  on  the  deed.  She  explained  that  the 
material  is  being  thoroughly  tested  to  see  how  well  the  integrity  of  the  structure  would  be  maintained.  She 
assured  the  Commission  that  all  due  diligence  would  be  done,  and  that  the  final  artwork  would  certainly  pose  no 
danger  to  the  public. 

Ms.  Manton  presented  the  proposal  of  Ned  Kahn,  explaining  that  the  steering  committee  agreed  to  adopt  his 
proposed  small  project,  allocating  a  small  part  of  the  budget  to  his  fee.  Two  hundred  fifty-six  sensors  on  the  bus 
deck  will  be  connected  to  individual  jets  spraying  water  up  to  four  feet  high,  creating  patterns  that  correspond  to 
the  movement  of  the  buses.  The  water  feature  will  be  separated  from  pedestrians  by  a  raised  curb,  and  the  project 
will  include  interpretive  text.  She  said  that  the  artist  has  shown  mockups  in  his  studio. 

Ms.  Manton  concluded  by  saying  that  the  project  has  a  budget  of  $4.75  million,  and  is  expected  to  be  completed 
in  2014  or  2015.  She  said  that  the  arts  advisory  panel  will  probably  be  presenting  their  recommendation  to  the 
Transbay  Board  in  May.  The  Arts  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  project,  and  her  presentation  was 
purely  informational.  She  has  asked  the  design  team  to  make  a  presentation  to  the  full  Commission  as  well,  and 
thought  they  would  appreciate  this  overview  of  the  public  art  program  for  the  project. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  Commissioner  Beltran  and  he  sat  on  the  advisory  committee  to  the  TJPA.  He  said  that 
it  is  an  extraordinary  experience,  working  with  the  architects  on  this  visionary  building,  which  he  thought 
encompasses  the  future  of  San  Francisco,  and  which  will  be  filled  with  fantastic  public  art.  Commissioner  Beltran 
said  that  she  was  blown  away  with  the  space-age  building,  and  felt  that  it  showed  what  could  be  done  to  make  a 
mark  with  a  public  building. 

President  Johnston  thanked  Ms.  Manton  for  her  presentation,  and  noted  that  even  though  the  Arts  Commission 
does  not  have  jurisdiction  over  the  project,  it  is  important  for  the  Commission  to  know  about  such  an  important 
project  in  San  Francisco,  comparing  it  to  projects  at  the  Presidio,  the  Golden  Gate  National  Recreational  Area, 
etc.  He  said  that  the  Executive  Director  of  the  TJPA,  Maria  Allarde,  was  a  former  transportation  staffer;  he 
praised  Ms.  Manton's  v«sdom  in  reaching  out  to  her  early  in  the  process.  He  felt  that  the  best  possible  team  was 
working  on  this  project. 

Commissioner  Beltran  added  that  she  was  very  impressed  with  the  architectural  team,  and  appreciated  the 
TJPA's  deep  respect  for  the  Arts  Commission's  input.  Ms.  Manton  said  that  they  appreciated  the  value  added  by 
the  Arts  Commission. 

Mr.  Cancel  echoed  President  Johnston's  comments  on  the  Gallery's  fortieth  anniversary  event,  noting  that  Ms. 
Shiffler  reported  more  than  500  participants,  and  the  celebration  went  on  for  hours.  He  encouraged  everyone  to 
see  the  show  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall,  which  highlighted  the  Gallery's  great  legacy  and  the  social  causes 
that  are  part  of  its  history.  Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  a  photo  of  Imogen  Cunningham  included  in  the 
show  was  a  springboard  for  the  artist's  career.  On  a  lighter  note,  Mr.  Cancel  challenged  viewers  to  spot  the  photo 
of  the  young  Ms.  Manton.  President  Johnston  noted  the  many  controversies  recorded  in  the  show.

Before  calling  for  a  vote.  President  Johnston  explained  that  because  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants 
Committee  was  not  able  to  reach  a  quorum  in  February,  the  Executive  Committee  took  up  the  matters  it  would 
ordinarily  have  considered.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  budget.  Mr.  Cancel  and  Director  of 
Finance  Kan  Htun  presented  an  updated  draft  budget  focused  on  strategies  for  making  cuts  to 
meet  the  Mayor's  office  directive.  The  Committee  began  a  discussion  of  the  overall  budget,  which 
will  be  presented  at  the  next  Executive  Committee  meeting.  President  Johnston  said  the  headline 
was  cuts  of  20%  to  30%. 

The  Committee  had  extensive  discussion  of  the  strategic  plan  and  agreed  to  a  formal  review 
quarterly,  although  that  does  not  preclude  them  from  delving  into  it  between  formal  reviews.  He 
said  that  the  plan  begins  with  the  new  fiscal  year  on  July  i,  and  that  the  first  quarterly  review  will 
be  done  in  October.  He  thought  that  with  the  volatility  of  the  budget,  and  the  ambition  of  the 
plan,  the  Committee  would  be  ready  for  a  review  by  October.  He  did  not  want  to  create  more  work 
for  staff,  butthoughtthey  would  be  just  as  eager  to  review  how  things  are  going. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  what  measures  would  be  used.  President  Johnston  said  that 
the  Committee  had  not  been  specific  about  that,  and  thought  the  proposed  schedule  was  a  good 
place  to  start.  He  solicited  feedback  from  staff,  the  management  team  and  Commissioners. 
President  Johnston  wanted  to  highlight  the  connection  between  staff  resources  and  goals  as  the 
evaluation  is  done. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  Mr.  Cancel  had  attended  the  Committee's  recent  meeting  at 
which  it  approved  a  groundwater  project.  Two  of  the  Commissioners  participated  with  Bureau  of 
Architecture  staff  in  design  charrettes,  which  the  Committee  found  successful.  The  Committee 
reviewed  a  key  project  at  San  Francisco  Airport's  Terminal  Two,  looking  at  how  the  art  is 
integrated  with  the  faqade.  He  thought  that  staff  at  Gensler,  the  project  architect,  were  helpful. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Vice  President  Draisin,  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
not  met,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  considered  the  Cultural  Equit\-  Grant 
recommendations  that  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  would  ordinarily 
have  taken  up,  in  order  not  to  delay  the  grants.  He  said  that  the  grants  review  process  is  clear  and 
straightforward,  and  rarely  calls  for  any  adjustment  by  the  Committee.  He  said  that  the  Consent 
Calendar  just  approved  included  significant  grants  to  several  organizations.  He  added  that  the 
Cultural  Centers  were  expected  to  make  presentations  at  the  next  meeting. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Melania  reported  that  the  Committee  would  be  meeting  in  the  following  week.  She 
said  that  the  program  was  continuing  to  receive  many  public  record  requests,  as  Mr.  Cancel  had 
mentioned.  She  hoped  they  would  decrease,  but  would  have  to  wait  and  see. 

Commissioner  Melania  presented  the  following  motion.

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  has  been  ver\'  industrious,  and  she 
would  attempt  only  a  general  overview.  She  said  that  progress  is  continuing  at  General  Hospital, 
which  she  described  as  a  really  good  team  effort,  with  the  parties,  including  the  communit>-, 
delighted.  At  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  she  said  that  the  Janet  Echelman  project  is  mo\ing 
forward,  along  with  other  large  and  small  projects  at  the  airport.  She  said  that  in  the  Leland 
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Avenue  streetscape  project,  an  impressive  level  of  work  is  coming  from  artists  in  the  community; 
she  thought  that  some  were  setting  the  stage  for  national  work  for  themselves.  She  praised  them 
as  remarkable  and  creative  artists,  and  said  the  Committee  was  pleased  to  see  their  use  of 
contemporary  materials  that  otherwise  would  have  been  tossed  out.  She  said  that  the  Committee 
had  also  reviewed  playgrounds  in  the  Mission,  and  noted  the  impact  of  the  Commission's  work  on 
the  ground,  directly  affecting  the  lives  of  families  and  children,  as  well  as  in  the  grand-scaled 
projects. 

President  Johnston  added  praise  for  Public  Art  staff,  including  Program  Manager  Jennifer 
Lowom  and  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious,  for  their  work  on  General  Hospital  in  a  very 
democratic  process.  He  noted  that  the  community  and  hospital  staff  were  actively  participating, 
and  very  protective  of  the  facility. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  the  Wowhaus  project,  and 
gave  comments  to  the  artists,  finding  that  their  presentation  did  not  display  enough  grace  of  line. 
The  Committee  talked  with  them  about  how  the  armature  need  not  limit  the  shape  of  the  finished 
piece.  President  Johnston  thought  that  the  team  had  benefited  from  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata's  expertise  with  clay.  She  said  that  the  Committee  expected  to  approve  the  project  with  the 
minor  modifications  discussed.  She  presented  the  following  motion.

Turning  to  the  next  motion.  Commissioner  Chew  was  pleased  that  the  project  had  created  new 
writing,  new  art  and  new  music,  and  had  come  in  right  on  budget.  Commissioner  Beltran  agreed 
that  the  project  delivered  "a  lot  of  bang  for  the  buck." 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  a  project  on  the  scale  of  the  Central  Subway  has  a  big  impact  on  the 
community,  and  raised  the  question  of  mitigating  the  extent  of  that  impact  over  time.  He  said  that 
he  and  staff  have  met  with  City  Administrator  EdvWn  Lee,  whose  office  is  providing  multi-year 
funding  for  the  neighborhood  grants,  of  which  this  is  the  first. 

President  Johnston  said  that  a  project  of  the  size  of  the  Central  Subway,  running  through  the 
neighborhoods,  brings  a  lot  of  scrutiny.  He  really  wanted  to  credit  the  Arts  Commission  staff  for 
involving  the  community  and  getting  their  participation  and  their  buy-in,  forestalling  complaints. 

Commissioner  Chew  offered  to  participate  in  the  review  of  this  project.  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  added  that  this  is  a  highly  complex  project,  and  that  San  Franciscans  can  be  very  vocal. 
She  too  was  pleased  to  see  that  the  community  had  been  consulted  and  thus  did  not  need  to 
complain  or  criticize. 

She  presented  the  following  motion. 

0301-10-084:  Motion  to  approve  The  Chinatown  Journey,  a  two  year 
multi-artist,  multimedia  art  project  proposed  by  the  Chinese  Culture  Center  for  the  Central 
Subway  Temporary  Art  Program's  Chinatov«i  Pilot  Project  for  2010-2011,  and  to  authorize  the 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  A^th  the  Chinese  Culture  Center  for  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $80,000  to  implement  the  project. 

New  Business 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  about  the  letter  Commissioners  had  recently  received,  notifying  them  that  they 
would  no  longer  be  allowed  to  park  for  free  in  the  Civic  Center  garage  while  attending  Commission  meetings.  He 
understood  this  to  be  a  consequence  of  the  City's  budget  crisis. 

President  Johnston  didn't  think  the  policy  change  had  been  voted  on  by  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
("MTA"),  but  he  thought  that  they  would  approve  it.  He  noted  that  Arts  Commissioners  serve  with  no 
compensation  and  no  reimbursement  for  any  expenses  incurred  in  their  service.  He  didn't  know  how  much 
impact  this  change  would  have  on  the  budget,  but  understood  that  the  Mayor  was  looking  everywhere  for  funds. 
He  added  that  the  policy  had  been  questioned  before,  since  San  Francisco  is  a  "transit-first"  city. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  the  policy  change  would  be  effective  on  March  3,  and  he  thought  the  MTA 
would  approve  it.

On  a  personal  note,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  he  and  his  wife  had  moved  and  were  now  happy  to  be  residents 
of  the  Presidio.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  made  no  report,  acknowledging  the  many  members  of  the  public  who  were  interested  in 
the  budget  discussion. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  was  pleased  to  report  that  on  March  18,  the  Mayor's  Art  Award  was  presented  to  Carlos  Santana 
before  leaders  of  the  City  and  the  arts  community,  the  press,  and  Mr.  Santana's  family.  He  thanked  the  San 
Francisco  Examiner  for  their  generous  underwriting  of  the  event,  and  thanked  publisher  John  Wilcox  and  his 
staff  for  their  assistance.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  award  ceremony  was  also  an  opportunity  to  showcase 
emerging  local  talent,  and  he  heard  many  positive  comments  about  the  performances  of  Future  Picante  and 
Martin  Luther.  He  also  thanked  Commissioner  Calloway,  who  had  introduced  Martin  Luther  to  the  staff,  and  had 
sat  in  with  the  band  at  the  event.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  Mr.  Santana  had  been  gracious  and  very  pleased  to  be 
part  of  the  evening. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  Executive  Committee  would  have  to  consider  in  the  next  fiscal  year  whether  to  hold  the 
next  Mayor's  Art  Award  at  the  beginning  of  October,  National  Arts  and  Humanities  Month,  as  were  the  first  two 
awards,  or  whether  to  hold  it  in  the  new  calendar  year. 

He  said  that  the  event  was  very  successful  overall,  and  had  received  a  great  deal  of  press.  He  thanked  all  the 
staff  who  had  worked  on  the  event,  getting  publicity  and  posters  out  on  time. 

Commissioner  Beltran  agreed  that  it  was  a  great  event,  and  was  pleased  to  see  the  emerging  chefs 
participating  as  well. 

Turning  to  the  budget,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  City  will  begin  in  the  next  fiscal  year  to  budget  on  a 
two-year  cycle,  and  that  many  departments  have  been  asked  to  prepare  two-year  budgets.  The  Arts 
Commission  has  not  yet  been  asked  to  do  so,  and  Mr.  Cancel  believes  that,  given  the  sorry  state  of  the 
economy,  the  agency  is  better  off  for  now  with  a  single-year  budget,  with  hopes  of  improvement  next  year. 

Mr.  Cancel  recalled  that  in  February,  the  Commission  considered  and  approved  a  20%  cut  and  an  additional 
10%  contingency  cut  in  the  agency's  budget  for  fiscal  year  2010-2011 .  The  strategy  consisted  of,  first,  shifting 
several  staff  positions  out  of  the  General  Fund  to  other  sources;  second,  reducing  grants  to  the  Cultural 
Centers;  and  third,  further  reductions  to  the  Cultural  Centers  and  to  Cultural  Equity  Grants.  The  Mayor  was 
asking  for  the  full  30%  reduction  to  be  taken  from  the  current  level  of  General  Fund  support,  resulting  in  a  loss 
to  the  Cultural  Centers  of  $285,000,  and  to  Cultural  Equity  Grants  of  $94,500. 

Mr.  Cancel  described  the  San  Francisco  arts  community  as  reeling  from  the  additional  cuts  in  the  private 
sector,  with  foundation  grants  and  individual  donations  down  by  30-40%.  He  explained  that  staff  felt  that  the 
targeted  cuts  outlined  would  be  the  least  damaging,  and  he  noted  that  the  Cultural  Centers  had  been  spared 
any  cuts  in  the  current  (2009-2010)  budget  year.  He  referred  Commissioners  to  the  comprehensive  budget 
document  before  them,  and  reviewed  it  page  by  page,  including  General  Fund  income  and  expenses, 
non-General  Fund  income  and  expenses,  and  grant  development  fund  income  and  expenses. 

He  summarized  by  saying  that  there  was  a  staff  reduction  in  the  previous  fiscal  year,  and  the  agency  was 
reorganized  with  an  eye  to  efficient  administrative  structure.  Given  all  the  initiatives  underway  he  did  not  see 
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how  the  agency  could  sustain  further  personnel  cuts.  He  said  that  the  budget  presented  achieved  the  goal  of 
reducing  General  Fund  support  while  avoiding  staff  cuts. 

Mr.  Cancel  called  for  questions.  President  Johnston  asked  for  confirmation  that  this  document  was  simply  for 
review  by  the  Commission,  and  that  they  were  not  being  asl<ed  to  vote  on  it.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the 
Commission  was  not  being  asked  to  vote,  as  it  had  taken  its  action  on  the  budget  in  its  February  meeting.  He 
explained  that  the  comprehensive  budget  was  not  available  then,  and  that  the  document  now  before  the 
Commission  shows  how  the  reduction  approved  by  the  Commission  in  February  will  be  implemented,  taking 
into  account  the  entire  contingency  cut  requested  by  the  Mayor. 

President  Johnston  observed  that  this  year  has  been  particularly  challenging,  and  that  all  City  departments 
were  given  the  order  to  make  budget  cuts,  with  a  January  deadline.  In  the  past  two  months,  he  said,  the 
contingency  cut  became  a  reality.  While  discussions  continue,  the  agency  still  must  make  almost  $200,000  in 
cuts,  which  he  described  as  a  huge  challenge  for  Mr.  Cancel  and  Finance  Director  Kan  Htun.  He  said  that  the 
Commission  has  weighed  in  on  the  major  points  and  approved  these  cuts.  He  agreed,  and  hoped  his 
colleagues  agreed,  that  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  continue  to  deliver  on  the  agency's  mission  if 
staff  is  cut;  he  generally  agreed  that  protecting  the  Commission's  workforce  is  paramount.  While  Mr.  Cancel 
has  been  encouraged  to  make  staff  cuts.  President  Johnston  agreed  that  the  agency  needs  to  keep  its  people. 

President  Johnston  said  that  procedurally,  he  thought  it  important  for  the  Commission  to  formally  adopt  the  full 
budget,  not  just  the  plan  for  making  the  budget  cuts.  He  thought  it  was  important  for  the  Executive  Committee 
to  sit  down  with  Mr.  Cancel,  Mr.  Htun  and  staff  to  look  at  the  budget  area  by  area,  program  by  program.  He  did 
not  expect  to  find  major  areas  of  disagreement.  He  thought  that  the  full  budget  should  have  been  adopted  in 
January  along  with  the  strategic  plan,  and  now  called  for  the  full  budget  to  be  discussed  at  the  April  Executive 
Committee  meeting,  with  a  report  back  to  the  full  Commission  at  its  May  meeting. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  whether  the  state  funding  was  fimn.  Referring  to  the  last  page  of  the  document,  Mr. 
Cancel  said  that  staff  took  a  conservative  approach,  budgeting  the  same  amounts  as  in  the  previous  year.  He 
noted  that  in  the  last  week,  the  agency  was  notified  of  several  federal  awards,  including  one  much  larger  than 
the  previous  year's. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  staff,  particularly  Mr.  Htun,  and  Commissioners.  She  acknowledged  that 
the  Arts  Commission  is  taking  cuts  like  every  City  agency  and  that  the  staff  has  been  inundated  v^th  work  on 
the  budget  process.  She  asked  for  information  about  what  the  budget  cuts  will  mean  in  terms  of  reduced 
activities  by  the  agency  for  example,  cuts  in  public  art  projects  in  the  coming  year.  President  Johnston  cited 
another  example,  an  $80,000  reduction  in  the  expense  line  of  WritersCorps.  He  asked  whether  this  would 
mean  fewer  teachers,  or  less  of  something  done  by  the  program. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  WritersCorps  was  one  of  the  few  programs  actually  sustaining  a  direct  reduction  in  its 
support,  and  he  planned  to  address  that  with  staff  over  the  next  few  weeks.  He  explained  that  this  program  was 
funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  the  California  Arts  Council,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library, 
and  workorder  funds  from  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  ("DCYF").  Funding  from  the  Library 
and  DCYF  has  been  reduced,  and  staff  is  still  working  out  how  to  address  that  shortfall. 

Commissioner  Beltran  agreed  with  President  Johnston  on  the  impact  of  general  reductions.  She  noted  that 
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San  Diego,  for  example,  was  cutting  its  cultural  centers,  and  considering  the  possibility  of  dipping  into  its 
percent-for-art  funds,  which  is  illegal  under  some  cities'  ordinances. 

Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  bond  funds  previously  approved  by  the  voters  are  helping  to  create  jobs,  and  that  these 
projects  generate  two-percent-for-art  funds  for  Public  Art,  the  only  area  untouched  by  budget  cuts. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  about  the  Mayor's  proposal  to  cut  City  staff  to  a  part-time  37.5-hour  workweek.  Mr. 
Cancel  replied  that  everyone  at  the  Arts  Commission  had  received  the  60-day  notice,  and  expected  to  be 
offered  a  37.5-hour  appointment  in  due  course.  He  reported  that  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  unions  were 
negotiating  several  proposals,  including  furlough  days,  and  that  the  proposals  were  being  submitted  to  the 
union  rank  and  file  for  approval.  He  said  that  until  agreement  was  reached,  the  Mayor's  plan  was  still 
proceeding.  He  was  hopeful  that  the  unions  could  reach  an  agreement  with  the  Mayor's  office. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata's  question  about  the  next  step  in  the  budget  process.  President 
Johnston  explained  that  the  full  Commission  would  traditionally  adopt  the  full  budget,  which  would  then  be 
submitted  to  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office;  the  Mayor  presents  his  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  1 , 
the  Board  deliberates  and  passes  a  final  budget  on  second  reading  in  August. 

Commissioner  Garcla-Nakata  asked  whether  there  might  be  further  cuts  this  year.  Mr.  Cancel  said  it  was  a 
definite  possibility,  since  the  remaining  budget  gap  is  still  quite  large. 

President  Johnston  added  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  traditionally  achieves  savings  by  cutting  some  of  what 
the  Mayor  has  presented,  in  order  to  achieve  some  of  their  priorities.  He  affirmed  that  the  Commission's 
process  should  make  clear  that  there  is  no  difference  between  its  priorties  and  those  of  the  staff. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  beginning  with  the  next  fiscal  year,  the  Arts  Commission  will  be  moved  to  a  two-year 
budget  cycle,  making  projections  for  two  years.  He  noted  that  the  problem  with  that  is  that  in  a  situation  like  the 
current  downturn,  the  budget  forecasts  the  pessimistic  figures  for  two  years,  even  if  the  economy  improves  in 
the  meantime. 

Noting  the  necessity  of  reminders  of  the  importance  of  the  arts  in  the  community,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  that 
Arts  Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  is  spearheading  a  new  initiative,  the  Art  Impact  series,  which 
presents  individuals  accomplished  in  non-arts  fields  to  speak  about  how  the  arts  have  influenced  them.  For  the 
first  event  in  the  series,  San  Francisco  49er  Vernon  Davis  will  speak,  with  a  panel  including  Mr.  Cancel  and  San 
Francisco  School  Superintendent  Carlos  Garcia.  KTVU  co-anchor  Dave  Clark  will  moderate.  The  panel  will  be 
free  and  open  to  the  public  in  the  Koret  Auditorium  at  the  de  Young  Museum.  A  fundraising  event  follow  at 
Morton's  the  Steakhouse,  benefitting  the  Arts  Commission's  Arts  Education  program  and  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District's  Vernon  Davis  Visual  Arts  Scholarship  Fund.  Mr.  Cancel  encouraged  everyone  to 
attend,  and  he  requested  donations  of  high-quality  items  for  the  silent  auction. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  a  controversy  now  surrounds  the  fate  of  murals  painted  some  30  years  ago  on  the 
WPA-era  Bernal  Heights  library.  Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  Supervisor  Campos  has  worked  with  the 
community  and  the  Library  Commission  to  craft  a  compromise  solution,  which  hopefully  will  lead  to  the  creation 
of  artworks  incoporating  the  history  and  values  of  the  past  with  those  of  the  current  community.  Mr.  Cancel  will 
watch  to  see  how  the  process  unfolds  over  the  next  several  months. 
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Mr.  Cancel  reported  significant  progress  on  the  outstanding  audits  of  the  Mexican  Museum.  He  reported  that 
Millennium  Partners  is  moving  forward  in  developing  the  site  and  hopes  to  create  their  capstone  building  in  the 
museum  district.  He  reported  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  will  soon  review  a  major  infusion  of  additional 
support  to  allow  the  hiring  of  the  first  staff  that  the  Museum  has  had  in  five  years.  The  Arts  Commission  will  be 
modifying  its  Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  with  Redevelopment,  and  will  continue  to  monitor  the 
disbursement  of  funds.  Mr.  Cancel  anticipated  a  public  hearing  at  a  Redevelopment  Agency  meeting  in  May 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  grant  funds  received  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  (  "NEA' ).  They  awarded 
the  Commission's  full  request  of  $70,000  in  support  of  Zhang  Huan's  Three  Heads  Six  Arms,  a  l<ey  element  in 
the  Shanghai  Sister  City  celebration.  The  piece  will  be  installed  in  the  Civic  Center  plaza,  on  the  side  closest  to 
the  Asian  Art  Museum.  He  reported  that  staff  is  working  hard  to  make  a  May  installation  date,  but  he  could  not 
reveal  the  exact  date.  He  specifically  praised  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  and  Collections  Senior  Registrar 
Allison  Cummings  as  the  heads  of  a  small  army  of  people  in  various  agencies,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  in 
Shanghai,  working  to  get  the  sculpture  to  San  Francisco. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  NEA  renewed  its  grant  of  $50,000  in  support  of  WritersCorps. 
5.  Consent  Calendar 

President  Johnston  called  for  public  comment  on  the  Consent  Calendar.  SOMArts  Director  Lex  Leifheit 
expressed  her  concerns  about  cuts  in  funding  for  the  Cultural  Centers.  She  said  that  some  of  the  buffers  are 
now  gone,  and  she  mentioned  losses  in  Hotel  Tax  funds.  She  said  that  facility  maintenance  funds  to  address 
fire  safety,  heating,  plumbing  and  other  issues  could  be  as  little  as  $5,000  for  all  of  the  Cultural  Centers.  She 
argued  that  when  organizations'  budgets  are  cut,  they  turn  increasingly  to  the  Cultural  Centers. 

President  Johnston  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Consent  Calendar,  which  was  unanimously  approved.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  Committee — P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  reiterated  that  he  has  shared  his  concerns  with  Mr.  Cancel  and  Mr.  Htun.  He 
wants  to  see  the  Committee  discuss  further  budget  and  planning  issues,  including  how  to  pay  for 
maintenance  for  the  Cultural  Centers  and  the  role  of  Facilities  Manager  Tom  Petersen.  He 
welcomed  all  interested  Commissioners  to  attend  the  Committee's  next  meeting,  noting  that 
Commissioners  who  do  not  serve  on  the  Committee  have  attended  in  the  past. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 .  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Haryati  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
not  met,  and  that  there  were  few  projects  to  review.  She  expected  the  Boeddeker  Park  project  to 
be  calendared  soon. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1 .  Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Committee  heard  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong's 
report  on  the  Cultural  Adaptability  Conference,  which  had  over  700  participants.  She  thought  it 
was  a  tremendous  resource  for  professional  development,  and  that  it  exemplified  what  the 
Commission  is  trying  to  do  for  the  arts  community  in  these  difficult  times. 

Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Committee  has  tried  the  approach  suggested  by 
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Commissioner  Young  where  one  Commissioner  serves  as  "lead  read"  for  each  of  the  Cultural 
Centers,  and  found  that  it  worked  really  well.  While  it  was  somewhat  rushed  for  the  Committee  to 
review  all  six  Cultural  Centers  in  one  meeting,  they  found  the  approach  a  good  one. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Sherene  IVIelania,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  thanked  the  many  members  of  the  public  who  requested  to  speak  on  this 
item  for  their  patience.  With  the  permission  of  Committee  Chair  Commissioner  Melania,  whose 
strong  feelings  he  acknowledged,  he  began  the  discussion. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  he  had  heard  from  many  of  the  street  artists  about  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department's  recently  approved  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  to  bring 
in  a  vendor-manager  to  program  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  He  said  that  it  was  not  yet  clear  what  that 
would  mean  for  the  plaza,  and  for  the  street  artists,  and  he  thought  that  uncertainty  was  creating  a 
lot  of  the  anxiety. 

He  affirmed  that  the  Arts  Commission  collectively  very  much  supports  the  Street  Artists 
Program,  which  he  described  as  a  beloved  part  of  the  agency's  program  since  the  1970s.  He 
praised  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar's  stewardship  of  the  program  since  the 
beginning  in  many  of  the  city's  neighborhoods.  He  acknowledged  that  Recreation  and  Parks,  not 
the  Arts  Commission,  is  the  steward  of  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  He  said  that  the  Commission  is 
asking  Recreation  and  Parks  for  more  information,  asking  that  they  keep  both  the  Commission 
and  the  street  artists  informed.  He  added  that  Mr.  Cancel  has  requested  that  Recreation  and 
Parks  make  a  strong  effort  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  street  artists.  President  Johnston  said 
that  the  Commission's  perspective  parallels  that  of  the  street  artists:  they  want  to  know  what  the 
plan  is,  and  to  be  sure  that  other  City  agencies  understand  the  role  of  the  street  artists  and  how 
important  this  issue  is. 

President  Johnston  read  out  an  e-mail  from  Larry  Rosenblum  of  Recreation  and  Parks,  and 
noted  that  while  Mr.  Rosenblum  acknowledged  the  privilege  of  a  street  artist's  license,  it  was  also 
a  privilege  for  the  City  to  have  these  artists  and  the  program. 

Mr.  Cancel  quoted  from  a  letter  from  Recreation  and  Parks  General  Manager  Phil  Ginsburg, 
confirming  that  he  has  "every  intention"  of  continuing  to  allow  the  street  artists  to  use  the  plaza. 
He  said  that  the  new  market  was  intended  to  be  a  boon  to  business,  and  that  new  vendor 
contract  would  be  reviewed  annually. 

President  Johnston  thought  that  Mr.  Ginsburg  was  sincere,  although  he  was  not  convinced  that 
Recreation  and  Parks  staff  has  a  real  grasp  of  the  Street  Artists  Program.  He  questioned  what 
"programming  the  space"  might  mean. 

Commissioner  Miguel  observed  that  the  Planning  Department  and  Recreation  and  Parks  often 
have  mutual  responsibilities  or  interests,  and  that  they  therefore,  from  time  to  time,  have  a  joint 
meeting.  They  have  done  so  for  several  items  over  the  years,  and  he  added  that  other 
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departments  have  also  occasionally  had  joint  meetings.  He  added  that  this  would  be  a  special 
meeting,  and  proposed  this  as  a  possible  way  for  the  two  commissions  to  talk  to  each  other. 

Vice  President  Draisin  said  that  she  thought  that  the  model  Recreation  and  Parks  had  in  mind 
was  Bryant  Park  in  New  York.  President  Johnston  said  that  almost  any  kind  of  vendor  would  have 
a  significant  impact  on  the  street  artists.  He  thought  that  Recreation  and  Parks  wanted  to  see 
what  responses  they  got  to  their  RFP,  what  ideas  were  proposed,  before  having  specific 
discussions. 

Commissioner  Melania  thanked  President  Johnston  for  presenting  the  background  of  this  issue. 
She  said  that  this  was  a  tremendous  issue  for  her  personally,  the  biggest  in  her  tenure  on  the 
Committee.  She  reiterated  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  has  existed  for  38  years,  and  said  that 
the  majority  of  the  spaces  are  in  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  She  thought  that  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
proposal  could  be  extremely  detrimental  to  the  artists,  although  after  hearing  Mr.  Ginsburg's 
letter,  she  was  hopeful  that  "activating"  the  space  could  be  effective.  She  thought  that  adding 
music  or  food  could  bring  more  traffic,  but  was  adamant  that  new  activities  must  not  compete 
with  the  street  artists.  She  was  open  to  the  idea  of  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Commission,  and  she  believed  that  it  could  work  to  both  protect  the  street  artists  and  activate  the 
plaza. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  had  had  a  phone  conversation  with  Mr.  Ginsburg  and  invited  him  to 
attend  this  meeting  and  give  an  update  on  the  proposal.  He  said  that  responses  to  the  RFP  had 
just  been  received  a  few  days  earlier  and  staff  was  still  reviewing  the  proposals;  he  did  not  feel 
that  he  or  his  staff  would  yet  be  able  to  give  any  further  information  beyond  the  issuance  of  the 
RFP.  Mr.  Ginsburg  said  that  Recreation  and  Parks  staff  will  meet  with  Arts  Commission  staff 
before  taking  further  steps.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  these  discussions  would  review  the  proposed 
plans  to  understand  whether  the  respondents  could  coexist  with  the  street  artists.  He  said  that 
they  are  taking  a  cautious,  step-by-step  approach,  giving  the  Arts  Commission  the  opportunity  to 
shape  the  proposal  and  bringing  the  Arts  Commission  "into  the  loop." 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Miguel's  question  about  the  RFP,  President  Johnston  said  that  its 
language  mentioned  "collocating  existing  vendors,"  which  he  understood  to  include  the  street 
artists.  He  wanted  to  be  sure  that  Recreation  and  Parks  understood  that  the  new  vendors 
contemplated  would  be  incompatible  with  the  Street  Artists  Program. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Calloway,  President  Johnston  said  that  the  Arts 
Commission  could  entertain  and  adopt  resolutions  expressing  its  position,  and  these  would 
ordinarily  have  to  come  from  the  Street  Artists  Committee.  However,  he  thought  that  it  would  be 
better  to  try  to  work  cooperatively  with  the  department  first;  Commissioner  Melania  agreed . 

President  Johnston  called  for  public  comment. 

Larry  Steneck  said  that  street  artists  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza  have  created  the  market  and  made  it 
a  popular  destination  for  people  throughout  the  Bay  area  and  beyond.  He  said  that  another 
market,  with  vendors  selling  commercial  products  will  cheapen  the  space.  He  said  that  the 
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additional  loading  and  unloading  would  be  a  nightmare.  He  asked  the  Commission  to  do  what 
they  could  to  block  efforts  to  cheapen  the  market. 

Larry  Rosenbloom  said  that  he  wanted  to  emphasize  that  the  street  artists  are  subject  to  limits 
that  he  couldn't  imagine  any  other  business  having:  they  cannot  have  employees  and  they 
themselves  make  the  artwork.  He  said  that  businesses  with  teenage  clerks  are  totally  different. 
He  said  that  because  of  the  lottery,  the  artists  are  in  different  locations  from  one  day  to  the  next, 
and  although  people  keep  coming  back,  this  would  make  any  other  kind  of  business  owner  crazy. 

Chia  Ying  Fong  said  that  everyone  was  suffering,  that  business  was  down  by  one-third.  She  said 
that  the  artists  were  of  every  age,  and  many  were  immigrants,  all  working  hard  to  make  little 
money.  She  hoped  Recreation  and  Parks  didn't  mess  up  the  plaza  for  them. 

Vivena  Cuyugan  said  that  if  used  and  salvage  goods  were  sold  at  the  plaza,  she  would  be  put 
out  of  business;  her  customers  would  bypass  her.  She  said  that  one  less  person  at  the  lottery 
would  mean  two  more  at  Recreation  and  Parks.  She  said  the  "fair  trade"  proposal  would  be 
equally  devastating,  that  well-funded  nonprofits  pay  pennies  for  the  goods  they  sell,  and  she 
couldn't  compete.  She  said  they  would  readily  produce  in  bulk.  She  said  that  her  fees  to  the 
Street  Artists  Program  would  be  offset  by  Recreation  and  Parks,  with  many  vendors  hawking  the 
same  types  of  goods.  She  expressed  concerns  about  increased  traffic,  and  volume  dealers  of 
low-priced  products. 

Phillip  Valdez  said  that  this  was  his  second  stint  with  the  program.  He  said  that  in  the  Street 
Artists  Program,  he  works  with  equals  selling  a  product  they  make  themselves.  It  would  be  unfair 
for  them  to  compete  with  bulk  producers.  He  said  that  he  makes  the  jewelry  he  sells  himself,  and 
can't  compete  with  a  bulk  manufacturer  from  overseas.  He  urged  the  Commission  to  try  to  block 
or  change  the  Recreation  and  Parks  proposal. 

Michael  Addario  introduced  himself  as  chair  of  the  Street  Artists  Liaison  Committee,  and  said  he 
wanted  to  speak  on  what  unites  the  artists.  He  hoped  to  resolve  an  issue  that  might  divide  them. 
He  said  that  what  unites  them  is  a  love  of  art.  He  showed  a  map  of  the  plaza,  indicating  that  the 
artists  occupy  the  central  space,  and  that  loading  and  unloading  are  crowded  with  so  many 
artists.  He  listed  several  kinds  of  items  that  are  not  allowed  under  the  program,  and  reiterated 
that  the  artwork  must  by  made  by  the  artist  himself  or  herself. 

Tad  Sky  said  that  more  than  a  hundred  artists  show  and  sell  their  work  in  the  plaza.  He  mentioned 
the  history  of  the  plaza  and  its  relationship  with  the  Ferry  Building  farmers'  market.  He  thought 
there  was  a  good  synergy  with  the  farmers.  He  said  that  this  was  the  only  location  where  artists 
can  have  a  10'x10'  booth  and  display  larger,  more  ambitious  work.  He  suspected  that  Recreation 
and  Parks'  proposal  would  be  more  like  a  flea  market.  He  explained  that  his  work,  blown  and 
fused  glass,  has  been  shown  in  galleries  all  over  Europe,  and  he  was  really  hurt  in  2008  with  the 
economic  collapse.  He  thought  that  additional  vendors  under  the  Recreation  and  Parks  proposal 
would  dilute  the  market,  and  the  artists  would  have  to  go  somewhere  else.  He  said  they  were 
artists,  not  vendors. 
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Mara  Murray  introduced  herself  as  a  new  artist,  in  the  program  for  less  than  a  year.  She  explained 
that  this  is  her  income,  and  lots  of  the  artists  have  had  to  "think  outside  the  box."  She  said  that 
the  artists  get  a  lot  of  feedback  from  the  community  of  competitors,  and  bringing  in  a  new  lower 
caliber  of  goods  would  reduce  the  impact.  She  said  that  customers  tell  their  friends  not  to  miss 
the  market.  She  thought  that  if  Recreation  and  Parks  and  the  Arts  Commission  wanted  to  bring  in 
more  revenue,  they  could  promote  the  artists,  who  would  bring  in  more  tax  revenue.  She  said 
that  parking  and  loading  are  a  challenge.  She  said  she  had  a  different  perspective  on  why  to 
support  the  market,  and  wants  it  to  be  a  good  experience. 

Z.B.  Doros  wanted  to  add  to  Ms.  Murray's  remarks;  after  38  years,  all  of  these  artists,  from 
scratch,  create  a  San  Francisco  landmark.  He  said  that  people  ask  when  they  are  open,  and 
people  all  over  the  world  know  about  the  market.  He  doesn't  want  to  see  it  become  a  flea  market. 

Hal  Wahlborg,  husband  of  Lindsay  Wahlborg,  spoke  in  her  place,  explaining  that  she  had  to 
leave  the  meeting  to  move  their  car.  He  said  that  because  of  the  1 0'x1 0'  booth  size,  artists  with 
large  pieces  can  actually  show  their  work  and  make  good  displays.  He  said  it  was  an  unusually 
rich  experience,  and  a  delightful  surprise  to  visitors.  He  explained  that  their  work  takes  four  to  six 
weeks  to  make,  and  each  piece  is  unique,  one  of  a  kind.  He  said  that  they  couldn't  just  order 
more,  or  ask  anyone  else  to  make  the  work,  and  that  he  can't  ask  anyone  else  sell  for  him  or  help 
make  his  pots.  He  said  that  he  was  everything,  including  delivery  person  and  tax  preparer.  He 
said  that  other  vendors  can  undercut  the  street  artists;  their  costs  are  low  and  they're  out  selling 
everyday. 

Linda  Pedersen  said  that  she  has  been  an  artist  since  1980,  as  a  potter,  working  with  polymer 
clay,  and  making  reduction  linocut  prints.  She  said  that  she  has  shared  the  space  at  Justin 
Herman  Plaza  with  some  major  artists  of  the  world:  Dubuffet,  Vaillancourt,  Arneson,  Oldenburg, 
etc.  She  said  that  the  street  artists  try  to  present  the  best  art  they  can  make,  so  as  not  to 
embarrass  themselves  in  the  presence  of  these  great  artists. 

Debra  King  said  that  Justin  Herman  Plaza  is  a  beautiful  marketplace.  When  it  started,  she  said, 
there  were  ten  or  twelve  artists,  and  it  has  increased  like  making  an  artwork.  Now  that  it's  fully 
formed,  she  said  that  other  people  say  "we  can  do  that."  She  said  that  the  more  than  400  street 
artists  have  chosen  to  limit  how  many  can  sell  on  the  plaza,  and  every  Saturday,  some  of  them 
go  home  (not  having  a  won  a  place  in  the  lottery).  She  said  that  other  places,  like  Civic  Center 
and  Candlestick,  have  fruit  and  vegetable  markets,  and  that  they  could  handle  a  large  market. 

Michael  Tugendman  said  that  he  has  been  in  the  program  since  1 975.  He  quoted  Lev  Kushner 
of  Recreation  and  Parks,  who  said  that  they  would  like  to  raise  $1 50,000  to  lower  the  City's 
budget  deficit.  Mr.  Tugendman  said  that  was  about  two  jobs.  He  said  that  about  1 50  artists  show 
up  everyday  at  the  plaza,  and  half  are  turned  away  and  can't  sell  that  day.  He  thought  that  two 
jobs  against  1 50  jobs  didn't  compute. 

Tanya  Key  said  that  she  hadn't  planned  to  speak,  but  now  wanted  to  comment.  She  said  that  she 
had  joined  the  program  twenty  years  ago,  and  made  her  own  items.  She  said  that  she  had  built 
up  a  lucrative  medical-legal  transcription  business,  but  eventually  lost  99%  of  her  work  to  India 
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and  China.  She  said  that  what  took  her  80  to  90  hours  a  week  could  be  done  (overseas)  for 
$1 50  a  month.  After  months  of  denial,  she  said,  she  started  to  make  her  items  one  at  a  time. 
She  was  concerned  about  vendors  who  could  sell  mass-produced  items. 

Maria  Jimenez  said  that  the  way  the  street  artists  found  out  about  the  Recreation  and  Parks  RFP 
was  from  a  journalist  walking  through  the  plaza.  They  came  to  the  Program  Director  to  ask  about 
it,  and  she  said  that  he  didn't  know  much  about  it.  She  said  that  the  street  artists  need  more 
information  from  Recreation  and  Parks  and  from  the  Arts  Commission. 

Mr.  Lazar  said  that  he  has  photographs  from  1 980,  of  the  Arts  Commission  presenting  awards  of 
merit  at  the  plaza.  He  said  that  in  the  1990s,  for  nearly  a  decade,  the  Commission  authorized  him 
to  contract  with  the  Police  Department  to  remove  commercial  items  from  the  markets  at  the 
plaza  and  at  Fisherman's  Wharf;  he  said  those  vendors  were  killing  the  street  artists.  He  and  the 
artists  have  made  friends  with  the  retailers.  He  asked  whether  Recreation  and  Parks  has 
contacted  the  local  merchants,  and  said  that  they  tolerate  the  street  artists  because  they're 
selling  a  different  product,  a  handmade  product.  Again  he  asked  whether  Recreation  and  Parks 
has  canvassed  the  merchants. 

President  Johnston  thanked  everyone  who  spoke.  He  said  that  although  the  Commission  was 
also  caught  off-guard  and  has  some  concerns,  the  Commission  wants  to  maintain  a  positive 
relationship  with  sister  agencies  within  the  City. 

He  added  that  Commissioners  are  all  individuals,  and  can  express  themselves  at  Commission 
meetings  as  well  as  before  Recreation  and  Parks,  and  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  etc.  He 
reiterated  that  he  hoped  to  have  a  positive  interaction  with  Recreation  and  Parks,  noting  the 
friendly  tone  of  the  Director's  letter  (which  nonetheless  did  not  fail  to  point  out  their  control  of  the 
space). 

In  response  to  a  question  about  whether  the  Recreation  and  Parks  income  target  was  intended 
to  be  generated  by  all  three  locations  listed,  or  byJustin  Herman  Plaza  alone,  President  Johnston 
did  not  know.  He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  need  to  hear  more  from  them  about  their 
vision,  and  that  they  could  not  reveal  the  contents  of  the  sealed  proposals  they  have  received. 
He  reiterated  that  Arts  Commission  representatives  would  be  in  touch  with  colleagues  at 
Recreation  and  Parks. 

There  being  no  further  discussion.  Commissioner  Melania  presented  the  following  motion.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  was  glad  to  report  that  the  budget  discussion  was  finally  over,  with  painful  budget  cuts 
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decided  over  the  last  few  months.  He  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  a  long,  intense  meeting,  with 
testimony  from  arts  organizations  and  the  Cultural  Centers,  which  will  be  taking  a  big  hit  in  the  coming  fiscal 
year.  He  acknowledged  that  it  was  very  difficult,  but  this  is  a  tough  year.  He  hoped  for  the  best  in  the  economy, 
and  that  there  would  not  have  to  be  midyear  cuts  as  there  have  been  in  the  current  year,  but  he  thought  it  very 
likely.  He  said  that  all  the  "creative  financing"  has  been  done,  such  as  moving  staff  positions  to  other 
appropriate  funding.  He  said  that  if  there  are  midyear  cuts,  they  will  affect  staff,  and  he  warned  everyone  to  be 
prepared.  He  thought  it  was  wise  to  comply  with  the  Mayor's  budget  office  early;  they  take  the  budget  from  this 
point,  and  then  it  goes  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He  advised  bracing  ourselves,  warning  that  it  was  likely  to 
get  worse  before  getting  better. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  at  the  April  meeting,  a  big  issue  involved  the  street  artists  at  Justin  Herman 
Plaza,  and  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department's  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  for  a  vendor  to  program  the 
area,  including  bringing  in  additional  vendors.  He  said  that  the  issue  will  come  back  to  the  Arts  Commission 
over  time,  and  that  Recreation  and  Parks  will  probably  present  to  the  Commission  at  some  point.  He  reported 
that  there  was  a  meeting  in  the  preceding  week  with  the  Director  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and  staff.  President 
Johnston  reported  that  the  idea  was  still  a  "moving  target."  Recreation  and  Parks  hopes  to  bring  in,  on  a  trial 
basis  of  perhaps  a  year,  maybe  more,  a  vendor  to  program  the  space,  including  arts,  crafts,  music,  maybe 
food.  Mr.  Cancel  reiterated  the  priority  of  the  street  artists.  He  said  that  they  were  very  receptive,  and  still 
waiting  for  the  results  of  the  RFP.  He  expected  the  discussion  to  continue  in  a  collegial  manner,  and  thought  it 
was  good  that  he  and  Mr.  Cancel  explained  the  Street  Artists  Program  to  them. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  just  outside  City  Hall,  on  the  other  side  of  the  Civic  Center  Plaza,  Zhang 
Huan's  Three  Heads  Six  Arms  was  being  assembled  as  he  spoke.  He  announced  the  dedication  on  May  12, 
which  he  thought  would  be  a  fabulous  kickoff  to  the  Shanghai  Sister  City  celebration;  a  celebration  of  San 
Francisco's  international  awareness,  and  its  place  in  the  woridwide  arts  scene. 

Noting  that  a  lot  of  events  are  happening,  he  announced  Art  Impact,  featuring  all-pro  49er  and  painter  Vernon 
Davis,  in  a  panel  discussion  with  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Luis  Cancel  and  School  Superintendent  Carios 
Garcia,  followed  by  a  fundraiser  at  Morton's  the  Steakhouse.  President  Johnston  added  that  he  can't  wait  to 
see  how  Mr.  Davis  approaches  the  arts. 

While,  he  said,  this  was  not  directly  in  the  Arts  Commission's  bailiwick,  he  was  pleased  to  announce  that  the 
Impressionist  masterpieces  from  the  Musee  d'Orsay  were  coming  to  the  De  Young  Museum,  thanks  to  the 
incomparable  Dede  Wilsey  (a  former  Arts  Commissioner).  He  added  that  the  show  will  have  two  parts;  half  of 
the  artworks  will  be  shown  at  the  beginning,  and  the  second  half  later  in  the  summer 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  the  Recreation  and  Parks  proposal  was  intended  to  affect  Justin  Herman  Plaza 
every  day.  President  Johnston  said  it  was  intended  to  be  regular,  but  probably  not  every  day;  they  were 
specifically  looking  at  the  holiday  season.  Commissioner  Sklar  said  that  in  Venice  and  Florence,  there  is  a 
market  three  or  four  times  annually,  and  that  the  artists  loved  it;  it  brought  locals  to  the  plazas.  Mr.  Cancel  added 
that  the  plan  is  still  a  work  in  progress,  and  still  being  figured  out. 

President  Johnston  said  that,  candidly,  they  see  this  as  an  opportunity  to  bring  in  half  a  million  or  a  million 
dollars  annually,  to  save  recreation  programs.  He  certainly  understood  that,  but  wants  to  be  sure  they  think  this 
through.  He  added  that  Recreation  and  Parks  is,  so  far,  emphasizing  that  this  will  be  a  pilot  program,  running  a 


year  or  two  at  most. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  began  his  report  with  an  update  on  the  budget.  He  said  that  the  Mayor's  office  was  on  track  to 
deliver  his  overall  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  1 .  He  said  that  the  Mayor's  budget  office  had 
made  a  few  last-minute  requests,  including  cuts  in  office  supplies,  travel  and  administrative  cuts.  He  reported  a 
positive  response  from  the  unions  to  the  Mayor's  proposals,  which  are  expected  to  save  a  little  more  than 
$250,000,000,  a  major  step  forward.  He  was  hopeful  there  would  be  no  further  cuts  required  before  June  1 

He  has  requested  a  meeting  with  the  budget  director  to  discuss  the  capital  budget  for  the  Cultural  Centers' 
buildings.  He  said  that  this,  unfortunately,  is  a  sliding  target,  where  there  is  said  to  be  some  money  in  the  future, 
but  the  future  never  seems  to  materialize,  and  the  buildings  continue  to  deteriorate.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that 
the  Commission  would  be  asked  today  to  authorize  a  fifty-year  easement,  a  condition  for  a  federal  grant  which 
is  critically  needed  to  remove  asbestos  and  restore  the  floor  in  the  main  space  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House. 
He  added  that  all  of  the  Cultural  Centers  have  significant  capital  needs,  which  he  hopes  to  raise  at  a  higher 
level  in  the  City  government.  Only  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  he  said,  has  been  successful 
in  getting  any  significant  capital  expenditures. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  Shanghai  Sister  City  celebration  would  include  the  dedication  at  1 0:00  a.m.  on  May  1 2 
of  the  long-awaited  Zhang  Huan  Buddha  sculpture.  Three  Heads  Six  Arms.  He  said  that  the  piece  is  26  feet 
high  and  weighs  1 5  tons.  He  said  that  there  were  many  people  to  thank,  and  he  wanted  to  single  out  some  who 
lost  a  lot  of  sleep— literally,  because  of  the  time  differences.  He  thanked  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  and 
Collections  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings,  to  general  applause.  He  said  that  the  artwork  would  not  be 
here  without  their  support.  In  addition,  he  thanked  Commissioner  Greg  Chew  for  his  key  role  in  securing  funds 
to  pay  for  the  transportation  of  the  massive  sculpture  from  Shanghai  to  San  Francisco;  he,  too,  received  a 
round  of  applause. 

Mr.  Cancel  gave  more  information  on  the  Art  Impact  event  with  Vemon  Davis  on  May  1 3.  He  said  that  RSVPs 
for  the  panel  were  on  schedule,  with  140  responses  so  far;  the  room  holds  200.  He  asked  the  Commissioners 
help  with  the  benefit,  which  still  had  several  tickets  available.  He  urged  them  to  consider  friends  and 
acquaintances,  sports  enthusiasts  who  might  like  to  spend  some  time  with  Vemon  Davis,  which  was  well  worth 
the  $125  ticket.  He  added  that  the  proceeds  of  the  benefit  would  be  divided  between  the  school  district  and 
the  Arts  Commission  for  arts  education.  In  response  to  a  request  from  Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata,  Mr. 
Cancel  agreed  to  send  a  pdf  of  the  invitation  to  the  Commissioners. 

Noting  that  staff  development  is  important  to  him,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  first  of  a  series  of  Director's 
Digital  Bootcamps  was  held,  offering  senior  staff  to  polish  their  IT  and  technical  skills. 

He  reported  that  there  has  been  a  renaissance  of  public  art,  and  asked  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan 
Pontious  to  present  a  major  project  undenway. 

Ms.  Pontious  began  her  presentation  on  the  new  Acute  Care  Unit  of  General  Hospital  by  thanking  Public  Art 
Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn,  who  shares  the  major  responsibility  for  this  project,  for  her  excellent 
management  and  ferocious  efficiency. 
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Ms.  Pontious  recalled  that  the  percent-for-art  ordinance  was  passed  in  1969,  and  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  ("SFGH")  was  the  first  project  under  the  ordinance,  with  somewhat  mixed  results.  The  current 
renovation  is  a  tribute  to  how  far  the  Public  Art  Program  has  evolved. 

In  1990,  when  Ms.  Pontious  came  to  the  Arts  Commission,  her  first  project  was  the  Mental  Health 
Rehabilitation  Facility  ("MHRF")  at  the  hospital.  She  related  that  when  she  began  the  Acute  Care  unit,  the 
hospital  staff  suggested  that  she  tour  the  MHRF  because  that's  what  they  wanted  to  see  in  the  new  building. 
She  was  happy  to  say  that  she  was  very  familiar  with  the  work,  because  she  put  it  there  in  1 990. 

She  said  that  there  had  been  serious  issues  of  maintenance,  and  artwork  that  was  no  longer  where  it  was 
supposed  to  be.  Early  in  the  project,  there  was  a  thorough  inventory  and  very  serious  scrutiny  by  the 
Collections  staff. 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  concept  of  "evidence-based  design,"  which  has  been  supported  by  clinical 
studies.  The  research  shows  that  artwork  actually  has  a  medical  effect,  in  addition  to  creating  an  environment 
for  staff  and  the  family  members  of  patients.  She  emphasized  that  art  has  a  job  to  do  in  the  hospital.  She  gave 
a  brief  overview  of  what  kinds  of  elements  and  qualities  in  artwork  have  a  positive  effect  within  the  hospital 
setting,  including  more  representational  artwork,  particularly  landscapes  with  depth  of  field.  She  said  that, 
unfortunately,  a  lot  of  what  has  grown  up  in  other  medical  settings  in  response  to  the  evidence-based  design 
criteria  is  formulaic.  For  SFGH,  they  made  a  strong  effort  to  meet  the  design  criteria  and  still  be  really  creative. 

She  explained  that  the  public  art  program  encompassed  all  the  major  public  spaces  in  the  hospital.  One  of  the 
main  concerns  in  the  Civic  Design  Review  was  that  the  main  pedestrian  entry  be  warm  and  welcoming.  Ms. 
Pontious  said  that  the  hospital  staff  very  much  love  their  hearts  as  their  symbol.  (Hearts  have  been  painted  by 
artists  as  part  of  a  major  fundraiser  for  the  hospital.)  The  Public  Art  team  wanted  to  incorporate  the  hearts  in  a 
non-kitschy  way.  Ms.  Pontious  said  only  one  artist  in  the  country  could  do  that  well:  Tom  Otterness.  She  showed 
the  bronze  sculptures  done  in  his  signature  style.  The  mother  and  child  heart  characters  in  various  attitudes  are 
fun,  and  unique  to  San  Francisco. 

Ms.  Pontious  showed  images  of  various  spaces  in  the  hospital,  and  the  artworks  placed  there.  The  plaza 
between  the  old  entry  and  the  new  entry  is  a  very  active  space,  with  lots  of  traffic  between  the  two  buildings. 
She  showed  artist  Anna  Murch's  redesign  of  the  whole  landscape  scene,  including  planters,  moire  seating  lit 
from  within,  and  sculptures  also  lit  from  the  inside. 

She  showed  the  work  of  Nagase  for  the  roof  garden,  which  consists  of  a  paving  design  and  carved  granite 
boulders. 

She  explained  that  every  floor  has  an  identity  related  to  a  San  Francisco  neighborhood:  for  the  first  floor,  it  is 
the  Mission,  not  in  a  cliche  way,  but  with  strong,  rich,  vibrant  design.  Ms.  Pontious  showed  Rupert  Garcia's  tulip 
design  for  the  terrazzo  floor  and  the  two-story  stairway  In  response  to  a  question,  she  explained  that  the  scale 
was  very  big,  and  the  design  creates  an  entire  environment.  She  said  that  hospital  staff  was  very  happy  not  to 
have  beige  spaces. 


Ms.  Pontious  showed  the  work  of  Lena  Wolff  for  the  second  floor  maternity  area.  Ms.  Pontious  cited  her  as  an 
example  of  an  artist  who  had  not  previously  done  a  public  art  project;  Public  Art  Program  staff  pride 
themselves  on  being  able  to  work  with  artists  to  translate  their  two-dimensional  work  into  more  permanent 
materials. 

On  the  patient  care  floors  (3-7),  there  are  atriums  that  penetrate  the  hospital  to  bring  in  light.  In  the  public  areas, 
the  need  is  for  this  glass  to  be  translucent,  but  not  transparent.  These  glass  atrium  windows,  along  with  a 
curved  wall  of  backlit  glass  that  marks  the  entry  onto  each  floor  from  the  elevator  lobby,  provide  the  major  art 
opportunities  on  these  floors.  Five  artists  have  been  selected  to  create  art  glass  for  these  areas.  Ms.  Pontious 
also  showed  the  work  of  Mildred  Howard,  Nancy  Blum,  Julio  Morales,  Arthur  Stern  and  Alan  Masaoka. 

Ms.  Pontious  described  the  surgery  waiting  room,  where  families  wait  for  their  loved  one  to  come  out  of 
surgery,  as  one  of  the  most  stressful  spaces  in  the  building.  It  is  in  the  basement,  with  no  view  to  the  outdoors. 
Video  artist  Paul  Kos  is  creating  a  45-minute  loop  of  aspens  moving  in  the  wind,  framed  like  window  glass,  for 
the  room. 

Finally,  she  said  that  an  artwork  for  the  turnaround  island  at  the  entry  is  expected  to  be  reviewed  in  mid-May. 

President  Johnston  thanked  her,  adding  that  he  and  other  members  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  have  seen 
the  projects  in  much  greater  detail,  and  unfortunately,  the  City  Hall  video  system  didn't  do  justice  to  the  vibrant 
images. 

Commissioner  Young  was  very  impressed,  commenting  that  the  artwork  makes  the  hospital  a  warnn  and  vibrant 
place  instead  of  an  institutional  place  with  an  atmosphere  of  illness.  She  asked  when  it  was  expected  to  be 
complete;  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  2018  was  the  completion  date. 

Ms.  Pontious  added  that  a  great  number  of  two-dimensional  works  were  being  purchased,  and  many  of  the 
existing  artworks  were  being  restored  and  maintained.  The  project  incorporates  stewardship  of  the  artwork 
already  in  place  at  the  hospital. 

President  Johnston  said  that  work  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  would  be  completed  and  the  hospital  rededicated 
in  June.  He  hoped  Commissioners  would  take  a  tour,  and  suggested  a  possible  overview  of  the  project  at  the 
Commission's  August  meeting. 

Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  every  week,  another  artwork  is  completed  or  installed  at  the  hospital,  and  that  she  has 
been  working  on  it  for  ten  years.  She  said  she  would  love  to  give  a  tour  to  any  interested  Commissioner,  and 
added  that  the  collection  is  extensive. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  artwork  was  very  impressive,  and  thought  perhaps  the  Commission  could 
have  a  meeting  there  sometime. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  on  May  20,  at  Fort  Mason,  the  Fine  Art  Fair  was  hosting  a  reception  to  honor  Ruth 
Braunsein  in  her  fiftieth  anniversary  as  a  gallerist  in  San  Francisco.  He  praised  her  as  a  major  champion  of 
public  art,  founder  of  Art  Care,  which  will  adopt  public  artworks  most  in  need  of  conservation  and  maintenance. 
Ms.  Braunstein  has  insisted  that  any  funds  raised  that  evening  be  used  to  formally  launch  the  Art  Care  fund.  He 
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added  that  there  are  proposals  to  major  foundations  pending.  He  said  that  this  event  will  be  an  opportunity  to 
acknowledge  a  major  art  world  figure,  as  well  as  to  shed  light  on  the  need  to  preserve  the  City's  artwork. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  this  was  Ms.  Manton's  27  th  anniversary  of  working  at  the  Arts  Commission,  and 
thanked  her  for  all  those  years  of  great  service  to  the  City. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  he  and  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  will  be  bringing  the  National  Museum 
of  the  American  Latino  ("NMAL")  Commission  to  meet  in  San  Francisco  on  August  12  and  13,  and  they  hope  to 
arrange  a  meeting  with  the  Arts  Commission.  Later  this  week,  he  said,  the  NMAL  Commission  would  meet  in 
Washington,  DC,  including  a  dinner  with  President  and  Mrs.  Obama  for  Cinco  de  Mayo.  They  will  also  meet  with 
House  Speaker  Nancy  Pelosi.  The  NMAL  meetings  will  be  about  site  selection  for  the  museum.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  said  that  the  earlier  reports  had  really  covered  the  discussions  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  He  echoed  the  importance  of  working  with  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee;  it  is  important  to  fight  for  the  needs  of  the  Cultural  Centers,  particularly  as  part  of  the 
limited  resources  of  the  City's  arts  community.  With  the  acceptance  of  the  budget,  President 
Johnston  and  Mr  Cancel  have  discussed  going  with  the  Executive  Committee,  and  with 
Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff,  approaching  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee  and  City  Administrator  Ed  Lee  about  the  Centers'  enormous  needs. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  has  reviewed  some  very  nice  projects, 
including  Terminal  Two  at  the  San  Francisco  Airport.  He  and  Commissioner  Chow  met  with 
Gensler,  the  architects  on  the  project,  and  got  as  much  integration  as  possible.  He  said  that  the 
Committee  liked  the  Boeddeker  Park  project,  which  is  not  large  but  has  a  high  profile. 


Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  sent  a  small  project  back  to  the  Bureau  of 
Architecture.  It  is  a  small  hydropower  generation  project  within  the  San  Francisco  water  system, 
which  captures  energy  as  the  water  moves  from  a  higher  to  a  lower  elevation.  There  will  be  a 
small  building  in  the  Visitacion  Valley  neighborhood,  visible  to  pedestrians.  The  Committee  took 
the  position  that  the  design  team  should  not  simply  try  to  match  one  of  the  other  buildings  on  the 
site,  but  should  do  something  that  expresses  what  is  taking  place  in  the  building.  He  said  that  the 
project  has  high  visibility,  and  particular  interest  from  the  Mayor's  office. 

Finally,  Commissioner  Smith  suggested  presenting  one  of  the  Committee's  projects  to  the  full 
Commission,  noting  that  some  are  quite  interesting  and  quite  good. 

Commissioner  Smith  presented  the  following  motion. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0503-10-124:  Motion  to  approve  Phase  Two  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  Terminal  Two  design. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1 .  In  the  absence  of  Vice  President  Draisin,  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
a  great  meeting.  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  discussed  the  Native  American  Arts  and 
Cultural  Traditions  ("NAACT")  grants  program.  She  explained  that  there  used  to  be  funding  for  a 
Native  American  cultural  center,  but  when  that  became  defunct,  the  funds  were  transferred  to  a 
grants  program  targeting  the  Native  community.  Commissioner  Young  said  that  Program 
Associate  Jaime  Cortez  gave  a  great  report  on  the  program,  and  on  the  funds  going  to  artists. 
She  said  that  the  NAACT  program  is  expected  to  continue  for  the  next  few  years,  and  that  there 
is  still  some  interest  in  creating  a  cultural  center.  She  said  that  staff  and  the  Committee  are 
listening  to  the  community  to  hear  what  they  want. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  the  following  motion.  He  said  that  Bayview  Opera  House  has  applied  for 
federal  funding  from  Save  America's  Treasures.  One  stipulation  for  this  funding  is  that  the 
building  must  be  preserved  for  a  long  time,  and  the  motion  allows  for  a  preservation  easement 
agreement  to  satisfy  this  requirement.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  oversight  will  be  held  by  a  third-party 
local  preservation  nonprofit,  not  yet  identified  by  the  federal  government.  Action  is  required  now 
in  order  to  meet  a  deadline  set  by  the  grant;  otherv\/ise,  the  funds  would  be  lost.  In  addition  to  the 
Commission's  action,  there  will  be  several  layers  of  oversight,  including  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Mayor.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  taking  this  action  today  preserves  the 
$197,000  grant  for  renovation  of  Bayview  Opera  House. 

President  Johnston  called  for  comment  from  Bayview  Opera  House  Interim  Managing  Director 
Barbara  Ockel.  She  gave  a  big  thank-you  to  the  Committee  for  hearing  the  Opera  House's 
concerns,  and  to  Mr.  Cancel,  with  whom  she  spoke  on  a  Sunday.  She  said  that  the  Opera  House 
began  some  of  the  work  at  their  own  risk.  She  especially  wanted  to  thank  Ms.  Nemzoff  for 
working  tirelessly  with  the  City  Attorney's  office  on  this  question.  She  urged  the  Commission  to 
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pass  the  motion,  which  will  help  with  much-needed  work  on  the  building's  waterlogged  wall  and 
floor. 

President  Johnston  said  he  saw  no  reason  why  any  of  the  Commissioners  would  want  to  block 
this  opportunity,  and  that  the  motion  allowed  plenty  of  opportunity  to  protect  the  City's  interests. 

When  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved,  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  the  Commission,  noting  that 
though  its  language  is  not  poetry,  it  does  the  job.

1 .  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Haryati  said  that  the  Committee 
continued  its  work,  and  they  looked  forward  to  continuing  to  support  the  artists.  The  Committee 
hoped  to  have  a  win-win  situation  with  the  pending  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  proposal 
for  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  She  reiterated  that  it  will  be  important  to  consider  the  viability  of  the 
street  artists  in  those  plans.

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  a  number  of  projects, 
including  a  proposed  wind  turbine  by  artist  Ned  Kahn  at  Baker  Street  near  Crissy  Field.  She  said 
that  the  Committee  is  really  looking  for  things  that  are  not  only  beautiful  artworks,  but  also 
possible  sources  to  use  one  of  the  city's  abundant  resources,  the  wind.  They  are  curious  to  see 


how  the  project  moves  along. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  a  memorandum  of  understanding  for  the  Memorial 
Court,  and  that  War  Memorial  staff  want  to  work  with  Arts  Commission  because  of  their 
expertise,  their  ability  to  keep  projects  moving  along,  and  the  agency's  hardworking  staff. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  several  projects  at  the 
airport,  which  are  moving  along.  The  Committee  heard  about  some  technical  and  structural 
issues  which  need  to  be  resolved. 

They  also  liked  the  fence  and  panels  at  the  Mission  playground,  and  held  conceptual 
discussions  about  other  projects  in  the  early  stages  of  development. 

Commissioner  Chew  thanked  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Kate  Patterson  for  leading  the  way  on 
outreach  for  the  Zhang  Huan  sculpture.  He  added  that  there  was  a  blessing  as  well  as  several 
speeches  at  the  dedication  event. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  presented  the  following  motion.  She  explained  that  one  of  the 
artists  selected  by  the  panel  for  this  project  dropped  out,  and  the  motion  adds  an  artist  with  the 
next  highest  panel  ranking  as  an  additional  finalist.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  said  that  his  report  today  would  not  be  so  gloomy.  He  began  by  introducing  Commissioner 
Jessica  Silverman,  adding  that  he  had  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  large  swearing-in  ceremony  on  the 
Mayor's  Balcony.  President  Johnston  said  that  Commissioner  Silverman  operates  the  Silverman  Gallerv-  on  Nob 
Hill,  which  shows  a  lot  of  interesting  work.  He  said  that  she  has  also  been  involved  with  the  Arts  Commission 
Gallery's  board  working  with  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler,  and  that  she  brings  a  real  passion  for  championing 
the  Gallery  as  she  joins  the  Commission.  Noting  that  he  could  not  recall  a  Gallery  board  member  mo\ing  onto 
the  Commission  before,  he  thought  it  was  a  good  precedent  for  the  Mayor  to  draw  from  those  ranks  to  appoint 
someone  already  involved  with  the  Commission's  work. 

Commissioner  Silverman  thanked  President  Johnston  for  his  introduction.  She  said  that  she  was  excited  and 
honored  to  have  been  appointed,  that  she  looked  forward  to  doing  good  work  and  serving  well  on  the 
Commission,  and  she  hoped  to  bring  in  new  ideas. 

President  Johnston  announced  the  appointment  of  Commissioner  Silverman  to  the  Communit\-  Arts,  Education 
and  Grants  Committee;  he  added  that  Vice  President  Draisin,  chair  of  that  Committee,  looked  forward  to  working 
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with  her.  He  expected  to  fill  vacant  positions  on  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  shortly.  He  has  been  advised 
that  the  Mayor's  office  is  working  aggressively  to  fill  the  remaining  vacancy  on  the  Commission.  President 
Johnston  planned  to  make  new  Committee  assignments  in  July,  and  said  he  would  be  asking  some 
Commissioners  to  move.  He  predicted  an  intense  year,  particularly  for  the  Street  Artists  Program,  as  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department  proceeds  with  its  planning  for  Justin  Herman  Plaza. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Mayor  had  taken  the  extraordinary  step  of  delivering  his  annual  budget 
proposal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  unusual  setting  of  the  Luggage  Store  Gallery  on  Market  Street. 
President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Mayor  considers  this  area.  Market  Street  between  Sixth  and  Seventh 
Streets,  to  be  a  focal  point  of  what  is  good  and  bad  in  the  city.  He  described  the  task  of  balancing  the  budget  as 
Herculean,  acknowledging  the  painful  cuts  involved.  He  thought  the  key  was  concessions  made  by  the  City's 
labor  unions,  and  said  that  there  would  be  some  loss  of  services  and  staff,  though  largely  by  attrition.  Even  so,  he 
said,  that  means  fewer  people  to  do  the  work,  and  means  the  loss  of  services. 

In  this  context,  President  Johnston  found  it  very  significant  that  the  Mayor  had  chosen  to  restore  the  cuts  made 
by  the  Arts  Commission  at  the  Committee  and  staff  level,  and  reluctantly  approved  by  the  full  Commission. 
President  Johnston  said  that  certainly  Arts  Commission  programs  have  faced  belt-tightening  and  cuts  over  the 
years,  but  the  really  painful  cuts  to  the  Cultural  Centers  and  to  grants  have  been  restored.  He  congratulated  the 
Arts  Commission's  constituents,  whose  sometimes  tearful  pleas  were  heard,  and  he  recalled  how  difficult  it  was 
to  face  those  constituents,  friends,  and  say  there  was  nothing  the  Commission  could  do.  He  congratulated  staff 
for  complying  with  the  Mayor's  requests  for  budget  cuts,  some  just  before  Christmas,  then  again  in  January, 
amounting  to  a  30%  reduction.  He  acknowledged  that  Mr.  Cancel  and  the  staff,  as  part  of  the  City  family,  met  the 
Mayor's  call  for  cuts. 

President  Johnston  praised  Mayor  Newsom's  courage  in  restoring  those  cuts.  In  light  of  deep  cuts  in  Social 
Services,  Health,  Muni,  even  the  Police  and  Fire  Depeirtments,  the  Mayor  came  back  to  the  city,  the  press  and 
stakeholders  to  say  that,  even  as  bad  as  things  are,  we  cannot  sacrifice  our  arts  community,  that  it  is  important  to 
the  city  and  to  its  economic  rebound.  President  Johnston  has  often  said  that  Mayor  Newsom  is  one  of  the 
greatest  advocates  of  the  arts,  and  he  asserted  that  this  action  was  the  Mayor's  own  decision,  after  taking  into 
consideration  arguments  presented  by  the  Arts  Commission  on  the  impact  of  30%  cuts.  President  Johnston 
acknowledged  that  things  will  still  be  difficult  for  the  next  year  or  more,  but  this  gives  a  litde  breathing  room  to 
the  Cultural  Centers  and  to  grantees  and  applicants.  He  added  that  the  Mayor  made  a  real  commitment  to  the 
arts  in  a  way  that  he  didn't  have  to,  that  it  was  not  just  a  response  to  political  forces. 

Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  applauded  the  Mayor's  reversal  of  30%  budget  cuts  as  a  major  turnaround  for  the  city  and  the  cultural 
community.  He  explained  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  consider  the  budget  and  ultimately  adopt  it  with 
whatever  changes  they  make.  In  other  words,  the  Mayor  proposes,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  disposes.  He 
was  hopeful  that  the  Board  would  concur  with  the  Mayor  that  the  arts  are  vital  to  San  Francisco's  economy.  Mr. 
Cancel  pledged  to  watch  the  budget  adoption  process  very  carefully. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  month  of  May  was  very  busy  for  the  Commission.  First,  he  reported  that  the 
installation  of  Zhang  Huan's  Three  Heads  Six  Arms  was  incredibly  successful  both  in  participation  and  in  media 
coverage,  with  more  than  two  dozen  print  mentions.  The  piece  appeared  on  the  front  pages  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle,  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Times  weekend  edition  (a  first  for  an  Arts 
Commission  project),  as  well  as  in  the  Chinese-language  press.  It  also  had  more  than  38  online  mentions,  and 
was  covered  by  every  television  station  in  the  Bay  area  on  the  dedication  date,  including  KTVU,  KRON  and  CBS5. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  the  first  media  tour  of  the  new  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  one  of  the  agency's  largest  and 
most  significant  projects;  both  television  and  print  media  participated.  Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  KNTV,  the  Bay 
Area's  NBC  affiliate,  focused  their  report  solely  on  public  art  at  the  hospital.  He  added  that  the  art  plays  a 
significant  role,  in  wayfinding,  and  in  creating  communities  or  neighborhoods  within  the  hospital,  which  has 
many  long-term  residents. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  San  Francisco  Weekly's  Best  of  San  Francisco  issue  praised  four  Arts  Commission- 
related  projects,  including  Language  of  the  Birds,  Art  in  Storefronts,  Art  on  Market  Street,  and  the  Mission 
Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts'  house  band,  Futuro  Picante. 

To  general  applause.  President  Johnston  praised  Public  Art  Program  Project  Manager  Kate  Patterson  for  her 
great  work  on  media  relations. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Art  Impact  event  with  San  Francisco  49er  Vernon  Davis  was  very  successful,  and 
that  Mr.  Davis  was  so  pleased  that  he  would  like  to  do  another  event  next  year.  Additionally,  Mr.  Davis's  publicist 
has  approached  the  Arts  Commission  about  working  with  anotherof  her  clients.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  Arts 


Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  has  already  begun  working  on  the  next  Art  Impact  event,  and  she 
welcomed  suggestions  of  other  high-visibility  speakers  accomplished  in  a  non-arts  field,  but  for  whom  the  arts 
are  personally  important. 

Turning  back  to  the  budget,  Mr.  Cancel  was  very  pleased  that  Mayor  Newsom  presented  the  ver>'  good  news  that 
he  was  restoring  the  Arts  Commission's  budget  cuts.  If  the  budget  as  it  stands  is  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  Mr.  Cancel  explained,  those  cuts  will  not  be  made  to  the  Cultural  Centers  and  to  grantees.  He 
reiterated  President  Johnston's  statement  that  the  City's  budget  is  still  very  tight,  and  that  the  Board  will  shape 
the  final  budget  over  the  next  few  weeks.  He  said  that  staff  have  encouraged  constituents  to  be  in  touch  with 
their  representatives  about  their  priorities. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  Board's  Finance  Committee's  hearing  on  the  Arts  Commission's  budget  was  scheduled 
for  June  21,  and  that  staff  was  preparing  for  the  presentation.  In  response  to  a  question,  he  explained  that  the 
Finance  Committee  was  holding  hearings  on  the  entire  budget,  and  that  the  June  21  hearing  would  cover  many 
other  related  agencies  along  with  the  Arts  Commission.  He  explained  that  the  Finance  Committee  would  make 
its  recommendations  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors  in  July,  and  the  Board  would  vote  to  adopt  the  final  budget 
at  the  end  of  July. 

President  Johnston  added  that  over  the  course  of  the  hearings,  the  budget  analyst  gives  a  report  on  each 
department's  budget,  as  does  the  department's  staff.  He  explained  that  the  budget  analyst  gives  suggestions 
about  cuts,  howthe  department  might  do  things  differently,  and  that  the  Board  may  accept  some  of  those 
suggestions.  He  said  that  the  Board  might  also  add  back  money  to  some  department's  budgets  according  to  the 
Board's  own  priorities.  In  the  last  couple  of  years,  he  said,  the  budget  has  been  so  tight,  so  delicately  balanced  on 
labor  concessions,  that  it  has  been  difficult  for  them  to  find  much  to  change.  Nonetheless,  he  said,  the  Board  can 
still  express  its  priorities,  and  the  budget  analyst  may  not  understand  the  nuances  of  how  each  agency  works.  He 
said  that  June  21  was  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  Board. 

Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  staff  cannot  lobby  the  Board,  but  that  this  was  the  time  for  constituents  and 
Commissioners  to  engage  the  Supervisors  and  encourage  them  to  hold  San  Francisco's  cultural  communit>- 
harmless  in  the  budget. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  there  had  been  concern  about  a  shortfall  in  the  WritersCorps  budget;  the  Library'  continued 
to  support  the  program  but  at  a  reduced  rate,  and  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  returned  to 
supporting  the  program,  but  there  was  still  a  shortfall.  He  reported  that  the  Mayor  proposed  closing  the  funding 
gap  to  reach  the  same  level  of  support  as  in  the  current  fiscal  year. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  Omar  Vizqu el— headed  for  the  Hall  of  Fame,  he  thought— has  become  a  great 
supporter  and  partner  of  WritersCorps.  President  Johnston  recounted  a  phone  call  from  Mr.  Vizquel  in  Chicago, 
about  a  sculptor  he  wanted  President  Johnston  to  know  about. 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  thanked  Mr.  Cancel  along  with  Director  of 
Programs  Jill  Manton  and  the  Mayor's  budget  office  for  the  restoration  of  the  budget.  She  added  that 
WritersCorps  has  seven  teachers  in  thirteen  sites  serving  nearly  800  young  people.  She  introduced  WritersCorps 
Acting  Program  Manager  Melissa  Hung  to  talk  about  the  apprentice  program.  Ms.  Hung  described  the 
apprentices  as  the  elite,  the  cream  of  the  crop.  She  explained  that  they  come  to  the  Arts  Commission  offices  after 
school  because  they  love  writing  and  they  get  special  help.  She  said  that  the  apprentices  have  been  working  on  a 
yearlong  project,  a  book  idea  they  came  up  with.  The  book  will  be  a  travel  guide,  called  City  of  Stairways:  A 
Poet's  Field  Guide  to  San  Francisco,  featuring  seven  sections,  with  seven  walking  maps.  She  announced  that  they 
are  raising  funds  online  for  the  project,  with  Kickstarter.com.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  apprentices  have  posted' 
video  about  the  project  on  Kickstarter.com,  and  they  have  four  more  days  to  raise  83,800;  he  had  sent  a  link  to 
the  site  to  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  the  launch  of  ArtCare  with  the  lifetime  achievement  award  for  gallerist  Ruth  Braunstein. 
He  explained  that  the  City's  multimillion-dollar  Civic  Art  Collection  gets  only  $15,000  a  year  for  maintenance, 
and  this  amount  is  mostiy  quickly  consumed  by  graffiti  abatement.  He  reported  that  a  number  of  significant 
artworks  in  the  public  space  need  to  be  conserved  and  restored.  ArtCare,  he  explained,  is  an  initiative  to  identify 
the  top  twenty  such  artworks  and  seek  private  contributions  to  fund  the  necessarv'  work.  He  reported  that  the 
launch  event,  coinciding  with  the  Fine  Arts  Fair's  lifetime  achievement  award  for  Ms.  Braunstein,  raised 
$20,000.  He  found  the  event  a  great  success,  and  said  that  Ms.  Braunstein  was  very  pleased  wth  the  award.  He 
added  that  Walter  Newman  had  donated  $3,000  to  conserve  the  Holocaust  Memorial  by  George  Segal. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  staff  is  exploring  the  possiblity  of  opening  an  account  with  Intersection  for  the  Arts  as  a 
fiscal  sponsor  for  a  "friends  of  the  arts"  organization.  Among  other  things,  this  would  allow  the  Arts  Commission 
to  accept  credit  card  donations  for  ArtCare  and  other  programs,  which  the  City  does  not  currentiy  allow. 
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Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  agency  had  submitted  a  significant  request  of  $250,000  to  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  ("NEIA").  This  is  a  multidepartmental  initiative  focused  on  developing  the  central  Market  Street  area 
as  an  arts  district.  He  noted  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  invited  to  apply  for  the  funds  after  NEA  director  Rocco 
Landesman  met  with  the  Mayor  on  a  visit  to  the  city,  so  he  was  hopeful  about  this  exciting  opportunity.  Mr. 
Cancel  thanked  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  for  her  work  on  the  complex  proposal,  which  has  some 
seventeen  partners,  including  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  Grants  for  the  Arts, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Planning  Department,  SPUR,  Public  Architecture,  and  others.  He  noted  that 
many  partners  will  help  with  matching  funds,  and  he  expected  to  hear  from  the  NEA  by  late  June  or  early  July. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  the  opening  of  Now  and  When  at  the  SFAC  Gallery  on  Friday,  June  11.  He  praised 
the  show  as  phenomenal  and  intriguing,  demonstrating  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler's  visionary  curatorial 
capabilities.  He  noted  that  this  was  part  of  the  cycle  of  40th  anniversary  exhibitions  at  the  Gallery. 

President  Johnston  thanked  him,  adding  that  he  was  veiy  happy  to  have  good  news  in  both  of  their  reports.

Committee  Repoits  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  meet  in  May,  and  he  presented  the 
following  motion,  requesting  that  Mr.  Cancel  discuss  it. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  some  of  the  Commissioners  would  remember  the  economic  impact  study 
done  a  couple  of  years  earlier  by  Americans  for  the  Arts.  He  explained  that  this  had  been  very 
useful  reference  work  in  discussing  the  economic  impact  of  the  arts  with  the  business  community 
and  other  non-arts  audiences,  providing  a  basis  for  the  economic  claims  of  the  arts.  He  reported 
that  Americans  for  the  Arts  will  do  the  next  round  of  economic  impact  study  beginning  in 
January,  2011,  releasing  the  final  report  in  the  spring  of  2012,  coinciding  wath  the  Arts 
Commission's  80th  anniversary.  The  motion  below  authorizes  the  funds  to  participate  in  the 
study.  The  total  cost  will  be  $7,000,  and  Grants  for  the  Arts  will  split  the  cost  with  the  Arts 
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Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  that  the  results  of  the  study  would  support  the  Mayor's  decLsion 
to  return  funds  to  the  Arts  Commission's  budget.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  study  was 
needed,  and  that  the  Commission  needed  to  participate  in  it.  He  thought  the  money  was  wisely 
spent. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0607-10-153:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter 
into  contractwith  Americans  for  the  Arts  that  will  allow  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  participate  in 
their  next  Arts  and  Economic  Prosperity  study,  starting  in  January,  2011,  and  paying  the 
participants'  fee  of  $7,000. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  has  been  moving  swiftly  through  a  number  of 
projects,  including  the  glass  mural  for  the  fagade  of  San  Francisco  Airport  Terminal  Two.  The 
Committee  had  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Bureau  of  Architecture 
present  a  current  project  to  the  full  Commission. 

Commissioner  Smith  introduced  Anastasio  ('Tasso")  Mavroudis,  Public  Utilities  Project  Manager, 
Gary  Hoy,  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture,  and  Michael  Pierron,  senior  project  designer. 

Commissioner  Smith  explained  that  while  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  reviews  large 
projects  like  Terminal  Two  and  General  Hospital,  they  also  review  small  structures  like  pump 
stations  that  are  seen  only  by  a  few  City  staff  and  by  livestock,  in  places  like  Tracy,  far  from  the 
city.  These  parcels  are  ovmed  by  the  City  as  part  of  its  water  system.  Commissioner  Smith 
explained  that  some  of  these  structures  are  like  bunkers,  not  seen  by  the  public,  while  others  are 
quite  visible  to  the  public,  who  can  walk  right  up  to  them. 

He  explained  that  the  Committee  and  staff  have  been  working  to  make  the  design  review  process 
more  collaborative  with  the  client  and  the  architecture  team,  who  are  sometimes  Cit>-  architects 
and  sometimes  private  firms,  like  Gensler.  The  Committee  has  held  a  number  of  design  charrettes 
which  have  been  very  successful.  The  Committee  has  set  a  very  high  bar  on  some  projects  and 
wanted  to  show  an  example  to  the  entire  Commission. 

Mr.  Hoy  first  explained  that  he  had  been  project  manager  on  the  Laguna  Honda  construction, 
working  on  it  for  years  and  years.  When  he  takes  people  on  tours  of  the  hospital,  he  said  a  bit 
ruefully,  they  only  look  at  the  wonderful  art.  He  thanked  Commissioners  Chow  and  Smith  for 
spending  so  much  time. 

Mr.  Pierron  explained  that  the  control  building  and  pump  station  are  located  at  Crs  stal  Springs, 
and  showed  slides  of  the  site  and  the  project.  He  mentioned  that  it  was  a  great  bic>cle  ride  during 
the  week,  but  that  on  weekends,  it  is  so  crowded  that  it's  difficult  to  ride. 

He  explained  that  the  design  goals  were  simple:  to  accommodate  recreational  users  of  the  area 
vnth  a  visually  interesting  form.  He  showed  images  of  the  structure,  which  has  trapezoidal  forms 
wrapping  around  it.  The  materials  are  Cor-Ten  steel  and  concrete,  separated  by  a  small  rockbed. 
He  explained  that  the  landscape  incorporates  habitat  restoration. 

He  showed  views  of  the  building  from  each  side,  including  from  above,  explaining  that  the 
building  is  symmetrical  when  seen  from  the  front  or  the  back,  and  that  the  doors  are  not  \-isible 
from  the  trail.  He  showed  images  of  the  landscaping,  including  native  plantings  and  riparian 
restoration.  Finally,  he  acknowledged  the  other  members  of  the  team. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  whether  signage  was  necessary.  Commissioner  Smith  explained  that 
homeland  security  and  related  concerns  made  it  generally  undesirable  to  identify'  buildings  like 
this  pump  station. 

President  Johnston  thanked  the  Committee  and  the  project  team  for  the  presentation,  noting  that 
Committee  presentations  are  very  helpful  to  the  rest  of  the  Commission  in  understanding  what 
they  are  doing. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Vice  President  Draisin,  Commissioner  Young  said  that  the  Committee  had  had 
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wonderful  visits  from  grantees  Sean  San  Jose  of  Campo  Santo,  Juliana  Sloane  of  Voice  of  Witness 
on  a  great  book  featuring  storytelling  from  women  in  prison,  and  Joti  Singh  of  Duniya  Dance  and 
Drum  Company.  The  Committee  really  appreciated  their  presentations.  Commissioner  Calloway 
concurred  that  all  of  the  presentations  were  compelling  and  of  very  high  quality. 

President  Johnston  asked  about  the  Cultural  Centers'  Management  and  Programming  Plans.  Ms. 
Nemzoff  explained  that  they  had  been  postponed  until  the  budget  is  finalized. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Melania,  Commissioner  Calloway  reported  that  the  Street  Artists 
Program  is  digitizing  licenses  and  moving  towards  online  renewals.  He  reported  that  Street  Artists 
Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  participated  in  a  focus  group  held  by  the  Mayor's  office  on  the 
goals  for  Market  Street. 

Commissioner  Calloway  reported  that  the  Committee's  meetings  have  been  very  spirited,  and  the 
Committee's  members  would  like  to  see  more  cooperation  and  a  less  adversarial  relationship  with 
the  Liaison  Committee.  He  said  that  Mr.  Lazar  has  been  subject  to  attack  after  attack,  and  while 
the  artists  certainly  have  the  right  to  express  concerns,  the  Committee  hoped  not  to  see  the 
continued  personal  attacks. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  he  has  not  heard  from  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  on  their 
direction  for  Justin  Herman  Plaza.  President  Johnston  said  that  he  had  spoken  with  the  director 
of  Recreation  and  Parks,  and  they  don't  yet  have  the  final  proposal  in  hand.  President  Johnston 
wondered  if  they  would  be  able  to  meet  their  goal  of  starting  the  new  program  by  the  fall.  Mr. 
Cancel  wondered  about  the  number  of  responses  to  the  Request  for  Proposals. 

Commissioner  Calloway  presented  the  following  motion. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0607-10-154:  Motion  to  approve  requests  by  former  certificate-holders 
for  priority  issuance  of  certificate  with  waiver  of  re-screening  of  wares:  Lydia  Harari,  Jeffrey 
Walker,  Max  Seeman,  David  Aguilar,  Amparo  Roman,  Mary  Ann  Milbum,  Richie  Wu,  Tianchi 
Wang,  Christian  Moffat,  Vicky  Carp  and  Ramesh  Chindam. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  staff  changes  in  the  Street  Artists  Program,  explaining  that  Lyla  Conrad 
had  been  hired  some  months  ago  to  replace  Program  Associate  Evelyn  Russell.  He  reported  that 
Ms.  Conrad  made  substantial  progress  in  computerizing  the  program's  operations,  and  has 
decided  to  pursue  graduate  studies  in  Chicago.  Now  the  program  has  hired  Alyssa  Licouris  as 
Program  Associate. 

Ms.  Manton  introduced  Development  Associate  Kathy  Judkins,  who  is  working  primarily  with 
Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel.  Ms.  Manton  was  pleased  to  have  someone  with  Ms. 
Judkins'  skills  at  the  agency. 

Ms.  Shiffler  added  that  both  Ms.  Conrad  and  Ms.  Licouris  had  first  worked  with  the  Gallery,  and 
she  was  happy  that  the  Gallery  could  support  the  rest  of  the  agency  in  this  way. 

Returning  to  the  quesfion  of  the  Liaison  Committee,  President  Johnston  said  that  he  would  be 
interested  in  hearing  the  evaluation  of  the  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  its  authorization  by 
the  Commission.  Commissioner  Calloway  said  that  they  have  chosen  a  new  speaker.  Tad  Sky, 
who  has  toned  down  some  of  the  hyperbole.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  program  confinues  to  get 
many  sunshine  requests. 

Commissioner  Calloway  lamented  the  adversarial  tone,  calling  it  draining  instead  of  moving 
forward.  President  Johnston  said  that  meetings  are  often  dominated  by  an  adversarial  tone,  and 
staff  time  is  drained  by  needless  public  document  requests.  He  pointed  out  that  the  artists  and 
staff  have  worked  hand  in  hand  for  so  much  of  the  program's  38  years,  and  would  like  to  move 
back  in  that  direction. 

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  Since  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  was  not  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee,  President 
Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  kept  up  its  very  busy  pace,  reviewing  many  projects.  He 
promised  a  presentation  to  the  full  Commission  at  a  future  meeting.  He  reported  on  two 
highlights.  First,  he  congratulated  Public  Art  Program  staff,  particularly  Program  Director  Susan 
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Pontious,  on  the  completion  of  the  Laguna  Honda  pubhc  art  program.  He  recalled  the  earlier 
remark  of  Mr.  Hoy  about  the  strong  artwork,  and  described  the  collection  as  amazing.  He  noted 
that  two  of  the  three  photos  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle's  stor>'  about  the  hospital  focused  on 
the  artwork. 

Secondly,  he  noted  that  several  motions  approved  in  today's  Consent  Calendar  approved  artwork 
for  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  and  he  congratulated  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Jennifer 
Lowom  on  the  incredibly  beautiful  artwork  there. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  would  like  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  meet  at  Laguna  Honda  at 
some  point.  He  said  that  one  of  their  goals  is  to  reestablish  the  hospital  as  a  place  where  the 
community  comes  and  goes,  and  not  to  remain  hidden  behind  the  trees. 

Commissioner  Beltran  added  that  one  of  the  greatest  joys  of  serving  on  the  Commission  is 
working  with  the  talented  and  dedicated  staff.  She  reported  that  Ms.  Nemzoff  won  a 
Dreamcatcher  award  for  her  accomplishments  in  arts  education.  The  award  was  given  at  the 
annual  Young  at  Art  event  at  the  de  Young  Museum,  a  collaboration  between  the  museum  and 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  presented  the  following  motion.  In  response  to  Commissioner 
Chew's  question,  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  Charles  Chan  is  a  community  representative. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0607-10-155:  Motion  to  approve  Charles  Chan,  who  serves  on  the 
Central  Subway  Outreach  Team,  as  a  selection  panelist  for  the  Central  Subway  Temporaiy  Art 
Program  Chinatown  Project  selection  panel. 

7.  New  Business 

There  was  no  new  business. 

8.  Reports  and  Announcements 

President  Johnston  announced  that  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  was  honored  as  a  Woman  of  Conscience,  as 
well  as  serving  with  Mr.  Cancel  on  the  National  Museum  of  the  American  Latino  ("NMAL")  Commission. 
Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  announced  that  the  NMAL  would  be  meeting  in  San  Francisco  on  August  19  and 
20,  and  she  hoped  to  set  up  an  event  for  them  with  the  Arts  Commissioners. 

Commissioner  Calloway  announced  that  despite  their  limited  funds,  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts 
presented  a  great  float  in  this  year's  Camaval,  featuring  their  youth  band,  Futuro  Picante.  He  said  he  wouldn't  be 
surprised  to  see  them  win  float  of  the  year,  and  that  this  was  one  of  the  best  parades  he  has  seen  in  years;  he 
thought  everyone  involved  could  be  proud.  President  Johnston  noted  that  Futuro  Picante  was  also  praised  as 
Best  Kid  Band  by  SF  Weekly,  and  agreed  that  they  are  fantastic. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  announced  that  Children's  Book  Press  would  celebrate  its  35th  year  with  a  gala 
event  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts  on  October  7,  featuring  Henry  Louis  Gates.  She  hoped  every  one  would 
support  that  event,  and  hoped  to  set  up  a  lunch  event  that  day. 

President  Johnston  announced  that  Intersection  for  the  Arts  was  holding  its  45th  anniversan-  gala  on  Saturday, 
June  12,  at  the  historic  San  Francisco  Chronicle  building.  He  thought  the  presses  were  really  interesting,  and 
encouraged  people  to  support  Intersection  by  attending  the  event. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  announced  the  opening  celebration  on  Friday,  June  11,  for  the  last  Chinatown  site  of  Art  in 
Storefronts.  She  explained  that  Wentworth  Alley  was  being  closed  off  for  the  event,  which  will  feature  live  music, 
food  by  the  Slanted  Door's  Charles  Phan  and  neighborhood  restaurants,  and  a  tea  tasting. 

Ms.  Shiffler  announced  the  opening  of  Picturing  Power  and  Potential,  a  photography  show  co-presented  \%ith  the 
International  Museum  of  Women,  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall.  Sharing  the  ground  floor  exhibition  space  is 
Shanghai  Candid:  Women  in  Motion,  a  solo  photo  exhibit  by  Liang  Yue.  Commissioner  Beltran  added  that  Now 
and  When,  the  Gallery's  time  capsule  show  in  the  main  Gallery  space  and  in  the  Grove  Street  space,  is  incredibly 
strong,  and  she  urged  everyone  to  see  it. 

Ms.  Wong  announced  that  on  August  17,  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts  will  host  Arts  Forum  2010,  a  town  hall 
meeting  intended  to  educate  political  candidates  at  all  levels  and  the  community. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  search  committee  for  the  Mexican  Museum  will  be  inteniewing 
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candidates  for  the  position  of  director  of  the  museum  at  the  end  of  June.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  reported  that  Mr.  Cancel  would  have  a  lot  of  good  news.  He  reported 
some  positive  movement  from  the  Mayor's  office  on  filling  the  open  seat  on  the 
Commission,  but  that  they  have  not  yet  scheduled  the  swearing-in.  He  was  enthusiastic 
about  the  pending  appointments,  and  noted  that  they  would  be  particularly  important  for 
the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee,  which  has  had  issues  making  its  quorum.  He 
expected  the  new  Commissioners  to  be  sworn  in  before  the  next  full  Commission 
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meeting. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  began  his  report  with  an  update  on  the  budget,  which  was  at  a  critical  stage, 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  scheduled  to  take  their  first-round  vote  the  next  day.  He 
said  that  in  the  morning's  department  head  meeting,  the  Mayor  explained  that  a  number 
of  budget  items  were  still  unresolved  between  the  Mayor  and  the  Board;  the  Board 
wanted  to  include  about  $40  million  in  expenditures  beyond  the  Mayor's  budget,  and  the 
question  of  how  to  pay  for  that — in  cuts  or  enhanced  revenue — was  in  contention.  Mr. 
Cancel  said  that  the  difference  would  have  to  be  resolved  within  the  next  week,  by  the 
second  reading  of  the  budget  bill  on  July  20,  with  the  final  vote  to  adopt  the  budget  set 
for  July  27. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  there  was  as  yet  no  indication  that  the  Board  wished  to  change  the 
Arts  Commission's  budget,  either  by  increasing  or  decreasing  it.  He  was  hopeful  that  it 
would  continue  to  be  supported  by  the  Board.  President  Johnston  added  the  good  news 
that  the  department  presentations  went  well,  and  that  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee 
did  not  make  any  additions  or  subtractions.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  he  and  Director  of 
Finance  Kan  Htun  had  been  called  only  to  the  first  hearing,  and  answered  the 
Committee's  questions  at  that  time.  He  explained  that  the  Mayor's  restoration  of  cuts  to 
the  Cultural  Centers  and  grants  was  not  an  issue  so  far.  He  added  that  everything  was  still 
open  to  question  until  the  final  vote  on  the  budget,  and  he  remained  hopeful. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  Bayview  Opera  House  received  a  federal  grant  from  Save 
America's  Treasures  which  will  fund  much-needed  restoration  work.  Because  Save 
America's  Treasures  focuses  on  historic  preservation,  a  requirement  of  the  grant  is  an 
easement  ensuring  protecting  the  historic  elements  of  the  building  for  fifty  years. 
Changes  to  the  building  will  need  to  be  approved  by  the  City  and  by  a  local  historic 
preservation  organization  specified  by  Save  America's  Treasures.  He  explained  that  the 
City  Attorney's  office  is  reviewing  the  easement,  and  with  an  extension  from  Save 
America's  Treasures,  the  easement  should  be  completed  by  August.  Community  Arts  and 
Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  explained  that  this  is  on  a  fast  track,  with  a 
deadline  of  August  31,  and  that  the  easement  may  come  before  the  Executive  Committee 
at  its  August  meeting.  Mr.  Cancel  agreed  that  the  easement  will  come  to  the  full 
Commission  for  its  approval  soon. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  last  year,  after  discovering  several  leaks,  emergency  repairs 
were  made  to  the  Opera  House's  roof,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Facilities  Manager  Tom 
Petersen,  Department  of  Public  Works  staff  and  others.  Since  then,  mold  has  been 
discovered  in  the  wall  behind  the  stage,  which  was  saturated  before  the  leaks  were 
repaired.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  health  issues  posed  by  die  mold  are  being 
evaluated,  and  that  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  is  undertaking  a  study  on  how  best  to 
repair  the  damage  and  is  providing  a  cost  estimate. 
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In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Young,  Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that 
programs  are  currently  taking  place  outside  the  building  in  a  tent,  since  the  building's 
floors  are  being  worked  on.  All  the  flooring  is  being  removed  and  whatever  can  be  saved 
will  be  restored  and  replaced,  and  new  flooring  will  be  installed  to  replace  the  rest.  Ms. 
Nemzoff  explained  that  programming  was  already  displaced  by  this  project. 

Mr.  Cancel  pointed  out  that  there  is  always  a  price  to  pay  for  deferring  maintenance 
expenses  for  such  a  long  time. 

Turning  to  the  Transbay  Terminal,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  thanks  to  Director  of 
Programs  Jill  Manton,  the  Arts  Commission  was  selected  to  oversee  all  of  the  public  art 
going  into  the  terminal.  He  said  that  this  major  project,  perhaps  the  biggest  west  of  the 
Mississippi,  will  have  a  very  significant  budget.  He  reported  that  five  artists  have  been 
selected,  including  James  Carpenter,  who  will  do  lighted  sculptures  in  Shaw  Alley;  Julie 
Chang,  a  young  San  Francisco  artists  who  will  create  a  24,000-square-foot  terrazzo  floor; 
Jenny  Holzer,  who  will  create  LED  installations;  Ned  Kahn,  another  San  Francisco  artist 
who  will  create  a  jet  fountain  in  the  garden  that  echoes  the  movement  of  buses  on  the 
floor  below;  and  Timothy  Hawkins,  who  plans  to  recycle  and  reuse  some  of  the  material 
salvaged  from  the  demolished  ramps  of  the  old  terminal  in  a  40-foot-high  sculpture 
outside  the  building  (his  proposal  has  not  yet  received  final  approval).  Mr.  Cancel 
reported  that  Ms.  Manton  has  made  her  report  to  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority's 
("TJPA")  Steering  Committee;  the  full  TJPA  will  vote  soon  on  the  proposed  artworks. 

Ms.  Manton  recalled  that  the  Commission  had  seen  the  artists'  proposals  at  its  March 
meeting,  and  explained  that  the  proposals  would  be  presented  to  the  full  TJPA  on  July  15. 
She  added  that  everything  goes  through  the  steering  committee,  and  that  Mr.  Cancel  and 
Commissioner  Beltran  are  members  of  that  committee.  She  invited  everyone  to  the  TJPA 
meeting  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  chambers. 

Commissioner  Calloway  asked  whether  there  was  a  housing  component  in  the  project. 
Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  original  conception  of  the  project  included  a  tower  with 
residential  and  office  space;  at  the  time,  the  strong  real  estate  market  led  to  the 
expectation  that  this  component  would  generate  revenue.  Now  that  the  real  estate  market 
is  much  weaker,  the  tower  development  has  been  separated  from  the  terminal  project  and 
put  on  hold. 

Mr.  Cancel  introduced  a  presentation  from  the  Arts  Commission's  Communications  and 
New  Media  workgroup.  He  explained  that  he  has  focused  on  developing  informal  cross- 
program  workgroups  to  tap  into  the  rich  talent  pool  of  the  Arts  Commission  staff.  He 
explained  that  he  initiated  three  workgroups:  Information  Technology  and  Database; 
Community  Initiatives;  and  Communications  and  New  Media.  Anyone  on  the  staff  can 
join  these  groups,  and  he  described  it  as  a  fabulous  opportunity  for  staff  to  polish  their 
expertise  in  various  areas  and  to  mentor  other  staff.  He  found  the  groups  remarkably 
successful,  positively  tackling  several  problems  for  the  agency. 

Public  Art  Project  Manager  Kate  Patterson,  co-chair  of  the  Communication  and  New 
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Media  group,  began  by  reporting  on  successes  over  the  past  year.  She  explained  that  a 
primary  challenge  was  a  lack  of  broad  awareness  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  what  it 
does;  only  the  Gallery  had  a  robust  publicity  program.  Over  the  last  year,  she  said,  the 
overall  agency's  visibility  has  improved  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

As  more  and  more  interaction  takes  place  online  and  on  mobile  platforms,  the  workgroup 
has  spearheaded  an  institutional  shift  to  Web  2.0,  providing  a  resource  for  programs.  The 
approach  is  holistic,  incorporating  new  media  and  traditional  media.  The  Arts 
Commission  has  embraced  Web  2.0,  and  is  committed  to  fresh  and  frequently  updated 
content  on  multiple  platforms.  Ms.  Patterson  reported  that  there  are  over  12,000  names  in 
the  PHP  database  used  for  e-mailing  newsletters  and  other  information,  hi  addition  to 
targeted  mailings  by  program  or  interest,  she  explained,  this  allows  staff  to  combine  lists 
for  special  projects  like  the  Mayor's  Art  Award,  as  an  example. 

Ms.  Patterson  reported  on  the  unprecedented  number  of  press  and  media  mentions,  which 
she  credited  partly  to  increased  efforts  by  individual  programs.  Community  Arts  and 
Education,  for  example,  had  several  new  initiatives,  including  Streets mARTS,  Art  in 
Storefronts,  and  Art  Impact,  which  they  needed  to  publicize. 

Ms.  Patterson  reported  on  some  media  highlights  for  the  Arts  Commission,  including  four 
articles  in  the  New  York  Times,  several  front-page  stories  in  local  newspapers  and  The 
Los  Angeles  Times,  and  a  number  of  appearances  in  "best-of '  articles.  She  listed  some  of 
the  highlights  in  television  coverage:  Ms.  Nemzoff  and  Mr.  Cancel  appeared  separately 
on  Comcast,  discussing  Art  in  Storefronts  and  Streets  mARTS;  Zhang  Huan's  Three 
Heads,  Six  Arms  drew  every  TV  station  in  the  Bay  area;  all  of  the  Art  in  Storefronts  site 
launches  were  covered,  including  in  the  ethnic  press;  the  TV  coverage  for  Laguna  Honda 
Hospital  was  dedicated  just  to  the  public  art.  Ms.  Patterson  added  that  Eye  on  the  Bay  on 
July  19  would  cover  the  Art  in  Storefronts  in  Chinatown. 

Finally,  she  discussed  radio  coverage,  including  an  in-depth  report  on  Art  in  Storefronts 
on  KALW,  and  statewide  broadcast  of  the  California  Report,  also  featuring  Art  in 
Storefronts. 

Ms.  Patterson  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  getting  more  engagement,  including  with 
City  Hall,  with  a  growing  number  of  friends,  fans  and  followers. 

She  introduced  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Associate  Robyrm  Takayama, 
co-chair  of  the  Communications  and  New  Media  workgroup.  Saying  the  Ms.  Patterson 
doesn't  "toot  her  own  horn,"  Ms.  Takayama  credited  much  of  the  agency's  media  success 
over  the  past  year  to  Ms.  Patterson's  accomplishments,  and  her  training  of  her  colleagues. 

Ms.  Takayama  said  that  while  the  "traditional"  media  serves  as  an  intermediary,  in  Web 
2.0,  including  Facebook  and  Twitter,  everyone  is  "the  media."  She  explained  that  primary 
goals  include  driving  traffic  to  the  Arts  Commission's  website,  spreading  information 
about  the  Commission's  programs  and  events,  strengthening  the  agency's  role  as  a  source 
for  information  on  arts  and  culture  in  the  Bay  area,  and  communicating  with  constituents. 
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Ms.  Takayama  gave  examples  of  how  staff  had  used  social  media,  including  rcal-iiinc 
tweets  updating  the  many  interested  people  unable  to  attend  the  sold-out  Dynamic 
Adaptability  Conference,  and  sharing  virtual  dialogues  within  the  audience.  She 
explained  how  she  learned  from  a  tweet  on  a  Sunday  evening  that  StreetSmARTS  artist 
Chor  Boogie  had  been  stabbed  while  working  on  his  mural.  She  contacted  Mr.  Cancel 
and  Ms.  Patterson  and  they  prepared  a  statement,  so  the  agency  was  ready  before 
reporters  called. 

Ms.  Takayama  showed  how  Art  in  Storefronts  artist  Leland  Wong  kept  followers, 
including  the  Arts  Commission,  updated  on  how  his  project  was  going.  She  discussed 
how  the  Arts  Commission  used  Facebook  to  show  fans  the  progress  of  Zhang  Huan's 
Three  Heads  Six  Arms.  She  discussed  how  an  archival  image  of  a  flyer  about  the  Mission 
Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  from  the  fractious  period  of  the  1970s,  was  posted. 
Rather  than  trying  to  ignore  it,  staff  chose  to  repost  it,  giving  context  and  shaping  the 
discussion. 

Ms.  Takayama  discussed  how  the  Gallery  successfully  used  Facebook  in  its  Passport 
fundraiser,  collecting  300  fans  who  helped  raise  $6,000.  She  also  gave  examples  of  the 
Arts  Commission's  participation  in  the  larger  discussion  about  the  arts,  including  a  post 
on  the  passing  of  Lorraine  Hansberry  Theatre's  co-founder,  Stanley  Williams; 
membership  in  the  International  Storefront  Art  Network  on  Facebook;  and  drawing 
attention  to  artists  with  whom  the  agency  works  by  tagging  and  posting  their  events  on 
the  Arts  Commission's  page. 

Ms.  Takayama  displayed  graphs  showing  the  rapid  growth  of  Facebook  fans  and  Twitter 
followers. 

Ms.  Takayama  also  discussed  Flickr  as  a  resource  for  photos  of  Arts  Commission 
artworks  and  projects.  She  explained  how  a  variety  of  photographers  posted  images,  and 
made  them  available  for  the  Arts  Commission's  use.  She  said  that  the  dynamic  images 
documenting  StreetSmARTS  led  to  better  coverage  by  the  New  York  Times,  for 
example.  She  showed  a  very  popular  photo,  of  Mayor  Newsom  spray-painting  a  portion 
of  Chor  Boogie' s  mural. 

Ms.  Patterson  discussed  YouTube,  which  the  Arts  Commission  uses  primarily  to  host 
Culture  Wire,  without  having  to  purchase  additional  bandwidth.  She  described  the  site  as 
nimble,  noting  that  people  can  watch  on  different  platforms.  She  explained  that  last  year. 
30  segments  of  Culture  Wire  were  produced  and  broadcast  on  SFGTV  in  half-hour 
programs.  Now  the  online  audience  is  the  primary  target  for  the  program,  so  two  or  three 
mini-episodes  of  shorter  duration  will  be  produced  each  month,  and  broadcast  betw  een 
programs  on  SFGTV  cable  system,  as  well  as  being  promoted  on  the  Arts  Commission's 
Facebook  page  and  its  website.  Additionally,  featured  guests  link  to  the  segment  on  their 
own  websites  and  in  their  newsletters.  She  gave  the  example  of  Cultural  Equity  grantee 
Fresh  Meat  Productions,  whose  home  page  links  to  the  Culture  Wire  episode  of  Fresh 
Mean  Artistic  Director  Sean  Dorsey  being  interviewed  by  Director  of  Grants  San  San 
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Wong;  the  episode  had  had  over  500  hits.  Interest  in  Culture  Wire  has  grown  and  there  is 
a  south  bay  cable  system  that  is  negotiating  with  SFGTV  to  distribute  it  to  their 
audiences. 

Finally,  she  showed  a  clip  from  a  recent  episode,  with  Gallery  Director  (and  Culture  Wire 
host)  Meg  Shiffler  talking  about  the  Ethnic  Dance  Festival. 

Ms.  Patterson  summed  up  by  saying  that  all  of  the  different  platforms  are  connected, 
noting  that  SFGate  and  Facebook  are  the  most  frequent  referring  sites  for  the  Arts 
Commission's  website.  She  presented  some  statistics:  an  average  of  13,000  unique 
visitors  monthly,  two  million  hits  on  sfartscommission.org  in  June,  growing  web  traffic 
over  the  past  year,  increasing  numbers  of  fans  and  followers  on  Facebook  and  Twitter. 

Ms.  Patterson  mentioned  some  of  the  other  ways  the  Arts  Commission  is  using  new 
media  and  upgrading  its  online  presence,  including  improvements  to  the  website,  the 
Gallery's  List  RSS  feed  of  opportunities  for  artists,  and  blogs  by  WritersCorps  and 
Community  Arts  and  Education,  all  with  a  focus  on  engaging  with  the  community.  She 
invited  everyone  to  join  the  online  family  of  fans,  followers  and  photographers. 

Mr.  Cancel  thanked  her  and  asked  her  to  name  the  other  members  of  the  workgroup: 
Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel,  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings,  WritersCorps 
Acting  Program  Director  Melissa  Hung,  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Associate  Lucy 
Lin,  Civic  Design  Review  and  Administration  Project  Manager  Vicky  Knoop,  Gallery 
Manager  Aimee  Le  Due,  and  Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie.  Mr.  Cancel 
also  thanked  Ms.  Shiffler  for  lending  her  sparkling  personality  to  Culture  Wire.  He  added 
that  there  is  no  full-time  IT  staff  or  webmistress/webmaster,  and  he  congratulated  the 
workgroup  for  its  outstanding  work. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  as  the  agency  approaches  its  80th  anniversary,  it  is  time  to  rethink 
the  logo,  to  tackle  the  Arts  Commission's  identity,  branding  and  logo  over  the  coming 
year,  with  the  goal  of  increasing  visibility  and  awareness  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  Gallery  would  hold  its  next  Passport  event  on  10/10/10 — 
October  10,  2010 — in  Hayes  Valley.  He  explained  that  the  benefit  party  would  be  held 
the  evening  before,  and  he  invited  Ms.  Shiffler  to  talk  a  little  about  the  event.  Ms.  Shiffler 
said  that  she  would  discuss  the  event  more  fully  in  August  or  September,  but  briefly 
explained  that  on  October  9,  a  fundraising  party  would  be  held,  with  money  from  the  bar 
going  to  the  Gallery.  Participants  can  buy  a  little  passport  booklet  and  visit  fifteen  venues 
in  Hayes  Valley  to  have  their  passports  stamped  with  original  works  by  fifteen  artists. 
One  of  the  stamps,  she  said,  will  be  loaned  to  the  Gallery  by  the  estate  of  Richard 
Diebenkom. 

Mr.  Cancel  introduced  Alyssa  Licouris  as  the  new  Program  Associate  for  the  Street 
Artists  Program.  He  also  announced  that  after  fifteen  years,  Janet  Heller  was  resigning  as 
WritersCorps  Project  Manager,  effective  July  24.  He  praised  her  extraordinary  leadership 
of  the  program,  and  her  energy,  and  said  that  she  would  be  missed.  Melissa  Hung,  who 
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has  been  serving  as  Acting  Project  Manager  for  the  program  daring  Ms.  Heller's  leave, 
will  continue  in  that  position,  and  Mr.  Cancel  expects  to  conduct  a  formal  search  to 
permanently  fill  the  position  in  the  fall. 

Closing  on  a  personal  note,  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  he  and  his  family  appreciate  the 
condolence  notes  and  good  wishes  from  staff  and  Commissioners  on  the  passing  of  his 
father,  Juan  Rafael  Cancel. 

President  Johnston  thanked  him,  and  added  that  he  had  recently  happened  to  see  Ms. 
Heller,  and  thought  she  had  exciting  new  plans;  he  agreed  that  he  would  miss  her.

She  said  that  Robert 
Ameson's  Yin  Yang  should  not  be  a  permanent  exhibit  at  its  current  location.  She  said 
that  she  had  warned  that  vandalism  and  graffiti  would  be  problems.  She  said  that  people 
are  climbing  on  the  statues,  throwing  dirt  into  the  mouth,  and  defacing  them..  She  said 
that  the  Mayor  put  plants  into  part  of  the  area,  and  that  the  rest  is  sand,  which  makes 
children  think  it  is  a  sandbox.  She  said  that  the  artwork  should  be  moved. 


8.  New  Business 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  on  Thursday,  August  19,  a  reception  for  the  National  Museum 
of  the  American  Latino  Commission  would  be  held,  and  he  hoped  to  bring  that 
Commission  together  with  Arts  Commissioners.  He  said  that  he  had  spoken  with  former 
Arts  Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey  about  a  location  for  the  reception.

Commissioner  Beltran  amiounced  that  Maya  Lin's  What  is  Missing?  was  honored  as  Best 
Public  Art  by  the  Public  Art  Network  of  Americans  for  the  Arts.  She  added  that  last  year, 
Brian  Goggin's  Language  of  the  Birds  was  similarly  honored. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  has  been  honored  in  this 
way  almost  every  year.  She  reported  that  Art  in  America  publishes  an  annual  in  the 
summer,  including  a  small  selection  of  public  art,  and  one  or  two  projects  of  the  Arts 
Commission  is  always  among  the  twenty  chosen.  Commissioner  Beltran  suggested  that 
this  was  evidence  of  the  program  staff's  amazing  good  taste. 

Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  added  that  the  untitled  work  by  Ann 
Chamberlain  and  Ann  Hamilton  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  a  mural  of  50,000 
catalogue  cards  commissioned  by  the  Arts  Commission,  was  selected  by  the  Public  Art 
Network  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  last  50  years. 

Commissioner  Young  recalled  that  Ms.  Takayama  had  mentioned  the  passing  of  Stanley 
Williams,  and  she  added  that  his  partner  Quentin  Easter  had  passed  away  only  nine 
weeks  earlier.  She  said  that  both  would  be  missed  tremendously  in  the  Bay  area  arts 
scene. 

President  Johnston  congratulated  Mr.  Cancel  and  the  staff  for  their  report,  saying  that  it 
was  great  to  see  how  the  Arts  Commission  is  putting  its  work  out  for  the  community  to 
see.  He  thought  it  was  important  to  see  how  the  agency  is  innovating,  as  well.  He  said 
that  art  is  communication,  and  he  was  really  impressed  by  what  staff  is  doing. 

He  also  congratulated  WritersCorps  on  a  beautiful  book,  adding  that  they  get  better  every 
year.  He  encouraged  Commissioners  to  take  home  and  review  the  district  report,  another 
way  to  communicate  with  others  what  the  agency  is  doing.  He  thought  it  would  help 
Commissioners  to  more  effectively  represent  the  agency  and  the  Commission. 

There  were  no  other  reports  or  announcements.

President's  Report 

President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioners  for  attending  the  meeting  when  so  many  are  traveling  this  month. 

He  welcomed  Commissioner  Stryker,  who  was  recently  appointed  and  stepped  into  her  first  Cnnc  Design  Review 
Committee  meeting  with  only  a  few  days'  notice.  He  noted  that  this  Committee,  which  has  important  business 
for  the  City,  has  had  difficulty  reaching  quorums. 


Commissioner  Stryker  said  that  she  was  delighted  to  be  participating  in  this  important  Commission,  and  she 
looked  forward  to  diving  into  the  work. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  with  the  appointments  of  Commissioners  Stryker  and  Breitenberg,  the 
Commission  now  had  its  full  complement,  and  he  distributed  new  Committee  assignments.  He  reminded 
Commissioners  of  their  responsibility  to  attend  and  participate  in  meetings,  both  of  the  Committees  and  of  the 
full  Commission,  noting  that  he  perhaps  needed  to  address  those  absent  from  this  meeting  more  than  those 


present.  He  added  that  this  was  not  an  invitation  to  explain  why  someone  is  absent;  he  acknowledged  that 
everyone  was  at  the  height  of  their  professions,  and  all  had  legitimate  reasons  for  missing  meetings. 
Nonetheless,  he  said.  Commissioners  made  a  commitment  to  the  City  and  to  the  Mayor.  He  pointed  out  that  it  is 
both  an  honor  and  a  responsibility  to  serve  on  the  Arts  Commission,  adding  that  other  commissions  have 
considerably  larger  commitments.  For  example,  as  Commissioner  Miguel  knows,  the  Planning  Commission 
meets  weekly,  sometimes  for  ten  hours  at  a  time. 

President  Johnston  added  that  it  was  his  responsibility,  not  that  of  Mr.  Cancel,  to  continually  remind 
Commissioners  that  the  agency's  work  gets  backed  up  if  they  don't  attend  their  meetings.  The  Commission 
oversees  the  Director,  not  the  other  way  around.  President  Johnston  promised  more  reminders  in  the  coming 
months. 

Noting  that  only  Commissioner  Young's  attendance  record  was  better  than  his,  President  Johnston  pointed  out 
that  it  was  quite  likely  there  would  be  a  new  Mayor  in  January.  He  thought  that  Mayor  Newsom  and  his  staff 
would  want  to  be  sure  that  commission  vacancies  were  filled,  and  that  appointments  and  reappointments  were 
up  to  date.  President  Johnston  predicted  a  busy  September. 

He  explained  that  he  had  appointed  Commissioner  Chew  to  chair  the  Street  Artists  Committee,  not  because  he 
had  lost  faith  in  Commissioner  Melania,  but  because  she  is  embarking  on  a  new  venture,  a  graduate  program  at 
Harvard.  Although  she  will  maintain  her  residence  in  San  Francisco,  and  her  position  on  the  Commission,  he 
thought  the  position  of  Committee  Chair  was  simply  too  demanding  while  she  spends  a  lot  of  time  on  the  East 
Coast.  President  Johnston  praised  Commissioner  Chew's  energy,  and  assured  him  that  Street  Artists  Program 
Chair  Howard  Lazar  would  bring  him  up  to  speed  on  this  always  interesting  Committee  and  program. 

President  Johnston  announced  that  Commissioner  Chow  would  take  Commissioner  Smith's  place  on  the 
Executive  Committee;  his  aim  is  to  have  at  least  one  representative  of  each  of  the  other  committees  on  the 
Executive  Committee.  Noting  that  these  busy  architects  travel  a  great  deal,  he  acknowledged  that  Commissioner 
Smith's  work  kept  him  on  the  East  Coast  much  of  the  time.  He  said  that  the  Executive  Committee  has  important 
business,  and  can  have  a  heavy  workload  at  budget  time,  or  in  the  case  of  a  search  for  a  Director,  as  was  the  case  a 
couple  of  years  ago,  but  that  otherwise  the  meetings  are  generally  shorter. 

He  announced  the  appointment  of  Commissioner  Silverman  to  the  Street  Artists  Committee,  and  the  two  newest 
members.  Commissioners  Stryker  and  Breitenberg,  to  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.  He  added  that  the 
bylaws  used  to  say  that  each  Commissioner  had  to  serve  on  two  committees,  and  that  is  almost  what  is  required 
to  fill  each  committee.  He  has  tried  to  balance  the  workload,  noting  that  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata's  service 
as  Chair  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  is  a  lot  of  work,  and  she  is  also  serving  on  the  National  Museum  of  the 
American  Latino  Commission.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  President  Johnston  for  his  solid  presence 
on  the  Commission,  and  for  how  much  fime  he  puts  into  the  work  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  He  thanked  her, 
quoting  the  saying  that  90%  of  success  is  just  showdng  up. 

Finally,  he  added  that  he  enjoys  attending  the  formal  swearing-in  ceremonies  in  City  Hall  because  they  are  a 
good  reminder  of  the  importance  of  the  position.  He  said  his  remarks  were  not  so  much  an  admonition  as  a  call 
to  enthusiasm. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  Dede  Wilsey,  who  served  on  the  Arts  Commission  for  many  years,  had  graciously 
offered  to  host  an  event  at  the  de  Young  Museum  on  August  19  for  the  visiting  National  Museum  of  the 
American  Lafino  Commission.  The  museum  will  open  the  Birth  of  Impressionism  exhibit  for  the  evening  as  well 
as  hosting  the  reception.  He  appreciated  the  generous  gesture,  and  added  that  Ms.  Wilsey  sent  warm  wishes  to 
her  former  colleagues  on  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Cancel  was  happy  to  announce  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  approved  the  final  budget  with  no  cuts  to 
the  Arts  Commission,  including  Cultural  Equity  Grants  and  grants  to  the  Cultural  Centers.  To  general  applause, 
he  hailed  this  as  a  major  milestone,  noting  that  many  departments'  budgets  were  cut.  He  again  thanked  the 
Mayor  and  the  Supervisors  for  holding  the  arts  harmless  in  this  budget,  for  agreeing  that  the  arts  play  an 
important  role  in  tourism  and  in  neighborhood  stabilization.  Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  in  New  York  City,  the  arts 
budget  was  cut  by  5.6%,  and  that  Los  Angeles  cut  half  of  its  arts  agency  staff.  Not  all  cities,  he  said,  are  as  nimble 
or  astute  as  San  Francisco  in  placing  the  arts  at  the  core  of  their  growth  strategy,  and  he  is  very  pleased  to  be 
here.  He  added  that  it  was  a  joint  success  to  convince  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  that  it  was  important  to  maintain 
the  arts  budget. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  several  artists  were  being  presented  on  today's  agenda  for  approval  for  Central  Subway 
projects,  in  the  culmination  of  a  yearlong  effort  reaching  out  to  the  diverse  communities  that  will  use  the  line. 
The  Central  Subway  line  will  serve  Union  Square,  Chinatovm  and  North  Beach.  He  was  pleased  with  how  the 
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agency  has  been  able  to  engage  the  Chinese  community  with  bihngual  materials  and  iiitonnation,  outreach  in 
the  Chinese-language  press,  and  public  meetings.  He  explained  that  this  will  be  a  long-term  public  art  program, 
taking  many  years  to  complete.  He  saidthatthe  Arts  Commission  was  sponsoring  an  innovative  program  to  help 
mitigate  the  impact  of  construction  in  these  neighborhoods.  Two-year  grants  will  be  awarded  to  nonprofit 
organizations  to  create  opprtunities  for  temporary  public  art  projects  in  each  of  the  three  neighborhoods. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  now  has  over  lOO  new  artworks  installed,  and  reported  that  the 
Valencia  streetscape  improvements,  including  artwork  by  Michael  Arcega  were  celebrated  with  an  inauguration 
ceremony  featuring  the  Mayor. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  recent  press  coverage  of  Arts  Commission  projects  and  activities.  First,  Where  magazine, 
placed  in  hotels  throughout  the  city,  featured  Zhang  Huan's  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms  on  the  cover  of  its  July  issue; 
he  thought  it  was  wonderful  publicity.  He  also  reported  that  the  Examiner  had  a  recent  cover  stor>'  on  the 
fabulous  photography  exhibition  on  the  lower  level  of  City  Hall,  a  partnership  between  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  Gallery  and  the  International  Museum  of  Women.  He  reported  that  the  Chronicle  did  a  stor>'  about 
the  street  artists  (now  posted  on  sfgate.com).  Mr.  Lazar  explained  that  the  Street  Date  story,  focused  on  Market 
and  Steuart  Streets,  featured  street  artists  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza,  with  a  big  photo  of  Joso  Vidal,  a  street  artist 
originally  from  Spain,  who  makes  lacquered  seashell  pendants. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that,  for  the  benefit  particularly  of  the  newer  Commissioners,  Development  Director 
Rachelle  Axel  would  make  a  presentation  on  development  efforts.  He  said  that  it  was  important  to  remember 
that  some  of  the  programs  for  which  the  agency  is  most  recognized  are  not  fully  funded,  or  funded  at  all,  b>'  the 
General  Fund.  These  include  the  Gallery,  celebrating  its  40th  anniversary  this  year,  which  has  to  fundraise 
extensively.  Other  projects  include  temporary  public  art  installations  like  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms  and  Louise 
Bourgeois's  Spider;  both  required  extensive  fundraising.  The  celebrated  WritersCorps  program  has  funding  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  ("NEA").  A  new  initiative,  ArtCare,  was  created  to  address  the  gap  between 
the  approximately  $15,000  that  the  City  appropriates  to  take  care  of  its  collection  of  some  4,000-plus  art  objects, 
and  the  huge  backlog  of  conservation  and  restoration  needed.  Arts  Education,  too,  relies  on  collaborate  with 
private  sector  donors  and  on  grants. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  fundraising  from  both  private  and  public  donors  is  important  to  a  variety  of  Arts 
Commission  projects,  and  that  the  position  of  Development  Director  was  created  in  March,  2007,  to  address  this 
need.  Since  its  creation,  he  said,  the  position  has  been  ably  filled  by  Rachelle  Axel;  he  introduced  her. 

Ms.  Axel  said  that  since  March,  2007,  she  has  been  working  really  hard  to  get  federal,  state,  private  and  corporate 
funds  for  the  Arts  Commission.  She  presented  a  summary  of  the  last  three  years  of  funds  requested,  and  how 
much  was  actually  awarded.  She  said  that  while  fiscal  year  2007-2008  was  a  good  year,  and  2008-2009  was 
moderately  successful,  2009-2010  has  been  really  difficult.  This  year,  of  almost  $3,000,000  requested,  a  little 
more  than  $1,000,000  was  awarded,  and  a  little  under  $1,000,000  was  rejected;  the  rest  was  still  pending. 

Ms.  Axel  highlighted  some  of  the  awards  for  2009-2010,  including  the  NEA's  Mayors'  Institute  on  Cit>-  Design 
grant  of  $250,000.  This  grant,  recently  awarded,  has  received  a  lot  of  attention  in  the  press.  She  reported  that 
grants  from  the  California  Arts  Council  support  Arts  Education  and  WritersCorps.  She  explained  that  the  Cit>  's 
Capital  Improvement  Program  awarded  a  small  fraction  of  the  over  $4,000,000  requested  for  the  Ci\ic  Art 
Collection  and  Cultural  Centers,  adding  that  it  was  important  to  continue  to  make  the  point  that  the  need  is 
significant.  Ms.  Axel  credited  the  efforts  of  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  in  winning  support  for 
StreetSmARTS  from  other  City  funds,  including  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Communit\- Challenge 
Grant. 

Finally,  Ms.  Axel  reported  on  grants  and  gifts  from  foundations  and  corporate  and  individual  donors,  totalling 
over  $92,000. 

Mr.  Cancel  made  a  comment  about  the  Cultural  Centers.  He  said  that  the  Commission  was  finally  addressing 
capital  renovation  items  there  that  had  been  neglected  for  decades,  that  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino 
Arts,  the  African  American  Arts  and  Culture  Complex,  and  SOMArts  have  long  suffered  with  leaky,  cold  spaces. 
Commissioner  Beltran  added  that  she  was  helping  SOMArts  to  start  a  ceramics  class,  and  that  the  director  had  to 
carry  a  two-hundred-pound  kickwheel  up  the  stairs  because  the  building's  elevator  was  broken.  Ms.  Axel 
thanked  her  for  that  anecdote,  and  encouraged  anyone  to  share  with  her  other  stories  illustrating  the  impact  of 
funding,  and  the  lack  of  funding. 

Ms.  Axel  reported  that  private  funding  was  instrumental  in  bringing  Zhang  Huan's  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms  to  the 
Civic  Center.  She  reported  on  rejections  from  foundations  and  corporations,  noting  that  it  has  been  a  difficult 
year  for  everyone.  She  learned  that  while  grants  have  deadlines  that  must  be  followed,  corporate  gi\'ing  doesn't 
follow  the  same  pattern.  She  plans  to  ask  for  corporate  funding  earlier  in  the  year,  because  they  have  usually 


given  out  whatever  funds  they  plan  to  give  by  fall. 


President  Johnston  congratulated  her,  and  recalled  the  January  Commission  meeting  where  staff  presented  a 
review  of  each  area.  At  that  time,  he  said,  fundraising  was  looking  very  tough,  and  he  knows  this  has  been  a  very 
difficult  year.  He  congratulated  Ms.  Axel  on  doing  such  a  great  job  in  this  climate.  He  added  that  fundraising  is 
just  as  much  work  whether  the  grant  ends  up  being  awarded  or  rejected.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  if  you  don't  ask, 
you're  out  of  the  running  for  the  funds. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  Gallery  had  several  special  events  coming  up,  in  connection  with  the  Now  and 
When  exhibition.  The  first  will  feature  former  Commissioner  Jeannene  Przyblyski  of  the  Bureau  of  Urban 
Secrets,  and  Alexander  Rose  of  the  Long  Now  Foundation,  on  the  evening  of  August  18.  Gallery  Director  Meg 
Shiffler  explained  that  the  Gallery  was  trying  new  kinds  of  events,  thinking  that  the  panel  discussion  of  artists  is  a 
somewhat  stale  format.  This  series  of  events  wall  pair  an  artist  with  a  non-artist.  She  announced  that  the  second 
event,  a  brown-bag  lunch,  will  pair  artist  Gay  Outlaw  with  anthropologist  Douglass  Bailey. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  Ms.  Przyblyski  was  never  shy  about  expressing  her  ideas,  and  Ms.  Shiffler  was 
looking  forward  to  a  conversation  between  these  really  smart  and  interesting  thinkers.  She  said  that  these  events 
have  been  curated  by  Gallery  Assistant  Shannon  Green,  who  came  to  the  Gallery  recently  from  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Museum  of  Art.  Ms.  Shiffler  praised  his  vibrant  voice. 

Mr.  Cancel  referred  to  the  budget  once  again,  and  explained  that  the  Programs  in  the  Community  ("PIC") 
program  was  formerly  funded  by  Grants  for  the  Arts  ("GFTA"),  with  funds  distributed  by  the  Arts  Commission. 
This  year,  GFTA  wanted  to  go  in  a  new  direction  and,  instead  of  passing  the  funds  through  the  Arts  Commission, 
will  distribute  them  directly. 

This  concluded  Mr.  Cancel's  report.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  had  discussed  several  budget  items,  the  historic 
preservation  easement  for  Bayview  Opera  House,  and  the  longstanding  agreement  with  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony,  in  which  the  Commission  allocates  funds  to  the  Symphony  and  40%  comes 
back  to  the  Commission.  He  said  there  had  been  some  question  about  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  but  the  agreement  was  approved. 

Commissioner  Chew  agreed  that  this  was  good  news,  and  he  asked  about  programming  for  the 
concerts  supported  by  the  Arts  Commission. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  as  of  last  year,  the  agreement  between  the  Arts  Commission 
changed,  so  that  the  Commission  was  no  longer  supporting  the  summer  pops  series,  but  instead 
supporting  community  and  culturally  specific  concerts  like  the  Day  of  the  Dead  and  Chinese  New 
Year  concerts.  He  noted  that  when  the  series  occurred  over  only  a  few  weeks  in  the  summer,  it 
was  easy  to  focus  on  them,  and  attend  some  of  them.  He  thought  the  Commission  was  still  feeling 
its  way  through  the  new  arrangement.  On  a  larger  level,  he  considered  it  a  better  opportunity  to 
seal  the  Commission's  involvement  with  the  Symphony,  and  its  community  involvement.  On  the 
downside,  he  said,  it  was  harder  to  keep  track  of  the  specific  events,  and  planned  to  make  a  point 
of  highlighting  the  schedule  of  concerts. 

Commissioner  Chew  thought  it  was  great  to  have  the  Commission  involved  in  holiday-specific 
and  community-based  concerts,  and  he  thought  the  pricing  was  reasonable.  He  hoped  to  see  the 
program  continue  and  perhaps  expand. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Chow  reported  that  the  Committee  was 
pleased  to  welcome  Commissioner  Stryker  within  minutes  of  her  swearing-in,  adding  that  she 
moved  seamlessly  into  the  business  of  the  Committee. 
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He  reported  that  the  Committee  had  reviewed  seven  projects,  all  in  phase  3,  and  they  were  glad  to 
see  the  incorporation  of  the  Committee's  comments.  There  were  several  Public  Utilities 
Commission  projects,  including  a  number  of  pump  stations.  He  reported  that  the  Committee  also 
reviewed  a  very  innovative  project  in  Phase  1,  noting  the  creative  use  of  limited  funds.  He 
reported  that  all  of  the  projects  were  approved,  with  some  comments,  and  thought  that  this  was  a 
good  meeting. 

Commissioner  Stryker  agreed  that  the  meeting  had  gone  very  smoothly.  President  Johnston 
thanked  her,  noting  that  she  had  been  sworn  in  at  2:30,  and  then  attended  the  meeting  at  3:00. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1.  Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Committee  had  found  its  last  meeting  very  informative. 
She  explained  that  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  was  moving  the  Cultural  Equit>'  Grants  cycle 
three  months  earlier  to  make  the  grants  less  vulnerable  to  midyear  budget  cuts.  The  Committee 
discussed  the  vulnerability  of  the  Lorraine  Hansberry  Theatre,  in  light  of  the  deaths  of  its  two 
founders  only  weeks  apart.  She  said  that  this  was  a  significant  loss  to  the  communit>',  and  the 
Committee  was  committed  to  help  support  the  theater  as  they  move  forward  in  the  wake  of  this 
loss. 

Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a  very  significant  presentation  from 
Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff,  reporting  that  altogether  the 
Cultural  Centers  are  now  in  the  best  situation  they  have  been  in  during  her  tenure.  She  reported 
on  funds  raised  through  the  efforts  of  Ms.  Axel,  and  added  that  the  Centers  still  need  significant 
work  on  their  heating,  ventilation  and  air  conditioning  ("HVAC")  systems.  Vice  President  Draisin 
reported  that  Art  in  Storefronts  has  been  a  tremendous  success,  that  WritersCorps  reached  a 
record  number  of  students  this  year.  She  reported  that  Arts  Education  staff  plans  new  programs 
in  the  next  year,  and  the  publication  of  a  new  edition  of  the  Inside/Out  guide. 

Vice  President  praised  staff  for  rising  to  the  occasion.  To  general  applause,  President  Johnston 
congratulated  Ms.  Nemzoff  and  CAE  staff,  as  well  as  Vice  President  Draisin  and  the  Committee, 
for  all  their  blood,  sweat  and  tears.  He  added  that,  as  a  former  member  of  this  Committee,  he  paid 
close  attention  to  the  situation  of  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  thought  it  really  wonderful  and 
gratifying  that  they  are  now  all  in  such  good  shape.  Commissioner  Melania  agreed  with  him.

4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Sherene  Melania,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Melania  noted  that  this  would  be  her  last  report  as  Chair  before  Commissioner 
Chew  takes  over  that  position.  She  said  that  the  Committee  has  been  wonderfully  lively.  She  was 
pleased  to  report  that  the  program  was  about  three  months  away  from  being  able  to  accept  online 
payments  for  licenses.  She  also  reported  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  was  working  on  United  Nations  Plaza,  and  the  program  is  investigating  possible 
street  artist  spaces  there;  the  artists  always  need  more  spaces. 

Commissioner  Melania  presented  the  following  motion.

President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioner  Melania  for  her  years  of  sensitivity  and  dedication 
serving  as  Chair  of  this  Committee.  He  said  that  this  program  is  probably  the  Commission's  most 
immediate  connection  with  individual  artists;  this  is  their  daily  livelihood,  and  sometimes  strong 
feelings  arise.  He  praised  Commissioner  Melania  for  showing  sensitivity  and  concern,  while 
maintaining  a  strong  spine. 

President  Johnston  throught  Commissioner  Chew  would  do  very  well  in  taking  on  this  role,  and 
praised  his  dedication  to  the  Commission's  work  and  his  diligence.  President  Johnston  added  that 
Commissioner  Chew  came  to  the  Arts  Commission  from  the  Immigrants  Rights  Commission,  and 
pointed  out  that  there  are  many  immigrants  in  the  Street  Artists  Program. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Lorraine  Garcla-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that,  as  usual,  the  Committee  has  been  very  industrious. 
She  reported  that  work  on  the  Cayuga  Playground  continues.  She  reported  that  two  important 
artworks  were  being  deaccessioned  because  of  their  seriously  deteriorated  condition,  and  that 
staff  had  made  extensive  efforts  to  contact  the  artists.  She  reported  that  Rupert  Garcia  was 
working  on  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  and  that  the  Committee  and  Mr.  Garcia  were  satisfied 
with  changes  recently  made  in  that  design.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the 
Committee  approved  an  exterior  artwork  proposal  for  the  Randall  Museum;  the  artwork  will 
respond  to  wind.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  the  color  palette  for  Janet 
Echelman's  artwork  at  San  Francisco  Airport  Terminal  Two. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  Public  Art  Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  to  present  the 
artwork  proposals  just  recommended  for  the  Central  Subway  motions  below. 

Ms.  Moran  said  that  she  was  pleased  that  artists  for  the  three  Central  Subway  stations  have  now 
been  chosen  by  the  selection  panels.  She  explained  that  the  panels  had  met  very  recently,  and  the 
artists  were  under  a  very  strict  deadline. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  although  ordinarily  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  will  review 
detailed  presentations  like  this,  rather  than  the  full  Commission,  the  very  tight  schedule  meant 
that  the  panels'  recommendations  were  not  made  until  after  the  most  recent  Visual  Arts 
Committee  meeting.  In  fact,  he  said,  one  of  the  panels  met  on  the  same  day  as  the  Committee. 
Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  everyone  involved,  particularly  President  Johnston,  who 
had  served  on  that  panel.  Ms.  Moran  explained  that  one  Commissioner  had  sat  on  each  panel: 
Commissioner  Chew  on  the  Chinatown  station  panel,  and  Commissioner  Beltran  on  the  Moscone 
station  panel. 

Ms.  Moran  explained  that  the  conceptual  proposals  approved  will  be  developed  more  fully  over 
the  next  year,  with  accommodations  for  maintenance,  safety  and  architectural  concerns.  She 
added  that  although  the  federal  grants  involved  prohibit  the  use  of  geographical  criteria  in 
choosing  artists,  it  happened  that  one  of  the  artists  chosen  by  each  panel  is  a  San  Francisco  artist. 

She  presented  the  proposals  for  the  Chinatown  station,  by  artists  Yumei  Hou  and  Tomie  Arai.  Ms. 
Yumei's  proposal  is  for  a  laser-cut  steel  artwork  based  on  the  traditional  form  of  paper  cuts.  Ms. 
Aral's  proposal  is  for  glass  work  that  will  be  visible  primarily  from  the  elevators.  At  the  platform 
level,  it  will  feature  underground  fossils  and  early  San  Francisco  history;  as  you  move  up  to  the 
street  level,  the  images  will  be  more  contemporary. 

Commissioner  Chew  applauded  the  choice  of  Ms.  Hou  as  a  bold  one;  she  is  an  immigrant,  living 
in  a  single-room  occupancy  in  Chinatown.  Ms.  Manton  and  Ms.  Moran  added  that  the  artist  was 
deeply  moved  by  her  selection,  and  at  first  didn't  believe  that  her  work  had  been  chosen. 

Ms.  Moran  said  that  for  the  Union  Square  station,  the  panel  and  staff  were  very  pleased  with  the 
artists  on  the  short  list,  and  the  panel  found  it  a  difficult  decision.  The  artists  chosen  were  Erwin 
Reidl  and  the  artist  team  of  Werner  Klots  and  Jim  Campbell.  Mr.  Reidl,  an  internationally  known 
artist,  has  proposed  Lucy  in  the  Sky,  an  LED  artwork  intended  to  create  a  complex  experience  for 
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viewers  moving  back  and  forth  between  Union  Square  and  Market  Street.  The  artwork  will  span 
the  two-block  concourse  and  change  color  throughout  the  day.  Ms.  Moran  explained  that  Mr. 
Klotz's  and  Mr.  Campbell's  project  is  non-electronic,  although  the  artists  are  known  for  their 
electronic  and  video  work.  The  artwork  will  consist  of  polished  metal  disks  forming  a  band  of  light 
and  reflections  looping  through  the  station. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  images  presented  onscreen  by  Ms.  Moran  were  somewhat 
difficult  to  read,  and  that  the  artists  had  been  smart  to  come  to  the  panel  with  models  and  material 
samples  to  give  a  fuller  sense  of  the  artworks.  He  added  that  Mr.  Reidl  will  use  modules  which  he 
creates,  using  a  proprietary  program  to  shift  color  so  slowly  and  gradually  that  the  viewer  doesn't 
notice.  He  said  that  the  modules  are  very  small  and  the  proposed  artwork  is  the  length  of  a 
football  field.  Of  the  proposal  by  Mr.  Klotz  and  Mr.  Campbell,  he  explained  that  the  polished 
surface  was  like  a  mirror,  and  the  work  would  use  reflection  to  create  text  and  images,  though  it 
was  not  easy  to  see  the  full  effect  in  a  slide.  Commissioner  Beltran  said  that  Mr.  Cambell  was 
internationally  renowned,  and  that  it  will  be  really  nice  to  have  his  work  here  in  his  hometown. 
She  added  that  he  had  recently  complete  a  huge  artwork  in  southern  California. 

Ms.  Moran  reported  that  for  the  Moscone  Center  station,  proposals  by  Catherine  Wagner  and 
Tom  Ottemess  had  been  chosen.  She  explained  that  Ms.  Wagner  was  an  accomplished 
photographer,  honored  as  a  Time  Magazine  innovator  in  2001,  and  with  several  public  artwork 
commissions,  including  the  University  of  California  at  San  Francisco  Medical  School,  and  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles.  Her  proposal  for  the  station  draws  from  photographs  she  began  taking  many 
years  ago  of  the  development  of  the  Moscone  Center  and  the  SOMA  area.  The  artwork  will  feature 
etched  detail  images  from  those  photographs.  Commissioner  Beltran  explained  that  the  panel 
considered  the  scale  of  the  artworks  very  important.  The  station  is  tens  of  hundreds  of  feet  long. 
She  said  they  found  one  advantage  of  Ms.  Wagner's  proposal  was  that  the  work  was  so  big.  She 
said  that  the  pieces  were  not  photographs,  but  reliefs.  Commissioner  Beltran  explained  that  Ms. 
Wagner's  studio  was  across  the  street  from  the  Moscone  Center  location  during  the  1970s,  and 
that  two  years  into  her  process  of  photographing  the  area,  she  won  a  grant  from  the  NEA  to 
continue  the  work. 

Ms.  Moran  presented  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Ottemess,  consisting  of  whimsical  figures  dressed  in 
costumes,  or  with  objects,  specific  to  San  Francisco.  Commissioenr  Beltran  added  that  although 
he  has  done  similar  figures  in  New  York  City,  these  will  be  original,  tailored  to  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  Ms.  Moran,  saying  that  everyone  involved  was  working 
hard  to  keep  up  with  the  fast  track  for  these  projects.  She  wanted  all  Commissioners  to  be  assured 
of  due  diligence,  and  she  called  for  comments. 

Commissioner  Chew  thanked  Ms.  Moran  for  her  professionalism  and  attention  to  detail  in  taking 
the  lead  on  these  projects,  and  called  for  a  round  of  applause.  Commissioner  Beltran  appreciated 
the  impressive  panel,  and  said  that  the  whole  group  was  a  delight  to  work  with.  Ms.  Moran  agreed 
that  all  the  panels  were  great,  and  a  pleasure  to  work  with.  Commissioner  Chew  agreed,  and 
added  that  he  appreciated  the  frank  and  open  discussion. 

Since  there  was  no  further  comment,  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  presented  the  followng 
motions.

She  added  that  they 
plan  more  outreach  work  in  2011.  President  Johnston  thanked  her  and  said  that  although  they  had  spoken  on 
the  phone,  they  had  not  met,  and  he  was  excited  about  what  the  program  was  doing.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  recalled  that  at  the  last  meeting,  with  a  full  complement  on  the  Commission,  he  had  announced  new 
committee  assignments,  and  he  thanked  Commissioners  for  jumping  into  their  new  roles  so  enthusiastically.  He  said  that  Mr. 
Cancel  would  talk  at  more  length  about  this,  but  he  wanted  to  highlight  the  Gallery  's  upcoming  Passport  fundraising  event  on 
October  10.  He  predicted  that  it  would  be  an  exciting  and  innovative  way  to  see  new  artists.  He  explained  that  participants  \ni11 
purchase  a  passport  booklet  and  can  attend  a  couple  of  events  and  \isit  a  number  of  locations  where  they'll  be  able  to  get  their 
passports  stamped  with  original  art  stamps.  He  described  the  event  as  a  whirlwind  tour  of  artists  and  artists'  spaces,  benefiting 
the  Arts  Commission's  Gallery.  He  urged  Commissioners  to  encourage  friends,  family  and  associates  to  attend,  and  suggested 
that  each  Commissioner  buy  at  least  four  passports.  He  thought  it  was  good  to  support  the  Commission's  o\s-n  events, 
particularly  one  as  Uvely  as  this. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  along  with  Mr.  Cancel,  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton,  Gallen-  Director  Meg  Shiftier, 
Gallery  board  members,  artists  and  other  arts  supporters,  he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  War  Memorial  Board  of  Trustees.  He 
explained  that  their  board,  which  oversees  the  War  Memorial  complex  on  Van  Ness  opposite  Cit>'  Hall,  is  launching  a  massive 
renovation  program  for  the  Veterans  Building.  He  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  presented  a  plan  for  an  expanded  Arts 
Commission  Gallery  space— a  welcoming  space  on  the  first  floor— and  offices  for  the  Arts  Commission.  President  .Johnston 
reported  that  the  board  received  the  proposal  very  favorably,  and  unanimously  approved  the  concept.  He  recalled  that  the  Arts 
Commission  has  been  looking  for  a  permanent  home,  for  the  Gallery  and  offices  together,  since  1997,  when  the  fmal  decision 
was  made  that  the  Grove  Street  space  had  been  rendered  uninhabitable  after  the  Loma  Prieta  earthquake.  He  congratulated 
Ms.  Shiftier  for  putting  together  and  presenting  such  a  strong  proposal  for  the  War  Memorial  board,  and  he  noted  that  the 
Trustees  were  excited  as  well. 


Finally,  President  Johnston  reported  that  Mr.  Cancel  and  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  were  finishing  up  their  senice  on  the 
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National  Museum  of  the  American  Latino  Commission  ("NMAL").  He  reported  that  several  of  the  Arts  Commissioners 
attended  the  reception  for  the  NMAL  at  the  de  Young  Museum  when  they  met  in  San  Francisco,  and  he  thanked  Commissioner 
Calloway  for  a  great  performance  with  his  band  at  the  reception.  President  Johnston  found  the  NMAL's  presentation  very 
interesting,  and  was  pleased  to  host  them  in  San  Francisco,  with  such  an  enthusiastic  crowd.  He  noted  that  the  NMAL's 
twenty-four  commissioners  were  drawn  from  around  the  country,  and  the  fact  that  two  were  from  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  testified  to  the  high  profile  of  Mr.  Cancel  and  of  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata,  and  of  the  stature  of  this  city's  Arts 
Commission  nationally.  He  thanked  them  for  their  work,  and  for  representing  the  Commission  as  a  good  steward  of  the  arts. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  was  also  very  pleased  with  the  outcome  of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  War  Memorial  Board.  He  said  that  the  issue  of 
finding  a  permanent  home  for  the  collection  and  the  Gallery  took  a  major  step  forward  with  their  decision.  He  explained  that 
the  proposal  called  for  16,000  square  feet  of  space,  housing  all  of  the  agency's  staff,  with  a  major  ground-floor  space,  at  least 
4,000  square  feet,  for  the  Gallery.  This  will  also  finally  provide  safe  museum-quality  facilities  for  the  City's  Civic  Collection, 
valued  at  some  $90  million.  The  plan  also  calls  for  additional  public  meeting  space  in  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building.  Mr. 
Cancel  reminded  Commissioners  that  the  building  currently  houses  the  main  Gallery  space  as  well  as  the  Green  Room,  where 
past  Mayor's  Art  Award  events  have  been  held.  He  explained  that  the  building  will  be  undergoing  a  major  renovation,  including 
seismic  retrofitting,  with  planning  beginning  in  January,  2011,  and  construction  beginning  in  January,  2013.  The  current  plan 
calls  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  be  able  to  move  in  by  the  spring  of  2015.  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Ms.  Shiffler  and  President 
Johnston  for  their  team  effort  in  making  the  presentation  to  the  War  Memorial  Board.  He  added  that  the  trustees  were  very 
excited  by  the  Arts  Commission  proposal;  they  want  to  activate  the  building,  and  believe  the  Gallery  will  do  that.  He  also  Hked 
the  idea  that  in  the  expanded  Art  Gallery,  there  would  be  a  small  but  important  footprint  for  Civic  Collection  display.  Mr.  Cancel 
indicated  that  finding  a  long-term  solution  to  the  Arts  Commission's  space  problem  had  been  one  of  his  highest  priorities  since 
he  arrived  and  he  feels  that  of  all  of  the  options  he  had  explored,  the  partnership  with  the  War  Memorial  Board  was  the  best 
outcome.  Mr.  Cancel  promised  periodic  reports  on  planning,  and  said  that  he  was  very  pleased  to  share  this  historic  milestone 
with  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Cancel  invited  Ms.  Shiffler  to  discuss  the  Gallery's  Passport  fundraising  event.  Ms.  Shiffler  showed  Commissioners  an 
example  of  the  passport,  a  small  Moleskine  journal  donated  through  Chronicle  Books.  She  described  the  event  as  a  do-it- 
yourself  public  art  collecting  experience,  held  in  a  different  neighborhood  each  year;  this  year  it  will  be  held  in  Hayes  Valley. 
She  explained  that  the  blank  passports  can  be  purchased  for  $25,  and  she  noted  that  last  year's  stamped  passports  are  selling 
for  $200.  The  event  will  take  place  on  10/10/10,  October  10,  2010.  She  added  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  $25  passport,  the 
Gallery  will  offer  a  limited  number  of  "concierge"  passports,  which  Gallery  staff  will  stamp  will  all  of  the  artists'  stamps. 

Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  the  kickoff  party  will  be  held  at  the  Rickshaw  Stop.  There  will  be  a  map  of  the  various  locations,  with 
an  artist  stamp  at  each  location.  This  year,  the  artists  represented  include  Nigel  Poor  and  the  estate  of  Richard  Diebenkom.  Ms. 
Shiffler  explained  that  2009  was  the  first  year  for  this  event,  which  replaced  the  auction  that  the  Gallery  held  in  previous  years. 
She  thought  that,  although  auctions  can  work  well,  she  prefers  not  to  use  artists'  products  to  make  money  for  the  Gallery, 
believing  that  it  undercuts  their  value.  Last  year,  she  said.  Passport  raised  $6,000,  and  this  year's  goal  is  $10,000. 

Mr.  Cancel  turned  to  the  historic  preservation  easement  for  Bayview  Opera  House,  listed  in  the  Community  Arts,  Education 
and  Grants  Committee's  Committee  Reports  below.  He  explained  that  language  for  the  easement  has  been  worked  out  with  the 
City  Attorney's  office,  and  the  easement  will  be  submitted  to  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission,  and  then  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  final  review  and  approval. 

Mr.  Cancel  introduced  Bayview  Opera  House  Executive  Director  Barbara  Ockel,  who  showed  photos  of  the  work  done  on  the 
building.  Ms.  Ockel  said  that  it  had  been  a  long  haul,  beginning  in  March.  The  original  deadline  for  completing  the  work  was 
May,  but  the  deadline  was  extended  to  July  31.  The  Opera  House's  summer  program  was  moved  outdoors  to  accommodate  the 
extensive  work  inside  the  building.  The  major  projects  involved  restoration  of  the  historic  proscenium  and  restoration  of  the 
floors.  The  proscenium  was  nicked  and  flaking,  with  plaster  separated  in  some  areas.  Architectural  Resources  Group  ("ARG") 
did  the  restoration  work,  including  repainting.  Ms.  Ockel  explained  that  the  floors  in  the  auditorium,  the  office,  the  stairways, 
landings  and  the  stage  all  required  work.  Some  areas  had  been  covered  by  linoleum  containing  50%  asbestos  and  held  together 
by  duct  tape.  An  asbestos  abatement  company  was  hired  to  remove  the  asbestos.  The  plywood  floor  was  removed,  revealing  the 
1898  floor  below.  Ms.  Ockel  said  that  most  of  the  original  floor  was  able  to  be  restored,  and  that  fortunately,  the  stage  didn't 
have  to  be  torn  out.  She  showed  several  before-and-after  photographs,  and  explained  that  about  80%  of  the  original  floor  was 
retained  and  beaufifuUy  restored.  The  remaining  boards  were  unusable  and  were  replaced  with  similar  new  wood.  She  said  that 
there  were  seismic  upgrades,  that  ugly  treads  and  linoleum  in  the  stairways  were  removed,  and  she  showed  children's  mural 
tiles  which  are  now  installed  on  the  stair  risers.  She  thanked  the  Commission  and  hoped  that  they  would  approve  the  easement. 

Mr.  Cancel  recalled  that  Janet  Heller  had  resigned  as  WritersCorps  Project  Manager,  after  a  personal  leave  of  a  few  months. 
During  all  that  time,  Melissa  Hung  has  served  as  acting  Project  Manager  for  WritersCorps.  Mr.  Cancel  was  pleased  to  announce 
that  Ms.  Hung  has  been  permanently  appointed  to  the  position  of  WritersCorps  Project  Manager.  He  expressed  confidence  that 
she  was  fully  up  to  the  task. 

Ms.  Hung  thanked  Mr.  Cancel,  and  explained  that  she  has  been  at  the  Arts  Commission  for  four  years,  and  that  she  was  pleased 
to  help  do  some  exciting  things,  building  on  the  legacy  of  the  program,  and  working  with  fabulous  poets,  playwrights  and 
writers.  She  noted  that  this  year's  activities  began  early  because  the  school  district  started  the  school  year  earlier.  She 
announced  several  events  this  fall,  including  a  reading  of  City  of  Stairways  at  Red  Poppy  Art  House  on  September  23,  and  the 
Litquake  Lit  Crawl  on  October  9.  She  promised  another  exciting  announcement  soon,  and  looked  forward  to  sharing  news 
about  the  program  throughout  the  year. 
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Mr.  Cancel  reminded  Commissioners  that  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  has  awarded  a  grant  to  San  I- rancisco  tor  the 
mid-Market  arts  district.  He  explained  that  as  part  of  that  project,  three  artists  would  create  light  installations  for  the  district, 
and  he  announced  that  one  of  the  artists  would  collaborate  with  teens  in  the  WritersCorps  program  to  incorporate  some  of  their 
words  into  the  installation. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained,  for  the  benefit  of  newer  Commissioners,  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  playing  a  key  role  in  helping 
the  Mexican  Museum  restart  their  operations,  and  is  serving  as  fiduciary  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  funds  for  the 
Museum.  He  was  pleased  to  announce  the  achievement  of  a  significant  milestone  in  the  resurrection  of  the  Museum,  the 
appointment  of  Jonathan  Yorba  as  the  new  executive  director  of  the  Mexican  Museum.  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Redevelopment 
Agency  Executive  Director  Fred  Blackwell,  Fine  Arts  Museums  Executive  Director  John  Buchanan,  Contcniporai-s  .Icwish 
Museum  Executive  Director  Connie  Wolf,  Carmen  Castellano,  President  of  the  Castellano  Family  Foundation,  Mexic  an 
Museum  board  Co-Chairs  Mario  Diaz  and  Nora  Wagner,  and  board  member  Victor  Marquez,  all  of  whom  sen.  ed  with  him  on 
the  search  committee.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  Mr.  Yorba  had  previously  served  as  the  director  of  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the 
Arts,  and  added  that  he  looked  forward  to  spending  less  time  on  the  Museum  once  Mr.  Yorba  arrives. 

Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Commissioner  Calloway  for  his  extraordinary  performance,  energizing  the  reception  at  the  de  Young 
Museum  for  the  visiting  members  of  the  National  Museum  of  the  American  Latino  Commission. 

Commissioner  Calloway  thanked  Mr.  Cancel  and  Commissioners,  adding  that  the  other  artists  performing  with  him  that 
evening  also  appreciated  their  compliments. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  he  would  miss  the  October  meeting  of  the  Commission,  as  he  would  be  away  on  vacation. 

Ms.  Manton  added  that  Commissioners  have  received  a  roster  of  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  concerts  produced  with  the  Arts 
Commission,  and  that  she  would  like  to  have  a  Commissioner  volunteer  to  speak  at  each  one.  President  Johnston  concurred, 
adding  that  it  is  a  memorable  experience  to  speak  from  the  stage  at  Davies  Symphony  Hall.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  there  is  a 
new  focus  on  branding  the  concerts  with  the  Arts  Commission's  name;  there  will  be  a  table  staffed  by  the  Arts  Commission  at 
each  of  these  concerts. 

President  Johnston  distributed  the  2011  meeting  schedule,  and  the  revised  2010  meeting  schedule. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  Arts  Forum  2010,  held  August  17  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts,  for  candidates  running  for  office 
in  San  Francisco.  He  explained  that  the  cultural  community  came  together  over  the  summer  to  create  an  event  to  give  all  the 
candidates  a  comprehensive  presentation  on  why  the  arts  are  important  to  San  Francisco.  He  reported  that  there  were  several 
local  speakers,  and  a  keynote  speech  from  Randy  Cohen  of  Americans  for  the  Arts,  who  discussed  the  research  on  the  influence 
of  the  arts  on  the  economy.  The  forum  presented  information  district  by  district  on  enterprises  and  businesses  affected  by  the 
arts.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  70%  of  the  registered  candidates  appeared,  and  that  the  forum  was  ver>-  effective. 

President  Johnston  added  that  he  had  heard  from  several  people,  including  some  candidates,  that  this  was  a  must-see  event. 
He  noted  that  in  the  past,  the  Arts  Democratic  Club  would  have  presented  an  event  Uke  this,  but  this  forum  was  less  partisan 
and  more  professional.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  not  only  were  there  many  candidates,  but  they  were  met  by  a  room  packed  full  of 
constituents.

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  meet,  partly  to  accommodate  a  scheduling  change  for 
the  Ci\ic  Design  Re\'iew  Committee.  He  said  that  he  had  already  discussed  most  of  the  pressing  issues.  He 
congratulated  Mr.  Cancel  and  the  other  members  of  the  search  committee  on  the  hiring  of  Mr.  Yorba, 
acknowledging  that  it  had  been  a  long  process.  President  Johnston  admitted  that  when  Mr.  Cancel  initially 
proposed  stepping  forward  to  work  with  the  Mexican  Museum,  he  had  reservations.  Now,  though  they  have  not 
reached  the  end,  he  saw  this  as  a  major  milestone.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  would  be  significant  because  of  the  first  report  on  the  strategic  plan. 

Turning  to  the  following  motion.  President  Johnston  asked  Mr.  Cancel  to  discuss  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  ("NEA")  grant  for  mid-Market.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  passage  of  the  motion  was  important  to  enable  the 
Commission  to  send  to  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  an  accept/expend  resolution  allowing  the  agency  to  spend  the 
funds  awarded  by  the  NEA.  He  explained  that  the  project  has  a  very  large  coalition  of  some  seventeen 
organizations,  several  of  which  are  receiving  small  amounts  of  the  funds.  The  project  is  intended  to  have  a 
positive  impact  on  the  mid-Market  corridor  over  the  next  eighteen  months. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  second  motion  below  will  authorize  Arts  Commission  POPS  funds  as  matching 
funds  for  the  same  NEA  grant. 

President  Johnston  presented  the  following  motions.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  owns  the  real  property  located  at  4705  Third 
Street  in  San  Francisco,  California,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City's  Arts  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  acting  by  and  through  the  Arts  Commission,  leases  the  building  located  on  such  property 
and  commonly  known  as  the  Bayview  Opera  House  (the  "Building")  to  Ba>-\iew  Opera  House,  Inc.,  a  California 
nonprofit  corporation  ('Tenant"),  pursuant  to  a  Lease  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of  July  1,  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  has  received  a  $197,535  grant  from  the  National  Park  Service  ("NPS")  pursuant  to  Grant 
Agreement  No.  06-04-ML-0099  (the  "NPS  Grant"),  and  Tenant  has  used  the  NPS  Grant  funds  to  perform 
certain  Building  improvement  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  NPS  Grant  requires  that  a  50-year  preservation  easement  protecting  the  historical  building 
features  of  the  Building  (the  "Easement")  be  granted  to  the  San  Francisco  Architectural  Heritage,  a  California 
nonprofit  corporation  ("SFAH"),  which  is  authorized  and  quahfied  to  accept  charitable  gifts  or  easements  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  buildings,  structures,  or  sites  of  historical,  architectural  or  cultural  significance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  NPS  Grant  requires  that  the  Building  be  nominated  to  be  placed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  and  Tenant  submitted  an  apphcation  for  such  nomination  to  the  CaHfomia  State  Office  of 
Historic  Preservation  on  August  31,  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  will  use  NPS  Grant  funds  to  pay  the  $15,000  preservation  easement  fee  that  SF.AH  requires 
to  accept  the  Easement  and  Tenant  has  requested  that  City  grant  the  Easement  to  the  SFAH ;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  2,  2010,  the  Arts  Commission  adopted  a  motion  directing  the  Director  of  Cultural  .\ffairs 
to  submit  the  Easement  terms  to  the  Arts  Commission  if  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  approved  the  Easement 
terms  negotiated  by  Arts  Commission  staff  and  SFAH;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  approves  the  negotiated  terms  for  the  Easement  in  the  form  of  a 
Conservation  Easement,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  is  incorporated  herein 
by  reference  (the  "Agreement");  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts  Commission  hereby  approves  the  Agreement  and  authorizes  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  request  approval  of  the  Agreement  by  the  City's  Historic  Preserv  ation  Commission,  and  the  Citv  's 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  City's  Historic  Preservation  Commission  and  the  City  's  Board  of  Supenisors 
approve  the  Agreement  and  the  City's  Board  of  Supenisors  authorizes  the  Director  of  Cultural  .Affairs  to  execute 
and  deliver  the  Agreement  and  take  any  and  all  actions  which  the  Director  of  Cultural  .Affairs,  in  consultation 
with  the  City  Attorney  and  any  other  person  specified  by  the  City  's  Board  of  Supenisors,  determines  are  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  City,  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  Cit>-  or  materially  decrease  the  benefits

1.  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  recent  Committee  meeting  was  his  first  as  Committee  Chair,  and  he 
called  on  Commissioners  to  purchase  artwork  from  some  of  the  many  talented  street  artists  in  the  program  for 
holiday  and  birthday  gifts.  He  noted  that  although  99%  of  the  artists  are  fine  people,  he  did  have  to  bang  the 
gavel  sometimes  to  maintain  civility-  at  the  meeting.  He  offered  a  big  thank-you  to  Commissioner  Melania  for 
her  two  and  a  half  years  of  service  on  the  Committee,  a  difficult  and  sometimes  thankless  job.  He  hoped  to 
continue  in  her  footsteps. 

Commissioner  Calloway  commented  that  the  atmosphere  of  the  meetings  has  improved  somewhat,  that 
personal  attacks  have  been  minimized.  He  spoke  to  a  few  people  on  the  Liaison  Committee,  and  the  attacks  on 
Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  have  subsided  a  little.  He  believes  people  have  taken  to  heart  the 
requests  for  more  civility.

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a  full  agenda.  They  approved  projects  at  the  San 
Francisco  Airport,  Randall  Museum  and  SOMA- West  McCoppin  Garden.  For  General  Hospital,  a  huge  project, 
the  Committee  approved  several  clay  models  for  fun  sculptures  to  be  completed  by  Tom  Ottemess.  The 
Committee  also  discussed  a  statue  of  Harry  Bridges  proposed  for  Harry  Bridges  Plaza.  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  reported  that  Ms.  Shiffler  presented  a  good  overivew  of  the  Gallery's  fall  exhibition  schedule. 
Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Laguna  Honda  selection  panel  recommended  the  purchase  of 
artworks  by  some  40  artists  for  resident  floors,  patient  rooms  and  clinic  rooms.  These  more  personal  artworks, 
she  explained,  will  be  seen  up  close.  She  reported  that  the  final  color  palette  of  Janet  Echelman's  artwork  at  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  was  approved  after  further  discussion,  and  the  Committee  had  minor  recommendations 
for  the  artwork  proposed  for  the  Chinese  Recreation  Center. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  staff  for  their  hard  work,  noting  that  while  her  report  on  this  list  of 
projects  was  quick,  it  represented  a  lot  of  highly  complex  work  over  a  long  period  of  time. 

She  thanked  President  Johnston  in  advance  for  chairing  the  Committee's  meeting  the  next  day,  sine  she  would 
be  in  Washington,  DC  for  the  final  meeting  of  the  NMAL. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  presented  the  following  motion.

Public  Comment 

Richard  Reineccius  reported  the  recent  death  of  poet  Mark  Linenthal,  longtime  professor  at  San  Francisco  State  University,  and 
former  head  of  the  Poetry  Center  there.  Mr.  Reineccius  said  that  he  made  poetry  happen  in  San  Francisco,  and  he  pointed  out 
an  obituary  by  Sam  Whiting  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  Mr.  Reineccius  noted  that  Potrero  Hill,  where  he  lived,  has  the  best 
archive  of  his  work,  under  the  direction  of  his  son,  Mark  Linenthal.  Mr.  Reineccius  added  that  he  is  searching  for  the  location  of 
the  Potrero  Hill  Opera  House,  once  part  of  a  chain  of  vaudeville  houses  on  the  peninsula. 

Erica  Johnstone,  an  attorney  with  Ridder,  Costa  &  Johnstone  LLP,  explained  that  her  firm  was  counsel  for  street  artist  Pat 
Lloyd.  She  read  a  statement  expressing  her  client's  position  on  selling  slumped  glass  bottles  through  the  Street  Artists  Program. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Commission  had  already  taken  action  on  that  issue  and  said  that  it  was  not  appropriate 
to  review  the  action  at  this  point.  He  encouraged  her  to  draft  a  letter  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

There  was  no  other  public  comment.

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  she  has  been  working  with  the  Dutch  consulate  on  a  proposed  event  as  part  of  a  Dutch  design  week 
in  November.

She  distributed  a  card  {ov  Night/ Light,  the  nighttime 
photography  show  opening  in  the  lower  level  of  City  Hall  on  September  16;  the  show  will  feature  28  artists  and  is  cosponsored 
by  PhotoAlliance.  On  September  24  at  401  Van  Ness  and  at  155  Grove  Street,  Transplanted  will  open.  This  show  features  work 
by  three  artists  new  to  the  Bay  area. 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Associate  and  Communications  and  New  Media  Co-Chair  Robynn  Takayama 
announced  that  she  and  Mr.  Cancel  were  on  the  host  committee  for  iViva  Muralismo! ,  to  be  held  at  Precita  E>  cs  on 
September  25. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  noted  that  many  organizations  are  celebrating  their  thirtieth  and  fortieth  anniversaries,  and  that 
Children's  Book  Press  is  among  them.  On  October  7,  Henry  Louis  Gates  will  come  to  San  Francisco  to  accept  an  award  at  their 
35th  anniversary  gala,  at  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Jolnnston  reported  that  Mr.  Cancel  was  out  of  the  country,  visiting  with  family,  including  a  new 
granddaughter. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Commission's  bylaws  called  for  election  of  President  and  Vice 
President  in  November.  He  announced  that  the  Nominating  Committee  meeting  would  be  held  immediately 
before  the  full  Commission's  November  meeting,  and  he  appointed  members  of  the  Committee.  He  explained 
that  the  Committee  would  report  its  nomination  to  the  full  Commission  for  its  vote.  He  noted  that  he  hadn't 
heard  from  any  Commissioners  that  they  were  interested  in  seeking  either  office,  and  noted  that 
Commissioners,  and  anyone  else,  were  welcome  to  communicate  directly  with  the  Committee  or  to  attend  the 
meeting. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  had  the  unusual  job  of  announcing  an  event  without  being  able  to  say  what  it 
was.  He  announced  that  on  Friday  October  22,  at  9:00,  there  would  be  a  celebration  of  WritersCorps  at  the 
Main  Library.  He  promised  more  details  later,  but  urged  Commissioners  to  save  the  date. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  there  were  many  Arts  Commission-related  events,  some  created  directly  by 
the  agency  and  others  by  affiliated  or  grantee  organizations.  He  urged  Commissioners  to  get  out  to  as  many  as 
they  could.  While  the  level  of  activity  can  be  ovenA/helming  at  times,  he  thought  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to 
represent  the  City  and  the  Commission  at  the  various  arts  and  community  events. 

Noting  that  the  Commission's  next  meeting  falls  one  day  before  Election  Day,  and  that  it  might  be  challenging 
to  have  everyone  present,  he  urged  Commissioners  to  make  time  to  attend  the  meeting.  One  important  item  on 
the  agenda  will  be  the  Executive  Committee's  report  on  the  first  quarterly  report  on  the  strategic  plan. 


4.  Director's  Report 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Cancel,  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  read  the  written  report  he  had  sent.  In  his  report, 
he  explained  that  although  there  seemed  to  be  an  agreement  on  the  long-delayed  state  budget,  its  impact  on 
the  City's  finances  was  still  unclear.  Because  of  that,  the  Mayor's  Budget  Director  had  informed  all  City 
departments  that  they  were  creating  a  budget  reserve  of  $48  million,  and  the  Arts  Commission's  share  was 
$98,1 34.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  this  amount  was  frozen  and  could  not  be  spent.  If  the  budget  news  was 
good,  some  or  all  of  the  reserved  funds  could  be  released  back  to  the  Arts  Commission,  but  if  not,  that  amount 
would  become  a  midyear  budget  cut.  Mr.  Cancel  expected  a  revised  report  from  the  Controller's  office  in 
mid-October  which  would  determine  the  fate  of  the  reserve. 

In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  meet  the  reserve  target  by  setting 
aside  $48,1 34  in  Cultural  Equity  Grants  funds,  and  $40,000  in  the  budgets  of  the  Cultural  Centers.  The 
amounts  are  as  follows:  African  American  Arts  and  Culture  Complex,  $9,200;  Bayview  Opera  House,  $5,200; 
Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  $9,600;  SOMArts,  $10,400;  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center, 
$1 ,600;  Queer  Cultural  Center,  $1 ,600;  Native  American  Arts,  $2,400.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  amounts 
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for  the  Cultural  Centers  were  proportional  to  the  level  of  City  support  each  receives,  so  that  the  organizations 
w/ith  the  largest  amount  of  funding  take  the  largest  share  of  the  potential  cuts,  rather  than  simply  dividing  the 
$40,000  evenly  among  the  seven  Centers. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  City  has  imposed  a  hiring  freeze,  which  makes  it  more  difficult  to  backfill  some  of  the 
vacancies  on  the  Arts  Commission's  staff,  and  to  implement  pending  promotions.  He  added  that  he  anticipated 
that  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  would  discuss  the  reserve  targets  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  wanted  to  highlight  the  upcoming  Passport  fundraiser  for  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery,  on 
October  1 0.  He  said  it  would  be  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  pick  up  some  very  affordable  contemporary  art,  and 
to  explore  Hayes  Valley  and  its  businesses. 

Ms.  Manton  noted  that  there  would  be  a  "concierge  passport"  option  for  those  who  didn't  wish  to,  or  were 
unable  to  visit  all  the  locations  on  the  day  of  the  event. 

Ms.  Manton  added  that  any  cuts  to  the  budget  might  impact  implementation  of  aspects  of  the  strategic  plan, 
and  she  is  working  with  staff  on  integrating  the  Citywide  performance  measures  with  the  Arts  Commission's 
strategic  plan.  If  hiring  is  frozen,  she  said,  this  may  impact  the  agency's  ability  to  achieve  some  of  the  plan's 
goals,  and  may  impact  new  initiatives. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  a  meeting  with  American  Conservatory  Theatre,  which  is  considering  moving  its 
offices  and  workshop  to  Market  and  Taylor  Streets  and  is  looking  for  partners.  She  thought  this  would  be  a 
tremendous  catalyst  for  positive  change  in  the  Mid-Market  area,  and  a  great  complement  to  the  Central  Market 
ARTery. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  three  artists  have  been  selected  to  do  temporary  light  installations  on  Market  Street; 
two  are  younger  artists  and  one  is  an  established  nationally  recognized  artist  based  in  San  Francisco,  Jim 
Campbell.  She  explained  that  this  project  is  on  a  very  tight  timeline,  to  coincide  with  the  installation  of  holiday 
snowflakes  on  Market  Street.  She  added  that  locations  and  permissions  for  the  light  installations  have  already 
been  secured. 

Turning  to  the  Passport  event,  Ms.  Manton  pointed  out  that  it  was  a  great  opportunity  for  staff  and 
Commissioners  to  meet  outside  the  office. 

Ms.  Manton  announced  "24  Days  of  Central  Market  Arts,"  a  series  of  perfonnances,  installations  and  events  on 
Market  Street.  The  festival  began  on  September  24  and  continues  through  October  1 7.  As  part  of  the  series, 
the  Arts  Commission  is  participating  in  "Two  Blocks  of  Art"  on  Sixth  Street,  from  4:00  to  8:00  p.m.  on 
October  8;  some  of  the  performances  were  curated  or  recommended  by  the  Arts  Commission.  Ms.  Manton 
also  mentioned  the  upcoming  performance  by  Zaccho  Dance  Theatre  on  Market  Street.  The  subject  of  the 
piece  is  the  African  American  diaspora  that  occun-ed  after  the  Gold  Rush. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  Civic  Design  Review  will  partner  with  the  Dutch  Consulate  in  producing  an  event  for 
Dutch  Design  Week,  a  talk  by  renowned  Dutch  architect  Caroline  Bos  for  City  architects  and  engineers.  Ms. 
Manton  reported  that  a  lot  of  great  public  architecture  is  being  created  in  the  Netheriands,  and  the  Committee 


hopes  this  talk  will  be  an  inspiration  for  good  civic  design.  They  also  hope  to  become  a  resource  for  events 
and  education,  in  addition  to  reviewing  projects. 

Ms.  Manton  thanked  Civic  Design  Review  Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop  for  finalizing  revised  Civic  Design 
Review  guidelines.  She  added  that  a  cover  letter  from  Mr.  Cancel  explains  why  this  is  an  important  process, 
mandated  by  the  City  Charter. 

Ms.  Manton  announced  the  first  of  the  season's  San  Francisco  Symphony  concerts  produced  with  the  Arts 
Commission,  a  performance  on  October  31  by  their  Youth  Orchestra.  She  called  for  a  Commissioner  to  speak 
at  the  concert  and  welcome  the  audience  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.  The  next  concert  in  the  series  is 
November  6,  the  Dia  de  los  Muertos  family  concert. 

Ms.  Manton  reiterated  that  the  WritersCorps  event  at  the  Main  Library  on  October  22  was  not  to  be  missed. 
She  said  that  it  would  be  an  opportunity  to  thank  the  Library  and  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families 
for  their  support  of  WritersCorps,  and  again  encouraged  Commissioners  to  attend. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  first  "free  wall"  was  held  as  part  of  StreetSmARTS  in  the  Fillmore,  featuring  artist 
Chor  Boogie.  Ms.  Manton  said  that  50  to  60  people  participated,  and  that  the  wall  was  an  experiment  for  the 
agency.  She  explained  that  it  was  funded  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW"),  as  part  of  the 
StreetSmARTS  program  and  Where  Art  Lives. 

Ms.  Manton  announced  that  on  October  26,  a  brown-bag  talk,  the  second  in  the  Art  Impact  series,  will  be  held 
at  SPUR,  on  the  intersection  of  business  and  the  arts,  and  the  economic  impact  of  the  arts.  Speakers  will 
include  Stanford  University  professor  Robert  Joss  and  Ms.  Manton,  among  others.  She  thanked  Arts  Education 
Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  for  her  work  on  the  series. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  staff  is  working  with  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell's  office  to  identify  resources  to  repair 
a  badly  deteriorated  wall  at  the  Bayview  Opera  House. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  artwork  by  Rebar  was  recently  dedicated  in  Visitacion  Valley,  at  a  well-attended  event. 
The  artwork  uses  brightly  painted  recycled  parking  meters  to  create  a  bouquet  welcoming  visitors  to  the 
neighborhood  center.  She  thanked  Public  Art  Program  staff  for  their  work  on  the  project. 

Ms.  Manton  invited  Commissioners  to  the  October  23  dedication  of  Passage,  a  boat-like  sculpture  by  local 
artist  Kent  Roberts,  at  Bay  and  Laguna  Streets.  The  bay  is  visible  from  the  site,  and  the  viewer  can  imagine  the 
boat  going  off  to  sea.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  staff  was  very  pleased  with 
the  artwork,  and  that  this  is  just  what  they  want  to  see  in  the  parks. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  work  on  the  revision  of  Section  149  of  the  Planning  Code  is  underway,  with  the 
support  of  the  Planning  Department's  Director.  The  revision  would  give  them  the  option  of  paying  their  percent- 
for-art  into  a  public  art  trust,  with  public  hearings  on  the  projects  funded  by  the  trust.  Funds  could  be  used  for 
temporary  or  performance  artwork,  and  1 5%  of  the  funds  would  be  used  for  the  restoration  of  new  work  and 
existing  artwork.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  proposed  legislation  is  making  the  rounds,  being  reviewed  by 
Planning  staff  and  others.  She  added  that  this  was  one  of  the  Mayor's  policy  pillars,  and  he  hopes  to  see  it 
realized  before  he  leaves  office. 
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Ms.  Manton  reported  that  staff  has  returned  to  working  on  an  ordinance  drafted  some  years  ago  which  would 
give  the  Arts  Commission  contracting  authority.  Currently,  the  agency  must  work  with  DPW  for  all  installations  or 
construction  work  relative  to  art  projects.  If  the  Arts  Commission  had  this  authority,  it  could  save  some  money, 
and  would  give  the  agency  a  voice  in  the  City's  Capital  Funding  Committee  to  advocate  for  collections 
maintenance  and  Cultural  Center  facilities  work  that  are  long  overdue. 

Ms.  Manton  praised  Public  Art  Pro  Kate  Patterson  for  a  fantastic  job  getting  so  much  press  coverage  for  the 
Arts  Commission,  including  most  recently  the  New  York  Times,  Bay  Citizen,  and  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

Finally,  Ms.  Manton  reported  briefly  on  her  trip  to  Gothenburg,  Sweden,  funded  by  the  Osher  Foundation,  for  a 
symposium  on  cultural  diversity.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  while  many  of  the  participants  spoke  in  theoretical 
tenns,  she  had  a  lot  of  tangible  examples  to  share,  based  on  the  Arts  Commission's  programs  and  initiatives. 
She  said  that  the  presenting  agency  invited  her  to  their  office  the  next  day  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
contracting  with  the  Arts  Commission  to  advise  them  on  implementing  cultural  diversity,  and  to  discuss 
possible  cultural  exchanges.  Ms.  Manton  made  a  point  of  warning  them  that  San  Francisco's  financial  situation 
would  make  it  impossible  for  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  to  spend  any  funds  on  travel  to  Sweden, 
housing  for  visiting  artists,  the  shipment  of  artwork,  etc.  She  thought  they  seemed  undaunted.  She  added  that 
the  trip  was  lovely,  and  noted  that  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  had  paved  the  way  for  this  trip  a  few  years 
ago.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  her  Swedish  hosts  made  the  connection  that  Gothenburg  is  the  west  of  Sweden, 
and  San  Francisco  is  the  west  of  the  United  States.  She  thanked  the  Commission  for  its  good  guidance  and 
the  staff  for  their  hard  work. 

President  Johnston  thanked  Ms.  Manton  for  her  report  and  for  stepping  in  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Cancel. 


5.  Consent  Calendar 

President  Johnston  pointed  out  that  the  Consent  Calendar  included  the  adoption  of  policies  and  guidelines  for 
the  Civic  Art  Collection,  covering  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  the  City's  public  art  collection,  and  of 
revised  guidelines  for  the  submission  of  projects  to  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee. 

Items  One  and  Nine  of  the  Consent  Calendar  were  withdrawn.  President  Johnston  referred  the  motion  to 
approve  a  study  of  cultural  equity  to  the  Executive  Committee,  saying  that  he  supported  the  study,  but  in  light  of 
the  amount  requested  and  of  the  Director's  report  on  the  budget,  he  wanted  the  Executive  Committee  to 
consider  the  motion.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  heard  a  little  bit  about  the  light 
installation  proposed  for  Market  Street  in  the  motion  below.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  the  project 
was  part  of  the  proposal  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  would  also  use 
funds  from  Art  on  Market  Street.  The  complete  lighting  project  will  include  works  by  local  and 
emerging  artists  as  well  as  work  by  the  more  established  and  nationally  known  Jim  Campbell. 
She  assured  the  Commission  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  will  review  the  project,  and 
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President  Johnston  confinned  that  the  Committee  will  oversee  the  project  as  it  does  with  others. 
President  Johnston  presented  the  following  motion. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1004-10-290:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into 
a  grant  agreement  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 00,000  for  artist  Jim  Campbell  for  a  light 
installation  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Mid-Market  Street  arts 
revitalization  project. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smitli,  Chiair 

1 .  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  President  Johnston  noted  that  Item  Two  on  the  agenda 
had  been  withdrawn,  and  referred  back  to  the  Committee.  He  said  that  the  Committee  wanted  to 
officially  communicate  its  support  for  the  construction  of  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library,  but  it 
would  be  better  expressed  in  a  fuller  resolution  of  support  explaining  the  reasons.  Also,  he  said. 
Arts  Commission  staff  are  working  with  Library  staff,  and  it  would  be  helpful  to  let  staff  take  the 
lead  on  the  appropriate  timing  of  any  such  resolution. 

Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had  reviewed  only  one  project  at  its  last 
meeting,  a  water  project  that  will  allow  for  the  tapping  of  groundwater  in  the  event  of  extended 
drought.  The  Committee  gave  its  input  on  the  individual  sites  in  the  project.  She  reported  that  the 
Committee  reviewed  its  guidelines,  and  the  revision  that  was  approved  brought  greater  clarity, 
and  was  intended  to  allow  the  design  review  process  to  inform  projects  earlier  in  the  design 
process  rather  than  in  the  later  phases  when  changes  are  more  expensive  and  more  difficult. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  added  that  the  project  reviewed  at  this  meeting  was  a  perfect 
example;  longer  conversations  were  helpful  to  the  project  team  earlier  than  Phase  1 ,  and  the 
Committee  was  able  to  encourage  them  to  be  more  bold. 

President  Johnston  appreciated  the  goal  of  working  constructively  with  project  teams,  and 
thought  this  was  a  good  way  to  go  about  it.  He  noted  the  importance  of  addressing  existing 
artwork  at  a  site  early,  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  situation  earlier  this  year,  when  a  City 
artwork  that  would  be  affected  by  a  project  was  not  identified  until  very  late  in  the  process, 
preventing  the  project  from  going  fonward. 

The  motion  listed  under  this  item  in  the  agenda  was  withdrawn  and  referred  back  to  committee. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1 .  Vice  President  Draisin  reported  that  the  Committee  saw  presentations  from  Cultural  Equity 


grantees,  and  agreed  that  it  was  wonderful  to  see  them  and  hear  about  their  stories  and  their 
projects. 

She  reported  that  Robynn  Takayama  has  been  promoted  to  Program  Manager,  and  praised  her 
work  with  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program. 

Vice  President  Draisin  said  that  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander 
Cultural  Center  and  Queer  Cultural  Center  made  presentations,  and  the  Committee  was  pleased 
to  see  that  all  of  the  Centers  are  in  good  shape,  for  the  first  time  in  her  six  years  on  the 
Commission.  She  added  that  transitions  that  have  been  taking  place  at  the  Centers  are  going 
well  and  settling  in. 

She  was  pleased  to  announce  that  Melissa  Hung,  formerly  serving  as  interim  Project  Manager 
for  WritersCorps,  has  now  been  appointed  to  that  position  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  Vice 
President  Draisin  congratulated  her. 

The  Committee  also  heard  reports  on  Where  Art  Lives,  on  staff  participation  in  a  national 
conference  on  community  arts  and  education,  and  on  the  program's  partnering  with  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Services  on  a  Latino  Heritage  Month  celebration  on  October  12. 

Noting  the  many  recent  activities.  President  Johnston  asked  about  sending  out  brief  listings 
periodically;  Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie  suggested  that  Commissioners  might 
want  to  sign  up  for  the  agency's  online  newsletters. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  was  concerned  about  the  budget  news,  and  that  the  Executive 
Committee  would  look  at  Mr.  Cancel's  plan.  He  did  not  want  to  see  the  Cultural  Centers  slipping 
into  financial  or  physical  trouble  that  could  be  prevented.  At  the  same  time,  he  didn't  want  to  put 
the  Director  and  management  team  between  a  rock  and  a  hard  place,  noting  that  the  Mayor's 
Budget  Office  instruction  is  not  a  request,  but  an  order. 

SOMArts  Executive  Director  Lex  Leifheit  spoke,  thanking  Commissioners  for  their  kind  words 
about  the  Cultural  Centers.  She  thought  that  the  Center  for  Cultural  Innovation  and  Ms.  Wong 
were  ideal  partners  for  them.  She  recalled  that  in  discussions  of  the  Arts  Commission's  strategic 
plan,  she  had  advocated  for  evaluation  to  include  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  she  hoped  that  it 
would  go  ahead. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Chew  encouraged  everyone  to  look  at  the  work  of  the  street  artists  when  they  are 
shopping  for  gifts.

President  Johnston  asked  if  anything  further  had  been  heard  from  the  attorney  on  the  flat  bottle 
question.  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  said  that  he  had  not  heard  from  her 
office.  He  said  that  the  screening  committee  is  about  to  rescreen  three  families  who  sell  flat 
bottles  and  will  see  if  they  will  adhere  to  the  new  criteria. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1 .  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata,  President  Johnston  reported  that  the 
Committee  has  mostly  been  reviewing  projects  that  are  coming  to  fruition,  including  many  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  which  are  now  in  design  and  fabrication.  He  reported  that  the 
Committee  got  a  great  preview  of  spring  shows  at  the  Gallery  from  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler, 
including  photography  of  Afghanistan  by  two  different  photographers. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  new  Collections  policies,  attempting 
to  address  smaller  commissions.  He  explained  that  for  relatively  small  capital  projects  that 
produce  only  a  limited  amount  of  funding,  much  of  that  is  consumed  by  administrative  fees  and 
costs  for  installation,  fabrication  and  transportation.  The  new  guidelines  institute  a  tiered  system 
for  projects,  and  streamlines  the  process  for  projects  under  $100,000. 

Commissioner  Miguel  commented  that  he  had  recently  toured  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  and 
thought  the  artwork  was  fantastic,  and  worked  beautifully  in  the  space.  He  urged  Commissioners 
to  take  a  tour  when  they  could. 

President  Johnston  thanked  him,  and  said  he  would  never  pass  up  an  opportunity  to  congratulate 
Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious.  He  noted  that  Laguna  Honda  has  some  public 
meeting  spaces,  and  he  hoped  to  hold  an  Arts  Commission  meeting  there. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  more  than  110  works  were  commissioned,  more  than  90  existing 
works  were  selected  for  installation,  and  a  committee  of  residents  selected  32  pieces  to  be 
licensed  for  reproductions  to  hang  in  residents'  rooms.  The  project  accounts  for  over  300  works 
in  the  Civic  Art  Collection. 

Commissioner  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  recently  attended  an  arts  event  where  there  was  a 
lot  of  talk  about  Ms.  Pontious's  work  for  Laguna  Honda,  and  she  was  glad  to  see  the  Arts 


Commission  recognized  as  an  equal  partner,  raising  the  level  of  art  in  public  spaces. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  for  an  update  on  the  Veterans  Memorial  project.  Ms.  Pontious 
reported  that  the  selection  panel  is  scheduled  to  meet  on  October  1 3  to  review  artwork 
proposals. 

President  Johnston  reminded  everyone  about  the  Gallery's  Passport  event  on  October  10.  Ms. 
Shiffler  explained  that  the  kickoff  party  would  be  held  on  Saturday  evening,  October  9,  from  6:00 
to  9:00  p.m.  at  the  Rickshaw  Stop.  Artist  Suzanne  Husky  will  have  a  video  kissing  booth,  and  all 
bar  proceeds  will  go  to  the  Gallery.  Ms.  Shiffler  said  that  artists  would  be  at  the  various  Hayes 
Valley  locations  stamping  passports  from  noon  to  4:00  p.m.  on  Sunday,  October  10.  She  had 
passports  with  her,  and  explained  that  they  were  also  available  online,  with  the  option  of  the 
concierge  pricing. 

President  Johnston  also  reminded  everyone  to  see  the  amazing  night  photography  show  on  the 
ground  floor  of  City  Hall.  He  wondered  whether  the  photograph  on  the  postcard,  of  raccoons 
approaching  a  bus,  was  real,  and  noted  that  Ms.  Manton  had  bought  the  photo. 

Commissioner  Beltran  joked  that  since  1 0/1 0/1 0  was  the  luckiest  day  to  get  married,  perhaps  a 
kiss  at  the  kissing  booth  could  lead  to  a  great  weekend  for  someone.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  made  no  report,  predicting  a  short  meeting  to  allow  everyone  to  w  atch 
the  San  Francisco  Giants  play  the  fifth  game  of  the  World  Series. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  agreed  to  keep  his  report  brief.  He  wanted  to  highlight  an  important  honor 
presented  by  First  Lady  Michelle  Obama  to  the  WritersCorps  program.  Of  hundreds  of 
programs  nominated,  only  fifteen  around  the  country  received  the  National  Arts  and 
Humanities  Youth  Program  Award.  The  award  recognizes  effectiveness  in  developing 
creativity  and  fostering  success  in  young  people,  and  gives  $10,000  to  the  program. 
WritersCorps  Program  Director  Melissa  Hung  and  student  Nicole  Zatarain-Rivera  flew  to 
Washington,  DC  to  accept  the  honor  at  a  White  House  ceremony.  They  returned  to  an 
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event  celebrating  the  award  at  the  Main  Library,  recognizing  the  participation  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  and  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families,  the  Arts 
Commission's  partners  in  supporting  the  program.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  many  Arts 
Commissioners  were  in  attendance  at  this  very  special  reception. 

He  asked  Ms.  Hung  to  introduce  the  WritersCorps  teachers  for  the  new  year.  Ms.  Hung 
displayed  the  souvenir  award  ceremony  book,  pointing  out  that  WritersCorps  appeared  on 
page  28.  She  introduced  the  four  teachers  present,  out  of  six  in  the  program  this  year. 
Anhvu  Buchanan  is  a  poet,  working  in  Juvenile  Hall;  Aracely  Gonzalez  is  a  fiction  writer 
in  her  third  and  final  year  with  the  program,  teaching  at  hitemational  Studies  Academy 
and  the  Excelsior  branch  of  the  Public  Library;  Rick  D'Elia  is  a  poet  and  fiction  writer, 
teaching  at  Aptos  Middle  School  and  in  the  apprentice  program  for  advanced  young 
writers;  Minna  Dubin,  memoirist,  writes  on  identity  politics  and  teaches  at  Hilltop  School 
and  the  Main  Public  Library. 

Ms.  Hung  added  that  the  WritersCorps  award  has  had  great  press  coverage,  including 
reports  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  7x7,  on  KGO-TV,  and  an  upcoming  feature  on 
Ms.  Zatarain-Rivera's  makeover  on  KRON4's  Red  Carpet  Bay  Area.  Finally,  she 
distributed  biographies  of  all  of  the  teachers  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  program  has  been  producing 
lots  of  fabulous  activities,  and  he  praised  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  and  Program 
Manager  Robynn  Takayama  for  their  hard  work.  He  announced  that  the  Where  Art  Lives 
anti-graffiti  curriculum  has  now  rolled  out  in  six  schools,  and  with  additional  funding 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  will  include  twelve  schools  this  year.  He  noted 
that  the  program  began  last  year  with  just  one  school,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  StreetSmARTS  has  commissioned  three  new  murals,  by  artists 
Nico  Berry  and  Vera  Lowdermilk.  He  was  excited  to  see  this  program  reactivating  the 
muralism  movement,  noting  that  San  Francisco  is  internationally  renowned  for  its  murals. 
He  reported  that  the  free  wall  activity  was  rained  out,  and  was  rescheduled  for  Saturday, 
November  13,  from  10:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  at  Bayview  Opera  House,  with  Chor  Boogie 
facilitating.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  staff  has  reached  out  to  students,  youth  and  families  in 
the  Where  Art  Lives  program  for  this  event. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  the  pilot  of  SFJAM,  Jamboree  for  Arts  and  Music,  a  mission- 
based  socially-networked  arts  and  music  game  intended  to  promote  young  people's  visits 
to  arts  organizations.  He  explained  that  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee  had  both  discussed  this  project,  and  that  Arts 
Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  had  been  working  with  school  district  staff  to 
set  up  a  four- week  pilot  program  in  February,  20 11.  He  armounced  an  orientation  session 
at  the  end  of  November.  The  pilot  will  involve  several  hundred  students,  and  will  be 
evaluated  to  determine  whether  to  expand  the  program  for  fall  201 1. 

Turning  to  the  budget,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Controller's  first  quarter  report 
projects  that  the  General  Fund  will  end  the  year  with  a  $21.5  million  surplus.  He  called 
this  very  good  news  for  the  City  as  a  whole  as  well  as  for  the  Cultural  Centers  and 
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grantees.  At  this  rate,  he  explained,  the  budget  reserve  is  likely  not  to  be  needed,  and  the 
funds  could  be  released.  He  added  that  the  City  has  been  very  conservative  in  budgeting 
for  cuts  in  state  funding,  projecting  a  $30  million  cut;  only  $7  million  has  been  cut.  At 
this  point,  he  said,  he  was  hopeful  that  the  Arts  Commission  could  "dodge  the  bullet"  this 
year. 

For  the  Public  Art  Program,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  selection  panel  for  the  Veterans' 
Memorial  had  chosen  three  finalist  teams,  who  would  be  announced  at  a  press  conference 
on  November  10  at  the  site.  He  thanked  President  Johnston  for  serving  on  the  panel,  and 
praised  their  work  on  this  important  project.  President  Johnston  added  that  he  has  served 
on  several  panels,  hi  this  case,  the  panel  reviewed  some  30  proposals  from  artist/designer 
teams,  and  he  thought  the  Commission  would  be  happy  with  the  panel's  selection.  Mr. 
Cancel  added  that  there  will  be  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  the  design 
proposals. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  Kent  Roberts's  beautiful  sculpture  Passage  was  unveiled  at  the 
Moscone  Recreation  Center,  at  a  ceremony  attended  by  Supervisor  Alioto-Pier  and 
Recreation  and  Parks  General  Manager  Phil  Ginsburg,  among  others. 

Turning  to  development  and  fundraising,  Mr.  Cancel  reminded  the  Commission  that  the 
strategic  plan  discussed  the  establishment  of  a  friends  of  the  arts  nonprofit  organization. 
He  reported  that  one  piece  of  that  proposal  was  now  in  place  with  the  establishment  of  a 
fiscal  sponsorship  account  with  hitersection  for  the  Arts.  This  will  allow  the  Arts 
Commission  to  receive  credit  card  donations,  although  the  City  does  not  have  the 
capacity  to  accept  credit  card  payments  directly.  He  reported  that  the  ArtCare  initiative 
has  received  $43,600  so  far,  all,  except  for  a  $15,000  foundation  grant,  from  individual 
donors.  He  aimounced  that  the  untitled  Peter  Voulkos  sculpture  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  one 
of  the  earliest  in  the  collection,  will  be  the  first  to  be  restored  with  ArtCare  funds.  He 
added  that  there  will  be  an  ArtCare  event  later  in  the  mondi. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  California  Arts  Council  awarded  two  grants  to  the  Arts 
Commission:  $15,000  to  the  Arts  Education  program,  and  $10,000  to  WritersCorps. 
Unfortunately,  he  reported,  two  other  large  grant  applications  from  the  Commission  were 
turned  down  by  the  City's  challenge  fund:  one  for  Art  in  Storefronts  and  one  for  Zhang 
Huan's  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms. 

Mr.  Cancel  asked  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  to  report  on  the  recent  Gallery 
fundraiser.  Passport.  She  thanked  everyone  who  purchased  a  passport  and  participated  in 
the  event,  and  she  explained  that  she  did  not  yet  have  final  totals.  She  reported  that  the 
Gallery  was  very  successful  in  getting  in-kind  donations,  including  Moleskine  notebooks 
for  the  passports,  from  Chronicle  Books  and  Moleskine;  and  advertising  in  print  and 
online  from  7x7  and  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Guardian.  The  Bay  Guardian  also 
printed  the  map  for  the  event  as  a  press  overrun.  Ms.  Shiffler  estimated  the  value  of  that 
printing  over  $5,000. 

She  reported  additional  in-kind  donations  from  Hayes  Valley  businesses  for  the  raffle, 
and  she  reported  that  Timbuk2  auctioned  an  artist-designed  bag  and  donated  the  proceeds 
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to  the  Gallery.  She  estimated  expenses  for  the  event  at  $1,000,  making  it  relatively 
inexpensive,  and  thought  that  the  income  from  the  event  could  grow  in  future  years.  She 
noted  that  income  from  the  bar  at  the  kickoff  party  was  around  $7,000.  Ms.  Shiffler 
added  that  participation  by  Hayes  Valley  businesses,  and  by  the  African  American  Art 
and  Culture  Complex,  was  a  great  success.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  goodwill  generated 
by  the  event  was  extraordinary.  Ms.  Shiffler  added  that  the  goal  was  to  create  a 
community  event  as  well  as  a  fundraising  event. 

Commissioner  Chew  commented  that  the  passport  stamps  were  beautiful,  and  Vice 
President  Draisin  noted  that  the  artwork  was  donated.  Ms.  Shiffler  added  that  the  sale  of 
some  300  passports  meant  500  or  600  people  participated  in  the  day. 

Mr.  Cancel  armounced  the  Artwear  event  on  November  21,  a  pre-holiday  sale  of  very 
high-end  art  clothing,  accessories  and  jewelry  in  four  Geay  Street  galleries.  He  explained 
that  this  was  the  fifth  year  for  the  event,  and  the  first  time  that  it  would  raise  money  for 
ArtCare.  He  added  that  it  was  also  a  way  to  honor  Ruth  Braunstein,  and  pointed  out  that 
the  event  was  highlighted  in  the  latest  e-newsletter  from  the  Commission. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  on  November  6,  SOMArts  would  hold  a  major 
fundraising  event  concurrent  with  the  closing  of  its  Day  of  the  Dead  exhibition.  He 
thought  the  show  was  mind-boggling  and  exciting,  and  encouraged  everyone  to  attend  the 
fundraiser. 

President  Johnston  thanked  him  for  his  report.

6.  Election  of  Officers 

President  Johnston  said  diat  he  and  Vice  President  Draisin  had  been  lucky  enough  to 
serve  for  several  years,  and  reported  that  the  Nominating  Committee,  including 
Commissioners  Draisin,  Chow  and  Young,  had  met  just  prior  to  this  meeting. 

Vice  President  Draisin  gave  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  nominating  P.J. 
Johnston  as  Commission  President  and  JD  Beltran  as  Commission  Vice  President. 

She  said  that  the  Conraiittee  was  very  grateful  for  the  service  of  President  Johnston,  and 
she  couldn't  imagine  anyone  doing  a  better  job.  President  Johnston  thanked  her,  and 
pointed  out  that  Vice  President  Draisin  would  be  leaving  San  Francisco,  and  the 
Commission,  in  the  coming  months,  and  accepting  a  promotion  that  would  take  her  to 
New  York  City.  She  said  that  the  two  things  she  would  miss  most  were  her  children's 
school  and  her  service  on  the  Arts  Commission. 

She  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  approved. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1101-10-320:  Motion  to  approve  the  nomination  and  election  of 
P.J.  Johnston  as  President  and  JD  Beltran  as  Vice  President  of  the  Arts  Commission. 


Vice  President  Beltran  thanked  the  Commission,  saying  that  she  was  incredibly  honored 
to  be  elected  to  this  position.  She  was  very  sad  that  Commissioner  Draisin  would  be 
leaving,  and  praised  her  as  a  fantastic  Commissioner  and  friend. 

President  Johnston  thanked  the  Commission  for  its  confidence.  He  added  that  it  was 
fortunate  that  the  Commission  had  a  little  notice  of  Commissioner  Draisin' s  departure. 


7.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  Committee — P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 
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1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  had  received  the  first 
quarterly  report  on  the  strategic  plan  at  its  meeting  on  October  25,  as 
reflected  in  the  document  now  before  the  Commission.  He  reported  that 
the  Committee  had  spent  a  long  time  reviewing  the  document,  and  asked 
Commissioners  and  the  public  to  take  the  time  to  go  through  it.  While  the 
format  was  not  perfect,  and  needed  to  be  tweaked  into  a  good  working  tool 
for  the  Commission,  he  thought  staff  was  making  excellent  strides  in 
capturing  the  guidelines  and  goals  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  reporting  how 
they  were  being  achieved. 

He  said  that  significant  objectives  were  well  on  the  way  to  being  met  in 
the  first  quarter,  and  that  the  nature  of  this  kind  of  reporting  means  that  it 
may  be  easier  to  capture  where  goals  are  met  than  where  there  are 
stumbles.  He  noted  that  for  some  programs,  goals  were  in  progress,  and 
for  others,  they  were  not  scheduled  for  the  first  quarter.  He  asked 
Commissioners  to  review  the  report,  and  encouraged  their  feedback  at  the 
Committee's  meetings.  He  noted  that  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  had 
particular  experience  with  strategic  planning  and  asked  for  her  guidance 
on  the  substance  and  form  of  reporting.  He  asked  for  communication  with 
the  Committee. 

He  added  that  as  the  Committee  reviewed  the  report,  they  were 
encouraged  by  progress  made  on  the  stated  goals,  and  continued  to  discuss 
what  goals  should  be.  He  added  that  most  of  what  is  in  the  plan  has  a 
broad  consensus,  and  that  progress  has  been  made  on  virtually  all  of  the 
goals.  He  reiterated  that  despite  the  challenges,  there  have  been  many 
successes  this  year,  including  Gallery  events,  public  art  projects.  Cultural 
Equity  Grants,  and  Community  Arts  and  Education  activities.  He  added 
that  the  Cultural  Centers,  despite  ongoing  stresses,  have  made  progress 
unimaginable  in  previous  years. 

Commissioner  Young  thought  the  report  was  a  great  map  of  where  the 
agency  is  going,  and  encouraged  Commissioners  to  look  not  only  at  their 
own  Committee  areas  but  at  the  whole  agency.  She  congratulated  Mr. 
Cancel  and  the  staff,  particularly  the  Communications  and  New  Media 
group. 

President  Johnston  also  singled  out  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  for 
her  work  in  compiling  the  report,  and  echoed  Commissioner  Young's 
comment  about  reading  all  areas  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Cancel  commented  that  the  strategic  plan  is  important  for  both  the 
Commission  and  staff,  and  that  a  lot  of  thought  has  gone  into  creating  the 
goals  and  objectives.  The  monitoring  that  the  Executive  Committee  and 
President  Johnston  have  asked  staff  to  implement,  though  unw  ieldy,  is 
helpful,  he  said.  He  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  planning  process  is 
ongoing,  and  he  expects  to  request  the  Committee's  support  for  an 
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additional  year  of  planning,  so  that  the  agency  will  continue  to  have  a 
fresh  three-year  plan. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  sixty-page  document  illustrates  that  there  are  many 
moving  parts  to  the  agency.  He  explained  that  the  City  has  a  performance 
measures  process,  and  that  has  been  integrated  into  this  report.  He 
explained  that  staff  tried  to  provide  a  holistic  portrait,  and  that  though  the 
format  of  the  report  was  somewhat  unwieldy  now,  staff  hoped  to  refine  it. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata's  question.  President 
Johnston  explained  that  the  plan  would  be  reviewed  quarterly.  She 
observed  that  the  plan  had  many  components,  and  recommended  that 
future  reports  include  a  brief  narrative,  a  two-  to  three-paragraph  statement 
of  goals,  to  help  readers  understand  where  the  agency  was  last  year,  where 
it  intends  to  be  next  year,  and  what  progress  has  been  made. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

Turning  to  the  following  motion,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  language 
had  been  drafted  by  the  City  Attorney's  office  to  clarify  the  relationship 
between  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Mexican  Museum,  and  the  Arts 
Commission.  The  funds  in  question  are  work-ordered  to  the  Arts 
Commission  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  serve  as  its  fiscal  agent.  He 
explained  that  this  was  not  an  additional  appropriation,  and  that  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  parties  was  amended  to 
include  these  funds.  The  motion  at  hand  is  intended  to  clarify  the 
agreement. 

President  Johnston  reiterated  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  acting  as  fiscal 
agent  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  and  that  the  funds  in  question  do 
not  belong  to  the  Arts  Commission.  He  explained  that  this  agreement  was 
struck  some  time  ago,  as  a  way  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  ensure 
that  the  Mexican  Museum  would  move  forward.  He  added  that  the  Arts 
Commission  receives  an  administrative  fee  for  its  work. 

President  Johnston  presented  the  following  motion. 


2.  RESOLUTION  NO.1101-10-321:  Motion  to: 

(1)  Accept  an  increased  work  order  from  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Authority  ("SFRA")  to  the  Arts  Commission,  including 
any  future  increases  that  the  SFRA  may  authorize  from  time  to  time,  for 
the  Arts  Commission's  services  and  related  administrative  costs  to  help 
facilitate,  support,  and  encourage  the  operational  and  financial  stability  of 
the  Mexican  Museum,  including  the  Mexican  Museum's  programs  and 
activities,  as  an  important  cultural  resource; 
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(2)  Approve  any  coiresponding  amendments  made  by  the  Director  of 
Cultural  Affairs,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  the 
May  4,  2010  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  SFRA  and  the 
Arts  Commission  to  reflect  these  work  order  funding  increases  from  the 
SFRA,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  changes  in  scope  of  services  or 
budget  allocations  for  specific  services;  and 

(3)  Approve  any  corresponding  amendments  made  by  the  Director  of 
Cultural  Affairs,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  the 
grant  agreement  from  the  Arts  Commission  to  the  Mexican  Museum  to 
reflect  the  the  above-listed  SFRA  funding  increases  and  budget 
allocations. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a  relatively  short 
agenda  at  its  last  meeting.  He  reported  that  they  had  reviewed  drawings 
for  the  Central  Subway  as  it  rises  from  underground  in  the  Caltrain  station 
area.  The  Committee  encouraged  the  design  team  to  make  the  structure  a 
little  more  sculptural,  and  pointed  to  Aaro  Saarinen's  transportation 
architecture  as  a  reference. 

Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  has  written  a  letter 
supporting  the  Planning  Commission's  approval  of  the  Environmental 
Impact  Report  for  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library.  The  Committee 
approved  the  proposed  project  last  year,  and  he  noted  that  it  will  increase 
the  park  area.  Commissioner  Smith  added  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
was  scheduled  to  review  the  project  today,  and  the  Committee  hoped  they 
would  support  it  and  allow  it  to  continue  moving  forward. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  had  had  a  great 
meeting,  that  Ms.  Nemzoff  introduced  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Associates  Rhonda  Pagnozzi  and  Cristal  Fiel,  and  that  Ms. 
Takayama  reported  on  the  Cultural  Centers.  Commissioner  Young 
reported  that  Bayview  Opera  House  had  a  successful  year,  with  outdoor 
activities  as  a  happy  accident  resulting  from  extensive  work  on  the 
building,  and  a  lot  of  interest  from  the  community.  She  said  that  there 
were  still  issues  with  the  facility,  but  die  floor  has  been  beautifully 
restored.  She  reported  diat  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  had  a 
great  deal  of  outstanding  programming.  Still,  she  said,  the  center  is 
struggling  with  high  turnover  and  low  morale.  She  reported  that  SOMArts 
has  additional  support  for  its  gallery,  and  like  all  the  centers,  is  doing  a  lot 
more  with  less.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Asian  Pacific 
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Islander  Cultural  Center  held  a  wonderful  event,  and  that  the  Queer 
Cultural  Center  had  a  fantastic  year;  they  reported  750,000  visitors  to  their 
website,  and  they  raised  $325,000. 

Mr.  Cancel  offered  a  clarification  of  the  situation  at  Bayview  Opera 
House:  one  wall  has  some  mold,  and  wood  in  the  interior  has  deteriorated. 
He  explained  this  as  the  result  of  a  longstanding  leak  before  the 
emergency  roof  replacement  last  year.  Mr.  Cancel  cited  this  leaky  roof  as 
a  deferred  maintenance  issue,  symptomatic  of  long-term  underfunding  of 
the  physical  facility  maintenance.  As  a  consequence,  he  said,  the  center 
now  has  a  very  expensive  repair.  He  explained  that  Opera  House  staff  and 
Arts  Commission  staff  are  meeting  with  staff  at  the  relevant  City  agencies 
to  get  the  repair  done  quickly. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  first  cheered  the  Giants,  then  thanked  Street  Artists 
Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  for  his  persistence,  patience  and  love  for 
the  program  and  the  artists. 

Commissioner  Chew  presented  the  following  motions. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1101-10-322:  Motion  to  approve  requests  by  former 
certificate-holders  for  priority  issuance  of  certificate  with  waiver  of  re- 
screening  of  wares:  Daniel  Hennessy,  Michael  Galicia,  Owen  Stenzel, 
Hsien  Jen  Chiu. 


3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1101-10-323:  Motion  to  approve  honorarium 
payment  of  $300  plus  materials  to  Mario  Hernandez  for  assisting  the 
Program  Director,  Howard  Lazar,  in  painting  permanent  and  winter 
holiday  spaces. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed 
several  projects  which  required  increases  for  design,  transportation, 
fabrication  or  other  costs.  She  reported  that  the  Central  Subway  is  entering 
the  design  development  phase,  and  that  the  Committee  reviewed  artworks 
at  General  Hospital,  the  Public  Safety  building,  Laguna  Honda  Hospital, 
Sunset  Playground  and  Market  Street  kiosks. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  heard  public 
testimony  on  the  preservation  of  murals  at  Coit  Tower.  She  congratulated 
staff  on  keeping  so  many  projects  moving  forward,  and  thanked  President 
Johnston  for  his  work  on  review  panels. 
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In  response  to  Commissioner  Sklar's  question  about  Coit  Tower, 
Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  explained  that  this  was  a  topic  of  general 
discussion,  and  there  was  no  associated  action  item  for  the  Committee. 
President  Johnston  added  that,  though  he  had  to  leave  the  meeting  a  bit 
early,  he  understood  that  a  member  of  the  public  expressed  his  concern 
that  the  murals  be  preserved  whenever  any  changes  are  made  to  the 
building.  He  also  said  that  the  Committee  had  many  projects  underw  ay, 
and  that  he  expected  to  hear  a  lot  more  about  the  Public  Safety  building,  a 
new  project  for  the  Committee. 


8.  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  public  comment. 


9.  New  Business 

There  was  no  new  business. 


10.  Reports  and  Announcements 

Vice  President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  been  contacted  by  Aim  Simmons  of  Bay 
Area  Video  Coalition  ("BAVC"),  and  that  they  had  received  a  Renaissance  Journalism 
Center  grant  allowing  them  to  install  studio  spaces  in  the  Cultural  Centers,  connecting 
them  with  City  Hall  and  several  other  community  locations  in  a  high-speed  fiber  network. 
She  explained  that  the  first  pilot  project  will  be  at  SOMArts,  allowing  high-definition 
public  access  broadcast  for  City  College  and  other  community  sites.  She  thought  this  was 
a  great  resource  for  the  Cultural  Centers. 

Commissioner  Calloway  sadly  armounced  the  passing  of  Mauricio  Vela,  a  long-time 
Bemal  Heights  activist,  after  a  sudden  short  illness.  He  recalled  that  Mr.  Vela  was  called 
the  Mayor  of  Cortland  Avenue,  and  hoped  that  his  work  on  behalf  of  the  Bemal  Heights 
Library  mural  would  be  continued. 

There  were  no  other  reports  or  aimouncements.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  announced  that  the  Mayor  hoped  to  appoint  someone  to  fill 
Commissioner  Draisin' s  seat  before  she  left  for  New  York  after  her  seven  years  of 
service.  President  Johnston  added  that  while  there  has  been  a  lot  of  transition  in  the 
Commission  over  the  past  few  years,  the  departing  members  have  not  always  been 
properly  acknowledged.  He  hoped  to  hold  a  reception  in  January  or  February  to  say 
goodbye  to  Commissioner  Draisin  and  to  other  former  Commissioners  and  staff  who  are 
available,  to  thank  them  for  their  service. 

President  Johnston  distributed  the  Commission's  201 1  meeting  schedule,  noting  that  the 
Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  meetings  were  now  set  for  3:00  p.m. 
instead  of  3:30  p.m.  He  noted  that  a  few  meetings  had  been  changed  to  accommodate 
holidays,  and  he  announced  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  full  Commission  would  be  on

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

This  item  was  withdrawn. 
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Monday,  January  10  instead  of  January  3.  The  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  meeting 
will  be  held  immediately  following,  at  4:30  p.m.  on  January  10.  Since  staff  will  be  out  of 
the  office  on  furlough  during  the  week  between  Christmas  and  New  Year's  Day,  this 
allows  more  time  for  posting  and  distribution  of  the  agendas. 

Besides,  he  thought,  there  may  be  a  lot  going  on  at  City  Hall  on  January  3,  with  the 
transition  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor.  He  reminded  everyone  that 
Commissioners  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor,  and  that  there  could  be  changes  with 
any  incoming  Mayor,  although  perhaps  not  immediately. 

President  Johnston  said  that,  unfortunately,  the  Commission  would  again  have  to 
consider  budget  cuts,  and  that  the  Mayor  issued  a  directive  to  all  departments  to  prepare 
for  cuts  in  the  201 1-2012  budget,  which  already  has  a  large  deficit  projected.  He 
reminded  Commissioners  that  the  Commission  will  discuss  and  adopt  a  budget  for  the 
department  in  January  and  February,  and  he  predicted  some  cuts,  hopefully  not 
devastating  ones. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  he  has  discussed  with  Mr.  Cancel  and  with  Commission 
Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie  a  proposal  to  distribute  agendas  and  supporting  documents 
to  Commissioners  electronically  unless  they  specifically  request  paper  copies.  He  noted 
that  with  fifteen  Commissioners  and  five  Committees,  a  lot  of  paper  is  used  to  print 
documents,  with  the  associated  cost  and  time  for  printing,  assembly  and  delivery.  He  said 
that  it  took  awhile  for  him  to  come  to  support  the  idea,  and  he  appreciates  the 
convenience  of  reading  hard  copies  anywhere.  He  expressed  concern  that  an  e-mail 
message  might  not  get  as  much  attention  as  a  large  envelope  full  of  documents.  He  added 
that,  of  course,  Commissioners  could  still  request  paper  copies,  and  he  asked 
Commissioners  for  their  opinions,  and  whether  they  had  experience  with  other 
commissions  or  boards  distributing  documents  electronically. 

Vice  President  Beltran  said  that  she  did  most  of  her  reading  online,  and  that  she  liked 
paper.  She  thought  it  was  important  to  have  reference  copies  at  the  meetings,  for 
Commissioners  and  for  the  public.  Commissioner  Stryker  thought  the  proposal  was  a 
good  idea.  Commissioner  Chew  wanted  to  keep  the  option  of  paper  for  those  who  prefer 
it.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed,  and  said  she  thought  the  real  question  was  how 
important  it  was  that  people  reviewed  the  documents,  arguing  that  reading  online  was  not 
as  good.  She  requested  hard  copies,  and  said  that  since  her  work  as  a  publisher  requires 
so  much  time  on  the  computer,  she  wouldn't  be  able  to  read  Commission  documents 
online,  too.  She  added  that  she  archives  all  the  material,  and  prefers  paper.  She  pointed 
out  that  receiving  a  message  that  the  documents  are  posted  online  isn't  the  same  as 
actually  reading  the  documents. 

Commissioner  Sklar  said  that  she  feels  like  she's  drowning  in  paper,  and  would  be  happy 
to  know  that  the  documents  are  on  her  computer  for  her  to  read  at  her  convenience.  She 
agreed  that  it  was  a  good  idea  economically  to  reduce  the  distribution  of  paper 
documents. 

President  Johnston  asked  Ms.  Ritchie  to  poll  Commissioners  on  how  they  wish  to  receive 
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the  documents.  He  reiterated  that  these  are  still  public  documents,  and  will  continue  to  be 
posted  and  made  available  for  review. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  acknowledged  the  amount  of  work  Ms.  Ritchie  does  on  behalf  of  the 
Commission  and  the  agency,  keeping  communications  flowing.  He  described  it  as  a 
phenomenal  amount  of  work,  and  called  for  a  round  of  applause  to  thank  her.  President 
Johnston  mentioned  the  occasional  initiatives  like  the  Arts  Task  Force  which  sometimes 
add  to  the  workload. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  Ms.  Ritchie  has  received  a  lot  of  help  from  Genevieve  Masse,  the 
Arts  Commission's  Canadian  intern,  who  has  worked  pro  bono  for  the  last  eighteen 
months.  He  announced  that  her  internship  was  over  and  the  agency  was  losing  her.  He 
said  that  she  had  totally  endeared  herself  to  everyone  on  the  staff  and  on  the  Commission, 
and  she  sent  her  regrets,  having  hoped  to  come  and  say  goodbye  to  the  Commission  at 
today's  meeting.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  staff  was  struggling  to  find  a  way  to 
backfill  all  the  many  ways  she  had  been  supporting  the  agency,  and  asked  the 
■    Commission's  indulgence  over  the  next  several  weeks,  as  communications  might  be  a 
little  slower. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Commission  has  done  very  well  over  the  last  several 
months,  with  the  Mayor's  budget  holding  the  Arts  Commission  harmless,  a  major 
victory,  but  short-lived.  He  said  that  department  heads  have  received  new  budget 
instructions,  almost  as  bad  as  last  year's.  He  said  that  the  budget  gap,  some  S380  million, 
is  substantially  lower  than  last  year's  nearly  $500  million.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  all 
departments  are  called  on  to  find  cuts  of  10%  and  a  10%  contingency  for  the  next  fiscal 
year.  He  said  that  the  Mayor  has  called  for  a  proposal  for  a  2.5%  cut  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  by  December  21,  with  a  proposal  by  the  end  of  January  for  the  remaining  7.5%  plus 
the  10%  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  Mr.  Cancel  distributed  a  spreadsheet  with  a  draft 
proposal  for  this  cut. 

He  explained  that  in  late  September  and  early  October,  the  Mayor's  office  was  very 
concerned  about  the  first  quarter  report  and  asked  all  departments  to  set  aside  a  reserv  e; 
for  the  Arts  Commission,  the  amount  was  $194,000.  At  that  time,  Mr.  Cancel  proposed 
taking  the  reserve  from  Cultural  Equity  Grants  ("CEG")  and  the  Cultural  Centers;  with 
60%  of  the  cut  from  CEG  and  40%  of  the  cut  from  the  Cultural  Centers.  The  current 
request  from  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  allows  the  agency  to  reduce  the  reserve,  and  he 
requested  guidance  from  the  Commission  on  the  policy  implications  of  this  direction.  He 
reviewed  the  specific  amounts  involved  for  grants  and  for  each  of  the  Centers.  He  added 
that  he  was  not  suggesting  that  the  entire  10%  contingency  cut  come  from  CEG  and  the 
Cultural  Centers,  but  said  that  a  lot  of  discussion  was  needed.  He  also  expected  to  make  a 
vigorous  argument  that  the  Arts  Commission  should  be  exempted  from  that  10%  cut.  and 
he  requested  direction  from  the  Commission. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  would  not  propose  that  all  of  the  10%  contingency  come 
from  CEG  and  the  Cultural  Centers.  He  did  agree  with  the  direction  of  the  first  2.5%; 
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although  he  was  not  happy  to  see  cuts,  he  noted  that  the  amount  was  less  than  had  been 
reserved.  He  requested  options  with  other  choices  for  cuts  for  the  next  7.5%.  He  noted 
that  by  "permanent"  cuts,  the  Mayor's  office  generally  means  staff  cuts.  In  response  to 
President  Johnston's  question,  Mr.  Cancel  confirmed  that  all  the  cuts  being  requested  are 
from  the  General  Fund.  President  Johnston  noted  that  because  of  the  various  funding 
sources,  it  is  difficult  to  make  cuts  in  any  other  areas  and  achieve  the  result  called  for  by 
the  Mayor's  Budget  office,  and  that  anything  funded  by  the  General  Fund  is  a  target. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  expectations  of  what  staff  can  accomplish  with 
reductions  must  be  realistic,  and  she  urged  the  Commission  and  the  agency  not  to  lose 
track  of  that.  She  asked  about  the  use  of  the  term  "reserve"  in  this  context.  Mr.  Cancel 
said  that  it  was  money  that  had  to  be  set  aside  and  could  not  be  spent  until  it  was 
approved  by  the  Mayor's  Budget  office;  President  Johnston  thought  that  perhaps  "on 
reserve"  was  a  better  way  to  think  of  it. 

Commissioner  Calloway  asked  why  the  cut  should  be  split  60/40  rather  than  50/50 
between  CEG  and  the  Centers.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  grants  were  for  events  yet  to  take 
place,  and  in  that  way  somewhat  discretionary.  Cultural  Center  funding  goes  directly  into 
salaries  and  core  operational  expenses,  he  explained.  Therefore,  he  thought  CEG  could 
better  absorb  the  greater  share  of  cuts.  Commissioner  Calloway  pointed  out  to  his 
colleagues  that  he  has  visited  all  the  Centers,  and  that  one  in  particular,  the  Mission 
Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  has  had  high  turnover.  He  said  that  the  cuts  affect  the 
Centers'  staff  morale,  and  how  long  they  stay  in  their  jobs. 

President  Johnston  acknowledged  that  the  Commission  will  delve  further  into  this 
question,  and  he  predicted  an  intense  meeting  in  February.  By  then,  he  thought,  the 
leadership  issues  will  have  been  settled,  and  the  City's  new  leadership  will  be  looking 
closely  at  the  budget.  He  thought  Mr.  Cancel's  proposal  for  the  initial  2.5%  cut  made 
sense,  and  promised  a  close  look  at  the  fuller  picture  in  the  coming  months.  Citing  his 
long  experience  with  the  Cultural  Centers,  he  knew  how  disruptive  cuts  to  their  budgets 
can  be.  Conversely,  he  said,  taking  all  of  the  cuts  from  CEG  would  bring  protests  from 
other  members  of  the  community  that  the  Commission  was  unfairly  protecting  the 
Centers.  He  affirmed  the  need  for  all  parties  to  be  considered,  adding  that  all  are  in  this 
together.  He  added  that  Mr.  Cancel  did  present  the  good  news  that  the  cut  was  less  than 
the  10%  reserve  called  for  earlier. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  between  now  and  January  10,  he  would  be  working  remotely  with 
staff  to  come  up  with  various  scenarios  to  meet  the  fiscal  year  2012  cut  and  the 
contingency.  He  said  it  would  be  important  to  lay  out  the  options  for  the  Commission  at 
its  January  meeting  to  prevent  a  repeat  of  last  year's  unhappiness  and  concern  about  the 
timing  of  the  budget  submission.  While  the  new  Mayor  will  have  been  in  office  for  only  a 
few  weeks,  and  may  wish  to  change  the  schedule,  Mr.  Cancel  affirmed  that  he  intended  to 
submit  his  proposals  to  the  Commission  in  January.  He  predicted  intense  discussion  of 
the  budget  at  the  Executive  Committee's  January  meeting,  and  thought  the  full 
Commission  would  likely  have  to  adopt  the  budget  at  its  February  meeting.  Whatever 
changes  or  disruptions  might  be  created  by  the  mayoral  transition,  he  thought  the 
expectations  for  the  departments  would  be,  if  anything,  more  rigorous. 
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Turning  to  a  lighter  matter,  Mr.  Cancel  referred  Commissioners  to  the  flyer  before  them 
on  the  launch  of  the  ARTery,  set  for  Thursday,  December  9.  He  explained  that  three 
artists  had  been  commissioned  to  create  light  installations  on  Market  Street,  that  staff 
have  engaged  a  number  of  partner  organizations  on  the  street,  and  that  the  Mayor  will 
attend  the  launch  event.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  San  Francisco  artist  Jim  Campbell  has 
created  an  artwork  with  images  projected  on  the  American  Conservatory  Theatre's 
storefront  opposite  United  Nations  Plaza  at  11 19  Market  Street.  Diagonally  across  the 
street,  from  inside  the  Art  Listitute,  artist  Paul  Notzold  has  an  interesting  collaborative 
installation,  projecting  text  from  the  WritersCorps  poets  onto  the  huge  blank  wall  of  the 
Hotel  Renoir.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  images  and  text  would  change  every  night  of  the 
six  months  the  piece  will  be  in  place;  it  was  important  that  the  novelty  of  the  works  not 
wear  off.  The  third  installation,  by  artist  Theo  Watson,  is  also  interactive.  He  explained 
that  a  camera  capture  station  is  installed  near  the  Warfield  Theater.  Passersby  can  be 
photographed  and  see  their  image  projected  on  the  furniture  and  carpet  store  above  the 
Luggage  Store  Gallery.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  launch  will  feature  music,  and  that 
the  Philippine  Parol  Festival  has  graciously  agreed  to  bring  their  handmade  lanterns  as 
part  of  the  festivities.  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff 
added  that  the  event  will  incorporate  a  variety  of  lights,  including  light  sticks  and  a  glow  - 
in-the-dark  car  from  Burning  Man.  Three  nearby  galleries  are  holding  openings  that 
evening.  Ms.  Nemzoff  said  that  if  it  is  raining,  the  festivities  will  be  held  inside 
Hospitality  House. 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  Civic  Design  Review  Program  hosted 
a  presentation  for  a  variety  of  City  staff  showcasing  creativity  in  public  architecture. 
Dutch  architect  Caroline  Bos  spoke  as  part  of  Dutch  Design  Week.  Staff  and  the 
Committee  hoped  to  do  more  events  for  City  architecture  and  design  staff,  perhaps  with 
some  of  the  sister  cities.  She  added  that  after  her  recent  trip  there,  officials  in 
Gothenburg,  Sweden,  have  expressed  interest  in  pursuing  a  contractual  relationship  w  ith 
the  Arts  Commission  to  help  promote  cultural  diversity.  She  noted  that  San  Francisco's 
efforts  in  this  regard  are  recognized  worldwide. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  he  had  been  asked  to  prepare  a  document  for  the  new  Mayor's 
transition  binder.  The  document  summarizes  the  mission,  goals,  strategic  plan  and 
achievements  of  the  Arts  Commission.  He  thought  there  were  many  good  things  for  the 
Commission  to  be  proud  of,  and  he  offered  to  circulate  the  document  to  the 
Commissioners. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program 
Manager  Robynn  Takayama,  and  he  praised  her  as  a  valuable  resource  for  the  agency. 
President  Johnston  echoed  that,  noting  that  she  had  stepped  in  to  address  publicity  on  six 
news  stories  in  the  past  week  while  Public  Art  Program  Manager  Kate  Patterson  was  on 
vacation. 

Mr,  Cancel  announced  that  San  Francisco  Chronicle  reporter  Jessica  Kwong  wrote  an 
article  on  graffiti  on  monuments,  which  started  a  news  cycle  on  the  issue.  Mr.  Cancel 
then  had  several  news  conferences  and  interviews  on  the  subject,  highlighting  the 
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agency's  several  innovative  approaches,  including  ArtCare  and  the  partnership  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  City's  Capital  Planning  Committee,  whose  meetings  she  has 
been  attending  on  behalf  of  the  Arts  Commission.  She  said  that  she  has  learned  that  the 
committee  not  only  participates  in  the  annual  budget,  but  it  also  addresses  capital  needs 
that  arise  during  the  year.  She  explained  that  she  has  an  emergency  meeting  set  regarding 
repairs  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House  wall,  and  will  bring  up  the  graffiti  remediation  for 
public  artworks  and  monuments  now  that  they  have  attracted  so  much  public  attention. 
She  thought  this  meeting  was  well-timed,  and  would  seek  emergency  funding  or  funding 
folded  into  the  FY20 1 2  budget. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  asked  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  to  mention  the 
street  artists.  Mr.  Lazar  reminded  everyone  that  this  is  the  key  selling  season  for  street 
artists,  and  he  urged  people  to  visit  them  in  Justin  Herman  Plaza,  Union  Square,  and 
Fisherman's  Wharf.  He  added  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  65  extra  spaces 
for  the  holiday  season  in  perpetuity,  and  finally,  he  observed  that  there  have  been  more 
tourists  recently,  which  is  good  for  business. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  Mr.  Cancel  has  been  in  the  press  a  lot  recently,  and  he 
expressed  mixed  feelings  about  the  graffiti  stories.  President  Johnston  thought  that  print 
stories  were  valuable,  but  feared  that  television  stories  unfortunately  tended  to  give 
vandals  the  exposure  they  sought.  He  congratulated  Mr.  Cancel  and  staff  on  making 
lemonade  out  of  lemons  in  this  case,  and  hoped  that  other  City  agencies  felt  the  need  to 
step  up  to  help  solve  the  problem.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  Committee — P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  Mr.  Cancel  discussed  the  budget,  and  the 
Committee  approved  the  items  already  discussed.  He  reported  that  the 
Committee  took  a  closer  look  at  the  proposed  study  assessing  the 
strengths,  weaknesses  and  effectiveness  of  the  grants  program.  He  said 
that  none  of  the  Committee  disagreed  about  the  importance  of  the  study, 
but  they  expressed  concern  about  spending  money  now.  A  member 
questioned  whether  this  money  could  instead  be  spent  on  grants,  but  staff 
explained  that  funding  for  the  assessment  is  from  a  separate  source  and 
could  not  add  to  the  grants  pool.  Ultimately,  the  Committee  agreed  that  it 
would  be  money  well  spent  and  approved  the  proposal. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  Executive  Committee  may  have  to  take  a 
second  look  at  items  approved  by  other  Committees  in  light  of  the  budget 
constraints.  He  added  that  he  tries  to  ensure  that  the  Executive  Committee 
includes  a  member,  ideally  the  Chair,  of  each  of  the  other  Committees. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  had  met,  with  few 
projects  and  none  of  them  controversial.  He  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  approved  a  playground  at  the  Cayuga  Recreation  Center.  President 
Johnston  commented  that  he  liked  this  small  park  near  BART,  where  the 
gardener  had  long  cared  for  a  group  of  unique  wooden  sculptures. 

Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  had  also  reviewed  some 
water  treatment  plants  and  recommended  a  few  small  changes. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Maya  Draisin,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Draisin,  Commissioner  Calloway 

reported  that  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  presented  its 
2009-2010  report.

Acute  Care  Plaza,  and  some  exciting  exhibitions  planned  for  the  Gallery. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  also  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed 
the  new  Public  Safety  building,  and  possible  police  and  fire  memorials. 
President  Johnston  explained  that  this  building  is  essentially  a  second  Hall 
of  Justice,  a  huge  project  located  south  of  Market  on  Third  Street  near  the 
bridge.

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welcoming  were  both  important  for  the  building. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  Commissioner  Miguel  was  already  familiar 
with  the  project,  since  it  had  come  before  the  Planning  Commission,  and 
that  public  art  would  be  an  important  component  of  the  building,  as  it  is  at 
General  Hospital.  He  added  that  he  would  like  staff  to  present  the  General 
Hospital  project  to  the  full  Commission  soon. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  about  the  status  of  the  Veterans  War  Memorial 
project.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  selection  panel  reviewed  proposals 
submitted  in  response  to  a  public  call,  and  chose  three  semifinalists.  Those 
three  will  present  their  final  designs  in  the  spring.  President  Johnston 
added  that  he  had  sat  on  that  panel,  which  reviewed  proposals  from  34 
teams,  each  consisting  of  an  artist  and  an  architect.  He  noted  that  one  of 
the  three  teams  included  former  Commissioner  Andrea  Cochran.  He 
thought  that  the  panel  was  looking  for  a  magnificent  memorial,  totally 
unique  to  San  Francisco.  He  compared  the  process  to  the  Harvey  Milk 
bust,  in  that  the  War  Memorial  Board  chose  to  work  with  the  Arts 
Commission  because  of  the  expertise  of  staff.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the 
three  final  proposals  will  be  presented  to  the  public  for  comments. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  staff  and  Commissioners  for  then: 
hard  work.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  wished  everyone  a  happy  new  year,  and  noted  that  City  Hall  has  had  a 
lot  of  interest  and  activity  in  recent  days.  He  announced  that  one  of  Mayor  Newsom's  last 
acts  was  the  appointment  of  Dorka  Keehn  to  fill  the  seat  vacated  by  Maya  Draisin.  He 
called  Commissioner  Keehn  a  good  friend,  whom  he  has  known  for  many  years.  He 
added  that  she  has  long  served  on  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women,  and  that  she 
is  a  well-known  figure  in  the  arts,  one  of  the  artists  responsible  for  the  celebrated  public

Amy  Chuang 
Sherene  Melania 
Jessica  Silverman 
Ron  Miguel,  ex  officio 
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artwork  Language  of  the  Birds  in  North  Beach,  and  a  maker  of  documentary  films.  He 
noted  that  one  of  his  favorites  was  her  film  on  Fred  Korematsu,  a  fearless  leader  who 
fought  the  wrongful  internment  of  Japanese  and  Japanese- Americans  in  World  War  II. 
He  added  that  she  hosted  a  radio  show  and  podcast,  Keehn  on  Art,  was  a  longtime 
community  activist,  co-founder  and  co-chair  of  Emerge  America,  a  Democratic  women's 
leadership  organization. 

Commissioner  Keehn  thanked  him  and  said  that  she  was  looking  forward  to  getting  to 
know  the  rest  of  the  Commissioners  and  to  helping  with  the  Commission's  work.  She 
explained  that  she  had  served  on  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women  for  twelve 
years,  and  had  worked  with  Arts  Commissioner  Barbara  Sklar.  She  said  that  it  was 
amazing  to  work  with  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  on  Language  of  the  Birds, 
funded  by  a  public-private  partnership,  and  was  the  first  solar-powered  public  artwork  in 
San  Francisco.  She  said  that  she  had  briefly  spoken  with  President  Johnston  about  her 
thoughts  and  interests  regarding  the  Arts  Commission,  and  said  she'd  begin  by  listening 
quietly  for  awhile.  President  Johnston  noted  her  appointment  as  one  of  several  bold  acts 
by  Mayor  Newsom  in  his  final  days  in  office.  He  added  that  he  appreciated  her 
willingness  to  serve  and  welcomed  her. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  there  were  other  changes  on  the  Commission,  including  the 
departure  of  Commissioner  Draisin,  moving  to  New  York  after  six  years  on  the 
Commission,  and  the  election  of  Commissioner  Beltran  as  the  newVice  President.  He 
took  this  opportunity  to  announce  new  Committee  appointments.  First,  Commissioner 
Young  will  serve  as  Chair  of  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee; 
President  Johnston  said  that  she  has  served  on  that  Committee  for  almost  five  years,  and 
that  the  Committee  has  important  responsibilities,  including  funding  and  oversight  of  the 
Cultural  Centers,  grants  to  artists  and  organizations,  and  arts  education.  He  praised 
Commissioner  Young  as  very  hard-working  (and  cited  her  near-perfect  attendance 
record),  and  appreciated  her  willingness  to  serve^  He  added  that  her  first  Committee 
meeting  as  Chair  would  be  the  next  day,rTuesd^f**January  1 1 . 

He  announced  the  appointment  of  Commissioner  Stryker  to  the  Community  Arts, 
Education  and  Grants  Committee,  noting  that  Commissioner  Melania,  while  not  yet 
officially  resigned,  has  been  unavailable  for  many  meetings.  He  acknowledged  that 
Commissioner  Stryker  already  has  a  lot  of  work  on  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee, 
and  thanked  her  for  agreeing  to  serve  on  this  additional  Committee. 

President  Johnston  announced  the  appointment  of  Commissioner  Keehn  to  the  Civic 
Design  Review  and  Visual  Arts  Committees,  noting  that  she  was  certainly  already 
familiar  with  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  He  announced  the  appointment  of 
Commissioner  Chew  to  the  Executive  Committee,  adding  that  he  always  tries  to  have  one 
member,  if  not  the  Chair,  of  each  Committee  on  the  Executive  Committee,  which  focuses 
on  long-range  and  overall  agency  concerns  like  planning  and  the  budget.  He  requested 
Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie  to  distribute  the  new  list  to  all 
Commissioners. 
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President  Johnston,  recognizing  that  Commissioners  follow  the  news,  reviewed  recent 
changes  in  City  and  County  government,  beginning  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  near- 
unanimous  approval  of  Edwin  Lee,  most  recently  City  Administrator,  to  serve  as  Mayor 
until  the  election  in  November,  2011.  President  Johnston  explained  that  Mayor  Lee  has 
served  in  a  variety  of  positions  with  the  City  over  a  long  and  distinguished  career;  before 
that,  he  was  chair  of  the  Asian  Law  Caucus.  President  Johnston  noted  that  he  had  the 
support  of  all  but  one  of  the  Supervisors  and  of  the  departing  Mayor  Newsom,  and  that 
without  question,  he  absolutely  understands  the  practical  operations  of  City  government. 
He  reminded  Commissioners  that  they  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  and  can  be 
replaced  at  any  time  with  or  without  cause.  While  he  thought  Mayor  Lee  was  unlikely  to 
make  changes  in  the  Commission  right  away,  he  certainly  could  do  so. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  reelected  Supervisor  David 
Chiu  of  District  3  as  its  President,  indicating  some  continuity.  He  noted  that  the 
Commission  has  had  a  lot  of  interaction  with  Supervisor  Chiu  on  both  district  and 
citywide  issues,  and  that  he  had  not  yet  named  committee  chairs.  President  Johnston 
added  that  Mr.  Cancel  would  make  his  presentation  to  the  Board's  Budget  Committee  in 
the  spring.  President  Johnston  predicted  further  changes,  including  in  the  Mayor's  office 
staff,  although  he  understood  that  Steve  Kawa  would  remam  as  chief  of  staff.  President 
Johnston  added  that  he  had  spoken  briefly  with  Mayor  Lee  to  congratulate  him,  and  was 
hopeful  for  a  period  of  positive  interaction  between  the  Board  and  the  Mayor. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  discussed  the  budget,  and 
that  in  his  final  days,  Mayor  Newsom  had  asked  for  cuts  from  all  departments.  President 
Johnston  said  that  the  $300  million-plus  budget  deficit  was  the  toughest  question  for  the 
new  Mayor.  Describing  Mayor  Newsom  as  a  champion  for  the  arts,  he  recalled  that  the 
Mayor  had  spared  the  Arts  Commission  from  cuts  at  the  end  of  the  budget  process;  he 
warned  that  if  budget  cuts  are  ultimately  required  across  the  board,  there  might  not  be  a 
last-minute  reprieve  this  time. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  he  had  enjoyed  his  vacation,  and  that  it  was  a  pleasure  to  be 
back.  He,  too,  welcomed  Commissioner  Keehn  to  the  Commission,  noting  that  Language 
of  the  Birds  was  one  of  the  public  art  installations  he  has  most  enjoyed  during  his  tenure. 
He  added  that  the  work  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  recent  years  and  has  enjoyed 
national  recognition.  He  noted  that  he  had  returned  from  his  vacation  just  in  time  to  see 
Mayor  Lee  chosen  by  the  Board.  He  was  pleased  with  the  choice  and  said  that  he  has 
enjoyed  a  collaborative  and  supportive  relationship  with  him  in  the  City  Administrator's 
office,  most  recently  on  mid-Market  and  Streets mARTS  initiatives. 

He  added  that  he  will  always  be  grateful  to  Mayor  Newsom  for  supporting  his 
appointment  by  the  Arts  Commission  as  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  and  for  the 
extraordinary  support  he  gave  to  the  arts  community  and  to  the  Commission,  particularly 
in  these  difficult  economic  times.  Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  Mayor  Newsom  was  receptive  to 
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the  Arts  Commission's  appeals,  and  as  a  "parting  gift,"  exempted  the  Arts  Commission 
from  a  2.5%  cut  over  the  hoUdays.  Mr.  Cancel  wished  Lieutenant  Governor  Newsom 
continued  success  and  looked  forward  to  his  continued  arts  advocacy  at  the  state  level. 

Turning  to  the  budget,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  in  December,  departments  were 
directed  to  prepare  plans  for  a  10%  cut,  and  an  additional  10%  contingency,  with  2.5%  iii 
the  current  fiscal  year.  By  February  21,  the  agency  will  need  to  submit  a  plan  for  a  7.5% 
cut,  and  the  10%  contingency  cut  for  fiscal  year  2011-2012. 

Mr.  Cancel  presented  a  draft  proposal,  and  explained  that  the  mandated  cuts  affect  two  of 
the  Arts  Commission's  several  funding  sources:  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  and  the  General 
Fund.  The  agency  has  other  sources  of  funding  which  are  not  subject  to  these  cuts, 
including  Street  Artists  funds,  work-orders,  and  the  Symphony  "POPS"  funds.  Mr. 
Cancel  explained  that  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  and  General  Fund  mainly  support  Cultural 
Equity  Grants  ("CEG")  and  the  Cultural  Centers.  Referring  to  the  draft  document,  he 
explained  that  very  few  staff  positions  are  funded  by  the  General  Fund,  and  that  others 
have  been  able  to  be  shifted  to  other  funding  sources  in  the  face  of  reductions  in  recent 
years. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  staff  have  prepared  several  options  to  meet  the  requked  cuts. 
For  the  mandated  7.5%  cut,  one  option  ("Option  A")  takes  60%  of  the  cut  from  CEG  and 
40%  from  the  Cultural  Centers.  Option  B  takes  50%  from  each.  For  the  additional  10% 
contingency  cut.  Contingency  Option  A  again  takes  60%  of  the  total  cut  from  CEG  and 
40%  from  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  Contingency  Option  B  includes  the  elimination  of 
one  full-time  position  along  with  cuts  to  CEG  and  the  Cultural  Centers.  If  both  the  7.5% 
cut  and  the  10%  contingency  cut  are  required,  the  two  pairs  of  options  yield  four  possible 
proposals,  taking  the  entire  cut  from  CEG  and  the  Cultural  Centers  (at  60/40,  or  60/40 
and  50/50  respectively),  or  combining  cuts  to  CEG  and  the  Centers  with  the  elimination 
of  a  position. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  proposals.  President  Johnston  said  that  he  had  spoken 
with  Mr.  Cancel  and  understood  that  a  reduction  of  approximately  $90,000  could  be 
achieved  with  the  reduction  of  one  position,  or  a  combination  of  partial  positions,  and  he 
acknowledged  that  this  was  a  sensitive  issue.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  Executive 
Committee  would  discuss  this  question  at  greater  length  later  in  the  month,  and  that  he 
was  now  seeking  the  Commission's  first  impressions.  The  Executive  Committee  will 
make  a  recommendation  to  the  full  Commission  for  its  February  7  meeting,  just  before 
the  Mayor's  budget  deadline. 

Vice  President  Beltran  noted  that  CEG  had  frequently  borne  cuts  in  the  past,  and  that  at 
the  same  time,  continued  support  of  the  Cultural  Centers  is  a  priority.  She  lamented  the 
feeling  that  sometimes  one  program  is  pitted  against  the  other.  Commissioner  Stryker 
asked  about  the  open  internship  position,  and  was  told  that  it  had  a  separate  funding 
source  and  could  not  be  applied  against  the  required  cut. 

Commissioners  wondered  how  to  balance  the  impact  of  cutting  a  grant  to  one  artist 
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against  hundreds  of  children  affected  by  programming  at  a  Cultural  Center,  as  well  as 
pointing  out  that  a  single  grant  may  impact  many  more  people  than  the  individual 
applicant,  including  the  affiliated  organization.  Commissioners  expressed  their  concern 
about  the  impact  of  past  cuts  on  both  the  Cultural  Centers  and  grants,  and  several 
emphasized  the  difficulty  of  feeling  that  they  were  pitting  one  valuable  program  against 
another.  Commissioners  asked  whether  there  might  be  some  possibility  of  raising  income 
rather  than  looking  only  at  cuts.  Some  Commissioners  thought  it  would  be  important  for 
staff  to  share  the  pain  of  cuts.  Others  were  strongly  opposed,  arguing  that  first,  staff  was 
already  extremely  overstretched,  and  secondly,  once  a  position  was  eliminated,  it  would 
be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  get  it  back  when  the  economy  improves. 

President  Johnston  invited  everyone  to  attend  the  Executive  Committee  meeting,  and 
agreed  that  it  was  very  unpleasant  to  feel  that  Community  Arts  and  Education  is  being 
pitted  against  CEG.  He  said  that  the  Commission  has  continually  urged  Mr.  Cancel  to 
look  for  other  areas  to  cut,  and  that  pretty  much  all  of  the  possible  accounting  strategies 
to  fund  other  programs  have  already  been  used.  The  programs  on  the  table  are  the  only 
ones  funded  by  the  General  Fund  and  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  He  agreed  with  Commissioner 
Keehn  that  staff  cuts  were  a  bad  idea,  that  they  never,  or  almost  never,  come  back.  He 
recalled  that  around  2000,  the  agency  lost  some  key  positions  in  Public  Art  and 
Collections,  and  it  took  almost  a  decade  to  get  them  back. 

As  to  potential  revenue,  he  explained  that  staff  is  working  on  that  front,  and  being 
successful  in  certain  areas.  The  Gallery  has  been  raising  funds,  and  he  noted  that  after  a 
dismal  report  in  December,  2009,  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  has  been 
extremely  successful  in  2010.  Nonetheless,  he  thought  it  unlikely  to  significantly  affect 
ongoing  operating  expenses.  He  also  praised  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Cancel  and  Ms.  Manton  to 
raise  funds  for  the  City's  collection  and  to  combat  graffiti  and  vandalism,  but  reiterated 
that  it  was  difficult  to  meet  operating  and  staff  expenses  with  grants  and  fundraising. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  Executive  Committee  would  look  more  carefully  at  the 
percentage  split  of  the  proposed  cuts,  adding  that  none  of  the  options  were  attractive.  He 
noted  that  grants  go  to  an  intentionally  diverse  group  of  grantees,  and  cuts  to  CEG  raise 
the  question  of  what  role  Arts  Commission  funding  plays,  versus  funding  by  other 
organizations,  in  the  community.  While  he  tends  to  favor  a  60/40  split  in  favor  of  the 
Cultural  Centers  because  the  City  has  the  added  responsibility  of  being  their  landlord  and 
is  responsible  for  their  success,  he  acknowledged  that  the  opposite  argument  could  be 
made  that  they  are  somewhat  protected  because  the  Commission  is  their  largest  funder. 
Ultimately,  he  feels  a  slightly  greater  responsibility  to  the  Centers  because  of  their 
relationship  with  the  City. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed,  and  reminded  the  Commission  that  many  nonprofit 
organizations  have  had  to  cut  staff  over  the  last  several  years.  She  said  that  nonprofits  are 
being  scrutinized  more  intently.  She  feared  that  withdrawing  support  from  them  might 
jeopardize  their  nonprofit  status  if  their  contributed  income  fell  below  33-1/3%.  She 
added  that  it  is  difficult  to  know  how  or  whether  to  cut  staff  without  clarifying  what  the 
organization  is  trying  to  accomplish. 
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President  Johnston  repeated  his  invitation  to  Commissioners  to  attend  the  Executive 
Committee  meeting,  and  said  that  the  Committee  will  make  its  recommendation  and 
report  to  the  full  Commission.  He  added  that  the  budget  will  be  open  for  discussion  by 
the  full  Commission  and  not  be  added  to  the  Consent  Calendar. 

Commissioners  asked  how  the  Cultural  Centers  would  be  alerted  to  potential  cuts,  and 
Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  they  will  receive  a  letter.  Vice  President  Beltran  asked  for  a 
summary  of  what  they  might  cut,  and  asked  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  to  prepare 
a  summary  of  grantees.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  he  would  request  impact  statements 
from  both  the  Cultural  Centers  and  CEG,  and  that  one  possibility  was  to  suspend  one  of 
the  grants  programs  rather  than  reducing  all  of  them;  this  would  reduce  staff  time.  Some 
Commissioners  thought  that  perhaps  suspending  Individual  Artist  Commissions  might 
have  less  overall  impact,  although  others  noted  that  the  grant  usually  affects  more  than 
just  the  individual  artist. 

Mr.  Cancel  observed  that  with  so  many  relatively  new  Commissioners,  it  would  be  wise 
to  provide  a  "crash  course"  on  the  budget,  and  why  one  area  was  being  considered  for 
cuts  rather  than  another.  He  said  that  he  would  contact  Commissioners;  President 
Johnston  thought  this  was  a  very  good  idea. 

Continuing  his  report,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  the  very  successful  launch  of  the  ARTery 
project,  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  to  impact  the  mid-Market  Street 
area.  He  reported  the  launch  of  Lights  on  Market  Street,  six-month  light  installations  by 
three  artists:  Jim  Campbell,  Paul  Notzold  and  Theo  Watson.  He  added  that  the  artworks 
have  been  well-received,  and  have  had  good  media  coverage,  including  one  newspaper 
story  after  another  during  the  last  month.  He  thanked  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff,  and  Program  Manager  Robynn  Takayama,  as  well  as 
Public  Art  Program  Manager  Kate  Patterson  for  a  phenomenal  job  under  tight  time 
constraints.  He  explained  that  they  had  only  five  months  to  select  the  artists,  commission 
the  artworks  and  install  them.  He  thanked  Public  Architecture,  the  consultant  who  helped 
with  selection  and  installation,  and  the  opening  night  performers,  including  People  in 
Plazas,  Bayanihan  Community  Center  and  Kularts,  as  well  as  mid-Market  partners  the 
luggage  store.  Central  City  Hospitality  House,  the  Gray  Area  Foundation  for  the  Arts, 
David  Addington  at  the  Warfield  and  Carey  Perloff  at  American  Conservatory  Theater. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  agency  closed  out  the  year  with  appeal  letters  for 
WritersCorps  and  the  Gallery,  which  yielded  $2,550  and  $4,100,  respectively.  By  the  end 
of  the  year,  gifts  to  ArtCare  had  reached  $400,  with  additional  donations  still  coming  in 
occasionally.  He  added  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  got  a  really  great  portrait  in  the 
San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  Robynn  Takayama  was  celebrating  her  tenth 
anniversary  at  the  Arts  Commission. 

President  Johnston  thanked  him.

Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard 
Lazar  had  a  certificate  honoring  Commissioner  Melania.  Since  she  was 
out  of  town  for  this  meeting,  continuing  her  studies,  he  withdrew  the 
agenda  item  for  its  presentation  for  another  time  when  she  is  able  to  be 
present.

She  is  working  with  the  artist  to  find  ways  to  keep  the  project  within  its 
budget.  Commissioner  Beltran  added  that  her  proposed  changes  were 
well-received,  and  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed  that  it  looked  like 
a  win-win  situation  for  everyone. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  Coit  Tower  fresco  murals, 
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explaining  that  although  they  are  under  Department  of  Recreation  and 
Parks  jurisdiction,  their  maintenance  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Arts 
Commission.  She  said  that  Arts  Commission  representatives  hope  to  meet 
with  Recreation  and  Parks  representatives  to  come  up  with  a 
comprehensive  approach  and  clarify  long-term  and  short-term  goals,  since 
the  project  is  really  important  to  both  agencies. 

Finally,  she  asked  the  Commission  to  express  its  condolences  for  the 
tragic  shootings  in  Arizona. 

President  Johnston  reminded  Commissioners  that  the  Transbay  Joint  ' 
Powers  Authority  has  responsibility  for  the  Transbay  Terminal,  and  it  sits 
on  their  land.  Ms.  Manton  and  Vice  President  Beltran  are  serving  on  the 
steering  committee  as  advisers  at  their  invitation.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  began  by  noting  that  February  is  generally  the  key  month  for  City  departments  to  tackle 
their  budgets.  He  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  Mayor's  office  had  directed  all  departments  to  make 
specified  cuts  which  were  discussed  at  this  Commission's  January  meeting,  and  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  He  added  that  Commissioner  Stryker  and  several  members  of  the  staff  had  attended 
the  Executive  Committee  meeting.  The  Arts  Commission's  proposal  would  minimize  damage  from  the  cuts  by 
spreading  the  percentage  between  the  Cultural  Centers  and  Cultural  Equity  Grants,  yielding  a  smaller  amount 
of  money  for  grantees  and  a  somewhat  smaller,  but  still  significant,  cut  to  the  Cultural  Centers.  There  is  also  a 
proposal  to  realize  some  salary  savings  for  one  position,  not  by  eliminating  the  position,  but  by  funding  it  from 
non-General  Fund  sources.  President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Mayor's  office  staff  will  discuss  the  budget 
proposals  with  department  heads  before  preparing  their  budget  submission  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
June.  The  Board  debates  the  budget  and  will  approve  it  in  July. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  in  previous  years.  Mayor  Newsom  had  stepped  in  to  reduce  or  eliminate  cuts  to 
the  Arts  Commission's  budget,  but  he  didn't  know  whether  Mayor  Lee  would  do  the  same.  He  reported  that  he 
has  discussed  the  budget  with  Mayor  Lee,  and  he  understands  the  impact  of  the  cuts.  President  Johnston's 
impression  is  that  the  Mayor  will  make  across-the-board  cuts  which  will  include  the  Arts  Commission. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  would  welcome  public  comment  and  discussion  by  the  Commission,  although 
not  much  has  changed  since  the  last  meeting.  He  said  that  some  new  sources  of  revenue  were  promising  for 
the  future,  but  would  solve  the  problems  in  the  near  term.  He  reiterated  that  there  were  only  a  few  areas  of  the 
agency's  budget  that  could  be  targeted  for  General  Fund  cuts:  grants,  Cultural  Centers  and  a  few  staff 
positions.  He  thought  the  current  proposal  was  the  fairest  and  most  appropriate  approach,  and  did  the  least 
long-term  damage. 

Finally,  he  said  that  he  was  glad  to  see  so  many  Commissioners  in  attendance,  and  looked  forward  to  the 
celebration  of  former  Commissioners  immediately  following  this  meeting,  thanking  those  who  have  served  the 
City  and  this  agency  in  the  past. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  distributed  a  few  documents  to  explain  the  organization  of  the  agency's  budget.  First,  he  explained 
that  the  budget  process  is  lengthy,  with  many  opportunities  for  input  from  citizens.  Commissioners  and  other 
interested  parties.  He  explained  that  all  departments  are  required  to  make  their  budget  submissions  to  the 
Mayor's  budget  office  by  February  21 ,  and  that  any  department  that  fails  to  do  so  loses  its  right  to  shape  the 
budget  decisions,  which  are  then  made  unilaterally  by  the  budget  office.  He  emphasized  that  it  is  important  for 
the  department  to  participate  in  these  conversations  to  help  shape  the  decisions. 

Mr.  Cancel  presented  two  charts,  illustrating  the  agency's  funding  sources  and  expenditures.  Recalling  that 
funds  from  other  sources  can't  be  used  to  offset  cuts  in  the  General  Fund,  he  discussed  the  various  funding 
sources,  including  the  General  Fund,  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  work  orders.  Street  Artists  and  other  fees,  and  grants 
and  donations.  He  also  explained  that  work  orders  are  interdepartmental  transfers  of  funds,  for  example  when 
the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  supports  WritersCorps,  or  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
funds  StreetSmARTS.  He  explained  that  when  people  stay  in  San  Francisco  hotels,  they  pay  a  tax  on  their 
rooms;  this  year,  that  tax  contributed  $1 33  million  to  the  City's  General  Fund.  Of  the  total  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenue,  specific  percentages  are  distributed  to  Grants  for  the  Arts,  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors 


Bureau  ("SFCVB"),  Cultural  Equity  Grants  and  the  Cultural  Centers.  The  Mayor's  directive  is  to  reduce 
expenditures  from  the  General  Fund  and  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  In  response  to  a  question,  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  he 
had  spoken  earlier  that  day  with  SFCVB  president  Joe  D'Alessandro,  who  reported  the  good  news  that  hotel 
stays,  and  tourism,  are  trending  upward  this  year. 

Turning  to  the  expenditures  chart,  he  discussed  the  funds  spent  for  each  program,  including  Community  Arts 
and  Education,  Cultural  Equity  Grants,  and  Public  Art.  He  explained  that  the  Symphony  funding  dates  back  to 
the  founding  of  the  Arts  Commission.  The  funds  come  from  a  parcel  tax  set-aside  designated  for  the  support 
of  the  Symphony,  and  40%  of  the  funds  return  to  the  Arts  Commission.  He  noted  that  agency  administration 
accounts  for  about  13%  of  the  budget,  which  he  described  as  pretty  lean.  He  explained  that  the  Cultural 
Centers  are  in  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  budget. 

Mr.  Cancel  also  reviewed  the  department's  organization  chart,  discussing  funding  sources  for  the  various  staff 
positions. 

In  response  to  a  question  about  POP,  the  Symphony  fund.  President  Johnston  pointed  out  that  for  many  years, 
the  Arts  Commission  funded  the  San  Francisco  Symphony's  summer  pops  concert  series.  About  a  year  and  a 
half  ago,  he  said,  the  Arts  Commission  negotiated  a  new  arrangement,  partnering  on  alternative  and  community 
concerts  throughout  the  year,  and  continuing  the  Dolores  Park  summer  concert.  He  added  that  both  Arts 
Commission  and  Symphony  staff  agreed  the  year-round  partnership  would  have  more  impact.  In  response,  Mr 
Cancel  explained  that  the  primary  staff  person  responsible  for  working  with  the  Symphony  was  Director  of 
Programs  Jill  Manton.  He  explained  that  the  annual  contract  covered  a  dozen  concerts  throughout  the  year, 
including  the  recent  sold-out  Chinese  New  Year  concert.  He  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  is 
acknowledged  as  a  sponsor  on  all  publicity  and  program  materials,  and  this  gives  the  agency  greater  visibility. 

Returning  to  the  budget,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  staff  had  drawn  up  four  options  to  meet  the  1 7%  budget  cut 
requested  by  the  Mayor's  budget  office.  After  detailed  discussions,  the  Executive  Committee  selected  option 
A+B  in  the  draft  document,  which  calls  for  60%  of  the  7.5%  cut  to  come  from  Cultural  Equity  Grants  ( "CEG ") 
and  40%  from  the  Cultural  Centers;  and  35%  of  the  additional  10%  contingency  cut  to  come  from  CEG,  23% 
from  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  42%  from  a  personnel  cut.  He  emphasized  the  distinction  between  the  7.5%  cut 
and  the  additional  10%  contingency  cut;  the  contingency  cut  is  for  the  worst-case  scenario.  If,  as  it  is  beginning 
to  appear,  the  City's  revenues  begin  to  improve,  the  contingency  cut  might  be  less  than  10%,  or  might  not  even 
be  needed.  In  the  worst  case,  if  the  contingency  cut  is  needed,  the  Arts  Commission  would  make  staff 
reductions  to  mitigate  the  impact  on  the  cultural  sector. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  would  hear  public  testimony,  but  he  wanted  first  to  discuss  the  impact  of 
the  cuts.  The  staff  proposal  for  the  CEG  cut  calls  for  identifying  a  distinct  grant  program  and  suspending  it  for 
one  year,  rather  than  reducing  all  of  the  grants  by  a  smaller  amount.  He  noted  that  this  would  use  staff  time 
more  efficiently.  While  no  firm  decision  has  been  made,  the  two  grants  programs  being  considered  for  the 
one-year  suspension  are  Individual  Artist  Commissions  and  Creative  Space  grants.  Either  would  yield  about 
the  right  amount  of  funds,  and  either  would  be  a  painful  loss.  He  reminded  all  Commissioners  that  this  is  one  of 
the  few  government  agencies  still  funding  individual  artists;  many  stopped  doing  so  during  the  "culture  wars"  of 
the  1980s. 

In  response  to  a  question,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  each  grants  program  demands  a  lot  of  staff  time  at  each 


step,  for  applications,  review  panels,  contracts,  reports,  etc.  In  terms  of  maximizing  the  use  of  staff  time,  it 
mal<es  more  sense  to  completely  suspend  a  category  and  eliminate  the  time  for  those  steps  rather  than  to  use 
all  (or  almost  all)  of  the  staff  time  and  award  fewer  or  smaller  grants.  In  response  to  another  question,  Mr. 
Cancel  explained  that  suspension  would  mean  that  there  would  be  no  grants  offered  in  a  particular  category  for 
one  year. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  CEG  and  Community  Arts  and  Education  staff  had  attended  the  Executive 
Committee  meeting  to  discuss  the  impacts  of  the  proposed  cuts.  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  had 
prepared  a  statement  of  the  impact  of  suspending  the  Individual  Artist  Commissions  for  the  year.  He  added 
that  a  concern  about  suspension  is  that  in  a  govemment  agency,  there  may  be  pressure  not  to  reinstate  it  the 
next  year. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  this  was  an  ongoing  process,  and  that  this  proposal  identified  target  areas  and  general 
numbers  in  response  to  the  Mayor's  budget  office  request,  and  the  proposals  are  not  yet  detailed.  As  time 
goes  on,  he  hoped  to  reverse  the  cuts,  and  hoped  to  be  successful  in  convincing  the  policymakers  that  these 
cuts  should  not  be  implemented. 

He  reviewed  some  of  the  impacts  for  the  Cultural  Centers:  they  would  have  to  hold  fewer  classes  or  programs, 
serve  fewer  students,  raise  fees  for  classes  and  rentals,  reduce  their  summer  youth  programs,  eliminate  some 
staff  positions,  decrease  donated  space,  and  suspend  new  programs  planned  for  the  coming  year,  including 
programs  designed  to  support  the  next  generation  of  artists.  Mr.  Cancel  reminded  everyone  that  there  will  be 
opportunities  for  public  comment.  He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission,  like  other  departments,  was  mandated  to 
participate  in  the  budget  process,  and  he  sought  a  decision  today  from  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  him  for  the  charts  and  information,  and  asked  what  percentage  of  the 
staff  the  proposed  cut  represented.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  there  are  34  positions,  and  that  the  proposed  cut 
is  a  small  proportion  of  that  total.  He  pointed  out  that  the  organization  is  very  lean,  and  the  loss  of  even  one 
position  is  difficult. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  was  concerned  that  suspending  a  program  might  lead  to  its  permanent  loss,  as 
President  Johnston  had  said.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  decision  about  the  program  suspension  was  not 
being  made  at  this  meeting,  and  that  Ms.  Wong  and  staff  would  evaluate  the  proposed  suspension  and  bring  it 
to  the  Committee  before  implementing  it.  In  the  past,  he  said,  cuts  have  been  taken  across  the  board  to  all 
grants.  If  the  decision  is  made  instead  to  suspend  a  grants  program,  that  discussion  will  be  held  in  committee. 
He  reminded  Commissioners  of  the  previous  month's  discussion  of  the  impact  of  cuts  on  Individual  Artist 
Commissions  versus  grants  to  organizations  that  serve  large  numbers  of  people.  He  said  this  was  the  role  of 
the  Commission,  to  weigh  in  on  these  questions.  He  said  that  the  goal  was  to  do  the  least  harm,  and  the 
Commission  was  not  yet  deciding  on  the  elimination  of  specific  programs. 

Mr.  Cancel  turned  to  other  matters  in  his  report.  In  the  Collections  program,  he  discussed  staff  efforts  to 
support  the  preservation  of  the  City's  art  collection.  He  reminded  the  Commission  of  the  long-term  need  for 
appropriate  space  to  house  some  of  the  artworks,  and  anticipated  that  the  move  to  the  War  Memorial  Veterans 
Building,  planned  for  201 6  after  its  renovation,  would  address  that  need.  He  reported  that  ArtCare  continues  to 
draw  funds,  and  recently  received  a  $10,000  donation  in  honor  of  gallerist  Ruth  Braunstein.  There  is  now 
enough  money  to  begin  conservation  of  the  first  artwork  purchased  by  the  Public  Art  Program,  the  untitled 


1 971  sculpture  by  Peter  Voulkos  at  the  Hall  of  Justice.  He  announced  that  an  event  would  be  held  to  mark  the 
completion  of  the  restoration,  which  was  expected  to  take  about  five  weeks.  Vice  President  Beltran  noted  that 
this  work  was  among  Voulkos's  most  renowned  appearing  in  all  the  major  art  history  books.  Mr  Cancel  noted 
that  Voulkos  was  a  San  Francisco  artist,  and  Commissioner  Breitenberg  added  that  he  was  a  graduate  of 
California  College  of  the  Arts,  and  that  the  school  might  want  to  participate  in  the  event,  too, 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  the  murals  in  Coit  Tower,  commissioned  during  the  Great  Depression.  Collections  staff 
is  working  on  developing  a  new  conservation  and  treatment  assessment,  with  a  cost  estimate.  Arts 
Commission  staff  is  in  discussions  with  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  staff  about  the  stewardship  of  the 
murals,  and  how  best  to  maintain  them. 

Mr.  Cancel  directed  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  flyer  for  the  Gallery's  show,  Afghanistan  in  Four  Frames, 
opening  in  City  Hall  on  Wednesday,  March  9.  He  praised  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiftier  for  an  extraordinary  job 
on  this  show,  which  features  the  work  of  four  photojournalists,  capturing  in  great  depth  the  impact  of  war. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  Keith  Haring  Foundation  has  offered  to  pay  for  the  restoration  of  the  restoration  of 
Haring's  Untitled  (Three  Dancing  Figures)  at  Fourth  and  Howard  Streets.  She  added  that  former  Arts 
Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey  has  generously  offered  her  home  for  a  fundraising  benefit,  noting  that  Mrs.  Wilsey 
has  recently  purchased  a  waterlily  painting  by  Monet. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  with  the  Arts  Commission, 
to  general  applause.  He  praised  her  wonderful  work  in  development.  Finally,  he  recalled  the  wonderful 
contributions  of  Genevieve  Masse,  and  thanked  her  for  everything  she  has  done.  He  welcomed  Brianna  Smith, 
who  will  be  picking  up  some  of  those  tasks. 

President  Johnston  thanked  Mr.  Cancel  and  called  for  public  comment. 

Barbara  Ockel,  Bayview  Opera  House  director,  said  that  the  Opera  House  was  the  only  cultural  center  in  the 
Bayview,  and  that  they  provided  arts  education  to  neighborhood  children;  it  was  very  limited  in  most  of  the 
schools.  She  said  that  they  serve  several  hundred  children  in  their  summer  and  preschool  programs,  and  that  a 
1 5%  cut  affects  their  programming  in  a  big  way,  even  though  they  try  to  find  other  sources  of  funding.  She  said 
that  the  Commission's  support  is  really  appreciated. 

Jennie  Rodriguez,  director  of  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  described  the  impact  on  the  center  if  they 
face  cuts.  She  described  the  center  as  a  hub  in  the  community's  arts  networks,  saying  that  groups  come 
knocking  at  their  door  for  resources,  space  and  other  support.  She  said  that  cuts  would  affect  not  only  the 
center,  but  also  the  groups  they  support.  She  mentioned  several  increased  costs,  including  property  insurance, 
and  the  ongoing  concerns  about  facility  management.  She  said  that  we  all  have  to  sacrifice,  and  she  hoped  that 
cuts  to  the  Centers'  budgets  would  not  be  necessary.  She  stressed  the  importance  of  not  losing  momentum, 
worrying  that  additional  cuts  would  mean  dismantling  important  programming.  She  thanked  the  Commission  for 
its  work.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1 .  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  explained  that  approving  the  budget  submission  would  identify  the  strategy 
for  meeting  the  Mayor's  budget  office  cuts.  He  was  hopeful  first  that  if  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenues  increase  as  they  seem  to  be,  the  contingency  cut  will  not  go  into  effect.  Beyond  that, 
he  said,  he  hoped  that  the  Mayor  and  his  staff  could  be  influenced  to  spare  or  minimize  cuts  to 
the  Arts  Commission  because  of  the  small  size  of  the  agency  and  the  relatively  larger  impact  of 
cuts  on  this  small  agency. 

Commissioner  Stryker  was  still  concerned  about  the  budget,  arguing  that  the  people  most 
affected  are  lower-income,  including  children,  who  come  to  the  Cultural  Centers.  She  wondered 
about  the  idea  of  swapping  options  A  and  B,  taking  the  staff  cut  as  the  first  choice  rather  than  the 
contingency  President  Johnston  pointed  out  the  complexity  of  achieving  General  Fund  savings 
through  staff  cuts,  noting  that  many  staff  positions  are  funded  by  multiple  sources,  and  only  a 
few  are  funded  solely  by  the  General  Fund.  Only  three  areas,  he  reiterated,  are  funded  by  the 
General  Fund. 

Commissioner  Sklar  agreed  that  she  didn't  want  to  cut  grants  or  the  Cultural  Centers.  On  the 
other  hand,  she  said,  cutting  a  position  means  losing  the  position,  and  that  it  would  be  gone  for 
good. 


Noting  the  February  21  deadline  for  submitting  the  budget  proposal  the  the  Mayor's  office. 
Commissioner  Calloway  asked  what  would  happen  if  the  Commission  voted  down  the  proposal 


today.  President  Johnston  said  that  had  once  been  done,  and  the  Commission  had  to  report  to 
the  Mayor's  office  its  inability  to  make  a  decision.  He  said  this  means  giving  up  to  the  Mayor  s 
office  the  authority  to  mal<e  the  decision  about  how  to  cut  the  Arts  Commission's  budget. 
Because  the  agency's  budget  is  relatively  small,  and  the  agency  was  able  to  get  close  to  the 
numbers  requested  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  end  he  rejected  harsher  cuts  to  the  Arts  Commission. 
President  Johnston  now  fears  that  this  time,  the  Arts  Commission  won't  be  spared  in  the  end .  He 
noted  that  the  Mayor's  budget  office  looks  dispassionately  at  the  numbers,  and  doesn't  have  a 
public  process  and  meetings  where  they  hear  from  Cultural  Center  directors  and  other  interested 
members  of  the  community. 

Commissioner  Calloway  thought  the  discussion,  and  the  vote,  should  have  been  held  earlier; 
President  Johnston  reminded  him  that  the  budget  was  discussed  bythe  full  Commission  in 
January,  and  by  the  Executive  Committee.  He  explained  that  the  target  came  from  the  Mayor  s 
budget  office  in  December,  and  pointed  out  that  the  budget  proposal  presented  in  January  had 
more  options  than  the  one  presented  today;  this  is  the  nature  of  the  process.  He  added  that  the 
final  product  is  shaped  not  only  by  the  Mayor,  but  ultimately  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  whether  there  were  options  on  the  contingency  cut;  whether  the 
Commission  could  revisit  that  plan  and  make  a  different  decision.  President  Johnston  said  that  if 
Hotel  Tax  revenues  are  up,  the  contingency  cut  would  be  smaller,  and  said  yes,  the  Commission 
would  discuss  that  plan  again.  He  compared  the  budget  process  to  an  onion  \mth  many  layers. 
Mr.  Cancel  agreed  that  the  specific  details  of  how  the  cut  would  be  administered  have  yet  to  be 
detennined.  President  Johnston  added  that  while  the  budget  office  wants  a  cut,  they  are  less 
concerned  about  exactly  how  it  is  administered. 

Commissioner  Young  asked  about  the  merits  of  Commissioner  Stryker's  suggestion,  taking  the 
staff  cut  before  the  contingency  cut.  President  Johnston  said  that  might  be  a  legitimate  strategy, 
to  halve  funding  for  the  position  in  the  first  round  of  cuts.  He  noted  that  the  budget  office  is 
especially  restrictive  in  funding  staff  positions,  and  it  is  very  hard  to  get  them  approved. 
Commissioner  Breitenberg  suggested  distributing  the  cut  over  several  positions.  Mr.  Cancel  said 
that  wasn't  really  an  option,  and  that  losing  a  position  meant  losing  it  for  a  decade.  He  reminded 
the  Commission  that  it  took  eight  years  to  get  the  Collections  Registrar  position  filled  once  it  was 
lost. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  said  that  although  some  organizations  are  doing  well,  many  small 
and  medium-sized  organizations  are  really  struggling.  She  recounted  the  difficulty  her  own 
organization  has  gone  through  with  staff  cuts.  She  thought  it  was  important  for  the  Arts 
Commission  to  take  a  hard  look  at  cutting  staff,  although  it  was  hard  for  her  to  say  in  front  of  the 
wonderful  staff  in  attendance.  She  thought  that  no  one  had  the  luxury  to  be  protected  from  cuts. 
She  added  that  perhaps  the  nonprofits  will  have  to  raise  more  money 

President  Johnston  said  that  point  was  exactly  what  the  Commission  needed  to  consider;  the 
agency  can  much  more  easily  raise  money  to  fund  deserving  arts  organizations  than  to  fund  the 
daily  operations  of  a  government  agency.  He  reiterated  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  a 
government  agency,  with  legislative  and  charter  responsibilities.  How,  he  asked,  can  the 


Commission  fund  other  organizations  when  it  can't  fulfill  its  mandated  responsibilities?  He 
recalled  that  the  report  last  year  on  development  was  dismal,  and  this  year  is  much  better.  He 
said  that  those  funds  can  go  to  programs  inside  or  outside  the  agency,  but  not  to  fund  an 
accountant  for  the  department,  for  example.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  thinking 
about  fund  raising  rather  than  focusing  only  on  cuts  to  the  budget. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that,  unlike  a  private-sector  business  or  nonprofit  organization,  the  City's 
rules  governing  relations  with  staff  are  exceedingly  complex.  He  noted  that  the  organization  chart 
doesn't  reflect  the  various  contracts  and  rules  governing  employment  with  the  City.  He  explained 
that  he  couldn't  simply  decide  to  cut  a  position  to  half-time.  He  pointed  out  that  the  cut  called  for 
was  17%,  a  big  chunk  of  the  budget.  He  asked  what  could  be  done  to  ameliorate  that,  and 
reiterated  that  the  sacrifice  of  one  position  was  extremely  difficult,  and  that  the  agency  would 
certainly  not  get  the  position  back  even  if  the  economy  turns  around  next  year.  Pointing  to  the 
option  A  cuts,  he  argued  that  the  organizations  will  survive  these  cuts,  which  can  be  easily 
reinstated  once  the  economy  improves.  He  urged  the  Commission  not  to  underestimate  the 
impact  of  a  personnel  cut. 

President  Johnston  said  the  Commission  could  not  lose  the  tether  between  the  people  on  staff 
and  the  legal  responsibilities  of  the  Commission.  He  warned  that  the  boundaries  of  appropriate 
workload  and  responsiblities  of  staff  are  already  strained,  with  staff  performing  their  assigned 
roles  and  more.  He  said  the  agency  can't  continue  to  do  the  job  it  is  mandated  to  do  if  it  loses 
more  funding. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  the  public  needs  to  know  that  the  Commission  is 
concerned. 

President  Johnston  called  on  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Manager  Robynn 
Takayama.  She  thanked  him  and  explained  that  she  was  shop  steward  for  the  Service 
Employees  International  Union  ("SEIU"),  the  largest  union  in  the  department,  and  that  she  had 
not  planned  to  address  the  Commission  on  labor  issues  at  this  meeting.  She  said  that  it  was 
reassuring  to  know  that  the  Commission  was  taking  the  budget  question  seriously,  that 
Commissioners'  hearts  were  in  the  right  place,  that  it  was  a  priority  to  continue  to  serve  youth  and 
the  communities.  She  acknowledged  that  under  Mr.  Cancel's  leadership,  the  agency  was  doing 
amazing  work,  and  staff  were  working  very  hard.  She  reminded  the  Commission  that  labor 
organizations  representing  all  of  the  City's  employees  had  agreed  to  pay  cuts  in  the  form  of 
twelve  furlough  days,  and  that  this  reduction  wasn't  apparent  in  the  budget  documents  before  the 
Commission.  She  reiterated  Mr.  Cancel's  and  President  Johnston's  comments  about  the  impact 
of  labor  laws  and  contracts  on  Arts  Commission  staffing.  She  explained  that  although  the 
Commission  might  make  a  cut  to  a  Hotel  Tax-funded  or  General-funded  position,  there  could  be 
unwanted  trickle-down  effects  through  "bumping,"  where  a  more  senior  person  whose  job  was 
eliminated  can  move  into  a  position  in  a  similar  classification  in  another  agency  and  displace  that 
employee.  She  appreciated  the  Commission's  thoughtfulness  in  considering  these  complex 
questions. 

Commissioner  Calloway  noted  that  while  staff  and  Cultural  Centers  were  represented  at  this 


meeting,  he  felt  that  the  community's  stories  were  not  being  heard.  He  appreciated  Mr.  Cancel's 
description  of  some  of  the  impacts.  He  understood  that  the  agency  needs  to  have  staff,  but  he 
was  concerned  that  the  Commission  was  not  feeling  the  impact  of  the  cuts  on  the  communities, 
in  an  emotional  and  personal  way 

President  Johnston  appreciated  his  comments,  but  disagreed.  He  explained  that  the  Executive 
Committee  had  favored  taking  larger  cuts  from  CEG  and  less  from  the  Cultural  Centers.  He  said 
that  neither  was  an  attractive  option,  and  pointed  out  that  all  of  the  Executive  Committee 
members  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  in  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  all  of  the  Commissioners  have 
spent  some  time  with  them.  He  noted  that  others  associated  with  nonprofit  arts  organizations 
would  rather  see  the  Cultural  Centers  take  the  larger  cut  instead  of  CEG.  He  did  not  think  the 
Commission  was  discounting  the  impact  on  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  felt  that  it  was  important  to 
take  account  of  the  special  relationship  between  the  Commission,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the 
Centers. 

He  reiterated  that  there  would  be  cuts,  and  the  Commission  had  to  make  them,  one  way  or 
another.  He  reminded  the  Commission  that  a  year  and  a  haf  ago,  a  fourteen-year  veteran  was 
laid  off,  and  all  the  work  she  once  did  was  still  being  done  by  the  remaining  staff.  In  fact,  he  said, 
under  Mr.  Cancel's  ambitious  leadership,  there  was  more  work;  staff  was  feeling  the  pressure. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  said  he  understood  that  it  was  impossible  to  spread  out  the  cuts 
broadly  across  the  staff,  and  that  if  the  City's  budget  improved  in  the  next  few  years,  cuts  to  the 
Cultural  Centers  could  be  more  easily  restored  than  staff  cuts  at  the  Arts  Commission. 
Commissioner  Calloway  argued  that  the  same  could  be  said  for  the  Cultural  Centers:  positions 
lost  don't  come  back. 

Vice  President  Beltran  pointed  out  that  the  Executive  Committee  heard  reports  from  the  Cultural 
Centers  on  the  impact  of  cuts  on  the  Centers.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  Committee  had 
discussed  other  ways  to  help  turn  the  curve,  noting  that  the  Commission,  too,  is  frustrated  with 
the  lack  of  support  for  the  facilities.  He  reported  that  they  are  trying  to  do  things  like 
implementing  long-temn  leases  to  improve  the  Centers'  ability  to  apply  for  grants.  He 
emphasized  that  all  of  the  Commissioners  understood  that  these  cuts  have  real  effects  on  real 
people. 

President  Johnston  called  for  a  vote  on  the  following  motion  to  approve  the  fiscal  year 
2011-2012  budget  submission.  The  motion  was  approved  by  roll  call  vote  as  follows; 
Aye:  Johnston,  Beltran,  Breitenberg,  Chew,  Chuang,  Garcfa-Nakata,  Keehn,  Silvennan,  Sklar, 
Stryker,  Young 

Nay:  Commissioner  Calloway 

President  Johnston  thanked  the  Commission.  Commissioner  Calloway  added  that  his  intention 
was  not  to  be  adversarial,  and  that  he  thought  a  little  bit  of  tweaking  of  the  proposal  could  have 
changed  his  vote.  President  Johnston  assured  him  that  he  understood,  and  that  this  was  simply 
the  nature  of  an  up-or-down  vote.

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  water  projects  coming  to  the  Committee  were  looking  better, 
and  he  thought  it  might  be  worth  showing  some  to  the  full  Commission  at  a  future  meeting.  He 
reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  two  projects  of  some  note:  the  Central  Subway  portal  and 
the  Public  Safety  building.  He  reported  that  the  Committee  requested  that  the  engineers  design 
the  portal  itself  more  artistically  He  noted  that  architecture  critic  John  King  had  written  recently 
about  the  Public  Safety  building  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  He  thought  the  project  was  off  to 
a  good  start,  and  that  the  design  team  was  working  hard  to  keep  the  building  from  looking  too 
"institutional."

4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  referred  Commissioners  to  the  Committee's  minutes.  He  reported  tha  the 
Committee  recommended  amendment  of  the  procedure  for  assigning  spaces  to  the  artists;  the 
amended  proposal  was  supported  by  more  than  a  hundred  of  the  artists. 

Street  Artist  James  Millard  said  that  the  proposal  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  artists,  that  it 
was  a  minor  change  that  would  stop  conflict  and  fights.  He  said  that  this  was  a  sensitive  issue, 
and  affected  how  people  make  money,  and  that  if  the  system  was  not  fair  and  clear,  it  would 
create  problems.  He  explained  that  the  change  in  procedure  had  been  motivated  by 
disturbances  this  summer,  and  closed  a  loophole  most  of  the  artists  have  wanted  to  close  for 
twenty  years.  He  thanked  the  Committee  members. 

Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Street  Artists  budget  does  not  call  for  a  fee  increase  this 
year.  He  reported  that  since  the  program  began  operating  it  has  added  38  new  spaces  and  65 
holiday  spaces.  He  said  this  was  a  great  program,  that  it  brought  in  $4,000,000  for  the  city,  and 
allowed  over  430  artists  to  make  a  living  for  themselves  and  their  families.  He  again  urged 
everyone  to  check  out  the  artists. 

Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  new  regulations  for  the  sale  of  slumped  bottles  prohibits  their 
keeping  the  original  commercial  labels  unless  the  artist  significantly  alters  or  creates  their  ov^ 
labels.

He  reminded  everyone  that  Zhang  Huan's  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms  was  returning  to  Shanghai,  and  he  was  sad 
to  see  it  leave.  Ms.  Manton  said  people  could  walk  past  and  say  goodbye  on  their  way  to  Soluna.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  began  by  discussing  the  strategic  plan,  which  he  said  Mr.  Cancel  would  address  in  greater 
detail,  and  which  was  the  major  topic  at  the  Executive  Committee's  meeting.  He  requested  that  Commission 
Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie  and  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  forwad  copies  of  the  second  quarter  report 
to  Commissioners.  He  noted  that  it  was  a  report,  not  an  action  item  subject  to  a  vote  by  the  Commission.  He  said 
that  the  Executive  Committee  had  spent  more  than  two  hours  reviewing  the  report  in  depth.  He  explained  that 
the  strategic  planning  process  began  more  than  two  years  ago,  with  a  Commission  and  staff  retreat,  research, 
analysis,  interviews,  and  discussions  with  Commissioners,  staff  and  communit\-  stakeholders,  culminating  in  the 
adoption  of  a  three-year  strategic  plan  subject  to  quarterly  review.  He  explained  that  the  first  quarterly  review 
was  done  in  October,  and  that  staff  has  struggled  with  the  format  as  well  as  the  substance  of  the  reporting.  He 
added  that  the  City  has  a  system  of  performance  measures,  and  that  staff  has  spent  a  lot  of  time  trying  to  bring 
that  system  together  with  the  agency's  strategic  planning  and  reporting. 

President  Johnston  thought  that  this  second  quarterly  report  is  much  improved,  that  goals  have  been  met,  uith 
heroic  efforts  by  staff  stretched  thin.  He  thought  this  report  encapsulated  a  coherent  progression  from  the  basic 
mission  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  goals  for  each  program,  and  tracking  progress  toward  those  goals.  President 
Johnston  congratulated  staff,  particularly  Mr.  Cancel  and  Ms.  Manton,  on  making  the  document  more 
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presentable  and  more  easily  comprehensible.  Although  he  had  been  a  little  skeptical  about  how  well  the  strategic 
planning  and  reporting  process  might  work  in  the  government  context,  he  was  encouraged  that  the  agency  was 
well-served  by  keeping  the  goals  before  both  staff  and  Commissioners  as  a  touchstone.  He  encouraged 
Commissioners  to  read  the  report,  and  said  he  would  like  to  find  a  way  to  create  a  digest  report  for  the  full 
Commission  for  the  third  quarter. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  staff  was  still  trying  to  find  the  best  way  to  reconcile  and  synchronize  reporting  on  all  of 
the  strategic  plan's  goals  with  what  the  City  requires  for  performance  measures.  He  has  met  with  a  potential 
consultant  to  help  refine  the  reporting,  particularly  for  the  key  objectives  that  the  Commission  really  wants  to 
track.  He  used  the  analogy  of  a  car,  which  is  a  complex  machine.  The  driver  needs  to  track  a  few  key  items,  like 
speed,  fuel  and  engine  temperature;  these  are  displayed  on  the  dashboard.  He  hoped  to  bring  "dashboard 
thinking"  to  the  strategic  planning  report  process,  identifying  a  few  key  goals  to  highlight:  perhaps  the  number  of 
grants  awarded,  people  served,  etc.  He  expected  this  would  make  the  tracking  of  our  progress  more  manageable. 

Further,  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  process  of  adding  another  year  to  the  plan  was  about  to  begin.  After  all  the 
work  with  the  many  constituencies  involved,  it  is  important  not  to  just  set  the  plan  on  a  shelf,  but  to  revisit  it  and 
add  another  year.  Mr.  Cancel  expected  to  undertake  this  over  the  summer,  with  staff,  an  outside  facilitator  and 
Commissioners. 

Mr.  Cancel  called  attention  to  a  motion  on  the  agenda  under  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  ("CAEG") 
Committee  Reports  regarding  Bayview  Opera  House  ("BVOH").  He  explained  that  most  of  what  is  happening  at 
the  Opera  House  is  very  good,  although  there  are  some  areas  of  concern,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  facility 
itself.  He  explained  that  this  motion  was  the  result  of  a  year  of  discussions  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  and 
will  allow  them  to  issue  a  grant  of  $400,000  for  interior  renovations  to  the  Opera  House:  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  upgrades  and  stabilization  of  the  balcony.  He  explained  that  there  are  accessibility  issues 
throughout  the  building,  and  the  design  work  for  these  renovations  has  been  approved  by  city  and  state  historic 
preservation  agencies,  and  by  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.  He  discussed  the  history  of  the  shifting 
sources  of  funding  for  this  work,  championed  by  former  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the 
next  step  was  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  to  vote  on  the  project, 
which  he  expected  over  the  next  few  weeks.  Groundbreaking  is  planned  for  fall  of  2011.  He  explained  that  the 
plaza  is  slated  for  major  renovations,  with  $700,000  in  federal  funds.  He  reported  that  emergency  roof  work, 
necessitated  by  long-neglected  maintenance,  has  revealed  extensive  mold  and  damage  to  the  south  wall  of  the 
building,  which  may  be  compromising  the  stability  of  the  building.  With  a  grant  of  $35,000  provided  by  the  Arts 
Commission,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  agreed  to  analyze  the  damage  to  the  wall  and  give  a  plan  and  a 
firm  estimate  for  its  repair.  Mr.  Cancel  suggested  that  staff  and  Commissioners  need  to  work  with  the  district's 
Supervisor  and  others  to  secure  funding  to  implement  the  wall's  replacement. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Cancel  noted,  the  grant  from  Save  America's  Treasures  enabled  a  beautiful  restoration  of 
the  floor  and  other  work  on  the  building.  He  reported  good  participation  in  the  Opera  House's  programs,  with 
over  5,000  people  attending  programs  and  events  overall,  including  200  young  people  in  the  summer  program. 
He  reported  that  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  will  hear  a  midyear  report  from  BVOH 
acting  director  Barbara  Ockel. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  board  has  decided  to  go  through  a  formal  interview  process  to  select  a  permanent 
Executive  Director,  and  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  and  her  staff  will  help 
facilitate  that  process.  He  noted  that  Ms.  Ockel  is  expected  to  be  a  candidate,  and  while  he  anticipated  that  she 
will  be  the  strongest  candidate,  he  did  not  intend  to  influence  the  process.  He  reported  that  some  of  the  Cultural 
Center  directors  have  let  staff  go,  and  then  had  responses  from  the  community  to  those  dismissals.  He  reported 
that  Ms.  Nemzoff  and  Community  Arts  and  Education  staff  will  review  all  personnel  matters  at  all  of  the  centers, 
and  will  report  to  the  CAEG  Committee  on  their  findings.  To  ensure  that  each  center  is  following  the  most 
professional  standards.  Arts  Commission  staff  will  develop  and  distribute  a  consistent  statement  of  what  is 
expected  in  their  personnel  processes,  and  will  provide  workshops  on  professional  best  practices  and  on  board 
development.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  affirmed  that  this  must  incorporate  all  necessary  legal  requirements. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  will  move  to  new  offices  on  the  third  and  fourth  floors  of  25  Van 
Ness,  recently  vacated  by  Project  Emerge.  Because  the  Real  Estate  Department  is  eager  to  rent  the  Arts 
Commission's  current  space  to  other  tenants,  they  have  offered  good  terms,  and  the  move  should  be  almost 
cost-neutral— saving  rent  expenses  in  the  first  and  second  year  and  modest  increases  in  subsequent  years.  He 
added  that  the  previous  tenant  left  a  lot  of  relatively  new  furniture  and  cubicles  that  can  be  reused.  The  new 
space  will  allow  all  staff  to  be  consolidated  in  a  single,  larger,  space,  with  more  conference  space,  and  room  for 
Collections  storage.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  will  occupy  the  third  and  fourth  floor  offices 
for  about  five  years. 


Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  long-term  space  plan  is  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  move  into  the  War  Memorial 
Veterans  Building.  Noting  that  Commissioners  were  very  familiar  with  this  important  cultural  space,  which 
houses  the  Herbst  Theatre,  the  Green  Room  (which  has  hosted  the  Mayor's  Art  Award  events),  and  the  Arts 
Commission  Gallery,  he  described  the  War  Memorial  as  an  ideal  location  for  the  Arts  Commission.  He  explained 
that  the  building  is  undergoing  a  $130  million  renovation,  encompassing  plumbing,  electrical  and  seismic 
upgrades,  as  well  as  an  expanded  and  improved  ground  floor  facility.  He  explained  that  the  San  Francisco  Opera 
will  be  a  new  occupant  on  the  fourth  floor,  and  a  smaller  rehearsal  and  performing  venue  is  included  in  the 
renovation. 

The  Gallery  will  end  up  with  4400  square  feet;  part  of  this  larger  gallery  space  will  be  dedicated  to  a  rotating 
display  of  items  from  the  Civic  Art  Collection,  including  jewelry,  ceramics  and  other  small  craft  pieces,  as  well  as 
works  on  paper.  Describing  the  Gallery  as  an  extraordinary  part  of  the  Commission's  public  service,  he  recalled 
that  it  had  first  been  located  at  155  Grove  Street  until  the  1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake  rendered  that  building 
unsafe  for  occupation;  the  windows  are  still  used  for  exhibitions  viewed  from  the  street.  The  Gallerv'  also 
programs  exhibitions  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall.  Staff  is  looking  forward  to  major  exhibitions  in  the  large 
new  space.  The  move  to  the  War  Memorial  will  take  a  minimum  of  five  years,  and  may  likely  be  longer,  thus  the 
need  to  secure  space  at  25  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection  includes  a  variety  of  work,  including  ceramics  that  are  fragile  and 
have  long  been  in  storage;  the  renovation  will  create  museum-quality  space  for  both  storage  and  display.  He 
noted  that  the  War  Memorial  still  has  storage  space  forthe  Museum  of  Modem  Art,  once  housed  there.  Their 
former  collection  space  will  be  upgraded,  including  new  heating,  ventilation  and  air  conditioning  systems,  and 
will  be  used  by  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  Mr.  Cancel  showed  a  sketch  of  the  proposed  renovation,  and  added  that 
the  Gallery  will  include  Arts  Education  workshop  space.  Plans  forthe  building  include  a  cafe  and  the  box  office 
where  the  Gallery  is  currently  located.  He  noted  that  the  project  will  be  paid  for  by  City  capital  funds. 

Moving  onto  other  topics,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  WritersCorps  is  launching  a  new  event  coinciding  with 
National  Poetry  Month,  the  Poetry  Projection  Project,  soliciting  short  films  based  on  poetry  by  WritersCorps 
students.  The  submitted  films  will  be  judged  by  award-winning  San  Francisco  filmmaker  Peter  Bratt,  and  the 
winners  shown  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts.  The  fihiis  will 
also  be  posted  online. 

Speaking  of  online,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  reached  3,000  Facebook  friends  this  w  eek. 

Turning  to  the  Public  Art  Program,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  April  was  a  busy  month,  with  the  opening  of  San 
Francisco  Airport's  Terminal  Two;  a  community  open  house  will  be  held  on  April  9.  He  reported  that  the 
renovation  of  the  building  generated  funds  to  commission  five  bold  new  large-scale  artworks  complementing  the 
grand  architecture  and  space  of  the  facility.  He  urged  Commissioners  to  mark  their  calendars  for  the  series  of 
events  celebrating  the  opening  of  the  new  terminal.  President  Johnston  added  that  Terminal  Two  would  ser\e 
Virgin  America. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  Keith  Haring  Foundation  had  approved  the  Arts  Commission's  request  to  restore 
the  Haring  work  in  the  City's  Collection,  and  that  conservation  work  has  already  begun  on  the  Peter  Voulkos 
sculpture  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  one  of  the  first  pieces  added  to  the  Collection.  The  conservation  work  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  four  weeks,  and  he  cited  this  project  as  the  first  example  of  w  hat  the  ArtCare 
program  has  achieved.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  former  Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey  has  generously  offered  to  host 
an  ArtCare  fundraiser  at  her  home  on  a  date  yet  to  be  determined  in  June.  Mr.  Cancel  requested  suggestions  for 
the  guest  list,  and  Ms.  Manton  added  that  Ms.  Wilsey  will  be  debuting  a  recently  acquired  Monet  water  lily 
painting.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  needs  of  ArtCare  are  in  the  hundeds  of  thousands  of  dollars,  and  that  the 
first  $50,000  will  pay  for  restoration  of  the  Voulkos  sculpture. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  developing  a  phase-one  fundraising  goal.  Commissioner  Keehn 
suggested  that  donors  often  like  their  gift  to  be  earmarked  for  a  particular  project,  and  might  be  more  motivated 
to  fund  a  specific  artwork.  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  them  for  their  suggestions.

Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reiterated  that  the  Committee  had  discussed  the  strategic  plan,  and  said  that 
it  would  be  important  to  develop  an  overview  for  the  full  Commission  to  allow  it  to  review  the 
reporting  more  quickly  than  in  the  Executive  Committee  meeting.  He  explained  that  the  plan  set 
overall  organizational  goals,  and  each  program  has  goals,  somewhat  different  from  one  another  in 
implementation,  in  furtherance  of  those  overall  goals.  He  said  that  the  process  continued  to  be 
refined,  and  that  the  process  was  important  to  help  all  of  the  Committees  focus  on  their  work  with 
individual  programs.  He  added  that  the  strategic  planning  and  re\iew  process  was  a  way  to  keep 
everyone  moving  in  the  same  direction. 

Vice  President  Beltran  added  that  the  staff  presentations  were  ver\-  thoughtful,  and  described  how- 
progress  was  being  measured  in  each  of  the  programs. 


Commissioner  Chew  added  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  the  Commission's  upcoming  80th 


anniversary.  President  Johnston  added  that  the  Committee  also  briefly  discussed  the  eventual 
move  to  the  Veterans  Memorial  building,  which  they  found  very  exciting;  he  added  that  the 
building  had  long  been  slated  for  seismic  and  general  upgrades.  Noting  that  he  had  once  worked 
in  the  building,  he  described  it  as  magnificent,  but  too  subdued  except  during  performances  or 
events  in  the  Green  Room.  This  renovation  promises  the  opportunity  to  enliven  the  space. 
President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  chosen  in  a  competitive  process  by 
the  War  Memorial  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  the  anchor  tenant;  they  were  excited  to  have  an  arts 
presence,  complementary  to,  yet  different  from  the  Herbst  Theatre.  President  Johnston  added 
that  it  was  important  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  be  directly  across  from  City  Hall. 

In  response  to  a  question,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  Committee  meetings  would  be  held  at  the 
new  space  once  the  agency  has  moved;  in  the  meantime,  they  will  continue  to  be  held  at  25  Van 
Ness. 

Vice  President  Beltran  said  she  would  like  to  recognize  Mr.  Cancel  and  Development  Director 
Rachelle  Axel  for  their  work  on  ArtCare,  saying  they  had  achieved  good  results  for  a  first  time  out 
with  this  initiative.  In  response  to  Commissioner  Chew's  question,  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that 
donors  received  a  formal  letter  of  thanks,  and  that  they  also  receive  a  document  which  the  City 
requires  them  to  sign  and  return.  President  Johnston  noted  that  the  City's  procedures  make  it 
almost  impossible  to  make  an  anonymous  gift,  and  added  that  he  liked  the  idea  of  linking  the  gift 
to  a  specific  artwork. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Conxmittee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  a  proposal  for  a  memorial  to  the  homeless  was  presented  to 
the  Committee.  The  project  had  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  would  be  privately 
funded,  and  would  consist  of  brass  "chalk  outlines"  placed  in  various  sidewalks  throughout  the 
city.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  proposal  had  been  rejected,  and  that  staff  had  followed  up  with 
a  letter  describing  the  agency's  procedures  for  reviewing  monuments,  and  giving  examples  of 
successful  monuments,  including  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Brigade  monument,  to  illustrate  the 
professional  standards  required  and  expected. 

President  Johnston  asked  what  specific  action  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  taken,  and  what 
obligations  the  Arts  Commission  had  as  a  result.  Commissioner  Chow  explained  that  the  Board 
had  approved  a  resolution  encouraging  pursuit  of  the  idea  of  the  memorial.  President  Johnston 
requested  that  staff  continue  to  follow  up  on  any  required  actions. 

Commissioner  Smith  added  that  the  Committee  also  approved  a  pump  station. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Sherri  Young,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a  wonderful  meeting,  and  discussed  the 
grants  panel  approval  process.  She  noted  that  the  panel  meetings  are  all  public,  and  encouraged 
Commissioners  to  attend  one.  She  praised  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  and  her  staff  for  their 
very  professional  process.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  recommended  approval  of  some  20 
Art  and  Communities:  Innovative  Partnerships  Exploration  and  ReaHzation  grants,  part  of  the 
Consent  Calendar  approved  above.  She  added  that  some  of  the  grantees  made  presentations, 
which  were  much  appreciated  by  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Young  reported  that  representatives  of  the  Cultural  Centers  gave  updates  to  the 
Committee.  She  noted  that  all  are  having  successes,  moving  forward  with  fundraising  and  board 
development,  and  improving  their  ability  to  be  self-sustaining  over  the  long  term.  Still,  she  added, 
there  are  always  challenges,  and  she  reiterated  Mr.  Cancel's  point  that  the  Centers  are  working 
hard  on  improving  their  personnel  policies.

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  to  accept  a  $400,000 
grant  from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  for  a  structural  strengthening 
and  accessible  improvement  project  at  the  Ba>'view  Opera  House. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  owns  the  real  propert>-  located  at 
4705  Third  Street  in  San  Francisco,  California,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City's  Arts 
Commission  and  improved  with  a  building  commonly  known  as  the  Bayv'iew  Opera  House  (the 
"Building");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission  wishes  to  have  the  Building  structurally  upgraded  and  to 
install  accessibility  improvements  that  comply  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (the 
"Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bureau  of  Architecture  of  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  has 
agreed  to  manage  the  construction  of  the  Project  and  has  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  the 
Project  will  be  $748,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission  previously  allocated  $248,000  from  its  capital  improvement 
budget  to  develop  a  scope  of  work  and  produce  preliminary  design  drawings  for  the  Project  and 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Investment  has  agreed  to  fund  Sioo,ooo  of  the  Project  costs; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  ("Agency")  is  willing  to  make  a  grant  of 
$400,000  (the  "Grant")  to  the  City  for  the  Project  pursuant  to  a  Grant  Agreement  between  the 
Agency  and  the  City,  acting  by  and  through  the  Arts  Commission  (the  "Grant  Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Grant  Agreement  requires  that  the  Grant  funds  be  used  solely  to  pay  for  the 
necessary  and  relevant  construction  costs  related  to  the  Project  work  described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the 
Grant  Agreement  and  City  will  be  obligated  to  repay  the  Grant  funds  if  there  is  any  uncured 
default  by  City  of  its  obligations  under  the  Grant  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  approves  the  negotiated  terms  for  the  Grant 
Agreement,  a  final  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts  Commission  hereby  approves  the  proposed  Grant  and  Grant 
Agreement  and  authorizes  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  request  appro\  al  of 
the  proposed  Grant  and  Grant  Agreement  by  the  City's  Board  of  Superv  isors  and  further  urges  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  proposed  Grant  to  help  make  needed  facilit>-  improvements 
to  the  Building  for  the  benefit  of  the  public;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  proposed  Grant  and 
Grant  Agreement  and  authorizes  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Grant 
Agreement,  the  Arts  Commission  authorizes  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  take  any  and  all 
actions  which  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  in  consultation  with  the  Cit>'  Attorney  and  any 
other  person  specified  by  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors,  determines  are  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  City,  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  Cit>-  or  materially  decrease  the  benefits 
to  the  City,  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  consummate  the  performance  of  the  purposes  and  intent 
of  this  Resolution,  and  comply  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  Cit>'s  Charter,  including  any 
modifications  or  amendments  to  the  Grant  Agreement. 


Street  Artists  Coxnmittee— Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  encouraged  everyone  to  look  at  the  work  of  the  street  artists.  He  explained 
that  the  Committee  ordinarily  meets  during  odd-numbered  months,  but  would  not  meet  in  March 
because  they  would  not  have  a  quorum;  instead,  the  Committee  will  meet  in  April. 

Commissioner  Chew  explained  that  the  artists  named  in  the  following  motion  created  a  variet>-  of 
interesting  objects,  including  jeweliy,  hand-painted  T-shirts,  photography,  raw  wool  spun  into 
art.  He  again  encouraged  everyone  to  go  down  to  Justin  Herman  Plaza  or  Union  Square  on  a 
sunny  afternoon  and  look  at  the  artists'  work. 


Commissioner  Chew  presented  the  following  motion.

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  began  by  responding  to  Commissioner  Chew,  acknowledging  that 
she  had  purchased  wonderful  jewelry  and  many  other  things  from  street  artists  over  the  years. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  artwork  for  the  Chinese  Recreation  Center,  and  the 
Gallery's  upcoming  San  Francisco/Sydney  Sister  City  Biennial  exhibition.  She  listed  other  projects 
that  the  Committee  reviewed,  including  the  Fulton  playground,  Walter  Kitundu's  design  for  San 
Francisco  Airport  Terminal  Two,  the  Art  on  Market  Street  kiosk  proposal,  Tutubi  Plaza,  Amy 
Ellingson's  artwork  at  San  Francisco  Airport,  and  the  Visitacion  Valley  library.  She  reported  that 
the  Committee  also  reviewed  some  modifications  of  the  Maya  Lin  sculpture,  and  an  update  on  the 
floor  design  for  the  Transbay  Terminal.  She  thanked  Mr.  Cancel  and  President  Johnston  for  their 
work  with  the  Airport. 

Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  he  often  walks  past  Tutubi  Plaza,  and  remembers  serving  on 
the  review  panel.  He  said  that  the  work  has  totally  reshaped  the  area,  and  encouraged  everyone  to 
take  a  look. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  all  of  the  Committee's  members,  particularly  those  who 
have  served  on  panels. 

7.  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  other  public  comment. 

8.  New  Business 

There  was  no  new  business. 

9.  Reports  and  Announcements 

President  Johnston  encouraged  everyone  to  see  the  Airport's  new  Terminal  Two,  and  reminded  the  Commission 
that  there  will  be  a  number  of  events  to  celebrate  its  opening.  He  said  that  he  had  attended  a  hard-hat  tour  before 
the  art  was  installed,  and  looked  forward  to  seeing  it  in  place.  He  thought  this  was  a  good  opportunity  to  step 
back  from  the  sometimes  difficult  process  of  working  with  so  many  partners,  and  see  the  spectacular  result  that 
can  be  accomplished.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  along  with  the  five  newly  commissioned  pieces,  the  terminal 
includes  28  pieces  that  were  in  storage  and  are  now  being  reinstalled.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  noted  that 
San  Franciscans  dropping  off  visitors  at  the  Airport  will  be  able  to  enjoy  the  exterior  artworks. 

Vice  President  Beltran  reported  that  she  had  participated  in  a  panel  immediately  preceding  this  meeting, 
including  nine  panelists  from  a  variety  of  backgrounds,  including  a  police  officer  and  a  firefighter.  She  was  very 
happy  with  the  panel  review  process,  which  creates  a  wonderful  and  productive  dialogue,  and  a  democratic 
vetting  process. 

President  Johnston  reminded  Commissioners  that  they  must  file  the  Statement  of  Economic  Interests,  Form 
700,  and  Sunshine  Declarations,  by  April  1.  He  noted  that  Arts  Commissioners  have  now  been  returned  to  the 
less  onerous  disclosure  level  they  had  before  2010. 

Commissioner  Calloway  pointed  out  that  San  Francisco  had  recently  been  chosen  as  the  location  for  the 
America's  Cup,  and  thought  this  huge  event  might  provide  some  opportunities  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  tie  in 
with  its  activities.  President  Johnston  agreed,  and  asked  Ms.  Manton  to  use  her  clever  ability  to  find  ways  for  the 
Arts  Commission  to  participate  in  many  of  the  City's  big  projects,  like  the  Transbay  Terminal.  He,  too,  is  getting 
questions  about  the  America's  Cup. 

There  were  no  reports  or  announcements.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioners  for  attending.  He  reminded  them  that  if  anyone  had  not  filed  a 
Statement  of  Economic  Interests  (Form  700)  and  Sunshine  Declaration,  they  were  now  three  days  late,  and 
should  file  immediately.  He  thanked  Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie  for  helping  Commissioners  to 
file,  and  for  returning  stamped  copies  to  them. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  he  had  been  part  of  a  tour  of  the  new  San  Francisco  Airport  Terminal  Two  with 
Mr.  Cancel  and  Public  Art  Program  Manager  Kate  Patterson,  and  reminded  ever\  one  of  the  public  open  house  on 
Saturday,  April  9.  He  described  the  artwork,  and  the  entire  space,  as  spectacular,  and  congratulated  Public  Art 
Program  Director  Susan  Pontious,  Public  Art  Program  Manager  Mar>-  Chou,  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton. 
and  all  the  staff  who  worked  on  Terminal  Two  for  years.  He  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle's  special 
supplement  on  the  terminal  focused  on  the  art,  and  congratulated  Ms.  Patterson  for  her  great  success  with  the 
press  coverage.  He  added  that  the  terminal  would  be  the  normal  concourse  for  Virgin  America  and  American 
Airlines.

Turning  to  the  Gallery,  President  Johnston  noted  that  it  is  always  busy.  He  reported  that  Galler\-  Director  Meg 


Shiffler  had  distributed  copies  of  the  Arts  Monthly,  an  insert  in  the  Sunday  New  York  Times,  which  is  also 
distributed  separately  in  various  locations.  He  noted  that  Grants  for  the  Arts  ("GFTA")  is  the  principal  backer  of 
the  publication.  Some  years  ago,  he  explained,  the  New  York  Times  decided  that  it  was  too  expensive  to  print  Arts 
Monthly,  but  GFTA  director  Kary  Schulman  and  he,  along  wdth  others,  were  able  to  persuade  them  to  continue 
publication.  This  month,  he  announced,  the  Gallery's  Afghanistan  show  is  the  cover  story.  He  congratulated  Ms. 
Shiffler,  and  encouraged  everyone  to  see  this  phenomenal  photography  show  on  the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall. 

President  Johnston  announced  that  the  Gallery  will  open  an  innovative  Sister  City  Biennial  show,  in 
collaboration  with  artists  from  Sydney,  Australia,  with  events  on  April  28  and  May  12. 

Turning  to  a  less  spectacular  topic,  he  reported  that  the  press  has  recently  discussed  proposed  revisions  to 
Planning  Code  Section  429,  previously  Section  149,  commonly  known  as  the  "one  percent  for  art"  ordinance.  The 
law  mandates  that  for  construction  in  the  downtown  area  C-3  district,  developers  must  spend  one  percent  of 
their  project's  budget  on  publicly  accessible  artwork.  He  noted  that  San  Francisco  was  in  the  lead  among 
American  cities  when  this  provision  was  enacted  some  25  years  ago,  so  the  financial  district  has  not  only  several 
interesting  tall  buildings,  but  lots  of  interesting  and  publicly  accessible  art.  He  explained  that  for  many  years,  Ms. 
Manton  and  other  Arts  Commission  staff  have  worked  with  staff  from  Planning  and  other  departments  to  make 
the  statute,  and  the  process,  better  serve  its  principal  purpose:  creating  the  art  in  public  spaces  that  is  part  of  the 
fabric  of  a  great  city.  The  goal  of  revising  the  ordinance  is  to  bring  it  into  the  21st  century.  He  noted  that  the 
Planning  Department  supports  the  revision,  agreeing  that  they  are  not  well-suited  to  manage  the  public  art 
process  and  the  Arts  Commission  is. 

President  Johnston  argued  that  the  recent  newspaper  article  suffered  from  serious  misconceptions,  and  got 
some  of  the  facts  and  the  historical  background  wrong.  Instead,  he  said,  the  idea  is  to  expand  the  options  for 
developers  to  do  what  they  already  do  today,  moving  the  approval  from  Planning,  which  would  rather  not  do  it,  to 
the  Arts  Commission,  which  already  has  the  expertise.  Developers  would  also  have  the  option  to  give  the 
percent-for-art  money  to  a  fund,  under  the  direction  of  the  Arts  Commission,  to  commission  new  public  art. 
They  could  also  choose  to  devote  part  of  the  money  to  a  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  existing  public  art; 
President  Johnston  pointed  out  that  the  City  has  a  collection  worth  $80  million,  and  very  limited  resources  to 
address  graffiti  and  vandalism,  as  well  as  normal  maintenance. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  revising  the  ordinance  is  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  the 
Executive  Committee  wall  probably  bring  a  resolution  to  the  full  Arts  Commission  supporting  the  proposed 
changes  to  the  ordinance.  He  said  that  Commissioners  should  understand  the  issue,  since  it  was  in  the  news.  He 
didn't  know  when  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  consider  the  ordinance,  but  pointed  out  that  Ms.  Manton  and 
other  staff  have  been  working  on  it  for  several  years,  and  he  thought  the  legislation  would  soon  be  introduced. 
He  reiterated  that  the  idea  is  to  improve  on  what  is  already  a  success  for  the  City. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  recent  article  incorrectly  suggests  that  Mr.  Cancel  seeks  greater  aesthetic 
control  over  public  art  downtown,  and  that  developers  are  hiding  artwork  on  their  roofs.  President  Johnston  said 
that  instead  the  real  reason  to  amend  the  legislation  is  because  of  changes  in  security  and  accessibility  since 
September  11.  He  reiterated  that  the  proposal  to  revise  the  legislation  to  move  managing  the  arts  component  to 
the  Arts  Commission  is  supported  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Planning  Department,  and  by  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  he  was  unaware  of  any  significant  opposition. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  boundary  of  the  C-3  district  is  tightly  drawn,  of  course.  He  explained  that  the  proposal 
does  not  change  the  boundary  of  the  zone,  but  expands  the  benefit  district,  the  area  where  improvements  can 
take  place  and  where  public  art  can  be  placed,  by  a  half  mile  in  all  directions.  The  benefit  district  would  reach 
Central  Market  and  the  Tenderioin,  reinforcing  the  idea  that  downtown  doesn't  exist  in  isolation. 

Commissioner  Chew  noted  that  the  artwork  recently  completed  at  Tutubi  Plaza,  near  his  office,  is  a  great  success 
story  that  has  transformed  the  area. 

President  Johnston  concluded  that  no  one  could  argue  that  the  arts  component  has  not  been  successful,  even  in 
economic  terms.  Despite  the  tone  of  the  article,  he  said  that  the  development  community  does  not  oppose  the 
process,  but  very  much  embraces  the  enhanced  flexibility  the  revision  offers. 

Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  began  his  report  by  discussing  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  item  included  in  the  Consent  Calendar. 
He  explained  that  the  City  provides  an  annual  grant  allocation  to  the  Symphony,  funded  by  a  tax  dating  back  to 
1934.  This  is  a  dedicated  revenue  stream  set  aside  by  the  City  to  support  the  Symphony  through  the  Arts 
Commission.  He  reminded  the  Commission  that  eighteen  months  ago,  the  Commission  modified  its  agreement 
with  the  Symphony.  Before  that,  the  Arts  Commission  funded  the  Symphony's  summer  pops  series.  Now,  the 
Commission  funds  twelve  concerts  throughout  the  year,  aimed  at  reaching  the  Commission's  wider  audience.  In 
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the  process  of  changing  this  cycle,  the  funding  and  delivery  of  services  fell  out  of  synch,  and  the  Commission  got 
behind  in  its  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Symphony.  Ms.  Manton  has  worked  with  the  Cit>'  Attorney's  office  and 
Symphony  staff  to  draft  multi-year  agreements  to  allow  the  Arts  Commission  to  "catch  up"  so  that  appropriations 
and  expenditures  will  once  again  be  on  schedule.  He  explained  that  annual  appropriations  are  always  under  Sii 
million,  and  this  four-year  agreement  simply  multiplies  that,  with  a  total  not  to  exceed  $8  million. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  when  the  Executive  Committee  discussed  this  motion.  Commissioners  asked 
good  questions.  They  were  satisfied  that  this  four-year  contract  amounts  to  essentially  the  same  costs  as  four 
one-year  contracts,  and  also  saves  some  funds  in  administration  and  processing  a  single  contract. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  with  its  ARTery  Project,  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  working  to  create  and  promote 
an  arts  district  in  the  Central  Market  Street  area,  which  was  historically  a  theater  and  entertainment  district.  He 
hoped  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  authorize  a  payroll  tax  credit  which  would  allow  several  high-tech 
companies  to  relocate  in  the  Central  Market  area.  He  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  been  promoting  arts 
groups  in  the  area,  as  well  as  greater  pedestrian  traffic.  He  added  that  the  Board  is  expected  to  vote  this  week,  and 
mentioned  Twdtter  as  an  example  of  a  company  which  will  plan  to  stay  in  San  Francisco  and  expand  its  operations 
if  the  payroll  tax  credit  is  approved.  President  Johnston  noted  that  the  building  Twitter  is  looking  at  has  suffered 
for  a  long  time,  being  only  partially  occupied  for  ten  years,  and  completely  empty  for  the  last  three  years. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  recently  reported  on  the  Central  Market  arts  district,  listing  a 
variety  of  organizations  currently  located  in  the  area,  or  planning  to  move  there.  These  include  the  Bay  Area 
Video  Coalition,  the  Museum  of  Craft  and  Design,  the  Pop  Art  Museum,  and  the  Gray  Area  Foundation.  Mr. 
Cancel  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission's  ARTery  Project  will  open  the  next  round  of  Art  in  Storefronts  in 
the  Central  Market  area,  featuring  five  murals  and  six  storefront  installations.  He  said  that  this  initiative  has 
generated  a  lot  of  really  positive  energy.  While  a  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  grant  supported  The  ARTery 
Project  in  the  current  year,  they  unfortunately  dechned  a  second  year  of  funding,  so  the  agenc>'  is  redoubling  its 
efforts  to  secure  local  support  to  continue  The  ARTery  Project  next  year,  he  explained. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  ArtCare  program  is  having  its  second  high -visibility  event.  The  program  began  on  a 
high  note  last  year  with  the  San  Francisco  Fine  Art  Fair,  and  this  year's  Fine  Art  Fair  will  host  an  evening 
honoring  Richard  L.  Greene,  Vice-Chair  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modem  Art 
("SFMOMA"),  and  benefiting  ArtCare.  He  requested  suggestions  for  people  who  should  be  invited  to  the  event, 
noting  that  the  Arts  Commission's  goal  for  this  event  is  to  cultivate  potential  donors,  and  get  people  excited  about 
ArtCare.  He  reported  that  former  Arts  Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey  has  graciously  offered  to  host  a  more  exclusive 
fundraising  event  for  ArtCare  at  her  home  in  June. 

Turning  to  the  Public  Art  Program,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  acti\  it>-  in  recent 
weeks.  He  reported  on  the  really  exciting  opening  of  Terminal  Two,  which  has  received  a  lot  of  wonderful  press 
coverage,  as  President  Johnston  mentioned.  He  also  wanted  to  thank  all  the  Public  Art  Program  staff  involved  in 
the  project.  He  reported  that  in  addition  to  the  five  large  new  artworks,  about  twent>'  pieces  that  had  been  in 
storage  are  now  beautifully  reinstalled  throughout  the  terminal.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  agency  has 
created  an  audio  tour  by  cell  phone  for  the  art,  which  he  calledaharbinger  of  things  to  come;  he  hopes  to  see  cell 
tours  for  artwork  throughout  the  city.  He  thanked  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious,  Program 
Managers  Mary  Chou  and  Kate  Patterson,  Collections  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  and  Collections 
Registrar  Marcus  Davies.  He  asked  Ms.  Pontious  to  present  a  visual  tour  of  the  artwork. 

Ms.  Pontious  discussed  the  project,  and  showed  images  of  many  of  the  artworks.  She  began  by  noting  that  many 
of  the  Commissioners  recalled  that  Terminal  Two  was  the  international  terminal  until  about  ten  years  ago.  She 
explained  that  all  of  the  artwork  (except  one  piece)  was  moved  out  of  the  terminal  when  it  was  closed.  The 
reconstruction  project  generated  $3.5  million,  and  a  wonderful  opportunit>'  to  commission  five  new  artworks  as 
well  as  a  beautiful  reinstallation  of  twenty  existing  artworks.  She  explained  that  the  terminal  has  t\vo  wings  off 
either  side  of  the  main  entrance,  and  artist  Norie  Sato  created  a  large  glass  artwork  for  them,  Air  Over  Under, 
visible  from  both  the  exterior  and  the  interior  of  the  terminal.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  two  sections  of  the 
artwork,  each  16'  x  150,'  consist  of  a  grid  of  4'  x  10'  laminated  glass  panels:  an  exterior  layer  of  fritted  glass,  and  an 
interior  layer  of  hand- painted  glass.  She  described  how  the  piece  seems  to  change  with  the  light  throughout  the 
day. 

Ms.  Pontious  described  Kendall  Buster's  work.  Topograph,  constructed  of  powder-coated  steel  and  white  shade 
cloth,  suspended  from  the  ceiling  above  the  departure  lobby.  She  explained  how  the  artist  worked  with  the  ceiling 
as  sky,  creating  cloudlike  forms.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  scale  of  the  piece  only  increased  its  impact. 

Ms.  Pontious  showed  images  of  Seiji  Kunishima's  Stacking  Stones  and  Marc  Katano's  companion  paintings, 
which  were  reinstalled  in  their  original  location  flanking  the  sculpture.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  fifteen-ton 
Stacking  Stones  was  the  only  artwork  left  in  place  during  the  terminal's  renovation. 


She  showed  images  of  several  other  artworks  that  have  been  cleaned  or  reframed,  if  needed,  and  now  reinstalled 
to  maximum  effect.  She  was  particularly  excited  to  have  the  large  and  beautiful  wool  tapestries  by  Mark  Adams 
back  on  display  after  twenty  years  in  storage. 

Ms.  Pontious  showed  images  of  another  of  the  newly  commissioned  works,  Janet  Echelman's  Every  Beating 
Second,  with  three  colored  nets  suspended  through  skylights  over  the  recompose  area.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that 
the  terrazzo  pattern  in  the  floor  echoes  the  shadow  that  would  be  cast  by  the  nets  on  the  summer  solstice. 

Continuing  into  the  gateroom  areas,  she  showed  new  interactive  artworks  in  the  children's  play  areas,  created  by 
artists  from  the  Exploratorium,  Charles  Sowers  and  Walter  Kitundu.  Sowers's  Butterfly  Wall  has  hand-cranks 
that  allow  the  viewer  to  raise  fluttering  mechanical  butterflies  on  transparent  floor-to-ceiling  belts,  or  let  them 
flutter  downward.  When  no  one  is  cranking,  Ms.  Pontious  explained,  the  butterflies  move  according  to  a  program 
set  by  the  artist.  Kitundu,  a  MacArthur  Fellow,  is  a  musician  and  creator  of  innovative  musical  instruments.  For 
the  airport,  he  created  Bay  Area  Bird  Encounters,  two  wooden  benches  shaped  like  bird  wings  that  can  be  played 
as  musical  instruments,  set  before  wooden  mural  featuring  San  Francisco's  birds.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that 
Kitundu,  an  avid  birder,  took  all  the  photographs  himself,  and  that  the  notes  of  the  benches  replicate  the 
birdsongs. 

Ms.  Pontious  showed  several  other  artworks  that  were  reinstalled,  including  paintings  by  Joan  Brown,  Dan 
Snyder  and  Willard  Dixon,  and  she  thanked  Rowan  Geiger,  conservator  for  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Museum, 
for  her  painstaking  research  and  restoration.  She  ended  by  announcing  that  there  would  be  another  tour  on 
Friday,  April  8. 

President  Johnston  and  the  Commission  thanked  her  for  her  presentation.  In  addition,  he  praised  staff  and 
Commissioners  for  their  thoroughness  and  attention  to  detail  throughout  this  project.  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  congratulated  staff,  acknowledging  their  hard  work. 

Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Ms.  Pontious,  and  turned  to  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program.  He  reported  that 
the  SFJAM  initiative  had  just  launched,  in  a  sbc-week  pilot  program  with  140  students.  In  the  absence  of  Arts 
Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  because  of  a  family  emergency,  Mr.  Cancel  asked  Community  Arts 
and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  to  report  on  the  program's  activities. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  introduced  Arts  Education  Assistant  Daiyl  Wells,  who  is  working  on  the  Daraja  Means  Bridge 
project.  Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  StreetSmARTS,  designed  with  the  leadership  of  Ms.  Manton,  Arts  Education 
staff  and  partners  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW"),  turns  vacant  and  graffiti-vandalized  buildings 
into  public  art  opportunities.  Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  the  program  is  heavily  supported  by  DPW.  Another 
part  of  this  program  is  Where  Art  Lives,  the  anti-graffiti  curriculum  in  use  in  San  Francisco  middle  schools. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  this  year,  StreetSmARTS  is  commissioning  twenty  new  murals.  The  property  owner 
chooses  the  artist  with  whom  they  wish  to  work  from  a  pool  selected  by  staff,  intentionally  excluding  artists  who 
participated  in  the  last  round  of  murals.  She  reported  that  there  are  projects  in  every  supervisorial  district,  and 
there  is  a  waiting  list  of  ten  property  owners  ready  to  participate  when  the  Arts  Commission  has  more  funds  for 
the  program.  She  explained  that  the  artists  are  paid  through  the  Arts  Commission;  property  owners  match  the 
funds  and  pay  for  materials.  Ms.  Nemzoff  showed  images  of  several  of  the  murals.  She  added  that  the  property 
owner  works  with  the  artist  to  choose  work  appropriate  for  the  building  and  for  the  area.  Ms.  Nemzoff 
announced  a  tour  of  all  of  the  murals  scheduled  for  June  30,  and  added  that  the  Arts  Commission's  website 
includes  maps  of  all  of  the  murals. 

Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  the  bookstore  at  the  comer  of  Larkin  and  Cedar  Streets  has  been  there  for  decades,  and 
the  property  owner  kept  getting  citations  because  she  simply  couldn't  keep  up  with  covering  the  graffiti.  He 
reported  that  she  is  overjoyed  to  have  Jet  Martinez's  beautiful  mural. 

Turning  to  arts  education,  Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  Deborah  Santana  works  with  a  Kenyan  girls'  school,  Daraja 
Academy.  She  approached  Mr.  Cancel  about  a  potential  partnership,  which  led  to  a  collaboration  with  San 
Francisco's  Center  for  Young  Women's  Development  ("CYWD").  Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  the  young  women 
in  both  schools  are  working  through  a  jointly  developed  curriculum,  and  they  hope  to  have  an  exhibition  of  their 
work  in  the  fall. 

Ms.  Wells  reported  that  she  has  been  working  with  the  students  for  three  sessions,  introducing  topics  like 
migration,  home  and  community,  personal  image  and  identity,  through  creative  writing,  both  poetry  and  prose. 
Students  in  Kenya  and  San  Francisco  work  separately  for  two  or  three  sessions,  then  hold  a  joint  conversation  via 
Skype.  Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  because  of  the  time  difference,  the  Daraja  students  began  the  Skype  session 
just  before  dawn,  using  a  generator  to  run  the  computer  and  saving  power  by  keeping  the  lights  off.  She

described  the  thrill  of  the  moment  when  the  sun  rose,  revealing  the  faces  of  the  Daraja  students.  She  would  love 
to  see  if  there  is  away  to  get  the  San  Francisco  students  to  Kenya,  and  she  added  that  Ms.  Santana  has 
committed  to  another  year  of  the  program. 

Ms.  Wells  emphasized  that  it  was  important  to  be  sensitive  to  the  privacy  of  the  students,  and  noted  that  many  of 
the  young  women  at  CYWD  have  been  involved  with  the  juvenile  justice  system,  and  some  became  mothers  at  a 
young  age.  The  Daraja  students  have  some  different  challenges,  including  the  question  of  circumcision.  In 
discussing  migration,  for  example,  the  Kenyan  students  described  water  wars,  while  the  San  Franciscans  talked 
about  gentrification. 

The  location  for  the  final  exhibition  has  yet  to  be  decided;  the  Museum  of  the  African  Diaspora  and  the  African 
American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  are  possibilities.  Ms.  Wells  explained  that  the  idea  was  to  have  exhibitions  in 
both  countries,  showing  the  work  of  both  groups. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  thought  this  was  a  fantastic  project,  and  said  that  he  would  be  traveling  to  Ken>  a  in 
the  next  month  and  wondered  if  he  could  be  of  help  with  the  project.  Ms.  Nemzoff  offered  to  set  up  a  meeting 
vnth  the  founders. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  Ms.  Santana  cared  deeply  about  this  project,  and  approached  him  about  doing  an 
exhibition.  He  explained  that  there  would  have  to  be  a  local  connection.  Ms.  Fennell  got  involved  in  shaping  the 
collaboration,  and  he  was  happy  to  see  that  it  was  growing  into  something  wonderful. 

Next,  Mr.  Cancel  reminded  Commissioners  that  Ms.  Shiffler  had  sent  out  an  e-mail  about  Lynsey  Addario,  one  of 
the  four  New  York  Times  photojoumalists  captured  in  Libya;  her  work  is  featured  in  the  current  Afghanistan 
photo  show  in  City  Hall.  After  her  capture  on  March  16  with  her  three  colleagues,  Mr.  Cancel  was  ver}'  happy  to 
announce  that  Ms.  Addario  has  been  released  and  is  now  at  home  in  New  Delhi.  He  wished  the  best  to  her  and  to 
her  family.  He  encouraged  everyone  to  look  at  the  photos  in  the  show,  and  said  that  this  incident  drives  home 
the  risks  that  photographers  like  Ms.  Addario  take. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  he  had  attended  a  concert  featuring  Commissioner  John  Calloway  performing  . 
vflth  John  Santos,  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Jazz  Festival.  He  praised  the  performance  as  phenomenal.

Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a  lengthy  and  substantive  meeting, 

discussing  proposed  revisions  to  the  Planning  Code  and  San  Francisco  Symphony  funding.  Also, 
he  reported,  there  was  a  report  (but  no  action  item)  from  Ms.  Nemzoff,  Mr.  Cancel  and  other  staff 
regarding  significant  problems  and  concerns  with  the  City's  capital  budget,  and  the  Cultural 
Centers,  which  suffered  badly  in  the  recent  rainstorms.  He  said  that  the  Centers  have  lots  of 
problems  which  have  been  building  up  over  many,  many  years.  He  reported  that  there  is  woefully 
insufficient  capital  funding  for  the  Arts  Commission's  needs,  and  almost  all  of  it  goes  to  the 
Cultural  Centers.  He  explained  that  the  City's  Capital  Project  Committee,  a  relatively  new  body,  is 
understandably  dominated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  but  unfortunately  gives  almost 
no  relief  to  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  Cultural  Centers. 

He  explained  that  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee  has  heard  full  reports, 
and  that  there  is  no  solution  yet,  although  the  problems  become  more  extreme  and  more  urgent. 
President  Johnston  said  that  it  is  a  priority  to  keep  the  Centers  open,  for  both  their  tenants  and 
their  own  programming,  and  the  Commission  has  pushed  and  demanded  that  they  have  full  and 
active  schedules.  However,  it's  hard  to  keep  the  programs  and  activities  going  if  the  doors  are 
closed  because  the  roof  caves  in!  Unfortunately,  he  thought  it  was  getting  close  to  that.  President 
Johnston  assured  the  Commission  that  the  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee 
will  continue  to  grapple  with  this  issue,  and  he  wanted  to  let  the  full  Commission  know  that  this  is 
one  of  the  most  urgent  concerns. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a 
short  meeting,  reviewing  only  a  few  projects.  The  Committee  was  very  happy  with  the  Central 
Subway  Moscone  station;  there  were  some  small  changes  in  the  architecture.  The  Committee 
discussed  the  planters,  and  they  appreciated  the  streamlined  design. 

Commissioner  Stryker  reported  that  the  Committee  also  reviewed  the  firehouse  project  on  Fulton 
Street,  and  a  member  of  the  community  expressed  some  concerns  about  crime. 

She  reported  that  because  of  the  water  system,  the  City  owns  some  property  far  outside  its 
borders.  She  explained  that  some  of  these  require  a  lot  of  attention  to  security,  and  the 
Committee  reviewed  an  unusual  project  incorporating  a  crane  and  a  gate  to  help  keep  the  water 
system  secure. 

President  Johston  thanked  her,  and  noted  that  the  Committee  has  had  some  interesting  project  in 
recent  months.  Commissioner  Breitenberg  asked  about  an  idea  that  was  presented  for  a  homeless 
memorial.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  staff  had  explained  to  the  proponents  of  this  project  that 
they  needed  to  follow  a  more  thorough  and  formal  design  process,  and  gave  them  examples  to 
illustrate  the  standard  they  are  expected  to  meet. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Sherri  Young,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  had  a  very  productive  meeting,  beginning  with 
a  review  of  Organization  Project  Grants,  which  support  the  creation  and  presentation  of 
performances  and  other  projects.  She  reported  that  although  the  program  doesn't  normally  fund 
projects  below  80%  of  their  requested  amount,  in  this  round  the  funding  minimum  was  reduced 
to  75%  to  allow  funding  for  more  organizations.  She  reported  that  some  supervisorial  districts 
have  few  or  no  applications,  and  that  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  is  investigating  these 
differences. 

Commissioner  Young  reported  that  several  grantees  made  presentations  to  the  Committee, 
including  representatives  of  the  Litquake  festival,  Queer  Rebel  Productions,  Patrick  Makuakane 
ofNaLeiHuluIKaWekiu. 

She  reported  that  Community  Arts  and  Education  staff  reported  on  new  work  on  Market  Street  in 
The  ARTery  Project,  set  to  open  on  May  13.  She  reported  that  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Manager  Robynn  Takayama  reported  on  the  water  damage  and  failing  roofs  at  the 
Cultural  Centers;  the  Committee  will  continue  to  monitor  this  at  future  meetings.  Ms.  Takayama 
is  working  with  the  Cultural  Center  staff  on  best  practices  in  human  resources  and  accounting, 
with  the  goal  of  strengthening  the  nonprofits  to  the  point  that  they  can  have  40-year  leases,  which 
will  make  them  eligible  to  raise  funds  to  help  with  facility  management. 


Commissioner  Young  announced  that  Bayview  Opera  House  has  just  been  officially  placed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places;  it  is  the  only  one  in  the  southeast  sector  of  San  Francisco. 
She  announced  the  next  Sunday  Streets  event,  including  a  "free  wall"  on  the  Great  Highway 
hosted  by  artist  Chor  Boogie  [note:  artist  Francisco  "Twick"  Aquino  ultimately  hosted  the  event, 
not  Chor  Boogie]. 

Finally,  Commissioner  Young  announced  the  Open  House  at  SOMArts,  featuring  a  TED-styled 
conference  on  education,  a  Mobile  Arts  Platform  program  in  Japantown,  performances  and 
pop-up  shops. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  March  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  cancelled  for  lack  of 
a  quorum,  and  that  the  Committee  would  instead  meet  on  April  13.  He  presented  the  following 
motions,  after  briefly  describing  the  work  of  some  of  the  artists  (metal  butterflies,  plush  toys, 
paintings,  and  drawings). 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0404-11-090:  Motion  to  approve  requests  by  former  certificate-holders 
for  priority  issuance  of  certificate  wdth  waiver  of  re-screening  of  wares:  Simone  Guimaraes,  B\Ton 
Hay,  Andrew  Machulski,  Jennifer  Giles,  Shawn  Harris. 

3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0404-11-091:  Motion  to  approve  request  by  applicant  for  waiver  of  15-day 
requirement  for  obtaining  a  certificate:  Kenneth  Kahn,  Harry  Pruyne. 

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  several  projects  at  the 
Airport's  Terminal  Two.  She  said  that  Ms.  Echelman's  artwork  is  more  stunning  than  the 
photographs  show,  and  she  thought  that  the  outstanding  quality  of  all  the  artwork  was  worth  the 
sometimes  challenging  back-and-forth  of  the  process.  She  enjoyed  the  chance  to  talk  wdth  the 
artists  at  the  opening  reception.  She  was  also  impressed  wdth  how  "green"  the  building  really  is, 
including  its  water  recycling,  and  that  it  came  in  ahead  of  schedule  and  under  budget.  She  said 
this  was  a  great  demonstration  that  "green"  can  be  doable  and  affordable. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  explained  that  the  item  severed  from  the  Consent  Calendar,  for  the 
Chinese  Recreation  Center,  would  be  presented  later  when  the  project  is  ready  to  proceed. 

She  reviewed  the  items  approved  by  the  Committee,  including  Art  on  Market  Street  posters;  the 
modification  of  a  Mission  Street  mural  after  public  process  with  the  communit>'  and  the  artist;  The 
Cries  of  San  Francisco,  a  multimedia  performance  to  be  presented  on  Market  Street  by  Southern 
Exposure;  and  an  exhibition  on  Latino  artists  in  San  Francisco  as  part  of  the  Arts  Commission's 
80th  anniversary  celebration. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  he  would  like  Commissioners  to  give  some  thought  to  potential 
"cornerstone"  events  for  the  80th  annniversary,  whose  actual  date  is  January-  21,  2012.  He  hopes 
to  hold  events  over  the  full  twelve  months  of  2012,  to  commemorate  how  the  Arts  Commission 
has  contributed  to  the  life  of  the  city.  He  said  it  was  important  to  have  ideas  from  many  directions, 
and  that  the  celebration  will  involve  the  Cultural  Centers  and  the  Gallery,  wdth  a  \'ariet>-  of 
activities  in  a  variety  of  locations,  particularly  focused  in  late  October  and  November.  He  thought 
this  was  a  great  opportunity  to  look  at  the  Latino  presence  in  the  arts  over  the  80-year  period, 
which  includes  Frida  Kahlo  and  Diego  Rivera,  among  other  illustrious  artists.  He  noted  that  Ms. 
Shiffler  has  already  begun  planning  for  a  show  of  contemporar>'  Latino  artists.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  concluded  that  this  historical  exhibition  would  be  the  first  of  several  80th 
anniversary  projects. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  reviewed  the  revised  program  of  public  art  for  the  Public 
Safety  Building.  She  said  that  a  lot  of  thought  has  already  gone  into  the  project,  and  predicted  that 
the  Commission  will  be  hearing  more  about  it  as  time  goes  on.  The  Committee  also  approved  the 
conceptual  design  for  a  future  Market  Street  poster  series.  She  explained  that  the  Committee  ran 
out  of  time  and  wdll  hear  Ms.  Manton's  report  on  the  Transbay  Terminal,  and  an  update  on  the 
Planning  Code,  at  another  time.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  recalled  that  at  the  Commission's  last  meeting,  he  discussed  a  news  story  published  that  day 
about  the  long-sought  changes  to  the  Planning  Code  for  public  art  enrichment  for  private  structures  in  the 
downtown  C-3  district.  At  the  time,  he  pointed  out  some  misleading  elements  of  the  stor\-,  and  noted  that  the 
proposed  legislation  continues  to  be  an  important  topic  for  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  He  added  that  the  closer 
the  legislation  came  to  being  voted  on  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  more  attention  it  would  draw.  He 
explained  that  the  proposal  was  a  major  change  intended  to  improve  a  successful  program,  long  supported  by 
staff  and  Commissioners  at  both  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  Planning  Commission.  He  asked  Arts 
Commissioners  to  be  sure  they  understood  the  proposal,  since  they  were  likely  to  be  asked  about  it  in  the  coming 
months;  he  encouraged  them  to  talk  with  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton,  who  has  been  working  on  the 
legislative  proposal  for  years,  or  with  Mr.  Cancel. 

Over  the  last  couple  of  decades,  he  said,  lots  of  great  public  art  has  been  commissioned  that  might  not  be  there 
except  for  the  percent-for-art  legislation.  Briefly,  he  explained,  the  goal  of  the  legislation  is  to  create  greater 
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flexibility  for  developers  in  the  downtown  area,  and  to  slightly  expand  the  region  where  they  can  spend  their 
public  art  funds.  In  some  cases,  publicly  accessible  art  is  not  feasible,  or  the  developer  doesn't  have  the  expertise 
or  the  capacity  to  commission  it.  Planning  Commission  staff,  he  explained,  acknowledges  that  they  do  not  have 
the  expertise  of  Arts  Commission  staff  in  this  area.  The  proposed  changes  would  call  for  the  Arts  Commission  to 
manage  the  commissioning  process,  and  would  allow  developers  the  option  of  paying  into  a  public  art  fund  in 
lieu  of  actually  installing  art  at  their  location.  He  added  that  the  proposal  was  not  about  telling  developers  what 
art  they  can  choose,  but  about  improving  an  ongoing  process,  and  serving  the  interest  of  citizens  in  having 
beautiful,  accessible  public  art  in  and  around  downtown. 

President  Johnston  turned  to  another  item  in  the  press,  a  recent  story  in  the  Bay  Citizen  on  the  Civic  Art 
Collection.  He  thought  that  raising  the  issue  of  the  Collection  was  a  good  thing,  and  the  Commission  itself  has 
often  pointed  out  how  important  the  Collection  is,  and  the  need  for  resources  for  its  care  and  cataloguing. 
Unfortunately,  he  said,  the  article  compressed  80  years  of  history,  criticizing  the  current  staff  who  have  made 
valiant  efforts  to  reverse  the  effects  of  years  of  insufficient  staffing  and  funding.  He  noted  that  for  several  years  in 
the  recent  past,  there  was  no  staff  dedicated  to  the  Collection,  and  before  that  it  was  not  supported  in  a 
comprehensive  way.  He  explained  that  Collections  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  and  staff  was  midway 
through  a  comprehensive  survey  of  over  4200  artworks  throughout  the  47  square  miles  of  San  Francisco.  He 
added  that  it  is  easy  for  anyone  to  see  how  a  big  statue  in  Golden  Gate  Park  is  doing,  but  harder  to  evaluate  a 
painting  in  a  City  office  or  in  General  Hospital.  While  the  City  was  adding  objects  to  its  collection  throughout  the 
1930's,  the  1940's,  the  1960's  and  the  1970's,  the  first  registrar  wasn't  hired  until  the  1980's,  and  that  position 
was  later  left  vacant  for  several  years.  He  reiterated  that  the  current  Collections  staff  is  doing  long  hours  of 
intense  work  to  address  the  longstanding  needs.  When  the  thorough  survey  is  complete,  he  said,  the  agency  can 
plan  its  next  steps,  asking  questions  about  what  really  belongs  in  the  collection:  should  the  City  own  small, 
portable  works  like  jewelry,  for  example? 

President  Johnston  complained  that  the  article,  particularly  in  the  first  few  paragraphs,  suggested  that  there  has 
been  willful  neglect,  persisting  through  today.  A  follow-up  article  over  the  past  weekend,  he  thought,  had  a  little 
more  perspective.  Noting  the  constraints  of  the  City  budget  and  procedures,  he  said  that  the  agency  had  created 
ArtCare  as  a  vehicle  for  private  investment  in  the  maintenance  of  the  City's  Collection,  but  likened  it  to  a  parent- 
teacher  association  holding  a  bake  sale.  While  the  press  attention  might  strengthen  the  Arts  Commission's  case 
for  more  resources  for  the  Collection,  he  thought  it  unlikely  that  the  agency  would  get  more  money  when  every 
department  is  being  asked  for  a  17.5%  budget  cut. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  noted  that,  as  anyone  involved  with  a  museum  knows,  they  make  choices  about 
what  to  hold  in  their  collections,  and  that  outside  the  field,  people  don't  really  understand  the  huge  expense  and 
labor  required  to  maintain  a  collection.  She  agreed  that  appropriate  care  of  the  City's  big  collection  is  a  challenge 
in  these  financial  times. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  while  many  of  the  Commissioners  come  to  the  Commission  with  an  interest  in  a 
particular  issue,  the  small  size  of  the  agency  requires  both  Commissioners  and  staff  to  grapple  with  all  of  the 
competing  interests.  As  an  example,  he  recalled  how  hard  it  was  to  make  the  recent  decision  about  dividing  Hotel 
Tax  Fund  money  between  grants  and  Cultural  Centers,  and  observed  that  each  priority  had  to  be  considered  in 
relation  to  the  others,  not  in  isolation. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  staff  for  their  work;  President  Johnston  concurred  and  said  he  would 
request  a  presentation  from  Collections  staff  to  the  Commission  at  a  future  meeting.  He  applauded  Ms. 
Cummings,  Collections  Registrar  Marcus  Davies,  Public  Art  and  Collections  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels,  and 
everyone  who  helps  to  manage  the  program  for  their  efforts  to  "dig  the  agency  out  of  the  hole." 

Ms.  Pontious  pointed  out  that  during  the  period  of  time  between  the  retirement  of  Deborah  Lehane  from 
Collections  management  and  the  hiring  of  Ms.  Cummings  and  Mr.  Davies,  a  team  of  staff  from  several  programs 
took  on  oversight  of  the  collection  in  addition  to  their  other  responsibilities.  That  team  included  Cultural  Equity 
Grants  Program  Associate  Sarah  Lenoue,  Administration  and  Civic  Design  Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop  and 
Deputy  Director  Nancy  Gonchar,  as  well  as  Ms.  Pontious  and  Ms.  Daniels.  She  explained  that  it  was  this  team 
that  undertook  the  task  of  creating  a  database  of  the  collection  now  being  used  to  criticize  the  agency,  and  she 
recalled  working  with  Ms.  Daniels,  in  masks  and  gloves,  to  remove  artworks  from  the  basement  of  General 
Hospital.  She  asserted  that  although  resources  were  inadequate,  the  Collection  was  never  ignored,  and  staff  have 
always  worked  very  hard  to  do  what  was  right  by  the  City's  Collection. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  in  April,  one  of  the  largest  celebrations  of  public  art,  the  opening  of  San  Francisco 
Airport's  Terminal  Two,  was  universally  acclaimed.  He  acknowledged  Ms.  Pontious  and  the  Public  Art  Program 
staff  for  smoothly  delivering  all  of  the  wonderful  public  art  in  the  terminal. 
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Mr.  Cancel  thanked  President  Johnston,  the  Commission  and  staff  for  accommodating  his  and  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata's  absences  forthe  National  Museum  of  the  American  Latino  ("NMAL")  Commission  over  the  last 
year  and  a  half.  He  said  that  he  had  no  idea  when  Mayor  Newsom  put  their  names  forward  to  Representative 
Pelosi  how  much  time  would  be  required.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  in  just  a  few  days,  the  NMAL  Commission 
would  present  its  final  report  to  the  president  in  Washington,  DC,  recommending  locating  the  museum  on  the 
National  Mall.  He  thanked  the  Commission  and  staff  for  their  patience  and  support  for  this  national  initiative. 

Next,  Mr.  Cancel  asked  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  to  discuss  the  studies  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee  at  its  last  meeting,  and  presented  to  the  Commission  in  this  month's  Consent  Calendar.  Ms.  Wong 
explained  that  altogether  there  are  five  studies  underway,  and  that  she  would  focus  on  the  two  recommended 
below.  These  two,  she  explained,  addressed  Cultural  Equity  and  the  cultural  needs  of  the  Asian  American  and 
Latino  communities,  the  fastest-growing  communities  in  San  Francisco.  She  briefly  mentioned  the  Americans 
forthe  Arts  economic  impact  study,  a  national  study  in  which  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  participating  cities,  and 
the  Theatre  Bay  Area  intrinsic  impact  study,  now  a  national  study  in  which  the  Arts  Commission  was  an  initial 
investor. 

Ms.  Wong  discussed  the  history  of  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program,  which  started  in  1993.  She  proposed  that 
this  was  a  good  time  to  reconsider  the  strategies  used  by  the  program,  and  discussed  four  strategies:  grants  as 
investment;  knowledge-building;  building  partnerships  and  alliances;  increasing  visibility.  She  discussed 
changing  demographics  in  San  Francisco,  and  in  the  United  States,  as  revealed  in  recent  census  figures;  ^\sian- 
Americans  now  represent  33%  of  San  Francisco's  population,  and  Latinos,  15%.  She  discussed  the  complexities 
of  the  communities,  citing  race,  age,  income,  education,  culture  and  subculture,  and  patterns  of  migration. 

Ms.  Wong  also  discussed  the  increasing  complexity  of  art  and  cultural  production,  including  the  variet>-  of 
disciplines  and  new  aesthetics,  formal  and  informal  art  practices,  and  the  variety  of  support  and  organizing 
structures.  She  reviewed  trends  in  grantmaking,  comparing  percentages  of  grants  received  by  various  groups 
with  their  representation  in  the  city's  population.  She  explained  that  the  goal  of  the  two  studies  on  this  meeting's 
agenda  was  to  increase  understanding  about  the  needs  of  these  two  growing  communities. 

Ms.  Wong  discussed  the  key  questions  to  be  addressed,  and  the  target  audiences  for  the  findings,  including,  in 
addition  to  the  Arts  Commission,  other  arts  and  social  justice  grantmakers,  artists  and  arts  organizations  and 
community  leaders.  She  explained  that  these  would  be  the  first  two  studies  of  their  kind  and  she  expected  them 
to  have  regional  and  national,  as  well  as  local,  impact. 

She  described  the  members  of  the  study  teams,  including  the  Center  for  Cultural  Innovation  ("CCI"),  and 
Helicon  Collaborative.  She  explained  that  it  was  important  to  choose  top-notch  partners,  to  make  the  reports 
broadly  applicable.  Ms.  Wong  said  that  the  team  hoped  to  have  results  to  report  for  the  Arts  Fomm  and  the 
national  Grantmakers  in  the  Arts  {"GIA.")  conference  in  in  San  Francisco  in  the  fall. 

Mr.  Cancel  added  that  the  study  is  being  carefully  designed  so  that  it  can  be  replicated  regionally  for  the  larger 
Bay  area,  as  well  as  statewide  and  nationally,  to  appeal  to  potential  partners.  In  response  to  a  question,  Ms.  Wong 
explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  the  sole  funderforthe  San  Francisco  study,  and  that  she  is  talking  with 
potential  partners,  including  the  San  Francisco  Foundation.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that  she 
talk  with  the  Kellogg  Foundation,  and  Ms.  Wong  replied  that  she  is  participating  in  a  national  study  group  with 
the  Kresge  and  Ford  Foundations,  and  they  plan  to  invite  Kellogg  to  join  them.  Commissioner  Chew  w  as  glad  to 
hear  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  taking  the  lead  in  this  research  on  two  significant  and  growing  groups. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  had  a  lot  of  questions,  and  though  this  item  was  on  the  Execufive  Committee's 
agenda,  he  was  sorry  that  he  had  to  leave  early  and  missed  the  discussion.  While  he  was  earlier  inclined  to  sever 
the  motion  from  the  Consent  Calendar  and  refer  it  back  to  the  Committee,  he  now  thought  perhaps  the 
Commission  could  discuss  it  at  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Cancel  replied  that  timing  was  critical,  and  that  if  the  Commission  hoped  to  have  some  inifial  findings  forthe 
Arts  Forum  and  the  GIA  conference,  the  Commission  would  have  to  act  now.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata 
added  that  the  GIA  conference  is  a  major  event,  and  that  the  research  is  badly  needed  by  those  working  in  the 
field.  She  said  she  would  be  sad  to  see  the  agency  miss  this  opportunity',  and  that  she  welcomed  the  input  of  the 
Commission. 

President  Johnston's  concern  was  that  $90,000  is  a  lot  of  money.  He  acknowledged  that  it  was  a  compelling 
argument  that  these  are  growing  populations,  though  he  was  doubtful  that  the  case  for  their  importance  could 
not  be  made  before  the  Arts  Forum  without  this  funding.  He  asked  why  the  Commission  had  to  be  the  partv  to 
foot  this  bill. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  for  a  policy-making  agency  like  the  Arts  Commission,  it  was  important  to  create  a 
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context,  to  put  some  work  into  developing  knowledge  that  can  really  inform  policy.  This  research,  he  said,  is  not 
about  rehashing  demographic  information,  but  diving  deep  into  each  community,  developing  current  and  clear 
information  about  what  their  needs  are,  and  how  and  whether  the  Commission  is  addressing  them.  He  added 
that  for  this  fact-finding  study,  it  was  important  to  have  really  good  partners. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  about  finding  partners  to  share  in  the  costs.  President  Johnston  asked  about 
the  other  studies  in  which  the  Arts  Commission  is  participating,  and  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  two  of  the  five 
(Americans  for  the  Arts  and  Theatre  Bay  Area)  were  big  national  studies  which  the  Arts  Commission  was  not 
funding,  but  was  participating  by  providing  information,  circulating  questionnaires,  etc.  President  Johnston 
asked  about  the  Center  for  Cultural  Innovation  study,  and  Ms.  Wong  explained  that  it  was  focused  solely  on 
Cultural  Equity  Grants.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  after  nineteen  years,  it  was  appropriate  to  evaluate  the  impact  and 
direction  of  the  program. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  about  the  funding  source  for  the  new  studies;  Mr.  Cancel  replied  that  they  were 
administrative  funds.  Commissioner  Young  thought  the  studies  would  add  important  information  and  answer 
important  questions,  although  she  was  concerned  about  spending  the  money  at  the  same  time  the  agency  might 
have  to  consider  laying  off  staff.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  the  information  the  studies  will  provide 
is  really  important,  and  that  the  Commission  should  do  the  studies.  She  also  was  interested  in  seeing  who  else 
could  support  this  work. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  he  did  not  like  to  pit  one-time  expenses  against  ongoing  expenses,  like  grants 
and  collections  maintenance.  But,  he  thought,  there  have  been  a  lot  of  one-time  expenses  in  recent  months.  He 
asked  for  an  example  of  why  it  was  important  to  spend  these  funds  on  the  studies,  what  the  agency  needed  to 
know. 

Ms.  Wong  explained  that  she  has  been  meeting  with  the  heads  of  other  funding  organizafions,  that  they  don't 
want  the  studies  to  sit  on  the  shelf  but  to  have  impact.  She  said  that  people  are  waiting  for  these  studies  to  give 
them  the  tools  to  go  out  and  raise  more  money.  She  argued  that  this  will  raise  the  Arts  Commission's  visibility, 
and  that  these  kinds  of  studies  are  critical  to  attract  credible  partners.  She  added  that  Lafino  and  Asian  arts 
organizations  are  not  being  equitably  funded,  that  the  assets  and  activities  that  exist  are  not  supported  by  grants. 
She  reported  that  a  review  of  the  formal  50i(c)3  organizations  applying  to  CEG  showed  that  they  had  decreased 
from  eleven  to  five.  She  suggested  that  this  was  not  because  the  communities  are  less  vibrant  than  others,  but 
that  they  are  not  entering  the  grants  system,  and  that  it  was  important  to  consider  the  impact  of  institutionalized 
racism  in  funding. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  there  was  an  impact  both  locally  and  nationally,  and  that  many 
philanthropic  organizations  are  turning  from  funding  arts  and  culture  to  social  justice.  She  argued  that  this  kind 
of  study  helped  return  the  focus  to  funding  these  communities  by  funding  the  arts.  She  added  that  the  Ford 
Foundation  and  other  funders  are  looking  for  these  studies.  She  noted  that  this  research  was  important  to  small 
arts  organizations  to  help  them  make  their  case,  and  that  it  was  not  a  waste  of  time  or  money.  She  said  that 
within  the  ecology  of  philanthropy,  much  of  the  funding  for  minority  communities  in  the  current  economy  is 
rolling  over  to  social  justice,  and  she  worried  about  funding  for  arts  and  culture. 

President  Johnston  asked  about  the  relationship  between  a  community  growing  and  its  being  underserved,  and 
he  asked  how  this  research  might  inform  the  mayoral  discussion.  He  wondered  whether  if  a  community  is 
decreasing,  there  might  not  be  enough  support  for  their  artistic  programs. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  implication  is  that  if  a  portion  of  the  constituency  is  growing,  but  the  delivery  of  services 
to  them  is  not,  this  raises  a  question  of  equity.  He  said  that  this  population  trend  has  confinued  for  twenty  years, 
and  that  it  was  important  to  give  the  data  to  policymakers  in  order  to  address  equity. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  asked  about  the  source  of  the  funds  for  the  studies.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the 
agency's  administrative  fund  has  been  growing  over  the  last  three  years,  and  has  not  been  tapped.  These  are 
reserve  funds  to  allow  the  agency  to  undertake  one-off  initiatives,  such  as  these  studies  and  the  office  move,  for 
example.  He  emphasized  that  these  were  not  funds  that  could  be  turned  to  the  Cultural  Centers,  or  to  grants, 
maintenance  or  other  ongoing  needs.  Commissioners  asked  whether  they  could  be  usedfor  staff  positions;  Mr. 
Cancel  replied  that  they  could  not. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  thought  that  perhaps  the  studies  could  be  generative,  helping  to  produce  more  grant 
funds,  and  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed.  Commissioner  Breitenberg  noted  that  grantmaking  is  more  and 
more  driven  by  data,  and  that  funders  really  want  to  have  data,  helping  them  to  feel  that  they've  made  rational 
decisions. 

Commisioner  Chew  said  that  this  would  be  important  as  the  first  study  on  the  Asian  community,  where  there 
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was  little  information.  He  thought  it  significant  that  San  Francisco,  not  New  York  or  Los  Angeles,  would  do  this 
research,  and  he  was  sure  that  there  was  broad  interest. 

Turning  to  another  matter,  in  response  to  Mr.  Cancel's  question.  President  Johnston  said  that  he  would  also 
sever  the  question  on  the  publisher  for  the  8oth  anniversary  book  from  the  Consent  Calendar. 

Next,  Mr.  Cancel  drew  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  invitation  to  the  ArtCare  event  honoring  attorney 
Richard  Greene  for  his  long  service  to  the  arts  in  San  Francisco,  including  many  years  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modem  Art.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  Peter  Voulkos  sculpture  at  Seventh 
and  Bryant  Streets,  the  first  sculpture  commissioned  by  art  enrichment  funds,  is  also  the  first  to  be  restored  with 
funds  raised  by  ArtCare.  He  said  that  the  bronze  sculpture  has  been  repatinated  and  looks  fantastic.  He 
explained  that  for  the  second  year,  the  San  Francisco  Fine  Art  Fair's  opening  evening  will  be  a  fundraiser  for  the 
ArtCare  program,  and  he  was  hopeful  that  it  would  raise  more  money. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  the  next  Art  in  Storefronts  kickoff  event  and  reception  on  Friday,  May  13,  at  Sixth  and 
Market  Streets.  He  thanked  partners  Hospitality  House,  Gray  Area  Foundation,  and  the  luggage  store.  This 
round  of  Art  in  Storefronts,  he  explained,  coincides  with  the  installation  of  two  temporary-  public  artworks  by 
Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation,  and  the  event  will  include  a  performance  by  Gamelan  X  and  a  procession  up  Market 
Street.  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  and  Progam 
Manager  Robynn  Takayama  for  their  hard  work  and  creativity  to  make  the  event  a  success. 

Mr.  Cancel  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  would  hold  a  reception  on  May  12  for  the  Sydney  Sister 
City  exhibition. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  announced  the  Arts  Education  Program's  annual  Young  at  Art  on  May  20  at  the  de  Young 
Museum.  He  thanked  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  for  its  partnership  on  the  event,  adding  that  last 
year,  there  was  quite  a  turnout,  with  many  parents  and  young  people.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  returned  to  the  discussion  of  funding  for  the  Asian  and  Latino  arts  and 
culture  studies.  Saying  that  he  didn't  want  to  belabor  his  concern  about  the  amount  of  money  to 
be  spent  on  the  studies,  he  admitted  that  some  of  his  colleagues  knew  a  great  deal  more  about 
grantmaking  than  he  did.  He  thought  the  point  of  having  the  research  for  the  Grantmakers  in  the 
Arts  conference  made  sense,  though  he  was  less  convinced  about  its  importance  for  Arts  Forum. 
He  wasn't  convinced  that  singling  out  these  two  populations  was  the  best  way  to  address  cultural 
equity  as  he  understood  it.  At  the  same  time,  he  did  not  wish  to  be  so  focused  on  details  as  to  limit 
the  ability  of  staff  to  manage  discretionary  funds. 

Commissioner  Young  said  that  she  trusted  staff,  including  the  Director,  to  recommend  the  best 
course  for  the  Commission,  adding  that  the  current  studies  were  more  of  a  priority  for  her  than 
the  one  approved  some  months  ago.  She  was,  however,  concerned  that  if  something  comes  up 
and  the  agency  needs  to  use  discretionary  funds,  they  won't  be  available;  she  worried  about  what 
might  come  next. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  argued  that  when  times  are  financially  challenging,  you  can  either 
make  the  case  for  a  larger  pie  or  guard  the  pie  you  have.  She  asserted  that  this  decision  was  about 
making  the  case  for  a  larger  pie.  She  cautioned  against  getting  stuck,  and  reiterated  the 
importance  of  updating  knowledge  and  information  about  arts  and  culture  in  various 
communities,  to  expand  the  pool  of  resources. 

Commissioner  Chow  asked  about  other  partners  who  wanted  this  information,  and  asked  who 
might  be  called  upon  to  help  fund  the  studies.  Mr.  Cancel  replied  that  interest  in  the  studies  is  not 
only  local,  but  statewide  and  national.  He  added  that  the  Irvine  Foundation  and  others  have 
reduced  or  eliminated  their  funding  within  San  Francisco,  and  it  was  unlikely  that  anyone  else 
would  step  forward  to  help  with  the  modest  cost  of  the  studies.  Commissioner  Keehn  asked  about 
the  San  Francisco  Foundation;  Ms.  Wong  said  it  was  possible,  that  they  were  interested  but  have 
been  shifting  funding  to  safety  net  programs.  She  said  that  these  studies  would  help  them  put 
money  back  into  arts  and  culture. 

Commissioner  Smith  asked  whether  the  research  could  be  done  in-house.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that 
the  agency  didn't  have  the  bandwidth,  staff  or  time  to  do  so,  and  that  it  had  to  be  outsourced. 
Commissioner  Breitenberg  added  that  an  independent  organization  was  important  for  the 
credibility  of  the  studies. 

President  Johnston  thought  that  if  it  were  simply  a  question  of  comparing  changes  in  population 
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with  funding  overthe  period  1990  to  2010,  staff  could  do  that.  Commissioner  Breitenberg 
demurred  that  having  a  separate  organization  doing  the  research  was  even  more  important  than 
just  the  data,  and  that  good  data  could  serve  as  leverage,  helping  to  raise  additional  funds. 

Mr.  Cancel  agreed  that  this  was  a  way  to  influence  policymakers  and  corporate  philanthropy.  He 
argued  that  if  someone  takes  the  first  step,  beginning  to  clarify  the  changing  picture,  some  will 
step  up  right  away,  and  others  will  pause  to  commission  additional  studies. 

Commissioner  Keehn  agreed  that  the  research  needs  to  be  done  by  an  independent  organization. 
She  asked  whether  these  were  the  kinds  of  questions  that  will  leverage  funds,  and  suggested  that 
other  issues,  like  security  and  global  warming,  for  example,  needed  to  be  weighed  along  with 
cultural  equity  and  the  safety  net.  She  asked  how  to  be  sure  the  studies  would  ask  for  the  kind  of 
information  that  the  Arts  Commission  needs. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  said  that  the  San  Francisco  Foundation,  a  community  foundation, 
is  struggHng  to  know  the  community  as  well  as  to  fund  it.  She  thought  they  didn't  necessarily  have 
a  desire  to  look  at  these  two  populations.  She  thought  that  the  arts  and  culture  are  not  necessarily 
separate  from  serving  human  needs.  Acknowledging  that  it  seemed  like  a  lot  of  money,  she 
thought  it  would  be  important  for  San  Francisco  to  take  the  lead  in  the  national  GIA,  that  it  would 
make  a  national  impact.  She  reinterated  that  the  field  is  hungry  for  studies  like  this,  and  said  that 
they  usually  cost  $175,000  or  more.  She  said  that  the  Center  for  Cultural  Innovation  was  one  of 
the  top  organizations  in  the  field  and  had  worked  on  some  important  studies. 

Ms.  Wong  explained  that  a  lot  of  time  has  been  spent  trying  to  clarify  and  simplify  the  questions. 
She  said  that  philanthropic  organizations  don't  know  whom  to  invest  in,  whom  to  trust,  how  best 
to  fund.  She  argued  that  in  these  communities,  arts  and  culture  are  not  separate  from  human 
services,  and  it  is  a  loaded  question  where  to  put  grant  funding. 

Vice  President  Beltran  said  that  funders  are  looking  for  measurable  outcomes;  for  example,  after 
underserved  students  participated  in  a  class,  so  many  of  them  decided  to  go  to  college.  She  said 
that  funders  are  looking  for  measures  of  the  impact  of  their  grantmaking. 

Ms.  Wong  said  that  in  the  21st  century,  immigration  is  on  the  rise  and  communities  are 
expressing  their  concerns  through  arts  and  culture. 

Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts  Director  Jennie  Rodriguez  spoke,  saying  that  some 
information  on  these  communities  has  already  been  gathered,  and  said  that  she  has  not  been 
approached  by  anyone  for  a  survey.  She  urged  the  Commission  to  take  the  Cultural  Centers  into 
consideration,  and  asked  what  the  purpose  and  expectations  for  the  studies  were.  She  said  that 
the  centers  and  other  organizations  needed  funding  and  resources  for  technical  assistance  and 
professional  development.  She  asked  how  the  communities  would  benefit  once  the  studies  were 
completed. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  only  the  first  steps  had  been  taken,  and  that  the  studies  could  not  be 
launched  without  the  approval  of  the  Commission.  He  added  that  a  number  of  organizafions. 
including  the  National  Association  of  Latino  Arts  and  Culture  ("NALAC")  and  the  California 
Cultural  Data  Project  ("CCDP")  would  be  used  to  gather  data,  and  that  Ms.  Rodriguez  is  on  the  list 
of  people  the  study  would  engage. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  whether  the  study  came  more  from  the  needs  of  the  philanthropic 
community  rather  than  as  a  request  from  the  communities.  Ms.  Wong  replied  that  the  request 
has  arisen  within  the  communities,  but  not  in  a  structured  or  organized  way,  and  not  aggregated 
in  groups.  She  said  that  individual  voices  have  been  heard,  particularly  by  CEG.  She  said  that  the 
need  is  also  coming  from  the  philanthropic  communit\',  where  funders  don't  always  know  where 
they  should  make  grants. 

Commissioner  Sklar  said  that  this  would  be  an  image  of  a  point  in  time,  and  thought  it  was  too 
bad  the  studies  would  not  be  longitudinal.  She  said  that  if  the  Commission  were  to  pursue  an 
ongoing  study,  that  data  would  be  the  Commission's,  an  important  insight  into  an  ongoing 
dynamic  issue. 

President  Johnston  agreed  that  a  living  study  would  be  useful.  Ms.  Wong  agreed  that  with  the 
data  points  in  place,  the  Commission  could  revisit  the  issue  in  three  years  to  see  what  changes. 
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Commissioner  Chew  said  that  these  studies  would  be  great  tools  for  the  organization,  and  that  the 
$90,000  expenditure  is  a  "two-fer,"  only  $45,000  for  each  of  the  two  populations. 

President  Johnston  called  for  a  vote  on  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  approved  by  roll  call  vote  as  follows:

0502-11-127:  Motion  to  award  an  Innovations  in  Strengthening  the  Arts 
grant  from  the  Administration  Fund,  and  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into 
grant  agreement  with  the  Center  for  Cultural  Innovation  in  the  amount  of  $90,000  to 
commission  two  studies  about  artistic  and  cultural  production  in  San  Francisco's  Asian  American 
and  Latino  communities,  the  city's  two  fastest-growing  ethnic  populations. 

(Commissioner  Sklar  left  the  meeting  at  4:35.) 

Mr.  Cancel  described  the  proposed  book  commemorating  the  80th  anniversary  of  the  Arts 
Commission  in  2012.  He  explained  that  Susan  Wels  was  writing  the  bulk  of  the  book,  that  former 
Arts  Commissioner  Jeannene  Przyblyski  was  writing  an  essay  on  the  highlights  of  the  Civic  Art 
Collection,  that  photographer  Michael  Rauner  was  taking  large-format  negatives  of  key  artworks, 
and  that  Mr.  Cancel  himself  was  writing  a  chapter  on  the  history  of  public  support  for  arts  and 
culture. 

He  explained  that  the  Commission  has  received  publishing  proposals  from  two  well-respected 
publishers  based  in  the  Bay  area,  University  of  California  Press  ("UC")  and  Heyday.  He  reviewed 
the  terms  of  the  offers,  noting  that  the  economic  terms  from  the  two  publishers  were  very  similar. 
He  thought  the  most  critical  difference  was  that  Heyday  would  commit  to  delivering  the  book  at 
the  beginning  of  March  in  their  spring  catalogue,  while  UC  would  deliver  the  book  on  May  1,  but 
include  it  in  their  fall  catalogue.  This  would  mean  a  substantial  period  when  the  public  could  not 
get  the  book  except  by  buying  it  directly  from  the  Arts  Commission.  Mr.  Cancel  recommended, 
primarily  because  of  the  release  date,  choosing  Heyday  as  the  publisher,  and  solicited  the 
Commission's  thoughts. 

Commissioners  discussed  the  merits  of  the  two  publishers'  offers.  Commissioner  Breitenberg 
asked  about  the  audience,  and  whether  the  book  was  intended  to  have  a  broad  audience;  he 
thought  UC  had  a  broader  reach.  Commissioner  Keehn  thought  the  terms  were  good,  and  said 
that  in  her  own  recent  publishing  decision,  she  had  chosen  a  spring  release  overfall.  She  thought 
that  the  fall  date  would  be  better  for  holiday  sales  to  the  general  public. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  anniversary  date  for  the  Arts  Commission  is  January  21,  and  that 
many  events  are  planned  from  the  beginning  of  the  year.  He  thought  that  Heyday's  publicity 
would  allow  the  agency  to  take  advantage  of  the  rollout  over  several  months.  If  the  book  is 
released  by  UC  in  the  fall,  there  would  be  only  one  major  Arts  Commission  event  after  the  release, 
then  the  anniversary  year  would  be  over. 

Commissioners  discussed  distribution  and  marketing  plans  from  the  two  publishers,  observing 
that  while  UC  has  a  certain  imprimatur  and  gravitas.  Heyday  may  be  better  able  to  actively 
promote  the  book  to  its  real  audience.  The  consensus  was  that  the  book  could  do  well  with  either 
publisher,  but  the  earlier  release  date  was  the  deciding  factor. 

The  motion  to  select  Heyday  was  approved  unanimously  as  follows.

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  heard  a  report  on  the  Cultural  Centers  and 
their  facilities,  including  damaged  roofs  and  walls,  and  recognized  that  the  Commission  is  not  in 
compliance  with  its  leases  with  the  tenant  organizations  regarding  health  and  safety. 

(Commissioner  Smith  left  the  meeting  at  4:50  p.m.) 

Commissioner  Young  reported  the  exciting  news  that  WritersCorps  was  invited  back  to  the  White 
House  for  Poetry  Night  on  May  9  by  President  Barack  Obama  and  First  Lady  Michelle  Obama. 
WritersCorps  Program  Manager  Melissa  Hung  and  four  young  writers  (Anna  Lei,  HongTruong, 
Raeme  Miccio  Gavino  and  Yasmin  Bhatti)  will  participate  in  the  event  at  the  White  House. 

Commissioner  Young  re  ported  that  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  Director  London 
Breed  won  a  grant  of  $50,000  from  AT&T  for  the  center,  and  that  they  had  sold  an  artwork  by 
Fela  Kute  for  several  thousand  dollars.  President  Johnston  added  that  the  shrinking  African 
American  population  in  the  city  raises  a  question  about  how  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture 
Complex  is  sustained  into  the  future.  He  added  that  the  African  American  Shakespeare 
Company's  production  of  Twelfth  Night  was  a  great  show. 

Commissioner  Young  added  that  Ms.  Wong  and  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Interim  Program 
Associate  Jaime  Cortez  reported  on  the  Native  American  Arts  and  Cultural  Traditions  grants 
program,  noting  that  the  program  was  conceived  partly  as  a  path  for  Native  artists  and  arts 
organizations  to  the  general  Cultural  Equity  Initiatives  grants.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that 
of  eighteen  applicants,  fourteen  were  funded,  and  only  four  were  returning  applicants;  she 
explained  that  staff  intended  to  study  why  more  applicants  were  not  returning  to  the  program. 

Finally,  she  reported  that  the  Committee  was  very  interested  to  see  presentations  from  grantees, 
including  a  visual  artist  creating  a  piece  based  on  the  Mayan  calendar.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  reported  that  he  and  Mr.  Cancel  had  met  earlier  in  the  day  and  agreed 
to  cancel  the  August  meeting  of  the  full  Arts  Commission,  though  committee  meetings 
will  continue  as  scheduled.  He  noted  that  it  is  often  really  difficult  to  get  a  quorum  in  the 
summer. 


President  Johnston  noted  that  budget  season  is  a  very  busy  time  for  Mr.  Cancel  and  staff. 
Noting  that  Commissioners  had  received  budget  materials,  he  thought  that  the  budget 
showed  some  slight  positive  growth  and  was  not  quite  as  bad  as  had  been  expected.  He 
reported  that  Mayor  Lee  had  presented  his  budget  on  Wednesday,  June  1 .  and  found  it 
refreshing  to  see  him  do  so  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  chamber.  He  recalled  that  Mayor 
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Brown  had  likewise  presented  the  budget  in  the  Supervisors'  chamber  for  all  eight  years 
of  his  tenure,  and  that  all  but  one  of  those  budgets  were  adopted  unanimously.  President 
Johnston  praised  Mayor  Lee's  spirit  of  collaboration,  and  noted  that,  although  the 
Mayor's  remarks  didn't  gather  a  lot  of  headlines,  he  made  a  point  of  thanking  all  the 
people  who  worked  with  him  on  the  budget  and  he  described  the  process  of  holding  lots 
of  town  hall  meetings  throughout  the  city.  President  Johnston  reported  that  with  a 
Citywide  budget  somewhat  over  $6  billion,  all  departments  were  impacted  by  cuts, 
including  the  Arts  Commission,  although  the  cuts  were  not  as  severe  as  in  the  past.  He 
noted  that  Mr.  Cancel  would  discuss  the  budget  in  greater  detail  in  his  report. 

President  Johnston  reported  that  there  have  been  many  recent  activities,  including  the 
ArtCare  benefit  generously  hosted  by  former  Arts  Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey  at  her 
home.  He  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Fine  Art  Fair  had  for  a  second  year  dedicated 
its  opening  night  event  as  a  benefit  for  ArtCare.  He  noted  that  Mr.  Cancel,  Public  Art 
Project  Manager  Kate  Patterson,  and  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  have  put  in  a 
lot  of  time  drawing  attention  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  its  needs,  coinciding  with 
recent  press  attention.  Noting  that  attention  to  the  needs  is  welcome,  he  reported  that  the 
first  renovation,  of  the  Peter  Voulkos  sculpture  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  has  just  been 
successfully  completed.  He  congratulated  staff  for  that  accomplishment. 


4.  Director's  Report 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  Mayor  Lee  had  just  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  his 
proposed  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 .  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  it 
included  several  positive  surprises  for  the  Arts  Commission  and,  by  extension,  for  the 
cultural  community  at  large. 

He  reported  that  the  dire  capital  needs  of  the  Cultural  Centers  got  modest  but  positive 
resources.  He  distributed  a  summary  of  the  positive  and  negative  changes  to  the  Arts 
Commission  budget  proposed  by  the  Mayor.  Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  the  budget  proposed 
by  the  Mayor  would  be  heard  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Budget  Committee  later  in 
June,  and  the  full  Board  is  scheduled  to  vote  to  adopt  the  final  budget  in  July. 

Mr.  Cancel  reviewed  the  summary  document,  explaining  that  $500,000  was  allocated  to 
the  Bayview  Opera  House  capital  project.  He  said  that  this  represented  acknowledgement 
by  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  of  the  Commission's  argument  that  for  the  Opera  House  to 
continue  to  operate,  the  wall  discovered  last  fall  to  be  seriously  compromised  must  be 
replaced.  He  explained  that  this  year,  studies  are  being  done  to  determine  how  to  shore  it 
up,  and  there  were  serious  concerns  about  how  this  very  expensive  repair  would  be 
funded.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  submitted  its  report  and 
plan,  and  he  was  pleased  to  have  a  positive  response  from  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office.  He 
noted  that  this  funding  for  the  Opera  House  repair  represented  the  lion's  share  of  the 
increase  for  that  line  in  the  budget  summary  document,  and  that  without  it,  the  line  item 
would  show  a  small  reduction  from  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  other  modest  but  important  improvements  in  the  budget 
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included  an  increase  of  $22,000  in  maintenance  funds  for  the  Civic  Art  Collcciion,  to  a 
total  of  $75,000.  He  said  that  this  represented  a  positive  response  to  the  Commission's 
argument  for  the  importance  of  conserving  the  City's  collection,  noting  that  only  a  few 
years  ago,  the  appropriation  was  only  $15,000.  He  characterized  the  increase  last  year  lo 
$22,000  as  a  baby  step  forward,  and  this  year's  increase  as  another  baby  step  torvv  ard. 

Mr.  Cancel  described  the  remaining  budget  changes  as  technical  adjustments.  An 
increase  in  WritersCorps  funding  was  matched  by  an  equal  decrease  in  Public  Art 
funding.  He  explained  that  these  funds  were  mistakenly  allocated  to  Public  Art  instead  of 
WritersCorps  in  the  previous  budget,  and  this  budget  corrects  that  error.  He  explained 
that  this  will  mean  more  teachers,  with  a  positive  impact  for  teens  in  San  Francisco.  Mr. 
Cancel  explained  that  the  budget  summary  include  other  technical  adjustments,  mandated 
health  and  retirement  increases,  and  reductions  related  to  work  orders  from  the 
Department  of  Technology. 

Mr.  Cancel  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  increase  in  the  Civic  Design  Review 
fee,  designed  to  make  the  review  process  self-supporting.  He  explained  Civic  Design 
Review  is  a  charter-mandated  responsibility  of  the  Arts  Commission,  and  that  any  City 
construction,  or  construction  on  City  property,  must  go  through  a  three-stage  review  and 
approval  before  groundbreaking.  He  explained  that  the  program  is  authorized  to  charge 
fees  to  cover  the  cost  of  meeting  those  responsibilities,  and  that  staff  has  determined  that 
now  is  the  time  to  make  that  process  self-sustaining;  the  fees  need  to  cover  all  of  the  staff 
costs.  Mr.  Cancel  said  that  other  City  agencies  are  responding  well  to  the  increase,  and 
they  understand  that  they  have  to  pay  these  fees. 

Mr.  Cancel  pointed  out  that  the  Mayor's  budget  represented  a  small  bit  of  good  news  for 
the  Cultural  Centers,  which  face  a  7.5%  reduction,  not  the  17.5%  being  applied  to  most 
other  agencies.  He  explained  that  the  Commission's  appeal  to  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office 
successfully  spared  the  agency  from  more  substantial  reductions,  and  spared  the  potential 
loss  of  a  staff  position.  While  the  budget  includes  a  cut,  it  could  have  been  a  lot  worse  if 
the  appeals  had  not  been  heeded. 

President  Johnston  asked  whether  there  were  any  significant  changes,  besides  the 
$500,000  for  Bayview  Opera  House,  from  what  was  proposed  to  the  Mayor,  and  what 
was  discussed  by  the  Commission  at  its  earlier  meetings. 

Mr.  Cancel  said  that  the  Opera  House  funding  was  the  big  change,  adding  that  there  was 
a  real  possibility  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  operate  in  the  coming  fiscal  year  without 
the  repair.  He  reiterated  that  he  was  very  grateful  to  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  for  that 
significant  investment. 

President  Johnston  asked  whether  the  budget  was  otherwise  essentially  the  same  budget 
that  the  Commission  had  previously  reviewed. 

Mr.  Cancel  agreed  that  it  was,  and  that  the  contingency  cut  discussed  by  the  Commission 
was  not  being  taken  after  all.  He  recalled  that  the  most  dire  budget  proposal  discussed 
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called  for  a  17.5%  cut,  with  the  suspension  of  one  of  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  ("CEG") 
programs,  as  well  as  loss  of  a  staff  position.  Fortunately,  that  cut  was  not  being  required. 
He  added  that  there  was  more  good  news,  in  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  addback  of 
$11, 432  to  CEG  was  still  in  the  budget,  and  it  reduced  the  cut  to  CEG. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  for  clarification  on  the  Public  Art  fund  reduction;  Mr.  Cancel 
explained  that  it  was  the  correction  of  an  error  which  mistakenly  allocated  to  Public  Art 
funds  which  should  have  been  allocated  to  WritersCorps,  and  that  the  two  adjustments 
cancel  each  other  out  in  the  total  budget. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  the  budget  format  had  been  tightened  in  recent  years,  and 
that  he  would  still  like  to  see  a  line-by-line  budget  at  the  Executive  Committee.  While  he 
knew  this  would  not  happen  before  the  current  budget  was  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  he  requested  a  fully  fleshed-out  budget  for  review  by  the  Executive 
Conmiittee  in  December  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  collapsed  version  he  presented  was  supported  by  a  line-by- 
line budget,  which  he  offered  to  make  available.  President  Johnston  said  that  the 
Executive  Committee  had  not  gone  into  detail  on  the  budget  recently,  and  he  would  like 
for  the  Committee  to  do  so.  Mr.  Cancel  agreed. 

Turning  to  another  matter,  Mr.  Cancel  reported  on  a  really  important  success,  with  the 
pilot  program  of  SFJAM,  the  online  educational  exercise,  over  the  last  few  months.  He 
explained  that  the  program  was  developed  by  Nuvana,  a  nonprofit  organization,  and 
dedicated  to  active  learning.  Students  go  online  to  compete  for  points  and  prizes;  to 
complete  their  "missions,"  they  had  to  go  into  real-world  cultural  organizations. 
Participating  partner  organizations  included  the  Cultural  Centers,  the  Contemporary 
Jewish  Museum,  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modem  Art,  BAYCAT,  826  Valencia,  and 
many  others.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  240  students  from  several  different  schools 
completed  some  1400  missions  over  the  six  weeks  of  the  pilot  period,  equivalent  to  some 
7400  visits  to  arts  organizations  and  events.  As  a  measure  of  the  excitement  the  project 
generated,  he  noted  that  students  made  another  2400  visits  after  the  pilot  period  ended. 
He  reported  that  staff  was  very  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  experiment,  and  that  while 
the  Commission  had  invested  a  modest  amount  of  about  $10,000,  Nuvana  raised  the  rest 
of  the  money.  He  explained  that  the  pilot  program  was  launched  here  and  in  New  York 
City,  and  that  the  San  Francisco  students  did  really  well.  He  hoped  that  the  program 
could  be  expanded  to  increase  the  number  of  participating  schools. 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  added  that  the  School 
District  was  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Cancel  and  the  Arts  Commission  for  their  leadership  and 
support  of  the  project. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  City's  graffiti  problem  has  been  growing  in  past  years,  and 
that  City  colleagues  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works  have  responded  favorably  to  the 
Arts  Commission's  anti-graffiti  initiative,  as  a  smarter  way  to  spend  some  of  the  $18 
million  that  the  City  spends  removing  graffiti  and  restoring  vandalized  property  each 
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year.  Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  Where  Art  Lives,  the  Arts  Commisssion's  anii-gral  t  ili 
curriculum  for  fourth-  and  fifth-graders,  has  grown,  along  with  StreetSmARTS,  the 
program  pairing  artists  with  private  property  owners  to  create  murals.  Mr.  Cancel 
explained  that  property  owners  face  a  serious  challenge:  if  their  property  is  lagged  and 
they  don't  remove  the  graffiti  quickly,  they  face  an  expensive  citation.  The 
StreetSmARTS  program  matches  preapproved  urban  artists  with  property  owners. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  artists  are  chosen  in  a  competitive  panel  review  process.  She 
reported  that  in  its  first  year,  the  program  created  ten  murals,  and  twenty  in  the  current 
year,  twelve  of  which  are  already  completed.  She  explained  that  established  artists  work 
closely  with  the  property  owners,  and  meet  with  neighbors  to  show  them  the  design  of  the 
mural.  This  year,  she  said,  there  is  more  of  a  financial  partnership;  the  Aits  Commission 
pays  the  artist,  and  the  property  owner  pays  for  materials. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  that  over  the  two  years  of  the  program,  murals  have  been  painted 
in  almost  every  supervisorial  district  in  the  city.  She  showed  images  of  several  of  the 
mural  sites,  including  before-and-after  photos,  and  showed  works  by  several  of  the 
artists,  including  Wes  Wong,  Chor  Boogie,  Nils  Thorsen,  Amber  Hasselbring,  Robert 
Harris,  Nico  Berry,  Rattlecan  Blasters,  Vera  Lowdermilk  and  Cameron  Moberg.  Ms. 
Nemzoff  added  that  Arts  Education  Program  Manager  Tyra  Fennell  created  a  partnership 
with  Where  Art  Lives,  recruiting  49er  tight  end  and  arts  patron  Vernon  Davis  to  w  ork 
with  Mr.  Moberg  and  the  young  people  at  the  Tenderloin  Boys  and  Girls  Club  on  their 
mural.  Showing  a  photo  of  Mr.  Davis  with  the  young  people  that  had  appeared  in  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle,  Ms.  Nemzoff  said  that  the  mural  had  a  huge  impact. 

Ms.  Nemzoff  promised  to  show  images  of  the  remaining  eight  murals  still  in  progress 
once  they  are  completed,  making  a  total  of  30  in  the  two  years  of  the  program. 

Finally,  she  reported  that  there  have  been  no  reports  of  tagging  at  any  of  these  sites  since 
the  murals  have  been  painted.  Mr.  Cancel  thanked  Ms.  Nemzoff,  and  echoed  this 
remarkable  observation,  that  tagging  at  these  sites  was  effectively  eliminated. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  the  May  13  Art  on  Market  Street  launch  was  enormously 
successful,  filling  the  blocks  between  Sixth  Street  and  United  Nations  Plaza  with  as  many 
as  40,000  people.  He  praised  Ms.  Nemzoff,  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program 
Manager  Robynn  Takayama,  and  the  rest  of  the  staff  who  worked  on  the  event. 

Mr.  Cancel  reported  that  for  the  second  year,  the  San  Francisco  Fine  Arts  Fair  offered  its 
opening  night  event  as  a  fundraiser  for  ArtCare.  The  event,  honoring  the  many  years  of 
service  by  Richard  L.  Greene  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modem  Art.  had 
raised  some  $13,000  for  ArtCare,  with  more  continuing  to  come  in  over  time.  Mr.  Cancel 
thanked  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  and  Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel 
for  their  hard  work  making  this  event  successful. 

Mr.  Cancel  was  pleased  to  report  that  the  first  restoration  using  ArtCare  funds  has  been 
completed,  on  the  Peter  Voulkos  sculpture  at  the  Hall  of  Justice  on  Seventh  and  Brannan 
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streets.  He  announced  that  the  artwork  will  be  rededicated  publicly  in  July. 

He  also  announced  that  former  Arts  Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey  has  graciously  offered  to 
host  a  reception  at  her  home  later  this  week  to  introduce  a  number  of  major  patrons  to 
ArtCare.  He  was  very  grateful  for  her  generosity. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cancel  noted  a  bittersweet  moment.  He  said  that  he  had  been  fortunate  in 
coming  to  the  Arts  Commission  to  have  a  staff  who  had  been  with  the  agency  for  many 
years,  and  it  was  always  a  sad  occasion  for  someone  to  retire.  He  acknowledged  Judy 
Moran,  who  would  retire  at  the  end  of  June  as  a  Senior  Project  Manager  in  the  Public  Art 
Program.  He  said  that  she  had  joined  the  agency  fifteen  years  ago,  and  had  guided  some 
of  the  largest  and  most  significant  public  art  projects  in  that  time,  including  the  San 
Francisco  Airport  boarding  area.  Third  Street  Light  Rail,  Branch  Library  Improvement 
Program  and  many  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  projects.  He  explained  that  one  of 
her  first  responsibilities  was  the  highly  successful  Art  on  Market  Street  program,  which 
has  served  to  introduce  many  artists  to  the  public  art  process.  The  program  has 
commissioned  dozens  of  posters  for  display  on  Market  Street  kiosks  and  bus  shelters,  and 
its  success  was  recognized  with  an  exhibition  at  Walnut  Creek's  Bedford  Gallery  in  2009. 
Mr.  Cancel  highlighted  Ms.  Moran' s  work  with  the  Central  Subway  program,  budgeted 
for  $14.5  million.  He  explained  that  she  had  overseen  the  development  of  a 
comprehensive  arts  master  plan,  and  the  selection  of  six  artists  for  the  first  phase  of  the 
project.  He  praised  her  efforts  as  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  in  recruiting  local 
artists,  holding  neighborhood  workshops,  teaching  artists  how  to  apply  online,  and 
ensuring  that  resources  and  materials  were  available  in  Chinese  and  Spanish  as  well  as  in 
English.  Mr.  Cancel  praised  Ms.  Moran  as  wise,  kind,  generous  and  fair,  with  the  grit  and 
determination  to  manage  these  complicated  projects  with  their  multiple  jurisdictions  and 
funding  sources.  He  said  that  he  and  the  rest  of  the  staff  would  sorely  miss  her,  and  he 
thanked  her  for  her  fifteen  years  of  service. 

After  a  round  of  applause,  Ms.  Moran  thanked  him,  and  said  that  she  left  with  mixed 
emotions.  She  said  that  she  will  really  miss  the  people  she  has  worked  with,  that  she  has 
grown  so  much,  and  that  she  felt  privileged  to  work  with  the  Arts  Commission.  She 
promised  to  continue  observing  from  the  sidelines,  promoting  and  rooting  for  the 
Commission's  support  of  the  arts. 

Ms.  Manton  thanked  her  and  announced  that  there  would  be  a  farewell  celebration  for 
Ms.  Moran,  that  the  date  would  be  set  shortly,  and  she  hoped  Commissioners  would  drop 
by. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  was  really  grateful  to  Ms.  Moran  for  her  service. 

Turning  to  another  subject.  Commissioner  Keehn  asked  about  the  status  of  the  pending 
memorandum  of  understanding  ("MOU")  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC"). 
Mr.  Cancel  replied  that  staff  was  still  working  on  it,  and  it  would  soon  go  back  to  the 
PUC.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  it  would  be  heard  by  the  PUC  on  June  28,  and  that  Mr. 
Cancel  and  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  were  making  their  final  review.  He  offered  to 
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present  the  final  document  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  In  response  to  President 
Johnston's  question,  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  the  Commission  did  not  necessarily  have 
to  formally  adopt  the  MOU.  In  response  to  Commissioner  Keehn's  and  President 
Johnston's  request,  Ms.  Manton  offered  to  send  the  document  to  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  members  before  it  was  finally  signed.  President  Johnston  offered  to  attend  the 
PUC  meeting,  if  necessary.

The  curved  wall  on  the  concourse  level 
should  resolve  to  the  floor  in  a  way  that  does  not  present  the  need  for  handrails. 
The  handrails  in  the  station  should  be  minimized  and  handled  creatively.  The 
massing  of  the  transit-oriented  structure  design  should  be  proposed  by  the 
architects  in  clearly  delineated  drawings.  This  illustration  is  to  be  part  of  the 
Phase  3  submittal  and  will  be  used  to  promote  future  design  that  is 
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complementary  to  the  design  of  the  station. 

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee — P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  met,  ahhough  it  had  no 
action  items.  He  reported  that  they  discussed  the  memorandum  of 
understanding  with  the  PUC,  as  did  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  He 
explained  that  it  was  initiated  by  the  PUC,  which  is  embarking  on  a  major 
capital  sewer  program.  He  explained  that  the  Committee  discussed  the 
PUC's  community  benefit  program  and  its  relation  to  art  enrichment.  They 
also  discussed  some  elements  of  the  proposed  agreement,  and  the  idea  that 
the  PUC,  as  an  "enterprise  department,"  did  not  have  exactly  the  same 
requirements  for  "percent  for  art"  as  other  City  departments.  President 
Johnston  compared  the  proposed  MOU  to  the  Commission's  agreements 
with  other  enterprise  departments  like  the  San  Francisco  Airport  and  the 
Port  of  San  Francisco. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Commission  hoped  to  come  to  an 
agreement  that  would  allow  funds  from  these  capital  projects  to  go  to  a 
relatively  broad  variety  of  artworks.  He  said  that  the  Commission 
continued  to  make  the  case  that  there  are  many  ways  besides  the 
permanent  installation  of  artworks  to  enrich  communities  with  the  arts.  He 
mentioned  Community  Arts  and  Education,  the  Cultural  Centers  and  arts 
activities  as  community  benefits.  He  praised  Ms.  Manton  and  Public  Art 
Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  for  a  lot  of  work  on  this  project.  He  w  as 
hopeful  that  soon  the  agreement  would  be  in  place. 

Mr.  Cancel  commented  that  this  was  a  tremendous  opportunity  for  the 
Arts  Commission,  that  the  PUC  voluntarily  chose  to  engage  the 
Commission  to  administer  the  very  substantial  funds  generated  by  their 
projects  over  the  next  decade. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  both  agencies  share  the  same  basic  concerns. 

He  reported  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  the  Mayor's  Art  Award, 
begun  a  few  years  ago,  and  originally  awarded  on  October  1  to  coincide 
with  the  start  of  National  Arts  and  Humanities  Month.  He  noted  that 
Mayor  Newsom  had  been  very  interested  in  the  award,  and  that  Mayor 
Lee  was  very  interested  in  continuing  the  tradition.  President  Johnston 
said  that  the  Committee  typically  considers  several  names,  forwarding  a 
few  to  the  Commission  and  the  Mayor.  He  said  that  the  Committee  would 
like  to  see  a  variety  of  artistic  disciplines  represented  over  the  years,  and 
noted  that  the  award  honors  a  lifetime  of  achievement.  He  added  that  it  is 
wonderful  that  all  of  the  honorees  have  expressed  such  pleasure  at 
receiving  the  award.  Noting  that  Carlos  Santana  has  a  hundred  Grammys, 
he  attended  last  year's  ceremony  and  seemed  to  really  appreciate  the 
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honor  from  the  City. 

President  Johnston  asked  Commissioners  to  forward  any  nominations  to 
him,  to  Mr.  Cancel  or  to  Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie, 
reminding  them  to  focus  on  San  Francisco,  not  the  greater  Bay  Area.  Mr. 
Cancel  added  that  the  event  is  currently  scheduled  for  October  1. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported 
that  the  Committee  has  been  engaged  in  interesting  dialogue  with  the 
designers  of  the  various  projects.  At  the  last  meeting,  the  Committee  lost 
its  quorum  before  completing  its  agenda,  so  she  was  presenting  the 
following  two  items  for  approval  by  the  full  Commission. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  a  small  project  which  is 
important  for  the  protection  of  the  City's  water  system.  The  Committee 
found  the  design  simple  but  nicely  done.  She  reported  that  the  Committee 
held  a  full  discussion  of  the  restoration  of  the  Cabrillo  clubhouse,  in  an 
effort  to  make  the  play  area  and  park  more  interactive  for  very  young 
children,  as  well  as  encouraging  further  development  of  the  landscape 
design. 

After  Commissioner  Stryker  presented  the  following  motions.  President 
Johnston  explained  that  while  few  of  the  Commissioners  are  architects,  it 
is  appropriate  for  the  Committee  to  forward  its  recommendation,  and  that 
of  staff,  to  the  full  Commission  in  this  case.  Typically,  he  said,  the 
Commission  would  take  a  look  at  the  motion  and  ask  any  questions  of 
Civic  Design  Review  colleagues  to  determine  that  they  are  comfortable 
with  the  Committee's  recommendation.  President  Johnston  added  that  he 
is  generally  confident  in  the  recommendation  of  staff  and  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Stryker  thanked  him  for  this  clarification,  and  briefly 
reviewed  the  first  project,  at  Boeddeker  Park.  She  explained  that  this  was 
an  important  park  for  the  Tenderloin,  and  that  a  lot  of  thought  had  gone 
into  the  design  to  open  up  a  children's  play  space.  She  said  that  the 
Committee  found  it  a  very  handsome  and  well-thought-out  project,  with 
strong  support  from  the  community. 

Commissioner  Young  thought  it  looked  good.  Commissioner  Stryker 
added  the  Committee  had  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  working  with  the 
design  team  on  the  project.  President  Johnston  thought  that  it  was  an 
ingenious  solution  to  a  challenging  site  with  two  separate  lots,  which  he 
thought  must  have  been  difficult  to  design  for.  He  added  that  the  final 
design  seemed  both  interesting  and  attractive. 
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There  was  no  further  discussion,  and  the  motion  passed  unanimously. 


2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0606-11-159:  Motion  to  approve  Phase  3  of 

Boeddeker  Park  and  Ckibhouse  contingent  on  the  ceiling  not  being  painted 
and  the  play  equipment  colors  matching  the  building. 


Turning  to  the  next  motion,  Commissioner  Stryker  explained  that  the 
Sunol  AgPark  is  a  joint  project  of  Sustainable  Agriculture  Education 
("SAGE")  and  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC"), 
promoting  urban  agriculture  and  learning  for  children.  She  explained  that 
the  project  is  located  on  PUC  property  in  Sunol,  and  that  middle  school 
students  will  be  able  to  visit  the  site  to  learn  about  food,  agriculture  and 
healthy  eating.  She  explained  that  the  building  will  be  small  and  simple, 
designed  by  a  very  sharp  young  design  team,  at  a  remarkable  building  cost 
of  $25,000.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  was  very  excited  and  found 
the  whole  idea  quite  wonderful. 

President  Johnston  commented  that  this  was  the  most  positive  project  at 
the  Sunol  site  in  many  years.  Commissioner  Stryker  added  that  the 
sustainable  building  will  use  stone  and  other  materials  found  onsite.  and 
Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  added  that  the  architects  completed  the 
design  pro  bono,  as  a  gift  to  the  City.  President  Johnston  called  it  a  win- 
win  project. 

In  response  to  a  question,  Ms.  Manton  said  that  Nash  Hurley  was  the 
architect.  Since  there  were  no  more  questions.  Commissioner  Stryker 
called  for  a  vote;  the  motion  was  approved  unanimously. 


3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0606-11-160:  Motion  to  approve  Phases  1  and  2  of 
the  Sunol  AgPark  Outdoor  Classroom  with  the  condition  that  the  design 
team  look  into  minimizing  the  number  of  handrails  and  extend  the  roof 
southward. 

3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherri  Young,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  voted  to  support  six 
festival  organizations  with  grants;  the  grant  program  was  formerly  known 
as  Neighborhood  Festival  Grants,  and  has  now  evolved  to  Arts  for 
Neighborhood  Vitality  Grants.  She  explained  that  Grants  for  the  Arts 
supports  some  of  the  major  festivals,  while  the  Arts  Commission  supports 
smaller  neighborhood  festivals,  artwalks  and  similar  events.  She  reported 
that  some  14,000  people  participate  in  the  events,  and  that  all  of  the  grants 
together  total  $15,000  going  into  neighborhoods. 
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Commissioner  Young  reported  that  WritersCorps  was  twice  invited  to  the 
White  House,  which  used  a  photo  from  one  of  those  visits  in  a  national 
publication. 

She  added  that  Ms.  Nemzoff  reported  great  activity  on  The  Artery  Project, 
and  that  staff  was  seeking  new  funding  since  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  had  declined  to  fund  the  project's  second  year. 

Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Cultural  Centers  were  all  moving 
toward  greater  financial  accountability,  with  full  audit  reports.  Currently, 
she  said,  most  of  them  have  financial  review  rather  than  a  full  audit.  The 
Committee  and  staff  are  discussing  full  audits  for  all,  even  the  virtual 
centers  which  receive  less  funding.  All  of  them  receive  over  $250,000,  and 
she  reported  that  Grants  for  the  Arts  recommends  full  audits. 
Commissioner  Young  added  that  the  Committee  and  staff  are  considering 
whether  to  separate  the  SOMArts  subgrantees  from  the  SOMArts  grant. 

Commissioner  Young  reported  that  Vernon  Davis  Scholarship  winner 
Sheryl  Quock  was  stunned  when  Mr.  Davis  added  $10,000  to  the  $5,000 
scholarship  she  was  awarded.  She  will  take  her  $15,000  scholarship  to 
Cornell  University. 

In  response  to  President  Johnston's  question.  Commissioner  Young 
explained  that  the  Cultural  Center  audits  would  be  completed  in  addition 
to  the  Management  and  Programming  Plans  ("MPP")  currently  required  of 
each  Center.  Ms.  Nemzoff  explained  that  legislation  requires  an  audit  of 
each  Center  by  the  City  Controller  every  two  years,  but  this  audit  looks 
only  at  the  use  of  Hotel  Tax  funds.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  Centers 
will  now  have  full  and  independent  audits,  as  part  of  the  process  of 
making  them  ready  to  assume  long-term  leases.  Commissioner  Young 
added  that  this  will  strengthen  their  financial  health  and  stability.

Pointing  out  item  13  on  the  Consent  Calendar  approved  above.  President 
Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  had  approved  the  selection  of  Studio 
1500  to  work  with  Commissioner  Chew  and  Mr.  Cancel  to  redesign  the 
Arts  Commission's  logo.  He  explained  that  the  final  design  would  be 
brought  to  the  full  Commission  for  its  approval.  Noting  that  the  current 
logo  has  been  in  use  for  as  long  as  he  can  remember.  President  Johnston 
thought  that  it  probably  was  time  to  revisit  the  conservative  logo  design. 
Since  the  agency  has  expanded  its  reach  in  terms  of  public  relations  and 
visibility,  it  made  sense  to  have  a  more  striking  logo.  The  Committee 
thought  that  Studio  1500,  which  will  do  the  work  pro  bono,  was  a  good 
match;  they  have  worked  on  some  really  successful  logos,  including  the 
San  Francisco  Zoo's.  He  explained  that  the  idea  would  be  to  create  a  more 
dynamic  logo  or  set  of  logos  to  be  used  in  a  variety  of  applications. 
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Commissioner  Chew  added  that  this  was  a  tremendous  gift,  that  these 
were  very  senior  designers  at  a  very  important  design  firm.  He  thought 
that  the  upcoming  eightieth  anniversary  was  a  good  opportunity  to  update 
the  logo. 

Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  the  goal  was  to  present  the  logo  to  the 
Commission  in  November,  so  that  all  materials  related  to  the  eightieth 
anniversary  could  be  printed  in  December  with  that  new  logo,  rolling  it 
out  for  use  in  the  coming  year  and  beyond. 

President  Johnston  agreed  that  it  was  a  great  gift,  that  these  are  breakout 
designers  who  want  to  develop  their  independent  reputation,  and  this  will 
be  a  great  addition  to  their  portfolio.  He  predicted  that  the  Commission 
would  discuss  the  logo  over  the  next  few  months. 

Turning  to  another  subject.  President  Johnston  reported  that  Public  Art 
Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvom  is  managing  many  projects  in  various 
stages.  He  reported  that  the  design  of  the  War  Memorial  complex  is 
moving  forward,  reminding  the  Commission  that  the  War  Memorial  Board 
had  chosen  to  use  the  services  of  the  Arts  Commission's  Public  Art 
Program  under  the  leadership  of  Ms.  Pontious.  He  explained  that  the 
finalists  for  the  design  of  the  monument  would  be  announced  at  a 
reception  in  the  Green  Room  the  next  day.  He  added  that  he  was  proud 
that  the  Arts  Commission  was  part  of  this  great  project. 

Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  next  evening's  event  would  unveil  the  design 
proposals  made  by  the  three  artist  finalists,  and  they  would  be  on  view  for 
two  weeks  at  the  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building.  She  explained  that 
public  comment  would  be  taken,  including  online  comment,  and  that 
comments  would  be  considered  in  making  the  final  selection.  The 
reception  was  scheduled  for  5:30  in  the  Green  Room. 

President  Johnston  added  that  one  of  the  finalists  was  Andrea  Cochran,  a 
marvelous  landscape  architect  and  former  Arts  Commissioner. 

On  another  subject.  Commissioner  Keehn  reported  on  new  developments 
regarding  the  Mark  Adams  tapestries  recently  reinstalled  at  San 
Francisco's  new  Terminal  Two.  She  explained  that  the  original  tapestries, 
stolen  several  years  ago,  had  been  recently  recovered.  They  came  to  the 
attention  of  the  estate  of  the  artist  when  someone  tried  to  sell  them  on 
Craigslist.  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  arrested  a  suspect,  and 
District  Attorney  George  Gascon  has  decided  to  prosecute.  President 
Johnston  said  that  staff  has  worked  very  hard  on  issues  with  the  City's 
collection,  without  much  credit  from  the  press,  and  that  this  was  a  good 
story  of  a  successful  outcome. 
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Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  announced  the  opening  ot\4.v  We  Live  It.  a 
show  featuring  artworks  by  participants  in  the  City's  Community 
Behavioral  Health  Services.  She  noted  that  the  Gallery  had  several  partner 
organizations,  and  that  the  very  large  group  of  artists  were  amazingly 
appreciative  of  the  opportunity. 

She  also  announced  the  call  for  entries  for  artworks  by  City  employees  for 
a  show  ("Hootenanny")  at  the  main  Gallery. 

President  Johnston  complimented  Ms.  Shiffler  on  a  very  nice  Sydney 
Sister  City  event.  She  thanked  him,  and  added  that  many  Australians  came 
out  for  the  evening,  including  Australian  Consular  officials.  She  also 
relayed  Vice  President  Beltran's  report  that  Hugh  Jackman  recognized  the 
Consul  in  the  audience  for  his  one-man  show  later  that  evening,  and 
announced  from  the  stage  that  the  Consul  had  just  come  from  an  important 
event,  the  Sister  City  show  at  the  Gallery.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  noted  that  the  Commission  had  been  through  an  intense  couple  of 
weeks  in  the  public  eye,  but  he  was  very  optimistic  and  excited  for  the  future  of  the  staff, 
the  Commission,  the  arts  community  and  the  city  as  a  whole.  He  said  that  the 
Commission  had  a  duty  focus  on  what  is  important,  to  see  that  the  city  and  the 
community  feel  well-represented.  While  reflecting  on  what  brought  the  Commission  to 
this  day.  President  Johnston  said  that  he  was  now  focused  on  the  future,  and  hoped  the 
Commissioners  and  staff  could  focus  on  the  future  and  what  is  to  come. 
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At  his  request,  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  on  the  status  of  the  cultural  equity 
study  on  the  Latino  community,  recently  approved  by  the  Commission.  She  explained 
that  San  Francisco  has  always  been  a  leader  in  these  issues,  and  she  hoped  the  study 
would  have  a  large  impact  on  the  discourse  nationwide,  informing  other  philanthropic 
colleagues. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  Cora  Mirikitani  and  Diane  Sanchez,  who  have 
served  on  the  advisory  committee  with  her.  She  added  that  there  will  be  many  points  for 
the  community  to  have  input.  She  explained  that  the  idea  is  to  examine  assumptions  and 
look  at  new  developments  over  the  last  several  years,  so  that  the  report  will  not  be  merely 
a  recap  of  what  is  already  known.  She  noted  that  one  critical  issue  to  be  examined  is  how 
organizations  can  be  sustained — what  are  the  structural  elements  that  have  changed,  and 
what  new  structures  can  replace  them.  She  felt  strongly  that  San  Francisco  is  well- 
positioned  to  undertake  this  study,  and  will  push  to  go  beyond  the  comfort  zone.  She 
added  that  she  would  continue  to  update  the  Commission  on  the  study  and  invited 
colleagues  to  comment. 

Brad  Erickson,  Executive  Director  of  Theatre  Bay  Area,  supported  the  studies,  and  was 
struck  by  what  he  has  seen.  He  thought  that  some  of  the  findings  would  not  be  a  surprise 
to  anyone;  for  example,  that  San  Francisco  is  incredibly  diverse.  He  agreed  that  it  was 
important  to  understand  how  organizations  are  supported.  He  thought  this  was  a  one-of-a- 
kind  program,  incredibly  important  not  only  locally,  but  nationally,  addressing  how 
artists  serve  their  communities  and  the  city  as  a  whole.  He  noted  that  the  landscape  is 
changing,  that  diversity  today  is  not  the  same  as  yesterday.  Finally,  he  thought  this  was 
an  important  message  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor,  as  well  as  for  other 
funders  and  the  arts  community. 

Vinay  Patel,  director  of  Asian  Improv  aRts,  seconded  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata' s 
comments,  adding  that  San  Francisco  has  the  highest  density  of  Asian- American  arts 
organizations  and  artists.  He  thought  the  studies  were  very  important,  with  such  a  large 
proportion  of  Asians  and  Asian- Americans  in  the  city's  population.  He  thought  the 
studies  were  good  stepping-stones  to  lead  to  more  understanding,  and  to  look  at  other 
cultural  communities  throughout  the  city.  He  urged  the  Commission  to  continue  to 
support  the  studies. 

Debra  Walker,  president  of  the  Arts  Democratic  Club,  wanted  to  see  the  Arts  Task 
Force's  recommendations  carried  forward,  and  was  excited  and  heartened  by  the 
Commission's  efforts.  She  thought  that  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program  has  done  an 
amazing  job  in  achieving  equity.  She  noted  that  both  the  arts  task  force  in  the  1980's  and 
the  more  recent  one  in  2006  found  that  grants  made  by  Grants  for  the  Arts  did  not  fully 
reflect  the  diversity  of  the  city,  and  she  thought  it  was  important  to  evaluate  how  Cultural 
Equity  is  doing.  She  added  that  the  Arts  Democratic  Club  will  continue  to  pay  close 
attention  to  the  Commission's  activities. 

President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  and  members  of  the  public  for 
their  comments. 
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Turning  to  the  process  of  naming  an  interim  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.  I^rcsiclcnt 
Johnston  first  thanked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Adine  Varah  for  her  unnagging  sup[K)H  diid 
wise  counsel.  He  explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  the  appointing  aiiihoi  ity  lor  ihc 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  and  not  for  any  other  staff  positions.  Further,  he  explained, 
all  of  the  Arts  Commissioners  are  appointed  solely  by  the  Mayor  and  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Mayor.  Clearly,  he  said,  it  is  important  that  the  Commission  consult  u  ith 
the  Mayor  as  CEO  of  the  City  in  making  this  appointment,  and  he  has  done  so.  President 
Johnston  called  for  a  brief,  but  open,  fair  and  solid  recmitment  process  for  a  permanent 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.  He  anticipated  discussing  this  at  future  meetings,  and 
proposed  that  the  search  be  conducted  by  the  City's  Department  of  Human  Resources 
rather  than  by  an  outside  consultant.  He  was  confident  that  this  search  would  produce  a 
number  of  excellent  candidates,  and  pledged  to  build  into  that  an  open  and  transparent 
process  for  community  input. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  in  the  previous  search,  the  Commission  relied  on  its 
consultant  to  meet  with  community  constituents.  In  this  search,  he  wanted  to  be  sure  that 
the  community,  stakeholders,  staff  and  friends  of  the  arts  would  have  a  say  as  well.  He 
reiterated  his  belief  that  this  could  be  done  relatively  quickly.  He  explained  that  he  saw 
the  interim  appointment  as  just  that,  a  temporary  director  to  hold  down  the  fort  and  see 
the  staff  and  agency  through  the  transition  and  to  allow  an  open  and  fair  process  in  the 
search  for  a  permanent  director.  He  pointed  out  that  these  are  two  very  different 
questions,  and  added  that  the  Commission  would  discuss  in  its  closed  session  what  they 
saw  as  important  qualities  for  the  candidate.  He  looked  forward  to  a  robust  process  in 
choosing  a  permanent  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.

1.  Executive  Committee — P. J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  most  of  the  Committee's  last  meeting  was 
taken  up  with  a  lengthy  closed  session,  and  they  voted  not  to  disclose  their 
discussion.  He  reported  that  there  were  some  items  discussed  in  open 
session,  including  the  approval  of  funding  for  the  Cultural  Centers:  this 
was  fairly  routine  and  without  controversy. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Caider  Smith,  Chair 

1.  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Stryker  reported 
that  several  projects  came  before  the  Committee  for  phase  two  and  three 


confirmed  that  Commissioner  Smith  had  reviewed  the  project  and 
supported  its  approval  by  the  Commission.  In  response  to  a  question  by 
Commissioner  Keehn,  she  explained  that  the  full  Committee  had  reviewed 
the  project  in  phase  one.  President  Johnston  added  that  the  project  team 
was  ready  to  take  the  project  to  the  next  phase. 

Commissioner  Stryker  explained  that  the  design  team  had  put  forward  to 
the  Committee  several  designs  for  traditionally  styled  park  restrooms,  and 
for  a  modem  design.  She  added  that  Commissioners  advised  the  team  on 
possible  revisions  to  the  design. 

At  the  invitation  of  President  Johnston,  Commissioner  Breitenberg 
endorsed  the  motion,  and  reminded  the  Commission  that  this  was  not  final 
approval  for  the  project,  that  it  would  be  reviewed  again  in  phase  three  by 
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the  Committee. 

There  was  no  further  discussion,  and  Commissioner  Stryker  presented  the 
following  motion.

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  Director  of  Grants  San  San  Wong  had 
organized  a  series  of  workshops  on  applying  for  grants  from  the  National 
Endowment  of  the  Arts,  and  she  urged  everyone  to  share  the 
announcement  with  artists  they  know.  She  added  that  although  the  San 
Francisco  workshop  was  full,  there  was  still  space  in  workshops  in 
Oakland  and  San  Jose. 

Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  funding  for 
the  Cultural  Centers,  explaining  that  normally  both  the  physical  Centers 
and  the  "virtual"  Centers  receive  some  funding  from  the  Commission 
before  the  City's  budget  is  finally  approved  to  allow  them  to  operate  over 
the  summer.  She  said  that  in  the  past,  the  amount  was  25%  of  their  grant, 
but  the  recommendation  of  the  Controller  was  that  it  should  be  only  10%; 
this,  she  noted,  would  only  allow  them  to  operate  for  about  a  month.  The 
funding  question  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  which  passed 
the  motions  in  the  Consent  Calendar  approved  above,  authorizing  ten 
percent  initially,  and  another  ten  percent  upon  adoption  of  the  budget.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  was  unbelievably  pleased  at  how  well  the  Commission's 
decision  to  hire  Ms.  Beltran  as  Interim  Director  has  turned  out.  He  added  that  the  past 
couple  of  months  have  seen  a  flurry  of  activity,  which  Commissioners  had  seen  in  their 
Committee  meetings.  To  general  applause,  he  praised  Ms.  Beltran  for  stepping  into  the 
position  in  a  very  chaotic  period  and  doing  an  amazing  job. 
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4.  Director's  Report 

Ms.  Beltran  began  her  report  by  thanking  President  Johnston  for  his  support  and 
leadership,  and  caUing  for  applause  for  the  staff. 

Turning  to  the  search  for  a  new  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Ms.  Beltran  reported  that  in 
consultation  with  Laura  Dancer  Huge  of  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  ("DHR") 
and  with  President  Johnston,  and  in  light  of  the  imminent  mayoral  election,  the  timeline 
has  been  slightly  extended.  She  invited  Ms.  Dancer  Huge  to  give  an  update  on  the  search. 

Ms.  Dancer  Huge  began  by  explaining  that  she  and  Melissa  Cayabyab  of  DHR  are 
partnering  with  the  Arts  Commission  to  select  a  new  Director.  She  reported  that  the 
application  filing  period  ended  on  Friday,  September  9,  after  five  weeks,  including 
regional  and  national  networking  and  publication  of  the  announcement.  She  and  DHR 
staff  are  reviewing  the  52  applications  to  confirm  that  they  meet  the  minimum 
qualifications.  Recalling  that  the  Commission  had  requested  input  from  community 
stakeholders  in  the  search  process,  Ms.  Dancer  Huge  reported  that  DHR  staff  had 
solicited  about  70  groups,  inviting  them  to  attend  one  of  two  focus  meetings.  While  less 
than  a  dozen  people  actually  attended  the  meetings,  the  groups  all  appreciated  being 
asked.  Those  who  did  attend,  she  said,  came  with  their  hearts  and  minds  very  engaged, 
and  they  identified  key  qualities  and  competencies  they  would  like  to  see  in  the  new 
Director.  She  planed  to  summarize  their  discussions  to  help  the  Commission  understand 
what  is  important  to  stakeholders.  She  thought  this  was  a  good  way  to  reach  out  to  those 
who  will  be  affected  by  the  new  Director. 

Ms.  Beltran  thanked  Ms.  Dancer  Huge,  and  reported  that  she  had  attended  the  first  focus 
group,  and  sensed  that  participants  really  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  weigh  in;  one 
asked  whether  all  Commissions  did  this.  She  added  that  video  of  the  discussions  and 
transcripts  will  be  posted  on  the  Arts  Commission's  website. 

Continuing  her  report,  Ms.  Beltran  reported  that  one  of  her  first  tasks  was  to  review  the 
organizational  structure.  She  recalled  that  the  Deputy  Director  position  was  eliminated  in 
2009.  The  Deputy  Director  had  been  responsible  for  overseeing  staffing  policy  and 
human  resources  issues,  internal  agency  policy  and,  perhaps  most  important,  fiscal 
policy.  Ms.  Beltran  acknowledged  that  although  Kan  Htun  did  as  much  as  he  could  when 
called  to  take  on  that  responsibility,  he  is  trained  as  an  accountant,  not  a  chief  financial 
officer.  Ms.  Beltran  was  very  excited  to  announce  that,  with  the  facilitation  of  the 
Mayor's  office  and  DHR,  Rebekah  Krell  has  been  hired  as  Deputy  Director.  Ms.  Krell 
thanked  Ms.  Beltran  and  said  that  she  was  thrilled  to  join  the  Arts  Commission  staff.  She 
explained  that  she  has  worked  in  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  for  the  past  three  years, 
working  with  the  Fine  Arts  Museums,  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  and  some  of  the  public 
safety  departments,  as  well  as  the  Arts  Commission,  on  their  budgets  during  that  time. 
Before  that,  she  served  as  an  aide  to  Supervisor  Sean  Elsbemd,  and  before  that,  she 
worked  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  budget  analyst,  Harvey  Rose.  She  said  that  she 
was  looking  forward  to  working  with  the  Commission  and  staff. 

Ms.  Beltran  distributed  an  updated  organization  chart  reflecting  the  reinstated  Deputy 
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Director's  position.  She  explained  that  Jill  Manton's  position  has  been  changed  lo  Dcpmy 
Director  for  Planning,  Policy  and  Development.  Ms.  Beltran  explained  thai  the  creation 
of  this  new  position  recognized  Ms.  Manton's  incredible  strengths  in  finding  ways  tor  the 
Arts  Commission  to  collaborate  with  other  City  agencies  for  mutual  benefit.  Calling  these 
collaborations  invaluable,  she  noted  that  partnerships  with  other  City  agencies  strengthen 
the  Arts  Commission,  countering  the  effects  of  the  fluctuations  in  funding  for  Public  Art 
projects.  Because  of  the  long  lead  time  of  these  bond  projects,  the  effects  of  the  financial 
downturn  take  two  or  more  years  to  affect  project  funding  at  the  Arts  Commission.  .Ms. 
Beltran  explained  that  Ms.  Manton  is  currently  working  with  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  other  agencies  to  make  up  some  of  the  funding  lost  from  other  sources, 
and  Ms.  Beltran  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  Ms.  Manton's  expertise  and 
experience  in  this  area. 

Ms.  Beltran  added  that  Ms.  Krell  will  be  working  on  personnel  and  human  resource 
issues,  where  her  experience  with  the  Mayor's  office  will  be  helpful,  and  she  will  be 
working  on  office  management,  facilities  management,  and  information  technology 
issues.  Ms.  Beltran  thanked  Commission  Secretary  Sharon  Page  Ritchie,  Finance 
Director  Kan  Htun  and  Civic  Design  Review  Program  Manager  Vicky  Knoop  for  filling 
the  gap  in  these  areas. 

Returning  to  the  question  of  the  agency's  financial  management,  Ms.  Beltran  was  pleased 
to  announce  that  the  Controller's  office  was  conducting  a  management  review  of  the  Arts 
Commission,  with  three  objectives:  evaluating  the  organizational  structure,  assessing 
financial  practices  with  respect  to  funding  sources,  and  reviewing  grantmaking  processes. 
She  explained  that  the  Controller's  office  staff  has  been  busy  gathering  information  and 
meeting  with  staff  one-on-one,  and  they  expect  to  have  their  final  report  by 
September  16.  She  anticipated  that  the  report  would  be  a  terrific  road  map  for  the  agency, 
particularly  for  Ms.  Krell's  responsibilities  as  CFO. 

Ms.  Beltran  reported  that  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  has  just  returned  from  a  hugely 
successful  trip  to  Sydney  for  the  Sister  City  show,  Urbanition,  and  invited  her  to  report 
on  it.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  the  Gallery  had  commissioned  three  artists  from  San 
Francisco  and  three  from  Sydney  for  the  exhibition,  which  ran  in  San  Francisco  from 
April  28  through  July  2.  The  artists  were  asked  to  develop  a  vision  of  how  the  two  cities 
could  be  more  sustainable  and  more  livable,  and  a  curatorial  goal  was  to  give  exposure  to 
the  artists  in  both  cities.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  the  SFAC  Gallery  partnered  with 
Sydney's  Carriage  Works,  a  multi-venue  center  of  some  60,000-70.000  square  feet, 
encompassing  several  theaters  and  exhibition  spaces;  it  also  hosts  a  big  market  on 
Saturdays.  She  reported  that  the  show  drew  people  who  came  to  CaiTiageWorks  for  the 
market,  for  the  theaters  and  for  other  galleries,  attracting  a  much  bigger  audience  than 
saw  the  show  in  San  Francisco.  She  explained  that  Carriage  Works  constructed  walls  in 
their  lobby  specifically  for  the  show,  and  she  showed  several  slides  of  the  installation. 
Ms.  Shiffler  reported  that  artist  Sergio  De  La  Torre  traveled  with  her.  She  reported  that 
Sydney's  hugely  popular  Lord  Mayor  Clover  Moore  opened  the  celebration  of  the 
exhibition,  and  that  the  show  was  featured  on  the  cover  of  the  city's  weekly  publication. 
City  Hub.. 
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Noting  that  this  was  the  first  time  she  had  traveled  internationally  on  behalf  of  the  Arts 
Commission,  Ms.  Shiffler  added  that  she  met  with  dozens  of  her  colleagues  there, 
including  gallery  directors.  She  said  that  there  was  much  more  participation  by  the 
Australians,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  in  Sydney,  than  by  San  Franciscans,  including  San 
Francisco  officials,  and  that  her  goal  was  to  get  much  more  support  locally.  She  reported 
that  Lord  Mayor  Moore  hoped  to  have  more  international  collaboration.  Ms.  Shiffler 
added  that  she  is  in  discussions  with  the  Contemporary  Jewish  Museum  about  Haifa, 
another  Sister  City.  A  project  with  Haifa  might  be  more  like  the  Shanghai  Sister  City 
events,  involving  several  institutions. 

Echoing  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Australians,  Ms.  Beltran  added  that  virtually  every  Sydney 
dignitary  attended  the  openings  in  both  San  Francisco  and  Sydney,  but  the  same  was  not 
true  of  San  Francisco  officials.  She  recounted  how  she  attended  a  performance  by  Hugh 
Jackman  following  the  San  Francisco  opening,  and  that  the  actor  announced  from  the 
stage  that  the  Australian  Consul  was  in  the  audience  and  had  just  come  from  the  opening 
of  this  very  important  show.  Mr.  Jackman  added  that  he  was  sorry  to  miss  the  opening 
because  of  his  performance. 

President  Johnston  added  that  Urhanition  was  a  great  show,  and  he  hoped  the  Gallery 
could  build  on  its  success. 

Finally,  Ms.  Beltran  reported  that  Ms.  Manton  received  a  prestigious  Rockefeller  grant 
for  a  residency  at  the  Bellagio  Center  in  Italy.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  she  had  a 
wonderful  trip,  and  felt  privileged  to  have  been  invited  to  apply.  She  explained  that  this 
was  a  ten-day  residency,  and  not  a  conference.  She  used  the  time  for  research  and  writing 
on  the  proposed  public  art  trust.  She  expected  public  meetings  on  the  trust  to  be  held 
starting  at  the  end  of  September.  Ms.  Manton  had  the  opportunity  to  present  her  draft  to 
colleagues  at  Bellagio,  including  residents  from  Ireland,  Singapore  and  New  York.  She 
added  that  the  New  York  resident,  the  director  of  an  alternative  arts  space,  gave  her 
valuable  feedback  about  cultural  facilities.  She  reported  that  the  setting  on  the  Lago  di 
Como  was  beautiful,  and  explained  that  the  Center's  residents  have  a  room  and  an  office, 
and  are  required  to  have  dinner  together,  fostering  interaction.  Besides  the  residencies, 
she  explained,  the  Center  holds  twice-yearly  conferences,  and  hosts  small  groups.  She 
was  very  gratified  that  her  work  with  the  Arts  Commission  allowed  her  to  have  this  once- 
in-a-lifetime  opportunity,  and  she  added  that  there  was  no  cost  to  the  City,  as  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  gave  her  a  scholarship  for  airfare. 

On  another  note,  she  reported  that  she  would  be  part  of  an  American  Institute  of 
Architects  panel  on  art  about  place. 

Ms.  Beltran  was  pleased  to  acknowledge  Ms.  Manton,  adding  that  although  she  had 
flown  back  from  Italy,  she  had  spent  the  morning  with  a  twenty-person  delegation  from 
China. 

Finally,  Ms.  Shiffler  distributed  a  postcard  for  Shift,  the  Gallery's  exhibition  opening 
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Friday,  September  16.  She  invited  Commissioners  to  the  opening,  thanked  the  sponsors 
of  the  exhibition,  and  said  she  was  excited  about  the  contributors  for  the  catalogue, 
scholars  on  contemporary  race  studies  and  postcolonial  studies.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee — P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Committee  mostly  discussed  revised 
plans  for  the  Arts  Commission's  80'*^  anniversary.  He  reported  that  the 
planned  book  has  been  reconceived  to  be  less  focused  on  the  anniversary, 
and  more  a  history  of  public  art.  He  added  that  several  factors  influenced 
the  decision  on  the  book,  including  contractual  obligations  already 
incurred.  Finally,  he  reported,  the  Committee  discussed  the  director 
search. 


2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee — Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 .  In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Smith,  Commissioner  Breitenberg 
reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  the  Union  Square  station  for  the 
Central  Subway.  He  reported  that  there  was  a  lot  of  debate  on  the  design, 
and  on  the  question  on  whether  to  move  the  station  to  another  part  of 
Union  Square.  He  explained  that  the  environmental  impact  report  prohibits 
moving  the  station,  unless  the  agency  would  like  to  postpone  construction 
for  about  three  years.  Commissioner  Breitenberg  added  that  the 
Committee  wanted  to  see  the  station  integrated  with  the  design  and 
function  of  Union  Square,  to  blend  in  rather  than  be  a  kind  of  monument 
on  its  own. 

He  reported  that  the  Committee  also  approved  the  wonderful  Palega 
Playground  removation,  and  work  on  the  site  will  begin  soon.  They  also 
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reviewed  an  interesting  project  installing  plaques  in  the  Tenderloin:  the 
Committee  offered  the  team  a  little  help  on  placement  ot"  the  plaques.  The 
Committee  was  very  pleased  with  the  new  Firehouse  No.  1.  Coniniissioner 
Breitenberg  explained  that  the  existing  firehouse  will  need  to  be  moved 
before  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modem  Art  can  begin  work  on  its 
addition.  Noting  that  the  press  has  reported  some  unhappincss  from  the 
neighbors,  Commissioner  Breitenberg  thought  it  was  now  resolved. 
Finally,  the  Committee  reviewed  a  number  of  restrooms;  he  added  that  the 
discussion  was  more  interesting  than  one  might  think. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherri  Young,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  did  not  meet  in  August 
for  lack  of  a  quorum,  and  thus  she  presented  the  following  motions.

Turning  to  the  next  motion.  Commissioner  Young  explained  that  the 
Committee  would  review  the  Management  and  Program  Plan  C'MPP"')  for 
Bayview  Opera  House  in  detail  at  their  meeting  on  September  13.  and  was 
requesting  the  Commission's  approval  now  in  order  not  to  delay  the  Opera 
House's  funding  for  another  month. 

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Manager  Robynn  Taka\  aina 
echoed  Commissioner  Young's  statement  that  the  MPP  would  be  fully 
reviewed  the  next  day,  and  added  that  the  reporting  procedure  has  been 
overhauled  to  better  align  with  the  California  Cultural  Data  Project 
practices.  She  said  that  the  Opera  House  is  a  valuable  pan  of  the 
community,  and  in  the  wake  of  the  recent  shooting.  pro\  ided  a  critical 
space  to  air  residents'  strong  feelings.  She  reported  that  the  Opera  House 
has  increased  visibility,  and  mentioned  several  arts  activities,  including  a 
backpack  distribution.  She  also  reported  that  the  Opera  House  has  recently 
completed  its  third  year  of  summer  programming,  which  is  now  a 
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permanent  part  of  the  center's  programming.  She  added  that  the  Opera 
House's  Board  of  Directors  has  offered  a  permanent  position  as  Executive 
Director  to  Barbara  Ockel,  and  the  center  has  additional  staff  support  and 
stability.  Ms.  Takayama  explained  that  the  focus  of  this  year's  MPP  is  to 
increase  and  diversify  funding,  to  grow  the  Dare  to  Dream  youth  arts 
program,  and  to  increase  audiences  for  the  Opera  House's  activities. 

Ms.  Ockel  thanked  the  Commission  and  staff  for  their  support,  including 
Ms.  Manton  for  her  help  in  finding  funds  for  building  repairs,  and 
Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  and  Ms. 
Takayama  for  their  support  and  advice.  She  was  very  pleased  with  the 
Commission's  choice  of  Ms.  Beltran,  a  true  community  artist,  as  Interim 
Director,  and  added  that  she  could  stay  forever  as  far  as  Ms.  Ockel  was 
concerned. 

Ms.  Ockel  reported  that  last  year  the  Opera  House  entered  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  with  the  tireless  support  of  the  Commission 
and  staff.  She  said  that  the  Opera  House  had  received  many  e-mails  and 
messages  of  support  for  the  designation,  and  the  recognition  of  this 
irreplaceable  historic  community  and  arts  center. 

She  said  that  she  often  hears  from  people  that  they  came  to  the  center  as 
children,  that  they  took  a  dance  class  or  a  class  in  basketry  that  stuck  with 
them  into  adulthood.  She  explained  that  the  Opera  House's  priority  is  to 
put  resources  into  youth  development,  that  children  come  first.  She  wants 
people  to  have  positive  experiences  at  the  Opera  House,  connected  to  the 
arts.  She  gave  a  brief  overview  of  Dare  to  Dream,  now  a  year-round 
afterschool  and  preschool  program  serving  about  170  students.  Students  as 
young  as  third  grade  are  learning  about  photography,  about  all  kinds  of 
traditional  and  culturally  sensitive  art  forms.  She  said  that  the 
Commission's  support  is  hugely  important. 

Ms.  Beltran  added  that  Ms.  Ockel  has  been  able  to  accomplish  a  great  deal 
by  collaborating  with  a  variety  of  organizations,  including  BAYCAT, 
SCRAP,  the  local  YMCA,  and  others.  She  praised  Ms.  Ockel' s  terrific 
expertise  and  skill  in  finding  resources. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  he  was  a  past  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  that  they  have  long  emphasized  programming  at  the  Cultural  Centers. 
He,  too,  acknowledged  that  the  Committee  will  carefully  review  the  Opera 
House's  MPP  and  budget  at  its  upcoming  meeting. 

The  motion  passed  unanimously.

Commissioner  Chew  presented  the  following  motion,  explaining  that  there 
had  been  ongoing  discussion  about  the  possible  relocation  of  up  to  forty 
street  artist  selling  spaces  because  of  construction  along  Muni's  F-Line. 

Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  explained  that  the  F-Line 
would  be  extended  along  Beach  Street  to  Fort  Mason,  and  he  presented  a 
map  of  the  area,  with  its  56  street  artist  selling  spaces,  the  most  lucrative 
ones  at  Fisherman's  Wharf.  He  explained  that  the  latest  plan  he  has  seen 
proposes  to  place  a  platform  that  would  displace  30  of  those  spaces.  He 
explained  that  these  spaces  predate  his  tenure  with  the  program,  and  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  made  them  permanent  in  1974.  He  added  that  the 
proposed  location  would  completely  eliminate  the  spaces,  and  there  was 
no  way  to  compensate  for  their  loss. 

He  offered  a  proposal  to  move  the  transit  stop  west  on  Beach  Street  closer 
to  Larkin,  near  the  senior  center.  Mr.  Lazar  added  that  the  current  plan 
also  presents  a  serious  public  safety  problem,  since  there  is  a  huge  volume 
of  pedestrian  traffic,  and  there  is  also  a  lot  of  aggressive  driving  on  this 
street.  He  thought  the  current  plan  was  both  dangerous  and  bad  for  the 
artists. 

Street  Artist  James  Millard  explained  that  he  has  been  in  the  program  for 
many  years,  and  thought  the  Muni  plan  was  a  big  problem.  He  explained 
that  the  original  Street  Artists  ordinance  has  tight  restrictions  on  how  close 
the  spaces  can  be  to  driveways,  doorways,  etc.  He  thought  it  was  not 
realistic  that  the  lost  spaces  could  be  compensated.  He  added  that  the

Spaces  had  been  recognized  for  almost  fifty  years,  and  talked  about  how 
San  Francisco,  and  the  West  Coast,  set  trends  for  the  nation.  He  criiici/cd 
the  National  Park  Service  and  Muni  for  the  plan. 

As  President  Johnston  pointed  out  that  he  had  exceeded  his  time  and  that 
the  Commission  understood  his  position,  Mr.  Millard  asked  the 
Commission  to  appear  at  a  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  ("MTA")  Board  of  Directors  and  contact  Muni.  He  added  ihai  it 
was  important  to  change  the  stop  location  before  the  Environmental 
Impact  Statement  ("EIS")  was  final. 

Ms.  Manton  volunteered  that,  if  the  Commission  was  in  agreement,  she 
could  set  up  a  meeting  with  Ms.  Beltran  and  MTA  director  Ed  Reiskin. 
She  thought  he  seemed  sensitive  to  the  issues,  and  the  Aits  Commission 
has  a  good  relationship  with  him  through  the  experience  of  the 
StreetSmARTS  program. 

Ms.  Beltran  reported  that  she  and  Mr.  Lazar  have  been  drafting  a  long  and 
detailed  letter  to  MTA,  taking  a  non-adversarial  strategy.  She  thought  they 
could  come  to  a  win-win  solution  that  would  allow  MTA  to  accomplish 
their  goals  without  hurting  other  parties. 

Commissioner  Sklar  thought  the  plan  was  always  for  the  F-Line  to 
continue  to  Fort  Mason. 

Street  artist  Sharon  MacDougall,  who  has  sold  her  paintings  in  the 
program  since  1971,  called  Beach  Street  the  birthplace  of  the  program, 
and  asked  for  the  Commission's  help. 

Street  artist  Brian  Hopper,  in  the  program  since  1980,  agreed  with  the 
other  speakers,  and  asked  for  the  Commission's  help  in  having  the  Muni 
stop  moved  near  the  Maritime  Museum  and  the  senior  center,  where  there 
is  already  a  Muni  platform. 

President  Johnston  thanked  the  speakers  and  said  he  understood  the  issue 
and  thought  most  of  the  Commissioners  were  sympathetic.  Commissioner 
Chew  clarified  that  the  motion  before  them  called  for  approval  of  the  letter 
described  by  Ms.  Beltran.  President  Johnston  suggested  that  the 
Commission  approve  the  motion  as  stated,  allowing  the  Interim  Director 
to  write  the  letter  without  further  approval  by  the  Commission.  He 
supported  the  position  of  the  street  artists  requesting  relocation  of  the  stop. 
He  thought  it  would  be  important  for  Arts  Commission  staff  to  meet  with 
MTA  staff,  and  agreed  that  it  would  be  better  to  resolve  the  issue  before 
finalization  of  the  EIS.  He  added  that  one  requirement  of  the  appro\  al 
process  was  that  the  department  must  address  issues  raised  in  public 
comment. 
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The  motion  was  approved  unanimously. 


7.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0912-11-244:  Motion  to  approve  a  request  to  the 
National  Park  Service  and  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  to  relocate  the  new  F-line  boarding  platform  (to  be  constructed) 
from  the  current  proposed  location  on  Beach  Street,  between  Hyde  and 
Larkin  Streets,  to  a  location  half  a  block  west,  on  Beach  Street,  between 
Larkin  and  Polk  Streets.  The  current  proposed  location  for  the  platform 
(between  Hyde  and  Larkin)  would  eliminate  approximately  30  street  artist 
spaces  at  one  of  the  prime  selling  locations  in  the  city,  while  the 
alternative  proposal  would  only  eliminate  nine  street  artist  spaces  in  a 
lesser-trafficked  area,  and  would  also  make  the  boarding  platform  more 
convenient  to  the  senior  resident  communities  located  between  Larkin  and 
Polk  Streets. 

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  introduced  the  motion  regarding  the  Bemal  Heights 
Library  mural,  item  32  severed  from  the  Consent  Calendar.  He  explained 
that  this  was  not  a  mural  commissioned  by  the  Arts  Commission,  but  it  is 
City  property  and  the  Arts  Commission  now  has  jurisdiction.  He 
suggested  that  if  the  Arts  Commission  had  been  involved  from  the 
inception  of  the  mural,  the  decision  might  have  been  different.  He 
explained  that  the  Library  has  come  to  a  resolution  regarding  the  mural, 
and  thought  it  was  important  to  respect  that.  He  called  for  public 
comment. 

Peter  Warfield,  Executive  Director  of  the  Library  Users  Association,  said 
that  his  organization  worked  on  better  libraries  for  all.  He  said  that  he  had 
gone  to  Library  Commission  meetings  for  more  than  a  decade.  He  said 
that  words  were  important,  especially  to  a  library,  and  he  said  that  the 
mural  in  question  includes  not  only  charming  art,  but  also  words,  in 
Spanish  and  English.  He  said  that  the  history  of  the  branch  included  a  big 
dispute  over  inclusion  of  a  preschool  program,  then  the  dispute  over  the 
mural.  He  said  there  had  not  been  much  discussion  of  the  qualities  of  the 
mural;  he  thought  the  words  were  most  important,  though  they  were  not 
discussed  in  the  subcommittee.  He  complained  that  the  Library 
Commission's  minutes  omitted  the  discussion  of  the  words. 

Ellen  Egbert  said  she  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee.  She  said  that  Supervisor  Campos  had  emphasized 
process  over  product,  but  she  thought  it  would  be  too  bad  if  the  product  is 
ignored.  She  hoped  to  come  up  with  something  that  would  meet  the 
Commission's  goals,  straightforward  and  dignified.  She  thought  that  lots 
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of  whirls  and  swirls  didn't  harmonize  with  the  lines  of  the  architcciure. 
She  said  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  granted  approval  on  ihc 
process,  on  the  the  Library  Commission's  determination,  hut  she  thought  it 
remained  unspoken  that  this  was  better  than  what  there  was  before.  She 
looked  forward  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  to  see  a 
revised  tablet  of  color  and  tile  samples. 

Brandon  Powell  and  Terry  Milne,  of  the  Bemal  Library  Art  Project  Task 
Force,  said  that  the  process  had  been  extended,  that  there  had  been  a 
couple  of  very  large  meetings  with  the  artists  and  the  community,  held 
during  both  afternoon  and  evening,  to  allow  greater  participation.  They 
explained  that  artists  had  been  asked  to  submit  something  appropriate  but 
not  directed  to  do  one  thing  or  another.  They  were  at  today's  meeting  to 
request  that  the  Arts  Commission  approve  that  "something  appropriate." 

President  Johnston  thanked  members  of  the  public  for  their  comments.  He 
explained  that  there  was  no  presentation  by  staff  because  the  matter  was 
on  the  Consent  Calendar  and  had  been  approved  by  the  Committee.  He 
asked  for  the  Commission's  approval.  He  said  that,  as  is  often  the  case 
with  art  in  the  public  realm,  people  are  not  always  in  agreement.  He 
explained  that  the  Commission  tries  always  to  work  with  credible  artist 
teams,  and  that  Precita  Eyes  is  certainly  that.  He  thought  that,  had  the  Arts 
Commission  done  this  project  from  the  beginning,  because  this  is  what  the 
agency  does,  the  process  would  have  been  more  harmonious.  He 
acknowledged  Ms.  Egbert's  point  about  the  product.  He  explained  that  the 
Library  would  like  to  move  forward  on  what  began  as  a  seismic  upgrade 
but  turned  out  to  be  more  complicated. 

Again,  he  recommended  approval. 

Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  added  that  when  the  project  was  first 
brought  to  the  Arts  Commission,  the  roles  of  the  parties  had  to  be  clarified 
She  said  that  there  was  a  lot  of  division,  and  the  Ails  Commission  pushed 
back  on  the  process  question.  She  said  that  the  group  went  back  and  did 
their  homework,  and  that  the  decision  to  change  the  medium  to  tile  came 
from  colleagues.  She  agreed  with  President  Johnston  that  there  would 
always  be  someone  unhappy  with  the  outcome. 

The  motion  was  approved  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Garci'a-Nakata  said  that  the  Committee  had  also  passed 
seventeen  motions  on  a  variety  of  projects,  including  Market  Street  kiosk 
posters;  she  reported  that  the  Committee  was  really  happy  to  hear  about 
incorporating  the  writing  of  WritersCorps  youth.  She  reported  that  the 
Committee  also  reviewed  one  of  the  Central  Subway  stations  and  the 
Veterans  Memorial  design.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  had  an  update 
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on  the  pending  discussion  and  draft  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  she  complimented  staff  on  keeping 
this  process  moving.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  reviewed  the  design 
of  fence  panels  at  Mission  Playground,  and  that  the  artist  was  very  good  in 
looking  at  safety  issues,  to  eliminate  areas  where  children  could  get  their 
heads  or  hands  stuck.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  voted  to  suspend 
the  Collections  loan  program,  in  light  of  limited  resources  and  staff,  and 
agreed  to  focus  on  what  the  agency  can  realistically  do  well.  She  said  the 
collection  was  a  huge  responsibility,  but  the  resources  were  tiny,  and  she 
thanked  staff  for  their  tireless  work  on  this  impossible  but  necessary  task. 

She  said  that  the  Committee  had  an  update  from  staff  on  the  rebranding 
project,  and  on  the  Moscone  West  kinetic  artwork.  Ms.  Beltran  added  that 
there  has  been  some  rapid  and  exciting  progress  on  that  piece,  with  a  new 
engineer  hired  to  succeed  the  now-elderly  artist,  who  has  difficulty 
traveling.  President  Johnston  noted  that  the  Mayor  mentioned  to  him  that 
he  had  heard  the  good  news  about  the  artwork.

Ms.  Manton  reported  sadly  that  jazz  musician  and  former  Arts  Commissioner  Eddie 
Marshall  had  passed  away  on  September  7.  Commissioner  Calloway  added  that  Mr. 
Marshall  served  on  the  Commission  from  2000  to  2003.  He  said  that  Mr.  Marshall  had 
played  with  all  the  greatest  jazz  musicians  of  his  time,  and  was  an  important  mentor  to 
Commissioner  Calloway.  He  reported  that  he  had  attended  a  memorial  celebration  the 
night  before  at  the  Jazzschool,  a  very  moving  event.  He  requested  that  the  Commission 
adjourn  this  meeting  in  memory  of  Eddie  Marshall. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  announced  that  California  College  of  the  Arts  ("CCA")  was 
hosting  a  show  by  artist  Chiharu  Shiota  of  Osaka,  one  of  San  Francisco's  Sister  Cities, 
and  he  invited  everyone  to  the  opening  reception.  He  added  that  this  residency  was  the 
result  of  an  initiative  by  former  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom,  and  that  CCA  hoped  to  bring  a 
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second  Osaka  artist-in-residence.  President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioner  Breitenbcrii 
and  CCA  for  stepping  forward  to  help,  and  added  that  Ms.  Shiota  is  an  incredible  artist. 

Ms.  Beltran  announced  the  upcoming  SlideSlam  at  Verba  Buena,  an  opportunity  for 
current  art  students  and  recent  graduates  to  show  images  of  their  work.  She  said  ihcy 
expect  over  100  students  from  more  than  ten  schools,  including  artists  who  graduated 
from  schools  outside  the  Bay  area  who  are  now  living  here.  She  added  that  there  would 
be  a  taco  tmck,  and  invited  Commissioners  to  attend.  President  Johnston  joked  that  ilie 
taco  truck  symbolized  a  new  era  at  the  Arts  Commission. 

Development  Director  Rachelle  Axel  distributed  the  recently-published  annual  report; 
Ms.  Beltran  applauded  her  on  a  great  job.  Ms.  Axel  thanked  Book  Researcher  Brianna 
Smith  for  her  work  on  the  report.

2.  Approval  of  Minutes

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  met  just  prior  to  this  meeting,  tr>  ing  to  stay  on 
schedule  with  the  executive  search.  At  their  regular  meeting  on  September  26,  they  reviewed  a  big  stack  of 
applications,  and  continued  that  process  at  today's  special  meeting.  He  explained  that  because  of  the  confidential 
personnel  discussion,  the  meetings  were  held  in  closed  session.  He  did  report  that  there  were  more  than  fifty 
applications,  and  praised  Department  of  Human  Resources  ("DHR")  staff  for  yeoman's  work  organizing  them  as 
to  qualifications,  and  presenting  them  to  the  Committee  in  a  helpful  way.  President  Johnston  reported  that  the 
Committee  was  on  track,  and  hoped  to  narrow  the  applicant  pool  and  conduct  interviews  by  the  end  of  October, 
and  bring  a  final  recommendation  to  the  full  Commission  in  November.  He  reiterated  that  this  is  a  tight 
schedule,  but  so  far  the  Committee  is  still  on  schedule. 

Commissioner  Keehn  asked  how  many  candidates  would  be  presented  to  the  full  Commission;  President 
Johnston  replied  that  they  intended  to  present  only  a  single  final  candidate.  She  asked  about  the  guideHnes  being 
used  in  narrowing  the  field.  President  Johnston  replied  that  there  are  a  number  of  guiding  principles,  a  result  of 
discussions  with  DHR  staff,  and  Arts  Commission  staff,  and  surv  eys  submitted  by  Arts  Commission  staff  in  July. 
He  said  that  the  Commission  had  reached  out  to  the  community  in  holding  two  stakeholder  meetings,  which 
were  recorded  for  posting  on  the  agency's  website.  While  the  response  to  that  invitation  was  not  as  strong  as  it 
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was  hoped  to  be,  he  thought  that  much  of  the  community  input  was  coming  to  Commissioners  individually.  He 
said  that  the  intention  was  to  have  an  open  process  in  which  everyone  could  participate.  He  added  that  the 
Committee  had  held  open  meetings  discussing  the  search  process,  and  that  some  Commissioners  had  sat  in  on 
one  or  both  of  those.  He  explained  that  any  Commissioner  was  welcome  to  sit  in  and  participate  in  the 
discussions,  but  for  the  sake  of  fairness  and  consistency,  he  wanted  to  have  only  the  five  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  participating  in  the  interviews.  President  Johnston  explained  that  the  Committee  hoped  to 
further  narrow  the  field  after  the  interviews,  introduce  the  final  candidate  or  candidates  to  the  Mayor,  and  then 
come  back  to  the  full  Commission  in  closed  session  to  discuss  the  finalist  (or  finalists).  He  added  that  DHR  staff 
has  participated  in  the  closed  sessions,  and  that  Arts  Commission  staff  has  given  lots  of  feedback  to  the 
Committee.  All  of  that  input,  and  lots  of  suggested  questions,  are  being  distilled  into  a  template  for  the  interviews 
in  order  to  have  the  same  starting  point  for  each  of  the  candidates. 

Commissioner  Sklar  asked  why  the  Committee's  goal  was  to  come  down  to  a  single  candidate.  President 
Johnston  said  that  the  question  could  be  revisited,  but  that  the  idea  was  to  have  the  five  dedicated  Committee 
members  willing  to  sift  through  more  than  fifty  applications,  then  go  through  hours  and  hours  of  interviews, 
with  all  of  them  there  for  every  interview,  so  that  they  can  vote  from  a  knowledgeable  perspective.  He  explained 
his  concern  with  asking  a  large  group  to  vote  with  only  scant  familiarity  with  the  candidates.  His  hope  is  that  the 
Executive  Committee  can  serve  as  the  personnel  committee  and  see  the  process  through  to  the  selection  of  a 
single  candidate,  and  ask  the  full  Commission  to  vote  up  or  down  on  that  one  candidate. 

Commissioner  Sklar  was  concerned  that  if  there  was  significant  ambivalence  in  the  Committee  about  the  final 
selection,  they  would  not  have  the  flexibility  to  bring  more  than  one  finalist  to  the  full  Commission. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  Committee  could  indeed  come  in  with  two  or  even  three  finalists  if  the  final 
ranking  was  very  close,  or  tied.  He  thought  it  was  important  for  the  Commission  to  delegate  these  duties  to  the 
smaller  body,  and  reiterated  that  it  was  extremely  time-consuming  work,  and  the  Committee  members  spent 
their  weekend  with  a  lot  of  homework  reviewing  the  applications. 

Commissioner  Melania  pointed  out  that  in  the  previous  search,  the  Committee  came  down  to  three  candidates 
submitted  to  the  Mayor,  who  had  a  strong  voice  in  the  selection.  President  Johnston  said  that  this  was  a  different 
process,  and  that  this  Mayor's  directive  was  to  be  thoughtful  in  the  decision.  He  added  that  the  Mayor  certainly 
deserves  the  oppportunity  to  interview  the  person  who  will  head  the  department,  and  he  reminded 
Commissioners  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  somewhat  unusual  in  that  the  Commission  appoints  the 
department  head. 

Finally,  he  said,  the  Commission  would  meet  as  a  whole,  since  obviously  everyone  needs  to  weigh  in  on  the 
decision.  He  added  that  he  wanted  to  be  sensitive  to  everyone's  concerns,  saying  that,  as  the  July  meeting  made 
clear,  everyone  takes  this  responsibility  seriously.  President  Johnston  said  that  he  wants  to  come  out  of  this 
process  with  staff  morale,  and  friendships,  intact. 

Commissioner  Chew  added  that  the  Committee  has  powered  through  more  than  fifty  applications,  and  many  of 
them  are  pretty  strong. 

President  Johnston  explained  that  Commissioner  Chew  sat  in  on  the  Committee's  discussions,  and  repeated  that 
any  Commissioner  is  welcome  to  sit  in  on  the  discussion,  but  only  the  five  Committee  members  can  vote.  He 
added  that  Commissioner  Chew  has  seen  the  applications,  but  not  taken  them  home.  In  order  to  respect  the 
privacy  of  the  applicants,  only  the  five  Executive  Committee  members  have  the  application  packets  and  are 
responsible  for  safeguarding  them. 

Turning  to  another  issue.  President  Johnston  reported  that  there  has  been  some  controversy  over  the  selection 
of  an  artist,  through  the  competitive  panel  review  process,  to  do  major  installations  for  both  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  and  then  for  the  Central  Subway.  Since  then,  he  explained,  it  has  come  out  that  some  34  years 
ago,  the  young  artist  got  a  dog  from  a  shelter  and  shot  it  on  film.  This  incident  has  since  been  picked  up  by  the 
press,  and  staff  has  received  untold  numbers  of  e-mail  messages.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  Mayor  has 
reacted  rationally,  not  calling  for  immediate  recission  of  the  contracts,  recognizing  that  both  projects  are  already 
well  underway.  The  Mayor  has  asked  the  Commission  to  suspend  further  action  on  the  projects  while  the 
Commission  and  the  other  relevant  City  agencies  investigate  the  options,  legal  obligations  and  other 
responsibilities,  and  input  from  the  pubhc.  President  Johnston  is  working  with  Arts  Commission  staff,  and  the 
agency  has  reached  out  to  the  heads  of  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("MTA")  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  the  departments  responsible  for  the  Central  Subway  and  General  Hospital.  While  staff  is  familiar 
with  the  process,  he  said,  he  wants  to  make  sure  that  the  department  heads  and  senior  staff  have  their  questions 
answered.  He  reported  that  he  plans  to  convene  the  legal  advisors  for  the  three  departments,  to  determine  what 
they  might  do,  and  how,  if  the  decision  is  to  change  course.  President  Johnston  hopes  to  meet  with  MTA  General 
Manager  Ed  Reiskin  soon,  and  he  expects  to  be  able  to  make  a  fuller  report  to  this  Commission  at  its  next 
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meeting,  with  a  recommendation  or  announcement  of  a  hearing  or  other  action.  He  is  committed  to  treating  this 
issue  responsibly  in  concert  with  the  other  City  departments. 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  asked  if  Commissioners  would  have  an  opportunity  to  weigh  in.  President  Johnston 
said  absolutely,  he  wanted  the  participation  of  everyone  in  the  decision.  He  added  that  this  is  an  intense  period  in 
what  has  been  an  intense  year,  and  emphasized  that  the  Commission  really  needs  full  participation  from  all  its 
members.  He  appreciated  the  full  attendance  at  this  meeting,  and  noted  that  the  Commission  has  some  big 
issues  before  it. 

Commissioner  Silverman  asked  whether  the  artist's  controversial  past  project  was  discussed  when  the 
commission  was  awarded.  President  Johnston  said  no,  the  process  starts  with  a  call  for  artists,  facilitated  through 
the  Public  Art  Program  staff.  There  are  many  opportunities  for  comment  and  review  on  a  huge  project  like  this. 
The  panel  included  a  Commissioner,  department  representatives  and  others.  The  panel  review  is  open  to 
members  of  the  public.  First  the  applicants  were  reviewed,  then  the  project  proposals  from  the  selected  artists 
were  reviewed.  Throughout  the  many  meetings,  the  subject  never  came  up,  and  neither  panelists,  staff  nor 
Commissioners  were  aware  of  this  incident  in  the  artist's  past.  President  Johnston  said  that  perhaps  this  fac"t  is 
one  of  the  complex  issues  that  the  agency  needs  to  address.  As  he  told  a  member  of  the  press,  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee,  and  the  Arts  Commission  as  a  whole,  are  focused  on  the  art  and  less  so  on  the  artist;  certainly  less  on 
the  artist's  background.  He  said  that  the  Commission  does  not  do  background  checks,  looking  for  any  criminal  or 
moral  history.  While  this  is  not  to  say  that  it  shouldn't  do  so,  but  that,  he  said,  is  one  of  the  issues  to  be 
addressed. 

President  Johnston  saidthat  it  was  a  very  unfortunate  incident,  and  understood  that  everv  one  had  a  strong 
reaction  to  it.  He  saidthat  it  took  place  34  years  ago  and  it  was  a  question  how  the  incident  should  affect  the 
decision.  He  explained  that  no  one  has  questioned  the  process  or  the  proposal,  that  work  by  the  artist  has  been 
very  well  accepted  in  the  New  York  City  subway  and  the  San  Jose  zoo,  and  that  there  is  no  question  that  this  is  a 
world-class  artist.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  question  is  now  moving  from  looking  at  the  proposal  to 
looking  at  the  artist's  personal  background. 

President  Johnston  added  that  the  question  of  limiting  projects  to  artists  from  San  Francisco  comes  up 
periodically,  and  while  it  generally  lacks  merit,  it  is  completely  moot  in  this  case.  He  explained  that  this  is  a 
federal  project  and  prohibits  restriction  to  local  artists.  He  added  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  a  good  histor\-  of 
working  with  local  artists  on  public  art  projects,  and  that  this  is  a  big  project  with  lots  of  opportunities. 

Commissioner  Garcla-Nakata  thanked  President  Johnston  for  taking  on  interviews  and  press  contacts  despite 
being  sick. 

Finally,  President  Johnston  announced  that  he  would  be  introducing  "Ruth  Asawa:  Roots  of  an  Artist,  "  a  film  on 
the  former  Arts  Commissioner  and  first  recipient  of  the  Mayor's  Art  Award.  The  film  showing  was  at  the  Academy 
of  Art  University  on  October  12.  Commissioner  Keehn  commented  that  she  had  seen  the  film  and  thought  it  was 
beautiful. 


4.  Director's  Report 

In  the  absence  of  Interim  Director  JD  Beltran,  who  was  out  of  the  country,  Deputv'  Director  Rebekah  Krell  made 
the  report.  She  first  reported  that  the  Controller's  office  had  sent  preliminar>'  draft  findings  on  their  review  of  the 
Arts  Commission,  and  Arts  Commission  staff  was  looking  forward  to  the  final  report.  She  explained  that  there 
would  be  some  back-and-forth,  with  an  opportunity  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  comment,  concur  or  disagree 
with  the  findings. 

Ms.  Krell  reported  that  she  is  working  on  an  updated  organization  chart,  and  that  she  and  Ms.  Beltran  \%ill  meet 
with  DHR  staff  when  Ms.  Beltran  returns. 

Ms.  Krell  announced  plans  for  a  retreat  for  staff  on  Thursday,  November  17,  and  for  senior  staff  and 
Commissioners  on  Friday,  November  18. 

She  reported  that  the  recent  ArtFabric  and  SlideSlam  events  were  ver\'  successful,  drawing  over  100  and  250 
participants,  respectively.  Reporting  on  the  progress  of  the  Arts  Commission  book  being  published  by  Heyday, 
she  said  that  Commissioners  should  have  recently  received  an  e-mail  with  the  sample  design  and  sample 
chapters. 

Finally,  Ms.  Krell  introduced  Deputy  Director  for  Planning,  Policy  and  Development  Jill  Manton  to  give  an 
update  on  the  Diller  Scofidio  +  Renfro  project.  Facsimile,  at  the  Moscone  Center.  Ms.  Manton  reported  \sith 
great  pleasure  that  the  mechanism  has  been  repaired,  not  to  its  original  state,  but  to  the  point  that  it  can  operate 
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in  a  limited  area,  smoothly  and  without  noise.  She  reported  that  a  local  mechanical  engineer,  who  understands 
the  LED  technology,  the  scheduling  system,  and  the  very  complex  motion  system,  is  now  working  on  the  piece. 
She  is  hopeful  that  with  all  of  that  expertise  in  a  single  person,  the  piece  will  be  running  shortly.  Ms.  Manton 
explained  that  the  artists,  originally  struck  by  the  idea  of  a  public  commission  for  the  outside  of  a  private 
building,  worked  with  the  concept  of  bringing  what  was  inside  to  the  outside.  She  explained  that  they  built  sets, 
including  hotel  rooms  and  a  conference  room,  to  create  fictitious  scenarios,  which  would  be  recorded  and  shown 
on  the  moving  screen  during  times  when  the  building  was  dark.  At  other  times,  she  explained,  a  camera  captures 
a  rooftop  view,  and  the  idea  is  that  the  outside  screen  shows  what  is  going  on  inside  the  building,  while  the 
inside-facing  screen  shows  what  is  happening  outside. 

Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  announced  the  upcoming  Passport  fundraising  event  to  be  held  in  the  Castro  on 
October  23.  She  explained  that  the  passport  was  a  custom  Moleskine  journal  being  sold  for  $25,  and  that 
participants  would  walk  a  three-block  course  in  the  Castro  and  visit  local  businesses  where  artists  were  stationed 
to  stamp  the  passports  with  original  artwork  stamps.  She  said  that  the  selected  artists  included  superstars  of  the 
art  world  generally,  and  artists  well-knovm  specifically  in  the  LGBT  community.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  this 
year's  course  was  more  compact,  in  response  to  complaints  in  past  years,  and  she  added  that  the  event  was 
intended  to  support  business  development  as  well  as  raising  funds  for  the  Gallery.  She  reported  that  several 
passports  were  sold  at  the  recent  Castro  Street  Fair,  and  Gallery  staff  planned  to  sell  them  at  other  events  in  the 
coming  weeks,  as  well  as  online;  her  goal  was  to  sell  400  passports  this  year. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  President  Johnston,  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  the  party  this  year  would  be  held 
after  rather  than  before  the  event,  partly  in  order  to  allow  the  artists  to  meet  one  another.  She  added  that  the 
party  at  Q  Bar  will  feature  a  DJ,  photo  booth  and  a  raffle  with  prizes  like  Cirque  du  Soleil  tickets.  Ms.  Shiffler 
added  that  a  "concierge  passport"  is  available  for  $125;  Gallery  staff  will  deliver  a  completely  stamped  passport  for 
that  price,  and  she  noted  that  previous  years'  passports  are  selling  for  $200  on  eBay. 

Finally,  Ms.  Shiffler  announced  that  Shift,  an  exhibition  on  race  in  America,  recently  opened  to  great  acclaim. 
She  thanked  the  Cultural  Centers,  who  wall  be  hosting  showings  of  the  video  work  of  one  of  the  three  artists, 
Elizabeth  Axtman,  over  the  next  several  weeks.  She  explained  that  artists  Travis  Somerville's  work  is  at  155  Grove 
Street,  and  David  Huffman's  work  is  at  the  main  Gallery  space,  401  Van  Ness.  She  announced  that  You  Look 
Familiar,  a  photo  show  in  partnership  with  PhotoAlliance,  would  open  in  a  few  days;  the  photos  already  hung  in 
the  ground  floor  of  City  Hall,  awaiting  labels.

6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  Matters 

1.  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Johnston,  Chair 

1.  President  Johnston  reported  that  virtually  the  entire  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  taken  up  with 
the  search,  as  he  had  earlier  reported.  The  Committee  also  had  updates  on  some  of  the  topics  in 
Ms.  Krell's  report,  including  the  book  and  the  Controller's  report,  looking  at  the  finances  and 
management  of  the  agency.  He  added  that  the  Committee  saw  this  as  a  welcome  opportunity  to 
"clean  house"  with  the  Controller's  expertise,  and  with  the  benefit  of  Ms.  Krell's  financial 
background.  He  said  that  there  will  be  a  period  of  time  allotted  for  Commission  staff  to  respond  to 
the  Controller's  findings  before  publication  of  the  final  report,  and  that  he  would  report  back  to 
the  full  Commission. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Smith  reported  that  the  Committee  approved  Phase  Two  of  the  Central  Subway 
Union  Square  station.  The  Committee  recognized  the  challenge  of  creating  a  really  excellent 
design  for  this  space,  and  thought  the  team  had  settled  on  a  good  solution,  tucking  the  station 
into  the  park. 

President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioner  Smith  for  his  diplomatic  comments  to  the  press. 

Commissioner  Smith  presented  the  following  motion,  explaining  that  the  Committee  had  lost  its 
quorum  at  its  last  meeting  before  it  could  take  up  this  project. 
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2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1003-H-271:  Motion  to  approve  Phase  3  of  the  Golden  Gate  Transit  Sign 
and  Kiosk  redesign  with  the  contingency  that  the  project  use  existing  street  poles  for  signage 
whenever  possible. 


3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee— Sherri  Young,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  the  Committee  had  not  met  over  the  summer,  having 
cancelled  meetings  in  July  and  August.  She  reported  that  at  its  September  meeting,  the 
Committee  discussed  the  Management  and  Programming  Plans  ("MPPs")  for  the  Cultural 
Centers.  She  explained  that  these  documents  present  the  plans,  programming  and  budget  for 
each  Center,  and  discuss  how  they  plan  to  grow  and  improve  on  what  they  have  been  doing  for 
year.  She  said  that  the  review  of  MPPs  was  an  important  opportunity  for  the  Committee  to  give 
feedback  to  the  Centers.  Because  of  a  technical  problem  with  the  Mission  Cultural  Center's  MPP 
which  rendered  the  document  illegible,  the  Committee  gave  that  Center  an  extension  to  resubmit 
at  the  October  meeting. 

CommissionerYoung  reported  that,  as  always,  there  was  a  thorough  presentation  on  Cultural 
Equity  Grants.  This  time,  there  were  presentations  from  three  applicants  for  Cultural  l',(|uit\  I,c'\ el 
Two  grants,  the  program  aimed  at  capacity-building  and  infrastructure  development.  She  reported 
that  Aunt  Lute  hopes  to  develop  online  and  print-on-demand  capabilities  allowing  them  to 
decrease  expenses  and  increase  opportunities  for  authors  to  work  with  them.  She  reported  that 
Sue  Lee,  of  the  Chinese  Historical  Society,  explained  that  they  intend  to  work  on  development, 
donor  cultivation  and  strategic  planning.  Third,  she  reported  that  Northern  California  Music  and 
Art  Culture  Center,  Inc.  (NCMACC),  based  in  the  Western  Addition  and  focused  on  Korean  arts, 
has  done  a  lot  of  work  to  bring  the  Korean-American  and  African-American  communities 
together.  She  said  that  the  organization  pjans  to  use  grant  funds  to  expand  their  development 
efforts  and  to  work  toward  increasing  their  space. 

CommissionerYoung  reported  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Associate  Beatrice  Thomas 
reported  on  Creative  Space  applicants,  and  that  twelve  of  the  eighteen  were  recommended  for 
funding.  CommissionerYoung  explained  that  this  grant  funds  capital  improvements,  and  the 
Committee  saw  proposals  including  performance  and  gallery  spaces,  both  indoors  and  outdoors. 
She  concluded  that  staff  does  great  work  that  really  has  a  positive  impact  on  San  Francisco. 


4.  Street  Artists  Committee— Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  recently  had  a  very  lively  meeting,  and  referred 
Commissioners  to  the  minutes  prepared  by  Street  Artists  Program  Associate  Alyssa  Licouris.  He 
reported  that  the  Committee  considered  four  cases  of  alleged  violations,  and  that  most  were 
dismissed.  He  also  thankedCommissionerChuang  for  stepping  in  to  sen  e  as  an  impromptu 
translator. 

Commissioner  Chew  presented  the  following  motion,  explaining  that  the  returning  artists  create 
ceramics  and  caricatures. 

2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1003-11-272:  Motion  to  approve  requests  by  former  certificate-holders  for 
priority  issuance  of  certificate  wdth  waiver  of  re-screening  of  wares:  Barr>-  Prager. 


Turning  to  the  next  motion,  Commissioner  Chow  reported  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
("DPW")  had  repainted  yellow  zones  at  Union  Square,  and  this  motion  seeks  to  request  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  redesignate  the  spaces  there,  which  are  crucial  for  holiday  season  selling. 

3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1003-11-273:  Motion  to  approve  request  to  Board  of  Superv  isors  for 

re-designation  of  twenty-two  (22)  street  artist  spaces  on  Grant  Avenue,  O'Farrell  to  Sutter  Streets, 
wdth  exemption  from  regulation  of  Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(8)(2)  which  prohibits  selling 
adjacent  to  a  yellow  zone. 


Finally,  President  Johnston  recalled  that  at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Commission,  there  had 
been  testimony  and  discussion  about  a  proposed  new  stop  for  the  F-Line  streetcar  along  Beach 
Street,  and  he  asked  Street  Artists  Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  for  an  update.  Mr.  Lazar 
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explained  that  since  then,  he  and  Ms.  Beltran  have  met  with  representatives  of  MTAto  discuss 
possible  modifications  of  the  plan.  He  added  that  he  attended  the  first  citizens'  advisory  meeting 
for  the  plan,  along  with  several  street  artists.  He  said  that  the  meeting  was  packed,  and  that 
members  of  the  advisory  committee  agreed  with  the  street  artists.  He  added  that  the  manager  of 
the  Buena  Vista  Cafe  was  present  to  comment  on  the  proposed  stop  in  front  of  the  cafe.  Mr.  Lazar 
reported  that  the  committee  agreed  with  the  Arts  Commission's  position.  He  added  that  there  are 
more  meetings  scheduled,  and  he  expects  to  attend  them  as  well. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Keehn,  Mr.  Lazar  explained  that  MTA's  original 
reason  for  siting  the  new  stop  was  that  their  proposed  location  was  exactly  equidistant  from  two 
other  platforms,  near  Ghirardelli  Square.  Commissioner  Chew  added  that  the  street  artist  spaces 
in  question  were  historic,  even  sacred,  noting  that  the  late  Mayor  George  Moscone  signed  their 
designation.  President  Johnston  promised  to  keep  an  eye  on  this  issue. 


5.  Visual  Arts  Committee— Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  several  items,  including  the 
Central  Subway,  and  artist  Yumei  Hou's  proposal  for  the  Chinatown  station.  The  Committee 
discussed  reducing  the  artist's  involvement  in  the  scope  of  the  project  to  the  conceptual  design,  at 
her  request,  and  thus  limiting  her  liability.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  appreciated  staffs 
assurances  that  this  would  allow  the  project  to  move  forward. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  discussed  the  project  by  artist  Tomie  Arai;  changes  in  the 
project  require  the  artist  to  consider  new  locations  and  opportunities.  The  Committee  has 
approved  the  conceptual  design,  and  discussed  glass  as  a  possible  material,  and  the  possibility  of 
using  historical  photos  in  the  artwork. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  heard  from  Collections  staff  that  one 
of  the  City's  artworks  will  be  loaned  to  the  De  Young  Museum  for  a  special  exhibition.  She 
thought  this  highlighted  the  quality  of  the  collection,  as  well  as  the  importance  of  the  agency's 
relationships  with  other  institutions.  She  added  that  there  was  a  good  deal  of  discussion  about  the 
collection,  partly  sparked  by  press  coverage  in  recent  months.  She  explained  that  the  Committee 
discussed  the  limited  staff  and  resources  to  manage  such  a  large  and  varied  collection,  and  heard 
an  update  on  recent  increases  in  still-limited  funding,  as  well  as  recent  conservation  activities.  She 
thanked  the  staff  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  and  the  Commission  as  a  whole.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  noted  that  other  highlights  included  the  recovery  of  the  long-missing  Mark  Adams 
tapestry  with  the  help  of  law  enforcement,  and  the  fact  that  the  Hidalgo  monument  escaped  harm 
from  a  tree  that  fell  onto  it. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  North  Beach  Library,  explaining  that 
it  has  a  history  of  controversy,  with  efforts  to  block  any  changes  at  either  the  library  or  the  nearby 
playground.  He  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission's  review  panel  recommended  the 
internationally  known  local  artist  Bill  Fontana  for  the  project.  President  Johnston  recalled  Mr. 
Fontana's  fantastic  and  magical  sound  installation  at  City  Hall  a  few  years  ago,  and  explained  that 
the  proposal  for  the  library  is  a  sound  sculpture.  President  Johnston  said  that  Mr.  Fontana  always 
manages  to  address  complexity,  and  will  embark  on  a  series  of  presentations  to  members  of  the 
community  and  stakeholders  to  help  people  understand  the  project,  which  will  be  cutting  edge, 
yet  extremely  successful  in  the  site. 

Commissioner  Sklar  added  that  some  concerns  had  been  expressed  about  noise.  President 
Johnston  said  that  the  Committee  wanted  the  artist  to  work  with  staff  to  refine  the  proposal  to 
address  concerns  about  ambient  noise  at  this  site,  a  very  busy  intersection  with  cable  cars  and 
traffic  descending  from  the  curviest  part  of  Lombard  Street.  He  expressed  his  confidence  in  Mr. 
Fontana's  consistent  ability  to  find  ingenious  ways  to  address  where  sound  is  heard,  to  address 
any  sound  confusion. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  President  Johnston  for  his  summary,  and  added  that  the 
Committee  felt  confident  that  Mr.  Fontana  was  responsive  to  the  concerns  and  would  work  to 
address  them,  so  the  project  could  move  ahead. 

She  reported  that  the  Committee  heard  a  report  on  the  Public  Safety  building,  and  the  proposal  by 
Scott  Attie,  for  a  memorial  to  honor  fallen  police  officers.  The  Committee  had  a  few  comments  on 
the  text  and  the  palette.  She  reported  that  the  Committee  also  reviewed  a  proposal  by  Paul  Kos  for 
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the  outdoor  installation  at  the  same  site,  and  made  suggestions  to  focus  and  simplify  the  design, 
and  to  work  with  the  architect. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  President  Johnston  for  the  way  he  has  dealt  with  the 
controversy  around  artist  Tom  Ottemess,  adding  that  the  Committee  is  doing  due  diligence, 
gathering  data  before  proceeding. 

She  reported  that  Grantmakers  in  the  Arts  was  meeting  in  San  Francisco  this  week,  and  that  .Arts 
Commission  staff  was  participating  in  several  of  their  panels,  particularly  regarding  cultural 
equity.  She  added  that  the  organization  combines  both  civic  funders  and  private-sector 
philanthropy,  such  as  family  foundations.  She  was  happy  to  see  San  Francisco  hosting  this 
important  organization. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  presented  the  following  motion.  President  Johnston  explained  that 
the  action  would  allow  for  reproduction  of  stunningly  beautiful  artworks  adorning  the  hails  of 
Laguna  Honda;  the  reproductions  installed  in  resident  rooms  are  a  cost-effective  way  to  enhance 
them.  He  assured  the  Commission  that  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  and  her  staff 
had  worked  through  the  details  of  the  process. 

The  motion  was  approved  unanimously. 


2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1003-11-274:  Motion  to  pay  the  following  artists  an  additional 

honorarium  of  $500  in  return  for  license  to  the  City  to  increase  the  number  of  limited  edition  of 
reproductions  of  the  following  artworks  for  display  in  resident  rooms  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital: 
Rob  Badger's  Horses  and  Aspens  in  Fall  Foliage;  and  Jim  McVicker's  Luffenholtz  Beach. 

Commissioner  Smith  raised  a  question  about  the  timing  of  projects  that  come  before  both  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  and  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee,  and  whether  the  projects  might 
be  better  if  both  Committees  reviewed  them  simultaneously. 

President  Johnston  said  that  this  sometimes  comes  up  with  very  large  projects,  like  the  Airport's 
Terminal  Two.  There  was  a  discussion  of  possible  ways  to  maximize  the  value  of  both 
Committees'  input,  including  increasing  staff  communication  with  other  Cit>-  departments 
involved.  President  Johnston  added  that  the  Public  Art  program  tries  to  include  project  architects 
included  in  the  art  selection  process,  since  any  changes  in  the  architecture  can  have  a  significant 
efect  on  the  artwork. 

Ms.  Pontious  offered  that  she  was  happy  to  address  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  at  any 
time,  and  she  assured  the  Commission  that  staff  works  very  closely  with  the  architects. 

The  Commission  discussed  some  of  the  challenges  (including  budgetary-  and  scheduling 
constraints),  opportunities  that  had  perhaps  been  missed,  and  thoughts  about  how  to  improve 
the  coordination  between  the  two  Committees  and  between  departments,  to  produce  the  best 
possible  art  and  architecture  for  the  City's  projects.  Commissioner  Keehn  pointed  out  that  she  sits 
on  both  Committees  and  tries  to  share  the  two  perspectives.  The  Commission  requested  that  staff 
meet  with  a  few  Commissioners  to  discuss  the  issue.  President  Johnston  added  that  the 
Commission's  architects  are  at  the  topof  their  game  and  have  strong  opinions,  which  can  create 
some  tension  with  departments  already  committed  to  design  decisions.  He  reminded  ever>  one 
that  the  process  is  Civic  Design  Review,  not  Civic  Design  Design,  and  that  while  creative  tension 
can  be  productive,  conflict  is  not.  To  general  agreement,  he  reiterated  the  request  that  staff 
pursue  ways  to  improve  the  process. 

7.  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

8.  Reports  and  Announcements 

Commissioner  Breitenberg  announced  that  Osaka  Sister  City  artist  Chiharu  Shiota  would  be  presenting  her  work 
at  an  event  on  the  Oakland  campus  of  California  College  of  the  Arts  ("CCA")  on  October  12.  He  added  that  CCA  is 
partnering  with  the  Queer  Cultural  Center  on  an  event  presenting  the  film  Black  Is.  Black  Ain't,  by  the  late 
Marion  Riggs,  and  a  discussion  led  by  filmmaker  and  CCA  professor  Cherv  l  Dunye.  On  another  note,  he  reported 
that  the  San  Francisco  Business  Times  recently  listed  schools  whose  graduates  had  the  highest-paving  jobs,  and 
that  CCA  came  in  fourth  in  the  Bay  area,  after  Stanford,  Santa  Clara  University,  and  Universit\-  of  California  at 
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Berkeley. 


Tony  Alfidi  of  the  Veterans  Affairs  Commission,  addressed  the  Commission,  and  asserted  that  the  positive 
reaction  to  Heart  of  a  Soldier,  recently  performed  at  the  Opera  House,  indicated  that  veterans  are  both  an 
underappreciated  audience  for  the  arts,  and  an  unacknowledged  pool  of  artists.  He  cited  a  photographer  whose 
work  reflected  his  feelings  returning  from  war,  and  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  might  use  its  expertise  to 
help  mentor  these  artists.  He  invited  the  Commissioners  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Veterans  Affairs 
Commission  meeting  later  that  evening. 

Ms.  Shiffler  announced  that  Ishmael  Reed  was  scheduled  to  receive  a  Litquake  award;  she  was  very  pleased  that 
he  was  also  contributing  to  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery's  catalogue  for  Shift. 

President  Johnston  noted  that  he  had  seen  Ms.  Shiota's  work  at  CCA  and  thought  it  fantastic. 

Ms.  Manton  announced  that  the  proposed  revisions  to  Planning  Code  Section  429  was  scheduled  to  be  heard  by 
the  Planning  Commission  on  October  27,  and  that  some  of  the  Arts  Commissioners  and  the  Mayor's  staff  would 
be  present  at  the  hearing.  She  added  that  she  was  working  with  Arts  Commission  publicist  Kate  Patterson  to  get 
public  input  on  the  legislation  from  as  wide  a  constituency  as  possible.  She  announced  a  public  meeting  at  the 
African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  and  listed  partners  including  the  Planning  Department,  SPUR,  AIA, 
and  others.  President  Johnston  explained  that  the  proposed  legislation  was  a  revision  and  expansion  of  the 
Planning  Code,  finally  coming  to  fruition  after  years  of  work,  especially  by  Ms.  Manton. 

There  were  no  further  reports  or  announcements. 

9.  New  Business 

There  was  no  new  business.

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:37  p.m.

Public  Comment: 

Ray  Hartz,  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Open  Govemment  Advocacy  Coalition,  said  that  he  had  reviewed  the 
agenda  and  minutes  and  found  that  they  were  the  only  explanatory  document  posted  on  the  website.  He  read 
from  the  Code  and  said  that  all  explanatory  documents  should  be  posted  on  the  policy  body's  website  before 
the  meeting. 

Secondly  he  said,  when  he  reviewed  the  minutes  he  found  no  comments  from  members  of  the  public,  and 
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almost  all  remarks  were  made  by  Commissioners.  He  wondered  whether  members  of  the  public  spoke  and 
were  not  recorded,  or  whether  the  public  did  not  attend,  or  perhaps  felt  that  the  Commission  was  hostile  to 
them.  He  reiterated  that  it  was  important  for  the  body  to  comply  with  the  Code. 

After  public  comment,  the  minutes  were  approved  unanimously.

3.  President's  Report 

President  Johnston  thanked  Commissioners  for  attending  this  special  meeting  and  noted  that  though 
November's  schedule  was  unusual,  the  December  meeting  would  be  held  on  the  regular  date.  He  noted  the 
large  number  of  members  of  the  public  who  wished  to  speak,  and  the  need  to  vacate  the  room  by  4:30  for  the 
following  meeting,  so  there  was  not  much  time  for  his  report.  He  said  that  he  would  ask  for  item  11  on  this 
agenda,  the  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  to  be  continued,  so  that  this  meeting  would  not  be  so 
long. 

4.  Director's  Report 

Interim  Director  J D  Beltran  reported  that  the  Controller  had  just  a  day  earlier  released  a  report  on  the  Arts 
Commission's  financial  management.  She  explained  that  she  had  requested  their  review  when  she  came  on  as 
Interim  Director  because  of  questions  raised  during  the  previous  administration,  and  that  the  review  covered 
the  period  from  July,  2010  through  August,  2011.  She  thought  that  the  positive  thing  about  the  report  is  that  its 
twelve  recommendations  give  a  road  map  for  the  agency.  She  added  that  she  is  working  with  the  Controller's 
office  and  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  to  bring  the  agency  into  compliance.  She  added  that  the  Arts 
Commission's  website  will  have  a  link  to  the  report,  and  that  plans  are  underway  for  a  community  meeting  to 
discuss  the  report. 

Commissioner  Keehn  commended  Ms.  Beltran  for  requesting  the  report,  and  thought  that  the  twelve 
recommendations  would  really  improve  the  agency's  ability  to  respond  to  the  community. 

Ms.  Beltran  added  that  she  and  staff  have  developed  a  terrific  working  relationship  with  the  Controller's  office. 

Commissioner  Young  asked  who  would  attend  the  public  meeting— staff,  Ms.  Beltran— to  answer  questions 
from  the  community.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  report  had  just  been  issued  the  previous  day,  and  that 
Commissioners  who  wished  might  also  attend  the  community  meeting.  He  added  that  the  Committees  might 
also  take  up  specific  issues  raised  in  the  report. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr  Hartz  said  that  the  report  should  be  on  the  Commission's  website,  and  that  the  Commission  should  be 
judged  by  its  actions,  not  its  intentions.  He  said  that  as  he  looked  at  the  agenda,  he  saw  no  explanatory 
documents;  that  he  went  through  a  search  of  the  City's  website  and  they  were  not  available.  He  referred  to  the 
Sunshine  Task  Force's  agendas,  and  said  that  each  item  has  a  number  and  a  link,  so  that  members  of  the 
public  who  wish  to  participate  can  review  the  documents  and  make  a  rational  choice.  He  said  that  this  was  the 
law,  that  San  Francisco  was  just  a  stone's  throw  from  Silicon  Valley,  and  that  it  was  unacceptable  for  any  public 
body  not  to  follow  the  law.  He  added  that  he  had  served  in  the  United  States  Navy. 

As  Peter  Warfield  of  the  Library  Users  Association  came  to  the  microphone  to  comment,  he  noted  that  the 
timer  showed  two  minutes  instead  of  three.  He  said  that  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  requires  three  minutes  for 


public  comment  unless  there  is  a  particular  issue;  he  didn't  think  this  would  kill  anyone,  and  said  there  was 
already  limited  time  for  a  full  agenda.  President  Johnston  confirmed  with  the  Commission  Secretary  that 
previous  speakers  at  this  meeting  had  been  allotted  two  minutes.  Upon  the  advice  of  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Adine  Varah  that  time  limits  must  be  applied  uniformly,  and  in  light  of  the  previously  noted  large  number  of 
speakers  and  limited  time  in  the  room,  President  Johnston  confirmed  that  speakers  would  continue  to  have  two 
minutes  per  comment  at  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  he  was  glad  to  hear  of  the  Controller's  report,  and  had  read  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle's  report  on  the  subject.  He  thought  it  would  have  been  appropriate  to  have  copies  of  the  report  at  this 
meeting,  and  was  sorry  to  hear  that  it  would  not  be  discussed.  He  asked  why  Commissioners  were  not  able  to 
comment  on  the  report  and  thought  that  it  should  be  discussed  at  this  meeting.  He  said  that  a  Commissioner 
had  refen^ed  to  twelve  steps,  and  asked  what  they  were.  He  repeated  that  he  was  very  disappointed  not  to  see 
the  report  and  response,  and  not  to  see  it  openly  discussed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission. 

Vinay  Patel,  Director  of  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center,  said  that  he  had  looked  at  the  Controller's 
report  and  had  several  concerns.  He  said  that  of  twelve  items,  three  or  four  were  directed  at  one  program. 
Cultural  Equity  Grants  ("CEG"),  and  no  items  were  directed  to  any  other  specific  programs.  He  was  concerned 
that  the  agency's  response  was  to  concur,  concur,  concur,  without  further  comment.  He  was  concerned  about 
the  elimination  of  four  programs  which  may  not  be  in  the  legislation  but  have  a  lot  of  history.  He  said  that  some 
were  moved  into  CEG,  and  did  not  just  spring  up.  He  thought  that  when  Commissioners  take  a  closer  look,  they 
will  see  that  CEG  is  one  of  the  City's  greatest  programs,  and  it  is  nationally  recognized.  He  asked  them  to  take 
a  look  when  they  got  a  chance. 


5.  Consent  Calendar 

President  Johnston  severed  item  1 9  from  the  Consent  Calendar  and  called  for  public  comment  on  the 
Consent  Calendar. 
Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  requested  that  items  3,  9  and  17  also  be  severed  from  the  Consent  Calendar,  and  asked  whether 
he  would  be  able  to  comment  on  each  item  separately.  In  response  to  President  Johnston's  question.  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Adine  Varah  advised  that  comments  could  be  taken  on  the  whole  Consent  Calendar  or  on 
separate  items.  President  Johnston  called  for  public  comment  on  each  of  the  four  items  (3,  9,  17  and  19),  and 
explained  that  only  item  19  would  be  voted  upon  separately  from  the  rest  of  the  Consent  Calendar. 

In  regard  to  item  3,  Mr.  Warfield  said  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  minutes  looked  extensive,  but  left  out  key 
issues.  He  said  that  he  was  there  asking  specifically  for  documentation,  and  was  told  that  it  was  being 
projected  and  was  not  available  on  paper.  He  said  that  the  Committee  chair  said  that  materials  would  be 
provided  after  the  meeting.  He  said  that  he  stayed  until  the  end  of  the  meeting,  and  that  he  did  not  receive  any 
materials  for  more  than  a  week.  He  said  that  open  govemment  law  provides  that  materials  must  be  provided  to 
the  public,  and  not  a  week  after  than  the  meeting.  He  said  there  was  a  lack  of  openness  and  awareness  of 
Sunshine  law.  He  said  that  the  Committee  chair  said  that  if  there  was  no  motion  for  an  agenda  item,  there  would 
be  no  public  comment.  He  said  that  President  Johnston  spoke  up  to  say  that  public  comment  should  be  taken 
even  if  there  was  no  motion  being  voted  upon. 
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Mr.  Hartz  spoke  and  supported  Mr.  Warfield's  comment.  He  said  that  the  Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine 
Ordinance  say  government  actions  should  be  done  in  the  open.  He  said  that  someone  had  requested  minutes 
and  wasn't  able  to  get  them  because  of  a  computer  glitch,  and  that  minutes  should  be  available  seven  days 
after  the  meeting.  He  said  that  in  the  21  st  century,  meetings  should  be  recorded,  and  that  one  can  buy  a  very 
small  microrecorder.  He  said  that  the  only  reason  not  to  record  meetings  was  to  hide  whether  they  are 
conducted  appropriately.  He  said  that  people  have  come  to  the  Sunshine  Task  Force  and  lied,  and  said  that  a 
representative  of  the  Police  Department  told  him  he  was  not  allowed  to  criticize  their  policies. 

In  regard  to  item  9,  the  proposed  artwork  by  Bill  Fontana  for  the  North  Beach  Library,  Mr.  Warfield  said  that  he 
was  startled  and  surprised  that  there  were  no  explanatory  documents  on  the  agenda.  He  said  that  every 
Commissioner  had  material  related  to  the  item,  and  that  information  projected  onscreen  was  very  difficult  to 
see  even  from  the  front  row  where  he  sat.  He  said  it  was  hard  to  believe  that  plans  from  the  Library  were  not 
available  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  them  to  study.  He  said  that  if  the  Commission  actually  did  things  "by  the 
seat  of  the  pants"  based  on  what  is  projected  onscreen  and  said  at  the  meeting,this  was  not  thorough.  He 
repeated  that  the  Committee  meetings  were  not  recorded,  that  materials  were  not  provided  to  him  until  after  the 
meeting,  even  after  his  request,  and  that  it  was  difficult  for  the  public  to  see  the  material  projected. 

Mr.  Hartz  said  that  he  thought  the  Interim  Director  had  started  in  a  good  way,  and  he  supported  a  lot  of  the 
comments  by  Mr.  Warfield.  He  said  that  it  was  not  reasonable  to  meet  without  recording  the  meetings.  He  said 
that  the  minutes  present  a  cursory  view,  while  recording  gives  everyone  in  the  game  a  fair  chance  that  what  they 
said  or  wished  to  say  was  honestly  presented.  He  said  that  minutes  require  the  reader  to  take  the  secretary's 
word,  not  that  the  secretary  was  making  things  up,  but  that  this  was  a  form  of  censorship.  He  said  that  if  a 
speaker  said  something  critical,  it  would  be  left  out  of  the  minutes,  and  that  only  positive  comments  were 
included.  He  said  that  his  expression,  his  free  speech,  should  be  represented  appropriately  He  said  that  any 
citizen  can  provide  a  1 50-word  summary  of  their  comments  to  be  included  in  the  minutes,  and  this  can  be  done 
in  context. 

In  regard  to  item  1 7,  the  transfer  of  bound  volumes  of  Arts  Commission  minutes  to  the  Library,  Mr.  Warfield 
said  that  when  he  asked  about  the  time  period,  he  was  not  given  the  courtesy  of  an  answer.  He  said  that  he 
thought  this  was  a  good  idea,  since  the  Library  has  longer  hours,  but  the  problem  was  that  the  Library  did  not 
have  the  expertise  of  the  Arts  Commission  staff  if  he  had  questions  about  something  he  read  in  the  minutes. 
He  wanted  to  alert  the  Commission  to  pay  attention,  and  said  that  the  Library  has  an  unfortunate  history  of 
getting  rid  of  materials.  He  asked  what  assurance  the  Arts  Commission  had  that  the  Library  would  keep  the 
minutes  permanently  and  not  deaccession  or  discard  them.  He  said  that  these  were  fascinating  historical 
documents,  very  much  worth  keeping  and  taking  care  of.  He  asked  again  what  assurances  the  Arts 
Commission  had. 

Mr.  Hartz  reaffirmed  Mr.  Warfield's  comments.  He  said  that  something  he  learned  in  the  military  is  that 
delegation  is  not  abdication.  He  said  that  while  he  may  delegate  a  task,  that  does  not  remove  his  responsibility 
to  see  that  it  is  done.  He  asked  where  the  minutes  would  be  kept,  and  whether  they  would  be  available  to  the 
public.  He  said  that  this  action  does  not  remove  the  Arts  Commission's  responsibility  under  the  Brown  Act,  that 
it  can't  be  tossed  to  the  library.  He  said  that  these  are  historical  and  legal  records,  and  that  the  onus  does  fall 
back  on  the  Arts  Commission.  He  said  that  the  minutes  are  the  property  of  the  citizens,  and  must  be  held  in 
accord  with  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act. 


After  public  comment,  Ms.  Beltran  commended  the  Commission  Secretary  for  the  many  hours  she  works,  and 
how  hard  she  works,  to  ensure  the  accuracy  of  minutes. 

President  Johnston  called  for  a  vote  to  approve  the  entire  Consent  Calendar  with  the  exception  of  item  19, 
regarding  the  Grammys,  which  had  been  severed.  The  Consent  Calendar  was  approved  unanimously  as 
follows.

The  following  item  was  severed  from  the  Consent  Calendar  and  was  considered  separately  by  the 
Commission.  President  Johnston  read  the  entire  item  and  called  for  discussion. 

Commissioner  Silverman  joined  the  meeting  at  3:10  p.m. 

Commissioner  Calloway  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  discuss  this  matter  with  the  full  Commission.  For 
the  benefit  of  Commissioners  who  were  not  at  the  previous  Executive  Committee  meeting,  he 
explained  that  this  was  an  ongoing  process  and  that  many  felt  that  NARAS  was  acting  unfairly.  He  added 
that  there  was  a  nationwide  effort  to  support  the  upcoming  boycott  of  the  Grammys. 


Public  Comment: 

John  Santos  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  He  explained  that  he  was  a  five-time  Grammy  nominee  and 
has  been  a  member  of  NARAS  for  24  years.  He  said  that  the  organization's  mission  and  bylaws  say  the 
awards  are  the  only  peer-presented  award  to  recognize  excellence,  without  regard  to  sales,  and  that  the 
purpose  is  to  advance  the  recording  arts  and  sciences  with  annual  awards  of  merit.  He  criticized  the 
decision  to  eliminate  "roots"  and  other  creative  forms  of  music.  He  said  that  although  there  was  an  effort 
to  separate  the  communities  by  reinstating  some  of  the  categories,  he  stood  in  solidarity  with  all  31 
eliminated  categories.  He  urged  that  NARAS  rectify  their  errors  and  make  an  honest  effort  to  restore  the 
eliminated  categories,  and  not  to  cater  only  to  the  most  commercial  interests. 

Arturo  Riera  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  He  introduced  himself  as  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Verba  Buena  Gardens  Festival,  a  member  of  the  board  of  San  Jose  Jazz,  and  cofounder  with  his 
wife  Sylvia  and  Commissioner  Calloway  of  the  Latin  Jazz  Youth  Ensemble.  He  added  that  he  w/rites  the 
Mr.  Latin  Jazz  blog.  He  said  that  the  organizations  he  is  involved  with  produce  over  200  individual 
cultural  events  each  year,  contributing  to  the  dynamic  musical  scene  in  the  Bay  area.  He  said  that  many 
of  these  are  Latin  jazz,  zydeco,  Hawaiian  and  other  concerts  that  NARAS  no  longer  considers 
worthwhile.  He  said  that  these  represent  cultural  heritages  that  are  not  esoteric  or  dead,  but  vibrant 
fomris  native  to  our  continent.  He  described  them  as  truly  and  uniquely  American  art  fomns,  belonging  to 
all  Americans.  He  added  that  this  Commission  funds  a  variety  of  cultural  organizations,  and  that  the 
NARAS  decision  eliminates  opportunities  for  the  young  musicians  who  benefit  from  those  programs  to 
make  a  living  with  them.  He  said  that  the  NARAS  decision  infonns  us  that  they  do  not  believe  these  are 
not  American  art  forms  worthy  of  attention. 

Mr.  Warfield  was  glad  to  say  they  was  in  favor  of  this  recommendation.  He  said  that  some  things 
particularly  stand  out.  He  said  that  the  introduction  spoke  about  the  importance  of  genres  completely 
reflective  of  contemporary  cultural  diversity  and  San  Francisco  as  a  hub  of  cultural  diversity.  He  thought 
those  were  worthy  comments.  He  said  that  this  was  a  sever  and  extremely  insensitive  blow,  and  that 
thousands  of  California  music  patrons  are  also  negatively  affected.  He  thought  those  were  key  points  in 
the  resolution.  He  said  that  he  wished  that  this  Commision  would  have  given  the  same  thoughtful 
consideration,  as  well  as  the  same  time  to  the  decision  to  snuff  out  the  historic  multicultural  mural  at 
Bemal  Heights  Library,  which  was  on  the  Commission's  consent  calendar  a  few  months  ago. 

Mr.  Hartz  said  that  he  backed  up  the  comments  in  everything  said  by  other  speakers.  He  said  that 
maintaining  the  history  in  San  Francisco  is  important,  as  well  as  the  maintenance  of  the  tourist  industry. 
He  said  that  there  are  things  you  can  see  in  San  Francisco  that  can't  be  seen  anywhere  else.  He  said 
that  Mr.  Warfield  had  shared  his  research,  and  that  it  was  now  up  to  $185,000  to  replace  the  mural.  He 
said  that  it  was  hard  to  see  who  made  the  decision  at  all,  that  he  has  tried  to  find  out  and  can't.  He  said 
that  the  Library  Commission  said  they  were  not  going  to  decide  and  passed  it  on  to  the  Arts 
Commission.  He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  said  that  they  were  not  making  the  decision,  but  the 
Library  Commission  was.  He  said  that  it  would  hit  the  fan  when  someone  goes  out  in  a  truck  to  paint 
over  or  cut  down  the  mural,  and  the  Latin  community  will  ask  "what  the  heck  is  happening?"  He  said  that 
then  there  would  be  finger-pointing. 

After  public  comment,  the  motion  was  approved  unanimously 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  1116-11-295:  Motion  to  approve  resolution  supporting  reinstatement  of  Latin  Jazz 
and  other  categories  to  the  Grammy  Awards,  as  follows. 

This  resolution  to  reinstate  the  31  categories  of  music  that  were  dropped  by  the  National  Academy  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  (NARAS)  for  GRAMMY  consideration  on  April  6,  201 1  supports  the  music  genres 
that  are  truly  reflective  of  the  contemporary  musical  landscape  and  cultural  diversity  of  the  United 
States. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  maintains  a  proud  tradition  as  a  hub  of  cultural 
and  musical  diversity,  is  home  and  host  to  valuable  contributors  of  the  American  musical  lexicon, 
including  numerous  GRAMMY®-nominated  and  -winning  composers,  artists  and  professionals;  and 

WHEREAS,  NARAS,  an  influential  nonprofit  501(c)(6)  organization,  is  based  in  Califomia  and  home  to 
30%  of  its  20,000+  members,  and  includes  a  San  Francisco  Chapter;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  decision  to  drop  the  31  categories  from  GRAMMY  consideration  was  done  by  secret 
committee  without  consulting  the  voting  membership  of  NARAS  and  without  local  chapters'  Board  of 
Governors'  knowledge;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  eliminated  categories  include  Latin  Jazz,  Contemporary  Jazz,  Hawaiian,  Cajun,  Zydeco, 
Native  American,  Tejano,  Classical  Crossover,  Instrumental  Rock,  along  with  significant  reductions  in 
awards  given  to  the  categories  of  Gospel,  Blues  and  R&B;  and 

WHEREAS,  protests  and  meetings  have  occurred  in  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  New  York,  Hawaii, 
Chicago,  New  Orleans,  and  other  national  locations  to  resolve  this  severe  and  extremely  insensitive 
blow  to  cultural  expression  and  recognition  in  our  country;  and 

WHEREAS  respected  GRAMMY-winning  and  -nominated  artists,  including  Paul  Simon,  Herbie 
Hancock,  Bonnie  Raitt,  Carlos  Santana,  John  Santos,  John  Calloway,  Eddie  Palmieri,  Wayne  Wallace, 
Bobby  Sanabria  and  many  others  have  joined  NARAS  members,  colleagues,  and  past  Chapter 
governors  in  writing  letters  and  signing  a  petition  with  5,000  cosigners  urging  NARAS  to  reverse  their 
secret  decision  and  reinstate  the  GRAMMY  categories;  and 

WHEREAS,  national  and  international  media  coverage  (KTVU,  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  Washington 
Post,  CNN,  MSNBC,  Reuters,  BBC,  Wall  Street  Journal,  etc.)  has  been  given  to  the  outcry  against  this 
unjust  and  harmful  decision  in  over  1 ,200  national  and  international  stories  published  and  syndicated  in 
print,  broadcast,  and  digital  formats;  and 

WHEREAS,  NARAS  has  a  responsibility  to  their  voting  membership  to  ensure  that  ethical  decision 
practices  are  maintained  because  the  GRAMMY  is  considered  to  be  the  highest  award  achievable  for 
music  excellence  in  the  Unites  States  and  therefore  should  strive  to  include  genres  and  categories  of 
particular  creative  and  foundational  significance;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  thousands  of  affected  musicians,  engineers,  manufacturers,  composers,  arrangers, 
graphic  artists,  publicists,  distributors,  and  other  industry  professionals  who  work  in  the  eliminated 


categories  will  suffer  economically  from  not  being  able  to  participate  in  the  GRAMMY  awards;  and 

WHEREAS,  thousands  of  California  consumers  and  patrons  of  these  important  musical  traditions  have 
also  been  negatively  affected  and  disrespected  by  this  ill-advised  decision;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  NARAS  leadership  has  acknowledged  that  a  "mistake"  was  made  indicates  that  these 
genres  should  never  have  been  eliminated  in  the  first  place; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  urges  the  National 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to  immediately  reinstate  the  eliminated  categories  in  order  to  restore 
integrity  and  diversity  to  the  GRAMMY  Awards  and  fulfill  the  organization's  responsibilities  to  its 
membership  and  as  a  nonprofit  organization  representing  the  interests  of  diverse  musicians  and 
recording  professionals;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  directs  its  administrative  staff  to  send 
copies  of  this  resolution  to  NARAS  National  Board  Chair  George  Flanigen,  Board  Secretary  Glenn 
Lorbecki,  and  President  Neil  Portnow. 


6.  Committee  Reports  and  Committee  IVIatters 

1 .  Executive  Committee— P.J.  Jolinston,  Chair 

1 .  President  Johnston  requested  that  Commissioners  be  brief  in  their  reports.  He  reported  that  the 
Executive  Committee  had  one  item  in  its  open  session,  the  resolution  just  passed.  He  reported 
that  the  Committee  then  went  into  closed  session  to  discuss  candidates  for  the  position  of 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  as  part  of  the  ongoing  hiring  process.  He  reported  that  the 
Committee  voted  not  to  disclose  its  discussions  of  that  item. 

2.  Civic  Design  Review  Committee— Cass  Calder  Smith,  Chair 

1 .  Since  Commissioner  Smith  did  not  attend  the  Committee's  last  meeting,  Commissioner  Chow 
made  the  report.  He  said  that  there  had  been  an  unusually  light  agenda,  with  two  projects  in 
Phase  2  review:  the  Fourth  Street  station  on  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail  project,  and  the  Cabrillo 
Clubhouse.  He  reported  that  both  projects  were  approved  for  Phase  3  with  some  comments. 
He  reported  that  staff  gave  an  update  on  efforts  to  coordinate  plans  with  Civic  Design  Review 
and  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  and  there  was  good  progress. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Hartz  said  that  he  didn't  hear  Commissioner  Chow  and  didn't  know  what  was  being  voted  on. 
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3.  Community  Arts,  Education  and  Grants  Committee — Sherri  Young,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Young  reported  that  at  the  Committee's  October  meeting,  the  directors  of  the 
Cultural  Centers  sat  down  for  an  in-depth  policy  discussion,  and  that  since  Cultural  Equity  Grants 
staff  was  attending  the  Grantmakers  in  the  Arts  ("GIA")  conference,  the  Committee  concentrated 
on  Community  Arts  and  Education  matters. 

She  reported  that  at  the  Committee's  November  maeeting,  Cultural  Equity  Grants  staff  reported 
on  the  GIA  conference,  and  on  the  Dynamic  Adaptability  conference,  highlighting  funding  trends 
both  nationally  and  locally. 

She  reported  on  the  success  of  the  recent  noontime  dance  series  at  United  Nations  Plaza, 
featuring  free  outdoor  dance  classes  and  a  variety  of  food  trucks.  She  reported  that  community 
participation  was  good,  and  she  commended  Community  Arts  and  Education  staff. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  thanked  the  Commissioner  for  her  report. 

4.  Street  Artists  Committee — Gregory  Chew,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Chew  reported  that  the  Committee  was  scheduled  to  meet  on  November  30. 
With  the  holidays  coming  up,  he  encouraged  everyone  to  shop  with  the  street  artists,  and  that  the 
holiday  season  was  very  important  to  their  business. 
He  presented  the  following  motions. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Hartz  said  that  there  was  a  tendency  to  assume  that  there  would  be  no  public  comment.  He 
said  that  the  Commission  was  talking  about  funds,  and  there  was  no  information  at  this  meeting 
or  on  the  website  about  how  much  money  was  being  authorized.  He  said  there  needed  to  be 
information  for  the  public  to  see  what  the  Commission  is  voting  on,  and  asked  how  many  of  the 
Commissioners  know.  He  asked  if  they  were  going  to  vote  without  knowing  who  is  getting  the 
money  and  what  it  is  for.  He  said  that  money  is  a  big  issue,  and  that  it  is  irresponsible  to  power 
through  the  decision. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  he  seconded  the  previous  speaker's  sentiments.  He  asked  what 
compensation  the  ordinance  specified,  and  what  were  reasonable  costs.  He  wondered  if 
someone  might  give  a  response. 

President  Johnston  said  that  the  Commission  would  not  engage  in  a  back-and -forth  exchange. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  he  was  not  asking  for  "back-and-forth,"  that  it  was  not  a  secret  but  an  action 
that  the  Commission  was  taking. 

Chester  Zemany  said  that  this  was  his  first  comment  at  a  public  meeting,  and  he  found  it 
fascinating.  He  said  that  he  was  here  to  comment  on  a  huge  sum  of  money. 


After  public  comment,  the  motions  were  passed  unanimously.

1116-11-298:  Motion  to  approve  compensation  as  specified  by  ordinance 
plus  reasonable  travel  expenses  to  members  of  Advisory  Committee  of  Street  Artists  and  Crafts 
Examiners  for  testifying  at  meetings  of  the  Street  Artists  Committee,  the  full  Arts  Commission, 
and  the  Board  of  Appeals  relative  to  street  artist  violation  hearings,  arts  and  crafts  criteria,  or 
other  Advisory  Committee  matters. 

5.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1116-11-299:  Motion  to  approve  honorarium  payment  of  $300  plus  materials 
to  Mario  Hernandez  for  assisting  Program  Director  in  painting  permanent  and  winter  holiday 
spaces  in  the  Dov\mtown  area. 

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee — Lorraine  Garcia-Nakata,  Chair 

1 .  Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  began  by  saying  that  the  Commission  had  the  meeting  room  for 
only  a  limited  time,  and  she  understood  the  need  to  balance  reports  and  motions  with  the  need 
to  leave  time  for  public  comment.  She  apologized  for  the  brevity  of  her  report. 
Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  acknowledged  that  Mr.  Warfield  was  at  the  Committee's  last 
meeting,  and  said  she  was  sorry  it  took  so  long  for  him  to  receive  the  materials  he  requested, 
which  the  Committee  first  saw  at  the  meeting.  She  reported  that  artist  Bill  Fontana  had  appeared 
before  the  Committee  to  discuss  his  proposal  for  the  North  Beach  Library,  and  they  were 
confident  he  would  address  the  concerns  about  the  project. 

She  reported  on  other  items  discussed  at  the  meeting,  including  relocation  of  some  artworks  at 
Church  and  Duboce,  and  several  projects  that  are  part  of  the  Central  Subway.  Some  of  these 
were  moving  fonA/ard,  and  the  Committee  asked  for  others  to  come  back  with  revisions.  She 
reported  that  some  headway  was  made  in  the  proposed  agreement  between  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  the  Arts  Commission. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  reported  that  the  Committee  discussed  the  transfer  of  bound 
volumes  of  minutes  to  the  Library.  She  acknowledged  that  this  was  an  important  issue,  and 
acknowledged  the  comments  that  they  must  be  maintained  in  perpetuity.  She  said  that  it  was  the 
Committee's  goal  for  the  minutes  to  remain  accessible  to  the  public,  and  added  that  many 
organizations  transfer  documents  to  the  Library.  Commissioner  Garcfa-Nakata  added  that  the 
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Committee  discussed  the  Lafayette  Park  Recreation  Center  and  acknowledged  the  importance 
of  making  documents  available  for  meetings. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Warfield  thanked  the  chair  for  acknowledging  his  concerns  and  suggesting  that  there  may  be 
changes  in  store.  He  said  that  he  came  to  talk  about  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  mural,  which 
hasn't  yet  reached  a  final  decision  with  this  body.  He  said  there  was  no  general  public  comment 
on  the  Committee's  agenda,  and  he  couldn't  speak  on  this  subject.  He  said  that  it  was  omitted 
even  though  required  by  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had 
silenced  him  and  any  other  person  who  wanted  to  speak  out,  and  pointed  this  out  at  the 
beginning  of  the  meeting.  He  said  there  were  a  variety  of  Sunshine  problems. 

Mr.  Hartz  said  he  knew  he  and  Mr.  Warfield  were  tiresome  in  asking  the  Commission  to  follow  the 
law,  and  that  it  was  horrendous  for  them  to  come  and  say  the  Commission  was  doing  things  not 
announced,  holding  passive  meetings  and  making  decisions.  He  said  that  omitting  public 
comment  was  a  violation  of  the  first  amendment's  right  to  petition  for  redress  of  grievances.  He 
said  that  he  had  the  right  to  say  the  Commission  was  doing  something  it  was  not  allowed  to  do. 
He  said  that  if  an  item  were  not  on  the  agenda,  the  Commission  could  not  speak  to  it,  and  violate 
rights,  by  using  a  technical  maneuver.  He  said  that  his  goal  at  every  meeting  was  to  ensure  that 
members  of  the  public  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  more  rather  than  less,  to  address  the 
public  and  this  body. 

After  public  comment  the  following  motions  were  passed  unanimously. 


2.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1116-11-300:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  increase 
Scott  (Shimon)  Attie's  agreement  from  $47,800  for  conceptual  design  by  $1 00,000  to  include 
design  development  and  construction  documents,  for  a  total  contract  amount  not  to  exceed 
$147,800. 

3.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1116-11-301 :  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  and  to  approve  honorarium  payments  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,200  for  the  following 
artists  in  the  SFAC  Gallery's  January  2012  exhibition:  Luca  Antonucci,  Jonathon  Keats,  Heather 
Sparks  and  Gail  Wight;  $900  for  Daniel  Small;  $300  for  Philip  Ross;  and  $2,000  for  Reenie 
Charriere,  for  the  SFAC  Gallery's  January  201 2  window  installation  at  1 55  Grove  Street. 

7.  Otterness  Public  Art  Agreements 

President  Johnston  thanked  members  of  the  public  for  attending,  and  appreciated  the  respect  shown  to  other 
speakers.  He  noted  that  there  were  many  speaker  cards,  and  acknowledged  that  this  was  a  matter  of  intense 
personal  feeling.  He  said  that  he  and  others  had  been  called  on  by  members  of  the  media  and  others  to  speak 
to  this  issue.  He  said  that  this  was  an  unusual  place  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  be  in;  the  Commission  is 
typically  judging  the  merits  of  the  public  artwork  it  considers  installing  in  San  Francisco.  In  this  case,  he  said, 
the  controversy  has  less  to  do  with  the  artwork  but  is  more  focused  on  the  artist  himself.  He  briefly  explained 


the  process:  an  independent  panel  publicly  reviews  a  large  number  of  applicants,  and  their  recommendation 
comes  to  this  Commission.  He  said  that  the  proposal  for  the  projects  is  not  at  issue,  but  it  was  only  after  the 
Commission  approved  the  selection  of  Tom  Otterness  and  his  contracts  that  the  controversial  incident  in  the 
artist's  past  came  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission,  although  some  members  of  the  public  knew  about  it.  He 
said  that  the  incident  in  Mr.  Otterness's  past  aroused  horror,  and  he  said  that  the  Commission  would  hear  from 
members  of  the  public. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  would  ask  for  a  motion  to  terminate  the  contract  for  the  Central  Subway 
artwork,  and  not  to  terminate  the  artwork  at  General  Hospital.  He  presented  the  following  motion  and  called  for 
public  comment. 

Public  Comment: 

Sally  Stevens  of  the  Animal  Welfare  Commission  said  that  the  incident  in  question  was  not  just  something  in 
his  background,  but  part  of  the  body  of  his  artwork.  She  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  should  look  at  the 
artist's  reputation  and  his  body  of  work.  She  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  incomplete  infomnation  about 
Mr.  Otterness,  but  now  that  the  Commission  has  this  information,  it  can't  ignore  the  infonnation.  She  urged  the 
Commission  to  rescind  the  contracts.  She  said  that  a  significant  portion  of  the  public  would  see  the  death  of 
this  dog  when  they  look  at  his  artwork,  not  the  whimsical  images.  She  said  that  the  artist  has  expressed 
remorse,  but  that  is  not  enough  without  concrete  actions.  She  said  that  if  the  Commission  temninates  his 
contracts,  he  will  finally  suffer  the  consequences  of  his  action.  She  said  that  in  2008,  an  installation  at  the  Art 
Institute  showed  a  video  of  a  dog  being  sledgehammered.  She  said  that  cancelling  these  contracts  would  go  a 
long  way  toward  telling  people  that  this  can't  be  tolerated. 

President  Johnston  reiterated  that  he  intended  to  make  a  motion  to  cancel  the  contract  for  the  Central  Subway, 
and  not  the  contract  for  General  Hospital.  He  added  that  he  would  make  his  argument  after  hearing  public 
comment. 

Alexandra  Dixon  said  that  she  had  lived  in  the  City  of  Saint  Francis  since  the  age  of  six,  and  she  is  an  animal 
lover.  She  urged  the  Commission  to  also  eliminate  the  General  Hospital  contract.  She  described  Mr.  Otterness 
as  a  sociopath,  the  Michael  Vick  of  the  art  world,  and  said  he  should  not  be  paid  v\^th  public  funds,  and  that  he 
has  a  black  soul.  She  said  that  the  call  of  Animal  Care  and  Control  Director  Rebecca  Katz  for  restorative  justice 
sounded  like  a  kickback  to  her.  She  said  that  it  would  be  a  good  business  decision.  She  predicted  that  the 
artwork  would  probably  be  defaced  if  installed,  and  there  would  be  ongoing  costs  of  repair.  She  said  that  it  was 
not  good  art,  and  the  City  should  not  pay  for  it. 

Bnjce  Wolfe,  President  of  DogPAC  of  San  Francisco,  said  that  it  was  kind  of  a  bluny  line,  that  public  artists  are 
contractors  first.  He  said  that  it  was  important  to  have  proper  contracts  and  put  good  business  first.  He  said  that 
as  past  supervisor  of  an  agency  dealing  with  child  abuse,  he  knew  that  laws  about  the  abuse  of  animals  are  far 
older  than  laws  about  child  abuse.  He  said  that  abuse  of  a  cow  in  India  wouldn't  go  over.  He  said  that  these 
animals  are  part  of  our  families  and  to  hear  of  this  action  is  homfying.  He  suggested  considering  a  "litmus  test  " 
for  sweatshops  and  other  abuses,  and  said  the  Commmission  must  consider  these  items  in  the  same  way 
before  moving  forward.  He  said  that  the  Commission  should  rescind  the  contracts,  take  the  loss  and  "bite  the 
bullet,"  and  that  a  better  process  was  needed. 

Chester  Zemany  said  that  he  has  been  a  resident  of  San  Francisco  for  twenty  years,  and  has  followed  this 
story  with  dismay.  He  said  that  he  read  that  the  Arts  Commission  didn't  know  of  this  act  in  the  artist's  past,  and  if 
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it  had,  it  might  not  have  awarded  the  contract.  He  said  that  the  choice  today  was  clear.  He  said  that  on 
October  7,  the  City  banned  sharl<-f inning,  a  Chinese  tradition.  He  said  that  on  November  8,  North  Hollywood 
had  banned  fur.  Today,  he  said  that  the  brass  statues  commissioned  would  be  a  permanent  monument  to 
animal  abuse.  He  said  that  he  has  forgiven  the  artist,  but  that  doesn't  mean  he  should  have  a  City  contract. 

Karil  Daniels  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  speak.  She  said  she  understood  that  this  was  a 
"hot-button"  issue.  She  said  that  she  has  lived  in  San  Francisco  for  decades,  and  would  not  want  to  walk 
around  public  spaces  or  the  hospital  seeing  sculptures  by  someone  who  killed  a  dog  to  make  a  name  for 
himself.  She  said  that  she  was  from  New  York  City  and  understood  about  making  a  name  for  oneself;  one  has 
to  be  either  really  exceptional  or  extremely  controversial.  She  said  that  Mr.  Otterness  had  chosen  the  latter 
path,  and  that  she  was  haunted  by  thinking  of  the  steps  he  took  to  do  that.  She  said  he  had  to  get  the  dog,  had 
to  sign  papers,  had  to  get  a  camera,  get  a  gun,  tie  up  the  dog  and  shoot  him,  and  get  a  gallery  to  show  the  film. 
She  said  that  she  knew  the  Arts  Commission  didn't  know  about  this  when  they  authorized  the  contracts,  but  now 
the  Commission  does  know. 

Corey  Evans  said  that  he  is  an  adjunct  law  professor  and  lawyer,  with  a  focus  on  animal  law.  He  said  that  he 
was  saddened  to  see  the  City  rewarding  someone  for  his  art  when  the  person  jump-started  his  career  with 
animal  abuse.  He  asked  whether,  if  he  had  started  his  career  showing  something  about  domestic  abuse  by 
filming  it,  then  decades  later  apologizing,  that  apology  should  be  rewarded.  He  asked  how  the  artist  will  be 
remembered,  and  said  it  was  clear  he  would  be  remembered  as  a  gentleman  who  tried  to  make  a  statement  by 
killing  an  animal.  He  said  that  if  the  City  lost  money  by  cancelling  the  contracts,  as  a  San  Francisco  taxpayer,  he 
was  okay  with  that.  He  didn't  want  to  be  reminded  of  the  act  by  seeing  the  artwork. 

Maggie  Seidel  said  she  was  a  23-year  resident  of  San  Francisco,  she  has  a  dog,  and  she  votes.  She  said  she 
has  a  two-part  objection.  First,  she  said,  this  is  a  non-San  Francisco  artist.  She  said  that  the  City's  leaders 
encourage  people  to  buy  from  local  artists,  as  Commissioner  Chew  recommended  buying  the  work  of  the 
street  artists.  Second,  and  more  important,  she  said,  Mr.  Otterness's  act  was  immoral,  heinous  and  cruel. 

Mr.  Hartz  quoted  Voltaire's  comment  that  even  if  he  disagreed  with  someone's  statement,  he  would  defend  to 
the  death  the  right  to  say  it.  Mr.  Hartz  said  he  had  to  question  whether  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Arts  Commission  to 
judge  the  art  or  the  artist.  He  said  that  he  respected  and  empathized  with  the  prior  speakers,  and  that  the 
question  is  whether  the  Arts  Commission  would  have  made  the  same  decision  if  this  history  had  been  known. 
He  said  that  the  Commission  is  now  in  the  position  of  having  to  rescind  contracts  for  an  act  done  more  than  30 
years  ago.  He  said  "let  he  who  is  without  sin, . . ."  and  that  everyone  has  made  mistakes.  He  asked  whether  the 
Commission  had  the  right  to  rescind  because  they  don't  like  the  artist  as  a  person.  He  added  tha  he  needed  to 
hear  about  the  dollar  amounts  involved. 

Dr.  Renee  Pittin  said  that  artists  are  the  sum  of  their  work,  that  the  artist  represents  his  work  and  the  work 
represents  the  artist.  She  said  that  this  artist  has  no  place  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  that  this  was  not  a 
separate  incident  but  a  part  of  his  body  of  work.  She  said  that  it  paints  and  taints  the  work  that  follows  it,  that 
she  cannot  see  whimsy,  but  grief.  She  said  that  as  a  San  Francisco  homeowner,  she  has  a  healthy  interest  in 
the  City's  spending.  She  urged  the  Commission  not  to  throw  good  money  after  bad,  but  to  show  the  courage 
and  conscience  of  Saint  Francis  and  release  the  city  from  this  murderous  man. 

Vicky  Tiernan  said  that  this  was  public  money,  and  that  some  acts  are  really  beyond  the  pale.  She  said  that 


even  some  underground  artists  criticized  Mr.  Otterness.  She  said  that  private  buyers  were  free  to  buy  his  work, 
but  she  strongly  objected  to  public  funds  going  to  him.  She  said  that  he  might  be  genuinely  sorry,  but  he  had  a 
long  way  to  go  to  show  it.  She  referred  to  comments  on  the  KQED  radio  program  earlier  in  the  day 

Jamie  Orton  raised  the  question  of  historical  relativism,  saying  that  Abraham  Lincoln  and  George  Washington 
were  cockfighters.  He  asked  whether  this  meant  we  should  tear  down  their  statues.  He  said  that  thirty-five  years 
ago,  during  the  Vietnam  war,  a  famous  photo  showed  a  general  shooting  a  prisoner  He  said  he  thought  it  was  a 
horrific  act  then  to  photograph  the  shooting,  but  things  have  changed,  and  he  didn't  know  what  the  Commission 
should  do. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

President  Johnston  thanked  everyone  for  their  thoughtful  commentary,  and  for  taking  time  during  a  weekday 
afternoon  to  come  and  speak  to  the  Commission.  He  acknowledged  that  this  issue  touches  people  deeply,  and 
he  appreciated  the  willingness  of  the  public  and  the  Commissioners  to  engage  in  a  meaningful  public  process. 
He  added  that  he  found  himself  having  to  talk  about  this  issue  quite  a  lot  over  the  preceding  weeks. 

Saying  that  he  wanted  to  explain  why  he  was  proposing  this  action,  at  the  risk  of  ensuring  that  the  Commission 
would  displease  someone,  he  recommended  cancelling  the  contract  for  the  Central  Subway  project,  and  by 
virtue  of  taking  no  action  on  the  General  Hospital  contract,  allowing  it  to  go  forward.  He  did  so  with  a  heavy 
heart,  and  still  was  torn.  He  said  that  this  was  a  government  setting,  and  the  Commission  had  to  be  cognizant  of 
the  tax  dollars  involved.  He  said  that  there  has  been  a  lot  of  focus  on  the  act  itself,  and  while  1 977  may  have 
been  a  time  and  era  unto  itself,  he  didn't  see  a  lot  of  debate  that  this  was  a  heinous  act.  President  Johnston 
was  embarassed  not  to  know  about  the  act  earlier,  not  to  be  able  to  vote  with  his  eyes  open.  He  said  that  this 
Commission  did  not  award  a  contract  for  work  done  thirty  or  twenty  or  even  ten  years  ago,  and  that  the  artist's 
work  was  widely  acclaimed  in  many  cities,  including  San  Jose  and  New  York  City.  He  said  that  the  Commission 
first  looked  at  whether  the  artist  was  technically  qualified  to  do  the  work,  then  looked  at  the  proposal  submitted. 
He  pointed  out  that  more  than  sixty  percent  of  public  art  awards  do  go  to  San  Francisco  artists,  and  it  is 
important  to  remember  that  San  Francisco  is  an  international  city.  Additionally,  because  of  federal  funding  for 
the  Central  Subway,  the  Commission  cannot  restrict  the  project  to  local  artists. 

President  Johnston  said  that  he  got  his  own  dog  from  Animal  Care  and  Control  ten  years  ago,  and  that  he  knew 
many  people  in  the  room  and  around  the  table  to  be  animal  lovers.  He  said  that  the  question  was  whether  this 
act  in  the  artist's  past  disabled  him  from  being  a  City  contractor.  He  said  that  the  passing  of  time,  and  the 
artist's  efforts  to  make  amends  come  into  play.  He  said  that  these  are  moral  and  ethical  questions  with  a  range 
of  feelings;  there  is  no  range  regarding  the  act  itself.  He  spoke  of  the  redemptive  value  of  art,  and  asked  at 
what  point  people  are  able  to  go  on.  He  explained  that  the  Commission  has  the  legal  right  to  cancel  the 
contracts.  If  the  Commission  cancels  the  General  Hospital  contract,  he  said,  the  City  will  lose  some  $365,000. 
and  the  artist  will  lose  a  lot  of  money  and  the  project  v^^ll  be  set  back.  If  the  Commission  cancels  the  Central 
Subway  contract,  there  are  no  financial  issues.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  issue  of  making  amends  is  a 
subjective  one,  and  in  his  conversation  on  KQED  this  morning  with  Sally  Stephens,  Chair  of  the  Commission  of 
Animal  Control  and  Welfare,  he  said  that  she  made  two  points.  He  said  that  she  believed  it  would  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  of  the  Arts  Commission  to  send  a  message  that  they  are 
appalled  by  earlier  work  in  the  artist's  past,  and  that  forfeiture  of  a  $750,000  contract,  and  half  of  another 
already  paid,  would  be  a  strong  message.  He  added  that,  although  Ms.  Katzwas  unfairly  described  as  an 
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advocate,  he  found  her  a  pretty  harsh  critic  of  the  artist,  who  said  that  he  has  recently  made  sincere  attempts  to 
make  amends.  President  Johnston  said  this  is  somewhat  late,  and  when  the  heat  is  on;  he  thought  the  heat 
would  be  on  the  artist  in  other  cities  and  will  continue.  He  thought  it  fair  to  penalize  the  artist  seriously  by 
cancelling  the  contract,  and  not  to  penalize  the  City  by  paying  for  artwork  and  not  receiving  it.  President 
Johnston  hoped  this  action  would  encourage  the  artist  to  continue  steps  to  make  amends.  He  said  that  there  is 
a  wide  range  of  opinions  on  what  is  enough,  when  is  long  enough,  and  when  someone  can  expect  forgiveness; 
he  didn't  expect  everyone  to  agree.  He  argued  that  the  Commission  could  send  a  powerful  message  that 
allows  the  City  to  keep  funds,  and  could  force  a  dialogue  with  the  animal  rights  community. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  wanted  to  be  sure  there  was  time  for  all  Commissioners  to  comment. 

Commissioner  Melania  acknowledged  that  this  was  an  important  issue  both  for  members  of  the  public  and  for 
Commissioners,  and  she  thanked  President  Johnston  for  presenting  all  sides  of  the  question. 

Commissioner  Smith  asked  Ms.  Varah  how  big  a  risk  there  was  of  a  retaliatory  lawsuit  from  the  artist,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Massachusetts  Museum  of  Contemporary  Art  ("MOCA").  She  replied  that  she  could  not  speak  for 
him  or  his  counsel,  and  this  was  quite  different.  She  added  that  both  contracts  have  a  "termination  for 
convenience"  clause. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  President  Johnston  for  shouldering  the  responsibility  of  addressing  this 
issue,  and  thanked  members  of  the  public  for  their  comments.  She  said  that  it  was  a  slippery  slope  to  set 
special  criteria,  that  the  selection  panel,  the  Committee  and  the  Commission  consider  quality,  appropriateness 
and  budget  in  selecting  public  artists.  She  said  that  she  is  personally  distressed  by  anything  that  encourages 
"snuff  films."  She  reiterated  that  the  Commission  did  not  know  about  the  incident  at  the  time  they  approved  the 
contracts.  She  added  that  staff  considered  whether  an  artist  was  able  to  complete  the  proposed  project, 
whether  the  artist  had  been  unable  to  complete  previous  projects.  She  again  acknowledged  the  strong  feelings 
about  Mr.  Otterness,  and  recalled  that  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  had  been  pressured  to  eliminate 
certain  artworks. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Smith,  President  Johnston  said  that  the  motion  on  the  floor  was 
only  to  terminate  the  Central  Subway  contract,  then  work  with  the  NEA  to  resolve  options,  and  he  was  asking  for 
an  up-or-down  vote. 

Commissioner  Sklar  said  this  was  the  hardest  decision  she  has  had  to  make,  and  she  has  spent  most  of  her 
life  trying  to  prevent  the  use  of  guns,  except  by  the  military,  and  this  was  a  dilemma  for  her.  She  said  that  in  her 
work  with  Delancey  Street,  she  is  in  frequent  contact  with  people  who  have  done  terrible,  terrible  things,  mostly 
to  people  and  not  animals.  She  said  that  one  has  to  look  at  these  people  and  say,  I  don't  know  this  person,  has 
he  made  an  effort  to  turn  his  life  around?  She  said  that  she  didn't  know  if  Commissioners  had  enough 
information.  She  said  that  the  City  needs  to  keep  its  reputation,  that  at  least  one  of  the  projects  is  far  along  and 
the  City  needs  to  keep  its  commitment.  She  said  that  she  was  talking  about  the  art,  and  not  about  artists. 

Commissioner  Smith  asked  about  discussions  with  Mr.  Otterness.  President  Johnston  replied  that  he  had  not 
discussed  anything  with  the  artist  and  did  not  intend  to.  He  reported  that  the  artist's  apology  was  read  on  the 
radio  that  morning,  and  that  Mr.  Otterness  does  not  appear  in  public  because  doing  so  makes  it  appear  that  he 
is  trying  to  justify  the  episode,  and  there  is  no  way  to  justify  it.  President  Johnston  said  that  the  artist  said  that  he 


hopes  the  work  he  has  made  in  the  past  twenty  years  will  speak  for  hinn. 

Commissioner  asked  what  actions  he  has  taken  in  the  past  twenty  years;  President  Johnston  said  that  in 
response  to  the  recent  overture  from  the  Director  of  Animal  Care  and  Control,  any  action  is  mostly  expected  in 
the  future.  Mr.  Otterness  has  installed  public  artworks  in  many  other  cities. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  read  an  e-mail  she  had  received  from  Tomasita  Medal.  President  Johnston  said 
that  he  had  received  a  lot  of  e-mail  messages,  many  on  the  other  side  of  the  issue. 

He  called  for  a  roll  call  vote  on  the  motion;  the  vote  was  as  follows:

1116-11-302:  Motion  to  (i)  authorize  termination  of  the  Central  Subway  Public  Art 
Agreement  with  artist  Tom  Otterness,  subject  to  any  required  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  or  other 
approvals,  and  to  authorize  the  Arts  Commission  President  to  work  with  the  Director  of  Transportation  to  take 
any  further  steps  necessary  to  implement  this  resolution  and  (ii)  take  affirmative  action  to  move  forward  with  the 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Public  Art  Agreement  with  artist  Tom  Otterness. 

President  Johnston  advised  that  the  project  has  been  on  hold  for  some  time,  and  the  artist  has  known  this  for 
some  time. 


8.  Public  Comment 

Peter  Warfield  asked  the  Commission  to  reconsider  the  Bernal  Heights  Branch  Library  mural.  He  said  that  this 
is  a  mural  with  many  excellent  qualities,  a  history  of  creation  as  a  community  project.  He  said  that  many  have 
endorsed  keeping  all  of  it,  including  experts  like  Timothy  Drescher.  He  said  that  the  Precita  Eyes  Board  of 
Directors  sent  a  letter  to  the  Library  Commission,  and  fomner  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Luis  R.  Cancel  sent  a 
letter  recommending  keeping  one  side  of  the  mural.  He  said  that  muralist  Arch  Williams  has  more  mentions 
than  Susan  Cervantes  of  Precita  Eyes.  He  said  that  this  mural  was  never  discussed  before  the  Library 
Commission,  nor  before  this  Commission  or  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  He  said  that  a  so-called  public 
process  for  a  so-called  compromise  was  not  transparent. 

Bruce  Wolfe,  Vice  Chair  of  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  Task  Force,  said  that  he  didn't  expect  to  speak,  and  that  he 
visited  various  Commissions  from  time  to  time.  He  said  that  the  Task  Force  tried  to  mold  training  and  outreach 
to  help  public  bodies.  He  had  three  comments,  and  offered  to  do  training  for  the  Commission  as  they  have 
done  for  other  bodies.  First,  he  recommended  actively  passing  the  gavel  when  Committee  Chairs  are  making 
their  Committee  reports.  Second,  he  said  that  the  President  or  Chair  should  ask  for  yea  votes,  nay  votes  and 
abstentions.  Third,  he  said  that  it  was  important  that  supporting  documents,  such  as  contracts,  be  available. 

Ray  Hartz  said  that  he  hoped  that  this  body  would  see  that  his  intention  was  a  good  one.  He  said  that 
unfortunately  he  gets  a  lot  of  eye-rolling,  as  if  to  say  "what's  his  point?"  He  said  that  the  Brown  Act  was  passed 


in  1 954,  calling  for  decisions  to  be  made  in  full  view  of  the  public.  He  said  that  in  this  city,  which  holds  itself  out 
as  a  bastion  of  freedom  and  democracy.  City  bodies  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  permit  the  silencing  of 
dissent.  He  said  this  was  unacceptable.  He  said  that  at  twenty-one,  he  took  an  oath  to  enter  the  United  States 
Navy,  to  protect  the  nation  against  all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic.  He  said  this  was  similar  to  the  oath 
Commissioners  take  regarding  the  California  Constitution.  He  said  that  this  all  goes  to  things  that  the  public 
deserves  to  know.  He  said  that  when  he  asked  for  information  about  money  being  spent,  he  got  no  answer  and 
felt  that  this  was  important. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 


9.  Reports  and  Announcements 

There  were  no  further  reports  or  announcements. 

10.  New  Business 

Mr.  Warfield  urged  the  Commission  to  take  up  a  hearing  on  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  by  the  full  Commission, 
not  in  the  Consent  Calendar.  He  said  no  one  was  here  from  the  Library  Commission,  no  artist,  no  one  who  was 
working  on  the  planned  mural,  no  one  to  discuss  the  process.  He  said  this  was  one  example  of  what  excluded 
the  public.  He  said  that  the  Library  Commission  considered  the  mural  on  July  21 ,  and  he  asked  whether  it 
would  go  to  the  Arts  Commission  in  August  or  September.  He  said  they  assured  him  it  would  get  a  thorough 
hearing,  and  asked  the  Commission  to  please  not  approve  anything  further  without  a  hearing. 
Mr.  Hartz  spoke  in  support  of  the  previous  speaker,  and  criticized  the  record  on  this  issue  as  really  sketchy.  He 
said  that  the  process  was  supposedly  open,  and  asked  who  had  participated,  when  the  meetings  were  held. 
He  said  someone  will  be  left  holding  the  bag,  and  that  when  the  day  comes  that  the  murals  begin  to  be 
removed,  members  of  the  Latino  community  will  speak  out.  He  said  that  some  who  had  spoken  today  in 
support  of  the  Grammy  item  would  come  and  ask  the  Commission  what  it  is  doing.  He  said  that  it  was  bad 
enough  that  gentrification  was  driving  people  out,  and  now  the  Commission  was  trying  to  erase  that  they  had 
ever  been  there.  He  said  that  years  ago,  someone  had  paid  for  the  artwork. 

There  was  no  new  further  new  business.

Noting  the  large  number  of  members  of  the  public  in  attendance,  and  the  fact  that  the  room  had  to  be  vacated 
by  5:00,  President  Johnston  said  he  would  continue  some  items,  and  take  other  items  out  of  order  to  allow  as 
many  people  to  speak  as  possible;  public  comment  would  be  limited  to  two  minutes  per  speaker.

Ms.  Beltran  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  Interim  Director,  noting  that  this  would  be 
her  last  meeting  in  that  position.  She  reported  that  the  agency  was  stronger  and  more  fiscally  responsible,  with 
better  staff  morale,  and  she  praised  the  staff  as  extraordinary.  She  added  that  she  was  not  a  candidate  for  the 
permanent  position  of  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  and  she  looked  forward  to  returning  to  life  as  a  full-time  artist 
and  a  Commissioner. 

President  Johnston  thanked  Ms.  Beltran  for  her  courage  in  stepping  into  the  breach  during  a  difficult  transitional 
year  which  impacted  staff  even  more  than  Commissioners,  as  well  as  the  people  in  the  community  who  rely  on 
the  agency  He  looked  forward  to  welcoming  Ms.  Beltran  back  to  the  Commission.

7.  Controller's  Report  on  Financial  Management  Review 

President  Johnston  explained  that  there  was  no  current  vote  or  action  item  with  regard  to  the  report,  and  that 
policy  improvements  in  response  to  the  report  would  be  taken  over  the  coming  months.  He  announced  that  a 
special  meeting  on  December  1 2  would  be  devoted  to  reviewing  the  report  and  hearing  further  comments  from 
members  of  the  public.  Today's  meeting,  he  said,  would  focus  on  hearing  from  the  Controller's  office. 

Ms.  Beltran  explained  that  the  format  of  the  report  called  for  the  agency  to  submit  only  brief  responses  to  each 
of  the  findings,  and  did  not  allow  for  more  thorough  responses  giving  context  or  explanation.  She  emphasized 
that  the  funding  of  Cultural  Equity  Grants  ("CEG")  and  of  community  arts  remained  alive  and  well;  the 
Controller's  report  called  for  improving  the  administration  of  the  grant  funds,  not  for  their  elimination.  In  regard 
to  the  question  of  multiple  grants  for  an  organization,  she  explained  that  the  Controller's  report  did  not  call  for 
eliminating  them,  but  rather  for  clarifying  its  policy  on  whether  and  when  an  organization  might  appropriately  be 
awarded  a  second  grant.  Ms.  Beltran  added  that  Arts  Commission  staff  was  researching  best  practices  on  this 
question. 

Ms.  Beltran  introduced  the  Controller's  office  team,  including  City  Services  Audits  Director  Tonia  Lediju,  Audit 
Manager  Irella  Blackwood  and  Associate  Auditor  Nicholas  Delgado.  Ms.  Lediju  explained  that  her  team  worked 
under  the  direction  of  Controller  Ben  Rosenfield,  and  that  the  department's  mission  was  to  ensure  the  City's 
financial  integrity  and  efficiency  She  explained  the  goals,  limits  and  methods  of  the  audit,  and  reviewed  the 
report  and  each  of  its  findings  in  detail.  She  explained  that  her  team  had  discussed  each  of  the  findings  with 
Ms.  Beltran  and  Arts  Commission  staff,  and  their  responses  were  included  in  the  report.  She  pointed  out  that 
the  Controller's  role  was  as  an  independent  auditor  making  recommendations,  and  it  was  up  to  the 


Commission  to  detemiine  how  to  implement  those  recommendations. 

The  Commission  thanked  IVIs.  Lediju  and  the  Controller's  office  team,  agreeing  with  the  need  for  better 
procedures  and  policies,  and  reiterated  continuing  support  for  the  City's  arts  community. 

President  Johnston  called  for  public  comment. 

Public  Comment: 

Carolina  Ponce  de  Leon  of  Galeria  de  la  Raza  appreciated  the  Commission's  support,  and  recommended 
against  limiting  simultaneous  grants. 

Michael  Addario,  Street  Artists  Liaison  Committee  chair,  thanked  Ms.  Beltran  for  her  courage  in  initiating  the 
audit,  and  said  it  should  be  done  annually.  He  said  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  should  be  audited. 

Lily  Kharrazi  of  the  Alliance  for  California  Traditional  Arts  said  that  her  organization  works  in  tandem  with  Cultural 
Equity  Grants,  supporting  the  arts  of  immigrant  and  traditional  communities. 

London  Breed,  Executive  Director  of  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  said  that  CEG  was  really 
important,  and  that  funding  should  be  more  equitable  throughout  the  City's  various  districts  and  communities. 

Vinay  Patel,  Executive  Director  of  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center,  thanked  the  Commission,  and  said 
CEG  was  nationally  renowned.  He  said  that  many  people  were  at  this  meeting  to  express  their  concem  that  the 
work  of  CEG  was  being  discredited. 

Cassie  Sneider,  author  and  comic  book  artist,  said  that  she  met  her  publisher  at  a  Radar  Productions  reading 
funded  by  CEG,  and  the  program  changed  her  life.  She  urged  continuing  support  for  CEG. 

Rene  Yafiez  protested  that  the  audit  should  have  been  done  while  Mr.  Cancel  was  still  with  the  agency  and  this 
timing  was  like  a  trial  in  absentia,  with  no  opportunity  for  him  to  answer  charges  against  him. 

Peter  Warfield  of  Library  Users  Association  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  problems  following  its 
procedures  with  regard  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  criticized  the  process  for  the  approval  of  the  Bemal 
Heights  Library  mural. 

Beth  Pickens  of  Radar  Productions  thanked  the  Commission  and  CEG  staff  for  their  work  supporting  the  arts 
ecosystem  in  San  Francisco. 

AN  Liebegott,  author,  said  that  she  had  received  an  Individual  Artist  Commission  from  CEG,  and  that  artists 
desperately  need  the  program.  She  added  that  young  queers  could  afford  to  live  in  San  Francisco  in  1991 
when  she  moved  here,  but  no  longer.  She  asked  the  Commission  to  hold  each  other  and  the  new  Director 
accountable. 

Annie  Danger  said  she  was  a  transgender  woman  and  recipient  of  CEG  grants.  She  said  the  funding  was 
crucial  to  a  number  of  diverse  communities. 
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Celine  Schein  of  Chitresh  Das  Dance  Company  said  that  CEG  support  has  been  really  significant  in  the 
company's  growth.  She  wanted  to  be  careful  that  arts  organizations  were  not  pitted  against  one  another,  and 
supported  the  exceptional  staff  at  the  Arts  Commission. 

Rachna  Nivas  of  Chitresh  Das  said  she  was  extremely  fortunate  to  have  been  trained  at  a  high  level  and  was 
grateful  for  the  opportunity  provided  by  CEG  grants. 

A  number  of  other  speakers  expressed  support  of  CEG. 

President  Johnston  said  that  there  would  be  a  further  hearing  the  following  Monday,  and  reiterated  that  there 
was  nothing  to  vote  on  at  this  time.

He  thanked  members  of  the  public  and 
Commissioners  for  the  time  and  work  they've  put  in  to  serve  the  community. 
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There  was  no  public  comment.

There  was  no  Director's  Report.  President  Johnston  announced  that  at  its  December  5  meeting,  the 
Commission  had  selected  Tom  DeCaigny  as  the  new  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  to  start  on  January  9.

4.  Public  Comment 

Peter  Warfield  said  that  he  was  concerned  about  this  Commission's  and  the  Library  Commission's  death 
sentence  on  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  mural.  He  said  there  had  been  no  discussion  of  its  history,  content  or 
meaning,  and  of  the  importance  of  Victor  Jara  in  the  mural. 

Melody  Takata  of  GenRyu  Arts  discussed  the  huge  impact  of  Cultural  Equity  Initiative  grants  received  by  her 
organization,  which  tells  the  stories  of  Japantown  through  taiko,  and  she  praised  the  work  of  former  Cultural 
Equity  Grants  Program  Director  San  San  Wong. 

There  was  no  further  public  comment 

5.  Controller's  Report  on  Financial  Management  Review 

Interim  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  JD  Beltran  commended  the  Controller's  office  team  for  their  work,  and  Arts 
Commission  staff  for  their  cooperation.  She  said  this  meeting  was  intended  to  provide  a  public  forum  to 
discuss  the  report,  and  she  wanted  to  reassure  everyone  that  the  report's  guidance  on  fiscal  responsibility  was 
in  no  way  intended  to  jeopardize  Cultural  Equity  Grants  or  any  other  program. 

She  reviewed  the  report  and  each  of  its  findings  and  recommendations  in  detail,  and  explained  how  Arts 
Commission  staff  is  responding  and  has  already  begun  to  implement  the  recommendations. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Alicia  Cabrera  discussed  the  recommendations,  stressing  that  the  Controller's  office  was 
not  dictating  how  the  Arts  Commission  should  manage  its  programs,  but  that  it  should  improve  its  procedures 
and  make  them  more  consistent. 

President  Johnston  thanked  everyone  for  their  participation,  and  discussed  how  the  Controller's  office  was 
requested  to  complete  the  audit.  He  emphasized  that  the  Commission  was  committed  to  maintaining  funding 
for  Cultural  Equity  Grants  ("CEG")  and  the  many  organizations  it  supports.  He  called  for  public  comment. 

Public  Comment: 

Idris  Ackamoor  of  Cultural  Odyssey  spoke  in  support  of  CEG  and  an  equitable,  open  process. 

Brad  Erickson  of  Theatre  Bay  Area  spoke  in  support  of  CEG  and  its  visibility  around  the  country. 

Mike  Addario  thanked  the  Commission  for  its  good  work  and  requesting  the  audit.  He  asked  for  an  audit  of  the 
Street  Artists  Program  and  raised  questions  about  its  funding  and  management.

Michelle  Tea  said  she  was  a  Cultural  Equity  Grants  recipient,  and  was  very  grateful  for  the  work  of  Ms.  Wong 
and  the  CEG  staff.  She  urged  the  Commission  not  to  limit  the  number  of  times  an  organization  doing  good 
work  could  be  funded. 

Maria  Acosta  said  she  was  an  original  member  of  the  earlier  arts  task  force.  She  expressed  concern  about 
funding  for  the  Native  American  community  and  some  of  the  areas  listed  in  the  Controller's  report 

John-Carlos  Perea,  a  Grammy-winning  powwow  singer,  thanked  Ms.  Wong  for  her  support  of  Native  artists,  and 
expresssed  his  concern  for  transparency  in  the  grants  process. 

Jon  Jang  of  Asian  Improv  aRts  said  that  he  had  served  on  the  earlier  arts  task  force,  and  he  gave  a  historical 
perspective  on  models  of  funding  and  cultural  equity. 

Matthew  Ted  ford,  of  the  Chinese  Culture  Foundation,  said  that  organizations  rely  on  simultaneous  grants, 
particularly  when  they  serve  low-income  communities. 

Vinay  Patel,  Executive  Director  of  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Cultural  Center,  thanked  the  Commissioners  for 
their  support  of  cultural  equity.  He  reported  that  CEG  had  national  attention  at  the  recent  Grantmakers  in  the 
Arts  conference. 

Alan  Manolo  of  Bindlestiff  reported  that  they  had  just  opened  a  new  theater,  and  he  thanked  Ms.  Wong  and  the 
CEG  staff  for  years  of  guidance. 

Lex  Leifheit,  Executive  Director  of  the  SOMArts  Cultural  Center,  thanked  the  Commission  for  their  support.  She 
said  that  she  and  others  had  protested  rising  administrative  fees  and  was  discouraged  when  action  wasn't 
taken  earlier. 

Lily  Carazi  of  Traditional  Arts  said  that  although  they  make  grants  statewide,  most  go  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
area.  She  added  her  support  for  CEG. 

Brenda  Wong  Aoki  of  First  Voice  and  Mark  Izu  of  Asian  Jazz  said  they  had  received  CEG  grants  over  many 
years,  and  they  expressed  their  support  for  San  San  Wong,  and  for  Cora  Mirikitani  of  the  Center  for  Cultural 
Innovation. 

A  speaker  from  Voice  of  Witness  spoke  in  support  of  CEG  and  its  help  in  growing  this  small  organization. 

A  professor  at  San  Franciso  State  praised  the  efficiency  and  professionalism  of  the  CEG  panel  process  and 
spoke  in  support  of  the  program. 

A  speaker,  formerly  secretary  for  a  Native  arts  program  that  predated  the  Cultural  Centers,  spoke  in  support  of 
CEG. 

Mr.  Warfield  spoke  in  support  of  the  multicultural  mural  at  the  Bemal  Heights  Library  and  thought  the 
Controller's  report  was  devastating.  He  hoped  the  new  Director  would  deal  with  the  issues  raised. 
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Villy  Wang  of  BAYCAT  and  of  the  San  Francisco  Film  Commission  urged  separating  the  problems  from  the 
people  and  programs,  and  fixing  fiscal  problems. 

Darin  Ow-Wing  said  he  has  worked  in  the  nonprofit  world  for  30  years,  supervising  budgets  up  to  $3  million, 
and  has  gone  through  many  audits.  He  said  that  he  had  never  seen  such  a  focus  on  a  single  program  as  in  the 
Controller's  report. 

Teni  Winston  of  Women's  Audio  Mission  spoke  in  support  of  Ms.  Wong  and  CEG.  She  said  that  the  media 
perception  of  the  situation  needs  to  be  addressed  along  with  the  items  raised  in  the  report. 

Joan  Pinkvoss  of  Aunt  Lute  Books  said  she  had  worked  in  nonprofits  for  twenty  years,  and  praised  the  work  of 
Ms.  Wong  and  CEG  staff. 

President  Johnston  thanked  all  the  speakers  and  said  he  heard  their  concerns  clearly.  He  noted  that  he  was 
once  a  reporter,  and  that  there  are  limits  to  what  the  Commission  can  do  in  dealing  with  the  press;  reporters 
write  the  story  they  want  to  write.  Commissioners  discussed  possible  next  steps.  President  Johnston  reiterated 
the  Commission's  support  for  all  the  organizations  that  it  works  with,  and  for  the  value  of  cultural  equity,  as  well 
as  its  commitment  to  an  open  and  inclusive  dialogue.  He  added  that  the  agency  would  soon  have  a  new 
director  in  place.
